VON  BUELOW  OPENS

Many    Documents    Ob- 
tained Are  Burned 
in  Furnace. 


Peoria,  111..  Jan.  8.— Some  time  Sun- 
day night  the  safety  vault  at  the 
Public  library  was  blown  open  and  all 
records  of  the  N.  C.  Dougherty  case 
were  stolen  and  afterwards  burned  In 
the  furnace  In  the  building.  Dougher- 
ty Is  now  In  the  Jollet  penitentiary,  and 
the  destruction  of  these  records  may 
be  the  means  of  releasing  his  bonds- 
men. The  jwllce  have  no  clue  to  the 
perpetrators,  but  believe  It  to  have 
been  the  work  of  expert  cracksmen 
assisted  by  some  one  familiar  with 
the    building. 

Only  documents  which  bear  In  the 
Dougherty  scandal  case  were  taken. 
Some  papers  belonging  to  the  secretary 
were  confiscated  and  $95  in  money. 


Paris,  Jan.  8.— William  T.  Stead  of 
London,  who  arrived  here  yesterday, 
says  In  an  Interview  that  he  Is  on 
his  way  around  the  world  in  the  In- 
terest of  peace.  He  further  declares 
that  he  Is  authorized  by  the  British 
premier,  Sir  Henry  Campbell-Banner- 
mann,  to  say  tliat  Great  Britain,  If  no 
other  country  does  so,  would  at  the 
appKiaching  second  peace  conference 
at  The  Hague,  raise  the  tiuestlon  of 
taking  sttps  to  provide  for  the  main- 
tenance of  International  peace.  This. 
Mr.  Stead  says,  will  be  done  in  the 
form  of  two  propositions,  as  follows: 

First,  that  each  country  participat- 
ing in  the  conference  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  the  propo- 
gatlon  of  the  Idea  of  maintaining  In- 
ternational peace. 

Second,  fhat  each  country  participat- 
ing in  the  conference  render  obligatory 
the  observance  of  Article  VIII  of  the 
act  of  the  peace  conference  of  1899, 
pirmitting  a  third  power  to  tender 
mediation  without  giving  offense 
between  two  disputing  powers,  and  also 
that  the  participating  powers  extend 
the  scope  of  Article  VIII,  so  as  to  bind 
the  signatories,  in  case  of  a  declara- 
tion of  war,  not  to  begin  hostilities 
for  a  fortnight,  in  which  Interim 
friendly  powers  would  have  the  right 
to  intervene  in  an  attempt  to  ad- 
just  the  quarrel. 

LIQUOR  SOLD  TO 
mm  WOMEN 

Agent  Frater  Asks  Cass 

County  Attorney  to 

Stop  It. 

Walker.  Mlnnn.,  Jan.  8.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Indian  Agent  John  T. 
Frater  has  invoked  the  aid  of  the  coun- 
ty attorney  of  Cass  county  to  stop  the 
practice  of  certain  saloons  In  Walker 
from  selling  liquor  to  Indian  women 
and  school  children  at  the  Indian 
school.  Mr.  Frater  takes  the  stand 
that  the  women  are  habitual  drunkards 
and  the  children  minors.  Provided  he 
can  find  no  redress  through  the  county, 
he  will  take  the  matter  before  gov- 
ernment   officials. 

Mr.  Frater  Is  acting  In  his  capacity 
of  government  agent  and  guardian  of 
the  Chippewa  tribe  in  taking  the  step 
he  has,  and  those  familiar  with  con- 
ditions uphold  him  in  his  action.  Whole 
sled  loads  of  Indian  children  and  wo- 
men come  over  from  the  agency  on 
the  least  provocation  and  proceed  to 
Indulge  In  Intoxicants  In  a  most  dis- 
gusting maner.  An  Intoxicated  In- 
!  dian  woman  represents  one  of  the  most 
degrading  spectacles,  and  while  they 
are  not  permitted  to  travel  the  main 
thoroughfares,  the  fact  that  they  are 
habitual  drunkards  to  a  large  extent  is 
well  known.  The  unlucky  children  who 
happen  to  be  with  the  mother  at  the 
!  time  of  her  debauch,  often  suffer  the 
:  most  extreme  hardships,  especially  dur- 
j  ing  the  winter  nionths.  The  woman, 
apparently  Immune  to  the  cold,  while 
in  this  condition,  often  remains  In  the 
open  throughout  the  night  with  a  pa- 
poose strapped  to  her  back,  the  little 
one  suffering  from  cold  and  exposure 
throughout  the  night.  A  majority  of 
these  people  have  a  natural  craving  for 
alcoholic  beverages  and  the  only  way 
to  protect  them  and  their  offspring 
from  it  is  to  provide  a  law  which  places 
it  out  of  their  reach.

There  is  Opposition,  But 

No  Candidate  With 

Strength.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  senatorial  caucus  of 
tile  Republican  members  of  the  legis- 
lature tonight  will  be,  In  some  re- 
spects, very  much  like  that  of  two 
years  ago,  when  Senator  Clapp  was 
renominated   without   opposition. 

Senator  Nelson  will  also  be  renomi- 
nated without  opposition  tonight.  In 
one  sense,  and  in  another  sepse  he 
will  not  be.  He  .has  no  opposition,  in 
the  sense  that  no  other  name  than 
his  will  be  presented  to  the  caucus 
for  its  consideration.  No  other  name 
was  presented  to  the  caucus  of  two 
years  ago,  and  this  is  the  respect  in 
which  tonight's  caucus  will  be  simi- 
lar   to   that    one. 

But— 

There  was  opposition  two  years 
ago  to  the  re-election  of  Senator 
Clapp,  and  there  -will  be  opposition 
now  to  the  re-election  of  Senator 
Nelson. 

There  are  Barkises  that  would  be 
glad  to  have  their  names  presented 
to  the  caucus  tonight— If  they  thought 
there  was  the  remotest  show  of  their 
being  given  the  nomination,  which, 
since  the  legislature  is  overwhelming- 
ly Republican,  is  equivalent  to  an 
election.  But  there  are  no  candidates, 
that  have  been  mentioned  in  this  con- 
nection, who  would  stand  the  remot- 
tst  show  of  being  nominated,  so  their 
names   will  not  be  submitted. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature,  in  both  houseSs 
who  would  be  glad  of  the  chance  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  United  States 
senator  of  whom  they  were  quite 
sure.

Herald.) — The  legislature  formally 
opened  for  Its  thirty-fifth  session  thl« 
morning,  both  houses  organizing  and 
appointing  a  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers each  to  notify  the  governor  tRat 
the  legislature  Is  in  session  and  ready 
to  receive  any  message  he  may  care  to 
send  it.  The  slate  organizations  went 
,  through  from  top  to  bottom  In  both 
houses,  and  the  only  hitch  was  a  very 
feeble  one  In  the  senate,  where  sev- 
eral senators  not  members  of  the  com- 
bine registered  a  protest  against  the 
distribution  of  jobs  by  voting  against 
the  blanket  resolution  appointing 
them  all.  The  vote  for  the  resolution, 
however,  was  67  £o  4. 

Secretary  of  l^tate  Julius  Schmal 
called  the  house*  to  order  at  noon,  and 
Dr.  J.  A.  Gates  of  Kenyon  was  mad6 
temporary  clerk.  The  members  were 
sworn  In  by  Justice  Brown,  after  which 
L.  H.  Johnson  was  elected  speaker  by 
a  vote  pf  106  to  13,  the  thirteen  Dem- 
ocratic votes  going  to  Dr.  John  H. 
Dorsey  of  Giencoe.  The'  three  Pro- 
hibitionists voted  for  Johnson.  The 
remainder  of  the  elective  ones  were 
filed  as  scheduled  heretofore. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Eberhart 
called  the  senate  to  order  at  "ooij. 
and  the  members  were  sworn  In  by 
Chief  Justice  Hart,  with  Senator 
Schaller  of  Hastings  acting  as  tempo- 
rary clerk. 

The  slate  went  through  according 
to  program,  after  which  the  usual 
resolutions  providing  for  getting  Ihft 
legislative  business  under  way  were 
adopted.  This  afternoon  the  house 
members  are  picking  out  their  seats 
by  lot,  and  the  senate  has  adjourned 
to  10  o'clock  tomorrow,  when  th^ 
governor's  mes.«ago  will  be  heard  by 
the  legislature  in  a  joint  session  In 
the   house   chamber.

MURDER  AT  THE 
HULL-RUST  MINE 

Austrian  Laborer  Shot  Down  at  Door 

of  Boardinghouse. 

Murderer  is  Arrested  But  His  Name 

is  Not  Known. 


Hlbblng,  Minn.,  Jan.  8. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — One  of  the  most  brutal 
and  uncalled  for  murders  In  the  his- 
tory of  St.  Louis  county  took  place 
here  last  night.  Nealy  Blcovltch,  an 
Austrian  laborer  at  the  Hull-Rust 
mine,  was  murdered  In  cold  blood 
as  he  was  emerging  from  the  door 
of  his  boarding  house  late  last  even- 
ing, by  a  man  who  refuses  to  give 
his  name. 

The  murderer  fired  two  shots,  one 
taking  effect  in  the  neck  of  his 
victim  and  the  other  piercing  his 
abdomen.  Blcovltch  was  taken  at 
once  to  the  hospital,  where  he  «':led 
about  midnight. 

While  the  desperado  refuses  to  le- 
veai  his  identity,  he  is  known  i  t  som<3 
of  his  fellow  laborers  in  the  vioini'y 
I  of  the  mine,  and  It  Is  .-^Ulm^d  that  he 
killed  three  men  in  the  dl  toun'ry 
and  spent  ten  years  In  Eur  i«>ean 
prisons   for   his   crimes   there. 

He  arrived  in  Hlbblng  about  two 
weeks  ago  and  has  been  watched  as 
closely  as  practicable  by  the  police  as 
he  was  very  evidently  looking  for 
trouble.     Last  night  he  went  outside 


his  boarding  house  and  fired  two  shot* 
from  his  revolver.  Blcovltch  at  one© 
hastened  to  the  door  to  see  what  was 
the  matter,  and  as  he  was  standing 
with  his  back  against  the  lighted  door- 
way the  murderer  picked  him  out  aa 
a  target  with  telling  effect. 

Blcovltch   collapsed    in   a   heap   and 
his    slayer    escaped    in    the    darkness, 
but   was     arrested      this      morning   hy- 
Chief  Wing  near  the  Penobscot   loca- 
tion. 

Blcovltch  was  peaceable  and  well 
liked  among  his  fellow  workmen,  and 
no  quarrel  or  other  reason  for  the 
shooting  is  known.  The  deed  could 
not  have  been  planned,  as  the  mur- 
derer had  no  means  of  knowing  that 
It  would  be  Blcovltch  who  came  to- 
the  door  in  response  to  his  shots,  and 
It  is  thought  that  a  species  of  In- 
sanity must  have  inspired  the  trag- 
edy. 

Blcovltch  was  not  conscious  after 
the  accident  so,  of  course,  nothing 
definite  could  be  learned  as  to  any 
cause  for  111  feeling  between  the  two 
men,  but  all  the  conditions  tend  to 
show  that  no  matter  who  had  oom«* 
to  the  door  at  the  time  the  unfor- 
tunate Blcovltch  did  he  would  hav*- 
recelved    the   same    treatment.

Remedio  Gianfrancisco,  mighty  of 
name,  but  short  and  squat  and  dis- 
reputable of  appearance,  vas  the 
most  striking  figure  in  the  police 
court  grist  this  morning.  He  was 
up  as  a  plain  drunk,  but  news  that 
he  was  to  be  charged  with  petit 
larceny  also,  brought  a  goodly  pi.r- 
ition  of  little  Italy  into  Judge  Cut- 
ting's court  to  witness  the  proceed- 
ings this  morning.

shah"  OF  PERSIA 
SAID  TO  BE  DYING 


Teheran,  Jan.  3.— The  shah  is  dying. 
The  ministers  have  been  summoned 
to   the  palace. 


That  there  are  defects  In  the  system 
of  inspecting  Immigrants  at  New  York, 
seems  to  be  proven  by  the  case  of 
Miloven  Brajevic,  a  violently  insaiie 
alien,  who  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  Immigrant  Inspector  Wil- 
liam H.  Dean.  The  man  was  admitted 
at  Ellis  Island  scarcely  two  weeks  ago. 

Brajevic.  a  native  of  Montemegro. 
was  placed  In  the  county  jail  yesterday, 
and  the  authorities  notified  Inspector 
Dean,  in  the  hopes  that  he  would 
inveslgate  the  case  and  take  the  steps 
necessary  to  the  deportation  of  the 
man,  who  doubtless  will  be  ordered 
deported. 

Brajevic  is  32  years  of  age.  and  land- 
ed in  New  York.  Doc.  17,  1906.  on  the 
steamship  La  Tourlne.  He  came  di- 
rect to  Minnesota,  evidently,  and 
hired  out  for  woods  work  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state.  He  was  sent  to 
a  camp  thirty  miles  north  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  last  week  became  so  violently 
imsane  that  the  lives  of  his  fellow 
workmen  were  endangered  by  his 
presence.  It  became  necessary  to  se- 
curely tie  him.  and  keep  him  a  prison- 
er until  he  could  be  turned  over  to  the 
county.  The  proper  authorities  were 
notified,  and  Brajevic  was  brought  to 
the  St.  Louis  county  jail.  He  will  re- 
main there  until  the  government  dis- 
poses   of    his    ca.se. 

Inspector  Dean  is  kept  busy  during 
teh  winter  months  looking  into  the 
cases  of  aliens  w"ho  have  become  pub- 
lic charges  since  their  arrival  in  the 
United  States,  but  in  all  his  experience 
in  this  direction  he  has  never  before 
encountered  a  person  eligible  to  de- 
portation who  has  been  in  the  coimtry 
so  short  a  time  as  Brajevic. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the 
man  is  now  a  public  charge  because 
of  causes  existing  prior  to  landing, 
and  if  this  is  the  case  the  county 
authorities  are  of  the  opinion  that 
signs  of  his  weakness  should  have  been 
detected  at  Ellis  Island,  and  the  alien 
refused  admis.sion.  thus  saving  the 
government  the  big  expense  incident  to 
his  deportation  at  a  later  date  from 
some    interior   point.

Denver.  Jan.  8.— Rev.  Dr.  Henry  A. 
Buchtel,  chancellor  of  Denver  university. 
was  Inaugurated  as  governor  of  Colorado 
today,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  hls- 
tcry  of  the  state  the  inauguaration  took 
place  in  a  church.  In  deference  to  the 
governor's  wish  the  oath  of  office  was 
administered  to  him  and  he  delivered  his 
inaugural  address  to  the  legislature  in 
Trinity  Methodist  Episcopal  church, 
which  he  aided  largely  in  building  while 
he  was  pastor  of  that  congregation.

ELLIOTT'S  SALARY  HELD  UP. 

Controller  of  Treasury  Decides  Against 
S.  D.  District  Attorney. 

Washington,  Jan.  8.— James  D.  Elliott, 
district  attorney  for  South  Dakota,  has 
been  paid  a  salary  since  last  July  with- 
out authority  of  law,  according  to  the 
decision  of  Controller  of  Treasury  Trace- 
^ell  today.  The  question  came  before 
that  official  on  approval  of  the  account 
of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Justice,  only  the  first  two  months 
of  Elliott's  service  under  his  present  ap- 
pointment being  under  consideration, 
though  it  Is  understood  he  has  drawn  pay 
continuously,  which  he  will  have  to  re- 
fund. The  controller  says:  "An  officer 
appointed  during  a  recess  of  the  senate 
to  a  vacancy  existing  during  the  session 
of  the  senate  Is  not  an  officer  and  may 
not  discharge  the  duties  of  his  oflRe  prior 
to   confirmation." 

Under  this  construction  Elliott  cannot 
be  paid  for  his  services  at  all,  should  his 
conhrmatlon  be  defeated,  which  Senator 
Kittredge  Is    trying    to   bring  about. 

INDIAN  SLAYER~CAUGHT. 

Young  Fiatliead  Managed  to  Dodge  tiie 
Officers  Four  Montlis. 

Missoula,  Mont..  Jan.  8.— After  keeping 
out  of  lall  for  four  months,  during  which 
time  he  has  l)een  wanted  for  a  murder 
committed  four  months  ago,  Antone  Ne- 
nemah.  a  young  Flathead  Indian,  has 
been  brought  to  this  city  and  lodged  in 
jail.  He  was  arrested  twice  prior  to  this 
time,  but  escaped  while  on  his  way  to 
the  agency  jail. 

The  alleged  murder  was  committed 
near  Roman,  on  the  Flathead  reserva- 
tion. Nenemah  went  to  St.  Ignatius' 
mission  to  visit  relatives  and  fell  into 
the  hands  of  the  Indian  police  after  a 
lung  chase.

"It  should  be  remembered  also,"  said 
Mr.  Fesler,  "that  if  this  property  Is  not 
used  for  railroad  purposes  It  becomes 
subject  to  taxation  the  same  as  any 
other  property."

Bundock  of  Billings  Will  be  Returned  to 
the  Asylum. 

Billings,  Mont.,  Jan.  8.— Apparently 
hopelessly  Insane  Samuel  Bundock,  an 
old  pioneer,  was  placed  in  Jail  yesterday 
afternoon  pending  an  inquiry.

The  Criminal  Cases  Will 
be  Few  and  Un- 
important. 


The  Januarj'  term  of  the  United 
States  circuit  court  began  at  the 
federal  building  this  morning,  with 
Judge  Page  Morris  presiding.  From 
two  to  three  weeks  will  probably  be 
needed  to  complete  the  work  of  the 
term. 

The  calling  of  the  calendar  of 
law  and  chancery  cases  consumed  the 
erk>at.»r  part  of  the  morning  session 
of  the  court  today.  There  were 
fifteen  cases  at  law  and  five  cases  in 
chancery  on  the  calendar  at  this  term 

but  six  of  the  law  cases  were  con- 
tinued over  to  the  next  term  and 
one  was  stricken  from  the  calendar. 
All  of  the  chancery  cases  will  be 
heard  at  some  time  during  this  term. 

The  case,  which  was  stricken  from 
the  calendar,  was  tlie  personal  in- 
jury action  of  William  Travast 
against  the  Duiuth  Street  railway. 
John  Jenswold  represented  Travast 
In  the  case,  while  Thomas  S.  Wood 
represented  the  street  railway  com- 
pany. In  the  case  of  Fred  Roth 
against  Anne  Roth,  a  demurrer  has 
been  filed  by  the  defendant's  attor- 
ney, and  Roth's  attorney  has  until 
the  first  Monday  in  February  to  tile 
an  answer.  A  demurrer  has  also 
been  filed  In  the  case  of  John 
Kelley  against  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  company  and  will  be  heard 
later. 

Most  of  the  remaining  law  cases, 
which  will  come  up  at  this  term  of 
court,  are  personal  injury  actions 
and  each  will  probably  require  sev- 
eral days  for  trial.  There  is  but 
one  case  against  the  United  States 
on  the  calendar,  that  brought  by 
Julia  B.  Oakes,  Jane  B.  Jon<^.s,  Jane 
Andrews  and  Cornelia  Van  Etten,  but 
Other  cases  may  be  brought  up  at 
Bhort   notice.

WOULD  HAVE 
LOWER^FARE 

Governor  Hoch  Believes 
Railroads  Should  Re- 
duce Rates. 


All  Passes  in  the  State 
Should   be   For- 
bidden. 


Topeka,  Kan.,  Jan.  8.— The  legislature 
reconvened  here  today  m  biennial  -ses- 
sion. Governor  Hoch  will  not  be  inaug- 
urated for  his  second  term  till  Monday. 
Jan.  14.  Great  Interest  centers  around 
tlie  selection  of  a  successor  of  Alfred  W. 
Benson.  United  States  senator,  whose 
term  expires  on  March  4.  As  the  legis- 
lature Is  overwhelmingly  Republican,  a 
member  of  the   party   will  be  elected. 

In  his  message  Governor  Hoch  recom- 
mended the  passage  of  a  law  forbiddiu;; 
the  giving  of  free  railway  transportation 
to  any  except  actual  railroad  employes 
and  said: 

"I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  hear  arguments  for  and 
against  a  prooosilion  to  reduce  railroad 
fares  in  this  slate.  A  reduction  of  rail- 
road fares  is  sure  to  come.  It  is  only 
a  question  whether  or  not  that  time 
has    arrived." 

He  said  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners should  have  a  larger  contingent 
fund,  and  be  able  to  employ  an  expert  to 
make  a  thorough  investigation  of  freight 
rates. 

Of  the  bills  pa.ssed  by  the  last  legisla- 
ture directed  against  the  Standard  Oil 
company,    he  said: 

"Tlie  maximum  freight  rate. law  and  the 
anti-discrimination  law  hav«  made  pos- 
sible the  establishment  of  ten  independent 
oil  refineries,  all  of  which  are  in  success- 
ful operation.  Other  similar  institutions 
are  projected  and  some  are  In  process  of 
construction.  These  laws  are  saving  the 
users  of  coal  oil  about  $500,000  every  year. 
This  legislature  could  do  the  common 
ciiuse  great  good  by  commending  in  joint 
resolution  our  anll-dlscrimination  law, par- 
ticularly, to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  otiier  states."  He  said  he  believed  there 
is  no  more  hopeful  industry  in  tlie  United 
States  than  the  l^eet  sugar  industry,  and 
he  favored  a  protective  tariff  to  aid  it. 

He  favored  the  establishment  ot"  a  state 
salt  plant  at  the  reformatory  at  Huchin- 
son,  to  be  worked  by  the  inmates  of  that 
institution. 

He  favored  a  law  providing  that  banks 
set  a.side  a  certain  amount  from  their  de- 
posits as  an  insurance  fund  for  deposi- 
tors. 

He  favored  a  primary  election  law  and 
recommended  a  law  providing  severe  pen- 
alties for  the  violation  of  statutes  now  In 
force. 

He  said  the  prohibitory  law  ha.s  been  a 
gieat  success,  citing  the  fact  that  200 
Si^ loons  in  Kansas  City  alone  had  recent- 
ly been  effectively  closed  and  the  mayor 
of  that  city  ousted  from  oftice  for  non- 
enforcement  of  this  statute.

TRIES  TO  DROWN  RIVAL. 

Of  premeditated  cases  of  brute  assas- 
sinations there  are  several  remarkable 
Instances  on  record  They  manifest 
a  faculty  of  contrivance,  of  motive  and 
of  Inductively  assimilating  cause  and 
eitect,  which,  if  not  actually  huma^i 
reasoning,  comes  perilously  near  to  It. 

I  have  more  than  one  record  of  th.at 
character,  says  a  writer  In  the  Pall 
Mall  Gazette.  This  instance,  for  ex- 
ample: A  few  years  ago  I  was  on  a 
visit  to  a  Westmoreland  clergyman,  and 
kas  accompanied  by  a  favorite  Scotch 
terrier.  It  made  itself  agreeable  to 
every  member  o  fthe  family  but  one— a 
large  Newfoundland  retriever  dog,  who 
.showed  subdued  signs  of  jealousy.  One 
day   botli  dogs  disappeared   and      were 


absent  from  the  house  more  than  two 
hours,  when  the  large  one  returned 
home  alone. 

I  was  anxious  about  my  own  and  went 
In  soarcli  of  it,  and  passing  through 
the  village  I  met  a  gamekeeper  whom 
I  knew  well,  carrying  it  in  his  arms, 
the  poor  brute  being  soaking  wet  and 
in  a  very  exhausted  state.  He  revealed 
the  cause.  While  sitting  on  the  bank 
of  a  river  about  a  mile  from  the  par- 
sonage he  saw  the  two  dogs,  appar- 
ently out  for  a  friendly  ramble,  ap- 
proach to  the  water.side  on  the  other 
side;  they  lay  down  close  togetiior,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  he  was  astonislied  to 
see  the  big  dog  suddenly  grip  the  ter- 
rier by  the  back  of  the  neck  and  leap 
into  the  water  with  it.  Tliere  in  about 
two  feet  of  water  it  deliberately  stood 
and  held  the  terrier  under  the  surface. 

My  friend  saw  that  there  was  noth- 
ing but  death  for  my  dog,  but  as  he 
could  not  cross  the  river  without  going 
around  by  a  bridge  nearly  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  away,  he  flred  a  shot  close  to 
the  head  of  the  would-be  canine  as- 
sassin. That  startled  it  and,  letting  the 
terrier  loose,  it  sprang  to  the  bank  and 
bolted  home.  My  friend  tlien  ran 
around  by  the  bridge,  and  when  he  got 
to  the  scene  of  tlie  meditated  murder, 
found  my  dog  lying  on  tlie  bank  In  a 
very  exhausted  state.,  just  liaving  had 
strength  to  crawl  out.  We  have  here 
motive,  contrivance  to  realize  the  mo- 
tive  and    skillful    deliberation     in     the 


operation;  and  If  that  is  not  reasoning 
I  should  be  glad  of  a  definition  of  "rea- 
soning" which  would  exclude  such  a 
performance. 

I  have  records  of  a  similar  nature  in 
all  cases  tlie  outcome  of  jealousy,  and 
mainly  manifested  among  niammalia  of 
primary  gregarious  habits,  especially 
the  family  Canidae.  That  arises  from 
the  early  fierce  struggle  for  life,  more 
especially  the  struggle  over  prey.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  although  tlie  dog  was 
the  first  wild  animal  domesticated  by 
man.  it  still  displays  several  of  its  far 
off  prehistoric  traits  of  wild  life,  and 
this  is  one  of  them;  rounding  and  wor- 
rying slioep    is   anotlier. 

Jealousy  over  food  or  partial  favorit- 
ism to  others  is  rare  among  the  cat 
tribe,  and  their  leisurely  consumption 
of  food  is  another  striking  trait  of 
their  ancient  habit  of  solitary  hunting. 
The  habit  of  domestic  cats  becoming 
inveterate  poachers  is  .anotlier  evidence 
of   the   "old  Adam"    still   surviving.

Cincinnati,  Jan.  g.-By  the  favorable 
action  taken  ly  the  national  basebtUl 
commission  yesterday  on  the  apDlJcalion  I 
of  the  Trl-State  league  of  Pennsylvania 
ffir  protection  under  the  national  agree- 
mfent.  the  refuge  of  contract  jumpers  haa 
been  destroyed  and  the  national  game 
placed  ot^a  firmer  basis  than  ever  before 
In  the  history  of  the  sport  In  America, 

But  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
arriving  at  an  agreement.  The  commit- 
tee from  the  Tri-State  league  headed  by 
President  Carpenter,  presented  the  appli- 
cation and  after  some  deliberation  an 
agretrment  was  reached  by  which  the 
Tri-State  comes  into  the  National  agree- 
ment subject  to  the  endorsement  of  the 
national  association  which  meets  in  New 
Tork  today,  and  for  which  meeting 
the  delegates  left  immediately  after  the 
close  of  their  conference  with  the  na- 
tional commission. 

The  agreement  enterrd  into  by  the 
committee  and  the  Tri-State  league  pro- 
vides as  follows:  The  question  of  classi- 
fication and  circuit  of  the  new  raembfrs 
■hall  be  determined  by  the  national  as- 
•oclatlon  which  meets  in  New  York  ta- 
day;  all  players  who  have  heretofore 
violated  national  agreement  contracts 
Shall'  not  be  allowed  to  play  with  any 
clubs  except  those  of  the  Tri-State  leag- 
ue; players  from  the  Tri-State,  except 
contract  jumpers  who  have  signed  con- 
tracts w;th  national  agreement  clubs, 
are  to  remain  the  property  of  the  clubs 
that   have  t^igneu  thtm  last. 

All  major  league  players  in  the  Tn- 
State  league  who  are  not  contract  junip- 
ers, are  to  revert  to  the  clubs  having 
title  to  them.  In  case  of  dispute  over 
title  to  these  players  the  national  com- 
mission shall  decide  the  ownership.  Min- 
or league  players  coming  under  this  rule 
are'  to  have  their  titles  fixed  by  the  na- 
tional association.  Contract  jumpers  who. 
are  to  remain  in  the  Tri-State  league  are 
to  be  compelled  to  return  to  National 
a«T€tment  clubs  any  money  that  had 
been  advanced  to  them  in  the  past.  The 
Bame  rule  applies  to  Tri-State  league 
players  who  have  signed  with  national 
agreement  clubs,  after  accepting  advance 
money  from  Trl-State  clubs.

Ing    about    Inrreaslhg    the    number    of 
Jobs,   so  that   there  shall    be   a  Job   for 
every  member  to  glye  out,  even  though 
this    might    mean    tjiat    the    legislature 
would    get    down    to    real     work     that 
much  quicker.      If  there  was  a  Job  for 
every  member  to  hand  out,  there  would 
be    those    that    would    want    two    Jobs. 

•o  there  you   would  be  again. 

The  senate  has  a  way  of  handling 
these  things  that  Is  certainly  admir- 
able. There  are,  perhaps,  twenty 
Jobs,  of  greater  or  lesser  degree,  to  be 
handed  out  in  connection  with  the 
senate.  There  is  a  senate  combine  of 
twenty  members,  approximately,  who 
handle    this    bualness    with   great    con-

There  Is  talk  to  the  effect  that  th;s 
senate  combine  has  decided  to  deal  with 
legislation,  too,  whith  certainly  would 
l.nke  a  heavy  burden  from  the  shoulders 
of  those  who  are  not  memlers  of  it.  Fur 
instance,  it  is  reported  that  the  bcnate 
has  decided  that  there  shall  bo  no  reap- 
portionment   bill   passed  at   this   sesf^ion. 

To  pass  a  reapportionment  bill  now, 
and  to  make  It  effective  at  once,  would 
mean  that  all  the  members  of  the  present 
senate  would  have  to  run  again  two  years 
from  now,  and  that  there  would  be  "O 
places   left   for   some  of   them. 

Therefore,  report  says,  the  senate  cabal 
has  agreed  that  no  apportionment  bill 
shall  pass  at  this  session.  Perhaps  two 
ytars  from  now  they  may  consider  it,  and 
make  it  effective  after  the  terms  expire. 
The  senate  holds  for  four  years  and  the 
house  for  two  years  only,  which  ex- 
plains why  it  is  plausible  that  the  senate 
should  have  taken  such  preliminary  ac- 
tion, without  waiting  tor  the  house  to 
consider   the  matter. 

The  first  thing  that  strikes  the  observer 
In  connection  with  tlie  present  session  of 
tho  legislature  is  the  number  ol  new 
faces.  Two  ye^ars  ago  the  senate  wjis  the 
same  as  four  years  ago,  and  tliere  were 
sixty  Or  seventy  house  memlers  wlio  had 
served  belcre.  This  year  only  a  small 
percentage  of  the  senate  is  composed  of 
old  members,  and  there  are  less  than 
forty  old  members  In  the  house.

In 
the  house  Julius  Schrnahl  will  be  missed 
as  chief  clerk,  but  his  place  will  be  filled 
by  Adolph  Jchnson,  the  first  assistant 
clerk  Archie  Vernon,  has  graduated  trom 
the  press  table,  and  the  second  assistant 
is  an  entirely   new  man.

He  is  par- 
ticularly effective  in  this  position,  which 
may  account  for  the  fact  that  he  seems 
to  have  a  first  mortgage  upon  it.  There 
is  no  opposition  to  his  re-election,  and  the 
senate  shows  no  disposition  to  try  to  get 
along  with  a  new  man  until  be  gets  tired 
of   holding  down    the  job.

T.  S.  McClure.  Alice  C.  McClure, 
Mary  McClure  and  John  O.  McClure. 
All  of  the  estate  goes  to  the  three

INDIANS  WAMT  MONEY. 

Claim   Government  Promised  to  Give 
Them  an  Fxtra  AmoanL 

Tor.cr,  Minn.,  Jan.  8.— Chief  Day- 
bahwadung  of  the  Boise  Fort  Indian 
leservation,  at  Nett  LAke,  has  been 
here  several  days,  accompanied  by 
several  other  Chippewa  chiefs,  and 
their  visit  is  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
eultlng  with  Supt.  J.  W.  Clendenlng 
of  the  Vermilion  Lake  Indian  school, 
in  regard  to  an  agreement  made  be- 
tween the  Boise  Fort  Indians  and  tbo 
government,  some  seventeen  years 
ago. 

At  that  time,  It  la  claimed  by  Chief 
Daybahwadung,  tho  government, 
through  the  Indian  agent,  procnlsed 
that  when  the  timber  on  their  reser- 
vation should  be  sold,  that  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Boise  Fort  band 
should  receive  an  Inore&se  of  $10  per 
year  in  payment,  for  a  period  of  fllty 
years.  According  to  the  chief  the 
timber  was  sold  severed  years  ago^ 
and  a  large  part  of  It  has  already 
been  cat  and  removed  from  the  res- 
ervation, but  so  fax  the  government 
has  failed  to  keep  its  promise  to  i>ay 
the  Indians  the  extra  annuity.  Chief 
Daybahwadung  is  determined  that  his 
people  shall  be  accorded  their  rights, 
and  If  necessary  he  will  go  to  Warti- 
ington  and  lay  his  case  before  the 
higher   authorities.

CATTLE  RATES 
ARE  DISCUSSED 

At  Hearing  of  Interstate 
Commerce  Commis- 
sion at  Chicago. 

Chicago,  Jan.  8.— The  Inquiry  into 
the  management  and  trade  arrange- 
ments of  the  Harrlman  lines  was  not 
taken  up  at  the  first  session  of  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  to- 
day. It  was  announced,  however,  by 
Chairman  Knapp  that  it  would,  In 
all  probability,  be  called  up  later  in 
the  day. 

The  business  before  the  board  at 
the  opening  session  was  the  question 
of  cattle  rates,  and  the  terminal 
charges  at  Chicago  on  shipments  of 
stock 

Chester  M.  Dawes  of  the  Burlington 
road  declares  that  It  was  not  possible 
for  him  to  furnish  certain  statistics 
regarding  shipments,  which  had  been 
requested  by  Attorney  Cowan,  repre- 
senting the  Texas  Cattle  Grower's 
association. 

Mr.  Cowan  declared  that  other 
roads  had  furnished  these  figures  and 
it  should  be  possible  for  th©  Burling- 
ton  road   to   do   the  same. 

The  matter  was  dropped,  after  some 
debate.  It  Is  expected  that  the  in- 
quiry   into    the    management    of      the 


Harrlman  lln'?«  will  be  In  connection 
with     the    traffic    arrangements,      and 

j  that  the  financial  side  of  the  ques- 
tion  will   not  be  taken   up. 

!  Mr,  Dawes  contended  that  the  ad- 
vance In  cattle  rates  was  justified  by 
excessive  amounts  of  dama.ge3  paid 
to  cattle  shippers.  Mr.  Cowan  asked 
for  the  amount  of  damages  paid  by 
the  Burlington.  Mr.  Dawes  said  he 
did  not  have  It,  and  that  the  Burling- 
ton road  had  not  kept  Its  books  In 
such  a  manner  as  to  render  the  fig- 
ures serviceable, 

"You  come  here  and  justify  ad- 
vanced rates,"  said  Commissioner 
Prouty,  "by  claiming  payments  of 
damages,  and  yet  decline  to  say  what 
those  damages  are.  That  Is  hardly 
fair.  If  you  have  not  kept  your  books 
as  you  should,  that  does  not  alter  the 
facts  in  this  case." 

'"Perhaps  not,"  said  Mr.  Dawes, 
"but  we  have  not  so  kept  our  books." 

The  matter  was  finally  settled  by 
the  statement  of  Mr.  Dawes  that  the 
damages  on  the  Burlington  line  did 
not  exceed  those  of  the  Santa  Pe 
road,  and  he  would  accept  the  aver- 
age figures  given  by  that  line  as  be- 
ing representative  of  conditions  on 
tho  Burlington. 

J.    W.    Kendrick,    vice    president    of 

the  Santa  Fe  road,  was  the  first  wit- 
ness. He  declared  that  he  consid- 
ered the  present  rates  on  cattle  from 
Texas   to  be  unreasonably   low.

Charles  H.  Mansfield,  alleged  to  be 
the  senior  partner  of  the  Mansfield- 
Malburg  Manufacturing  company,  and 
a  Junior  member  of  the  Mansfield- 
Robertson  Manufacturing  company, 
was  arrested  at  the  union  depot  In  Su- 
I>erlor  yesterday  charged  with  check 
raising-.  The  warrant  was  sworn  out 
by  Philip  Malburg,  one  of  his  business 
associates. 

Mansfield  was  brought  back  to  Du- 
luth  and  la3t  evening  occupied  a  cell 
In   the   city  jtill. 

Maiisficld  came  to  Duluth  from  Lit- 
tle Falls,  Minn.,  several  weeks  ago  and 
opened  an  office  in  the  Burrows  build- 
ing. Hi  advertised  for  a  partner  to  en- 
gage with  him  in  the  manufacture  of 
extract  of  albumen,  a  substitute  for 
the  white  of  an  egg.  and  to  be  used 
In  the  manufacture  of  choice  confec- 
tions. One  of  the  qualifications  of  the 
partner  was  that  he  was  to  furnish  $500 
of   the  capital. 

Philip  Malburg,  a  carpenter,  residing 
at  314  Ea.st  Ninth  street  took  up  Mans- 
field's proposition  and  the  Mansfiekl- 
Malburg  Manufacturing  company 
made  jreparations  to  open  a  factory 
at  1631  West  Michigan  street.  It  is 
claimed  that  Malburg  furnished  $5uO 
cash  as  his  share  of  the  capital  and 
that  Mansfield  deposited  a  sight  draft 
of  1500  on  some  New  York  concern  as 
his  part  of  the  capital. 

Mansfield,  according  to  the  police, 
formed  another  partnership  with  David 
Roberlson,  and  it  was  decided  to  open 
a  factory  in  the  East  end.  Robertson 
deposited  $300  in  the  City  National 
bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Mansfield-

Some  freight  arrived  yesterday  con- 
signed to  the  Mansfield-Robertson 
Manufacturiiig  company.  By  mistake, 
It  was  delivered  to  the  Mansfield-Mal- 
burg  company.  Mr.  Robertson  and  Mr. 
Malburg  met  and  began  comparing 
notes  and  the -result  of  their  meeting 
was  a  determination  to  Investigate 
Mansfield's  business  methods.  They 
found  at  the  American  Exchange  bank 
that  aMnsfield  had  cashed  a  check  of 
$448.  Malburg  claims  the  check  was 
raised  from  $48  to  $448.  The  matter 
was  put  in  the  hands  of  Chief  Troyer 
and  Detective  Serry  arrested  Mans- 
field as  he  was  about  to  take  the 
Northfrn  Pacific  train  at  Superior  for 
Ashland.

What  was  endured  fifty  years  ago  will  not 
satisfy  even  the  humblest  people  of  today  because  they 
do  not  have  to  submit  to  such  deprivations. 
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THE  CENTRAL  CONTROVERSY. 

The  withdrawal  by  the  Wisconsin  Central  railroad  of 
its  application  for  a  franchise  simply  on  the  ground  that 
It  is  unwilling  to  accept  provisions  of  the  ordinance  that 
^ere  virtually  copied  from  similar  ordinances  in  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis  that  were  agreed  to  by  it  is  somewhat 
difficult  to  understand  unless,  perchance,  its  action  be 
prompted  by  a  spirit  of  pique  which  has  made  it  say  prac- 
tically: "Give  us  all  wc  ask  or  we  will  have  nothing  to 
4o  wrth  you." 

This  position  of  the  railroad  is  extremely  unfortunate 
not  only  for  itself  but  for  the  city  for  it  puts  what  should 
be  a  plain  business  discussion  into  a  position  where  bias 
and  prejudice  and  hard  feelings  are  almost  certain  to 
hamper  the   ultimate   possible  amicable  solution  of  the 

problem. 

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  city  council 
which  had  the  matter  in  charge  certainly  seems  to  pre- 
sent the  municipality's  side  of  the  question  in  a  per- 
fectly fair  manner  and  it  should  be  read  and  studied  by 
all  citizens,  for  all  are  interested  equally  in  the  matter. 
If  the  railroad  should  be  admitted  to  the  city  without 
the  requirement  as  to  paying  any  assessments  for  the 
betterment  of  the  streets  adjacent  to  its  right  of  way,  the 
«xpen5e3  of  such  improvements  which  must  be  made, 
must  be  met  out  of  the  general  fund  which  is  made  up  by 
the  ta.xation  of  all  of  the  property  of  the  city.  The  fact 
that  the  membership  of  the  council  was  unanimous  in 
favor  of  the  amendments  in  controversy  ought  to  also 
have  weight  with  the  people  in  the  ultimate  determina- 
tion of  the  question. 

The  proposed  right  of  way  of  the  Wisconsin  Central 
takes  about  three  miles  of  street  frontage.  This  is  near- 
ly as  much  as  all  of  the  present  roads  together  have. 
The  city  does  not  ask  the  Central  to  pay  general  taxes. 
It  asks  only  that  it  pay  its  share  of  the  assessments  for 
improvements  on  the  streets  abutting  its  property.  The 
fact  that  the  railroads  now  here  have  no  such  provi- 
sions in  their  franchises  is  no  just  rejoinder  to  the  con- 
tention of  the  city,  for  conditions  are  vastly  different 
now  from  what  they  were  when  the  other  lines  were 
given  their  privileges.  At  that  time,  Duluth  was  a  small 
struggling  town  and  even  the  best  of  the  rights  of  way 
were  of  small  value  at  the  time  while  their  future  was 
at  least  problematical. 

If  the  Wisconsin  Central  has  accepted  precisely  simi- 
lar ordinances  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis— and  of  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  question — it  is  somewhat  difficult 
to  see  on  what  valid  ground  it  can  base  its  objections  to 
giving  Duluth  the  same  rights.  The  conditions  in  the 
Twin  Cities  surely  are  not  so  different  from  those  here 
as  to  induce  the  railroad  to  refuse  to  Dululth  what  it 
has  given  to  other  municipalities  of  the  state. 

As  the  Herald  pointed  out  plainly  and  fairly  at  the 
time  the  difficulty  began,  the  negotiation  is,  or  ought  to 
be,  a  plain  business  proposition  on  both  sides.  The 
city,  that  has  found,  especially  during  the  last  few 
months,  that  its  present  railroad  facilities  are  inadequate 
to  the  speedy  transaction  of  its  business,  wants  the  Wis- 
consin Central  and  is  not,  as  the  officials  of  the  system 
imply  by  their  course,  inclined  to  cast  unfair  obstacles 
in  its  way.  The  railroad,  on  the  other  hand,  is  seeking 
entrance  to  Duluth,  not  on  humanitarian  or  pKilanthropic 
grounds,  but  because  it  believes  that  it  will  find  it  profit- 
able to  have  its  terminals  here.  It  expects  to  make 
money — and  much  money— out  of  the  traffic  from  Du- 
luth or  it  would  not  have  invested  some  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  here  already  and  stand  prepared  to 
add  a  vast  sum  to  that  amount  if  it  shall  secure  entrance 
to  the  city. 

Now  as  to  the  main  feature  of  the  present  contro- 
versy— the  assessment  clause  in  the  proposed  franchise — 
not  even  the  most  determined  of  the  Wisconsin  Central's 
oflFicials  will  deny  that,  by  securing  right  of  way  through 
about  three  miles  of  the  city  between  two  important 
streets,  it  is  not  acquiring  a  right  extremely  valuable 
now  and  certain,  with  the  inevitable  steady  growth  of 
Duluth  in  the  future,  to  be  worth  an  inestimably  larger 
amount  with  each  succeeding  year.  And  yet  its  represen- 
tatives declare  that  it  will  never  consent  to  pay  its  due 
proportion  of  future  assessments  for  the  benefit  of  the 
three  miles  of  abutting  streets.  The  members  of  the 
city  council,  on  the  other  hand,  hold  with  reason  that 
its  waiver  of  the  present  right  of  taxation  over  property 
worth  $500,000  and  growing  in  value  with  the  advance 
of  the  city  should  be  compensated  for,  in  the  way  of  ex- 
acting from  the  railroad  a  fair  proportion  of  the  expense 
of  improving  the  adjacent  streets. 

The  possibility  of  condemnation  proceedings  in  the 
court  is  one  to  be  avoided  by  both  sides  if  it  be  pos- 
sible, for  such  legal  action  can  result  only  in  hard  feel- 
ings that  may  be  prolonged  for  years  and  cannot  benefit 
either  side  beyond  the  possible  temporary  advantage  to 
the  railroad.  Even  that  is  questioned  by  the  city  attor- 
ney and  other  lawyers. 

The  city  wants  the  Wisconsin  Central  to  have  its  ter- 
minals here  and  to  do  its  fair  share  in  handling  the 
growing  business  centered  here,  but  it  does  not  feel  as 
H  it  should  be  asked  to  give  so  much  and  not  receive 
what  it  considers  the  most  moderately  reasonable  recom- 
pense. Further  than  this,  too  great  liberality  now  will 
inevitably  be  the  source  of  vast  complications  and  bitter 
regret  in  the  future. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  present  ordinance  cannot  be 
held  to  mean  the  termination  of  the  matter. 

The  Herald,  with  an  eye  only  to  the  good  of  Duluth, 
advises  both  sides  to  the  controversy  to  seek  a  settlement 
in  a  sane,  reasoning  business  way.  And  thus  all  parties 
will  be  mutually  benefited  and  the  problem  be  solved  as 
it  should  be  not  only  for  today  but  for  many  days  in 
the  future. 


REFORM  IN  PATENT  MEDICINES. 

The  new  pure  food  law  is  having  a  panicky  effect  not 
only  on  the  makers  of  doctored  foods  but  also  on  the 
proprietors  of  secret  formula  medicines. 

Many  of  the  latter  have  had  immense  sales  all  over 
the  country  because  they  have  pretended  to  contain  sub- 
stances that  will  produce  great  benefits  without  the 
deleterious  effects  of  old  and  standard  remedies.  Now, 
however,  that  these  proprietors  are  being  compelled  by 
the  law  to  publish  their  formulae,  the  peoi  le  are  learning 
that  the  only  difference  between  the  so-called  new  medi- 
cines and  the  old  drugs  is  in  the  introduction  of  some 
element  of  concealment. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  of  these  "fake  drug" 
exposures  shows  that  a  patent  medicine,  that  has  had  a 
great  demand  because  of  its  alleged  freedom  from  qui- 
nine, that  has  a  most  unpleasant  effect  on  the  heads  of 
most  users,  has  been  composed  of  twenty-four  parts  of 
quinine  to  one  of  a  powerful,  but  harmless,  concealing 
agent.  The  maker  has,  in  consequence,  been  forced  to 
recall  all  of  his  advertisements  reading:  "All  vegetable, 
and  absolutely  free  from  any  harmful  drug,  and  all  the 
unpleasant  effects  of  quinine." 

Another  proprietor  who  used  the  newspaper  types 
extensively  to  vaunt  his  "great  secret  compound"  has 
been  forced  to  acknowledge  that  the  main  constituents  of 
his  "remedy"  are  water  and  alcohol  with  a  quantity  of 
peppermint  essence  to  make  it   taste   pleasant. 

Still  others  who  have  been  using  opium  or  its^com- 
pounds  freely  have  been  forced  not  only  to  acknowl- 
edge that  fact  but  to  specify  the  amounts  used  and  this 
is  certain  to  practically  destroy  the  sales. 

That  the  law,  however,  will  be  anything  but  an  un- 
mixed evil  is  more  than  certain.  If  it  shall  get  even  a 
percentage  of  the  vast  bulk  of  patent  medicine  users  to 
either  drop  the  "remedies"  entirely  or  use  them  more 
moderately  with  their  eyes  opend  to  the  nature  of  the 
compounds  thy  are  taking,  it  will  have  achieved  a  result 
that  will  more  than  compensate  for  the  cost  of  the  whole 

law. 

Those  remedies  that  are  of  standard  and  approved 
grades  and  constituents  certainly  will  not  be  injured  in 
any  way,  but  rather  will  be  benefited.  The  sooner  all 
others  shall  be  exposed  and  done  away  with,  the  better 
it  will  be  for  the  stomachs  and  healths  of  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  people,  notably  the  farming  classes  who,  not 
having  the  advantages  of  good  doctors  in  close  proxim- 
ity, have  relied  too  largely  on  "patent  medicines."

Already 
the  slate  is  supplying  not  only  the  people 
of  the  United  States  with  the  drinkables 
produced  there,  but  the  people  of  many 
European  countries  as  well,  together  with 
Japan,  and  China,  which  annually  make 
large  purchases  of  wines  In  California. 

'•The  product  In  the  Western  state  Is 
turned  into  wine-  at?  a  minimum  cost. 
While  the  wines  of  EiQropo  are  generally 
made  In  small  wineries  and  kept  In  di- 
minutive casks,  California  contains  the 
largest  wineries  In  the  world,  and  the 
liquor  is  stored  In  cooperage  of  Immense 
size.  While  in  Europe  the  special  varie- 
ties of  grapes  are  only  produced  In  cer- 
tain localities.  In  many  parts  of  my  state 
there  may  be  seen  growing  to  perfection 
in  rows  miles  and  miles  in  length  and 
side  by  side,  the  most  diversified  assort- 
ment of  the  finest  varieties  of  Old  World 
grapes.  ^ 

"The  large  scale  on  which  wine  is  made 
In  California  is  one  of  the  reason.s  for 
pure  wines  at  a  minimum  co.st.  Rows  of 
hundreds  of  wine  tanks  holding  from 
25.000  to  50,000  gallons  each  are  not  un- 
common. The  largest  wine  cistern  In  the 
world,  holding  600.000  gallons.  Is  located 
in  Sonoma  county.  It  Is  built  of  solid 
masonry  under  a  hill.  After  It  was  first 
emptied.  100  couples  danced  In  its  roomy 
interior  to  the  music  of  a  military  band. 

"It  is  a  fact  spoken  of  by  all  travelers 
that  In  those  countries  where  wine  Is 
drunk  nationally  and  wine  drinking  pre- 
vails among  the  people,  there  is  little  or 
no  drunkenness.  In  Paris,  for  example, 
wine  I3  with  the  workmen  all  the  time, 
almost.  In  the  humblest  homes  of  the 
country,  where  even  the  nourishing  food 
may  be  lacking,  there  is  always  to  bo 
found  the  bottle  of  good  wine.  With  all 
this  drinking  there  are  very  few  intoxi- 
cated persons  seen  among  the  common 
classes.  It  is  the  same  with  California 
■tn  the  districts  where  wine  Is  freely 
drunk. 

"But  at  present  the  wine  Industry  of 
California  is  not  being  exercised  to  Its 
fullest  possibility.  The  cause  is  largely 
that  we  are  not  In  the  habit  of  drinking 
with  the  meals.  One  reason  why  CaU- 
fomla  wines  are  not  generally  used  at 
table  by  persons  living  in  hotels  or  ac- 
customed to  dine  at  restaurants  Is  that 
they  are  charged  exorbitant  prices  for 
wine.  Every  hotel  in  the  United  States 
can  afford  to  serve  a  pint  bottle  of  sound 
good  wine  for .  15  to  20  cents,  and  of 
choice  old  vintage  of  California  wine  for 
40  to  50  cents  a  pint.  If  sales  were  made 
at  these  prices  they  would  Increase  great- 
ly, and  the  Increase  would  be  enough  to 
make  the  smaller  profits  bring  In  enough 
money  to  more  than  make  up  for  the  dif- 
ference  in   price."

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THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Congressman  D.  A.  DeArmond  of  Missouri,  losing 
hope  that  needed  amendments  to  the  constitution  will 
come  through  an  act  of  congress,  is  favoring  the  only 
other  method,  a  constitutional  convention. 

It  has  been  pretty  conclusively  shown  that  congress 
will  not  amend  the  constitution,  even  to  the  extent  of 
providing  popular  election  of  United  States  senators. 
The  people  want  that  reform,  and  if  they  cannot  get  it 
through  congress,  they  will  get  it  through  a  constitu- 
tional convention,  which  will  result  if  two-thirds  of  the 

states  demand  it.

would  have  power  to  overhaul  the  constitution  thor- 
oughly or  even  to  prepare  a  new  one.  So  various  "in- 
terests" are  vastly  alarmed  at  the  prospect,  and  we  hear 
numerous  individuals  and  organs  declaiming  their  love 
for  the  grand  old  document  on  which  the  nation  was 
built,  and  declaring  that  it  is  sacrilege  to  touch  it. 

For  instance,  the  Washington  Post,  after  quoting 
several  newspapers  in  opposition  to  a  constitutional  con- 
vention, concludes  that  "it  is  probable  that  all  the  mal- 
contents will  soon  lapse  into  quietude  and,  taking  a 
clearer  view  of  the  constitution  as  it  is,  will  conclude  to 
'let  the  dear  old  love  go  on  just  as  it  used  to  do.' " 

For  goodness  sake,  what  are  they  afraid  of?  The 
people  made  the  constitution  and,  if  they  will,  they  may 
change  it.  There  is  nothing  about  it  that  is  sacred  and 
inviolable;  there  is  no  divine  command  that  it  sfiall  be 
left  immutable,  inviolate,  unchangeable,  even  though 
times  and  conditions  have  changed  widely  since  it  was 

made. 

We  all  love  the  constitution,  and  nobody  will  favor 
trifling  with  it.  But  we  all  love  our  liberties,  too,  and  if 
it  appears  that  the  constitution,  remaining  unchanged 
while  the  conditions  under  which  it  was  framed  have 
undergone  a  revolution,  stands  in  the  way  of  liberty  and 
progress,  the  people  will  change  it. 

The  fear  of  those  who  oppose  a  constitutional  con- 
vention is  that  the  central  government  will  be  given 
more  power,  and  that  the  states  will  lose  rights  that  they 
now  enjoy  but  do  not  c.xert.  They  applaud  the  wisdom 
of  the  forefathers  in  leaving  full  power  to  the  states  and 
in  giving  only  very  limited  power  to  the  central  govern- 
ment. 

Yet  there  are  evils,  evils  which  extend  through  all 
parts  of  the  land,  over  which  the  central  government  has 
absolutely  no  power.  The  states  have  powr  to  control 
them,  but  they  do  not,  and  so  long  as  there  is  a  single 
state  that  gives  them  harborage  they  can  take  refuge  be- 
hind the  constitution  and  prey  upon  the  people  of  the 
entire  nation. 

It  would  not  be  surprising  if  ultimately  the  people 
see  that  the  only  way  is  to  place  the  control  of  national 
matters  in  the  hands  of  the  nation,  leaving  state  matters 
to  the  control  of  the  states.

Chicago  Chronicle:  The  Square  Deal 
Republican  club  of  Kansas,  of  which  W. 
R.  Stubbs,  William  Allen  White  and 
others  are  prominent  members,  proposes 
to  organize  a  branch  of  the  "people's" 
lobby,  scheduled  to  operate  at  Washing- 
ton this  winter  for  the  purpose  of 
"watching"   the  Kansas  legislature. 

It  is  proposed  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the 
league  at  Topeka,  when  a  committee  to 
guard  legislation  will  be  named.

^"unless'  Smith  changes  his  original  draft 
of  the  bill  Senator  Brewer  says  he  will 
offer  an  amendment.  Brewer  believes 
that  the  lobbyist  should  be  required  to 
wear  two  numbers,  one  In  front  and  one 
behind  so  that  he  can  neither  approach 
nor  back  up  on  the  unsuspecting  leglsla-

MANSFIELD  CLAIMED  AS 
SMOOTHEST  OF  GRAFTERS 


Is  Wanted  In  Grand  Rap- 
Ids  on  a  Similar 
Cliarge. 

Check  He  Deposited  In 

Bank  Claimed  to  Be 
Worthless. 


"Arrest  C.  H.  Mansfield.  I  hold  war- 
rant for  his  arrest  for  forgery." 

This  is  the  telegram  received  by  Chief 
Troyer  shortly  before  noon  today  from 
Grand  Rapids  and  la  the  latest  develop- 
ment In  what  the  police  say  is  the  slick- 
est "oon"  game  they  have  been  up  sigalnst 
in  many  a  moon. 

This  morning,  besides  the  above  tele- 
gram, tho  fact  was  brought  to  light  that 
i  Mansfield  did  not  really  put  a  cent  of 
money  in  either  of  the  companies  which 
he  "promoted"  here,  and  could  not  have 
lost  a  cent,  however  either  of  the  enter- 
prises had  cume  out. 

WUh  the  American  Exchange  bank  he 
deposited  a  check  in  hU  favor  on  an  out- 
side bank,  and,  of  course,  received  the 
usual  deposit  slip.  This  he  gave  to  Mal- 
b<!-rg  as  evidence  of  having  deposited 
mcney  to  the  credit  of  the  company  in 
the  bank.  In  reality,  the  check,  which 
was  for  the  amount  of  $116.66,  is  claimed 
to  have  been  wortliless,  and  when  the 
American  Exchange  bank  received  a  tele- 
gram from  the  bank  on  which  the  cneck 
wa.«  made  out,  saying  that  they  had  no 
account  with  N.  B.  Norton,  tiie  supposed 
signer  of  the  check,  the  police  were  at 
once  notified.  This  is  the  only  one  of  the 
various  deposits  which  Mansfield  made  in 
favor  of  the  Manstield-Robertson  and 
Mansfield-Malberg  companies  which  has 
been  traced,  but  Chief  Troyer  says  that 
he  has  no  doubt  that  every  one  of  them 
is  a  fake.

here  for  some  time. 

"This  Isn't  the  first  time  he  has  worked 
this  game,"  said  Chief  Troyer  this  morn- 
ing. "He  has  got  away  from  lots  of  peo- 
ple like  Malb«rg  and  Robertson.  He  had 
an  accident  here,  that  is  all,"  and  the 
above  telegram  from  Grand  Rapids  seems 
to  bear  out  this  opinion.

From  Saskatoon  came  a  dispatch 
that  dreaded  gray  wolves,  starved  by 
the  scarcity  of  deer  and  other  game 
in  the  north,  came  down  upon  the 
historic  region  of  Batoche  in  great 
numbers  and  are  a  terror  to  the  peo- 
ple.

Damage    Sttit  Reveals 

Scandal  Involving 

Eveleth  t^ple. 

Testimony  Rivals  Tiiat 

of  tile  Odorous  tlam- 

Potter  Trial. 


Not  since  the  trial  of  the  Ham- 
Potter  breach  of  premise  action  has 
there  been  a  case  on  trial  In  the  dia- 
triot  court  of  this  county  that  in- 
volved so  much  scandal  concerning 
prominent  married  people  as  does  the 
damage  suit  of  John  J,  Trezona  of 
Eveleth  against  Arthur  J.  Penna,  a 
mining  captain  of  Shellsburg,  Wis. 

The  action  is  one  In  which  Mr.  Tre- 
zona, who  Is  a  member  of  a  promi- 
nent family  on  the  range,  is  suing 
for  $10,000  for  the  alleged  alienation  of 
his  wife's  affections^  and  Penna  is 
charged  with  not  only  stealing  those 
aftections,  but  with  seducing  Mrs. 
Trezona,  and   l>reaking  up  her  home. 

One  of  the  several  peculiar  features 
of  the  case  is  that  the  opposing  coun- 
sel, Theodore  Holllstar,  for  Mr.  Tre- 
zona and  Porter  J.  Neff  for  Capt. 
Penna,  were  on  opposite  sides  during 
the  Ham-Potter  trial. 

The  fact  that  Capt.  Penna  had  to 
sit  for  the  greater, part  of  the  fore- 
noon facing  the  m!iti  whose  wife  he 
is  claimed  to  have  mined,  and  whose 
home  he  la  alleged  to  have  broken 
up,  was  not  the  li'ar^Jest  part  of  his 
ordeal.  To  sit  in  -a.' crowded  court- 
room and  hear  read  tftoud  in  the  cool, 
dispassionate  and  sometimes  sarcastic 
tone  of  Attorney  Theodore  Hoilister, 
the  passionate  love  Ustters  that  he  is 
alleged  to  have  wril^J^n  Mrs.  Trezona, 
letters  that  contaijie^  pretty  nearly 
all  the  endearing  ifertins  in  the  Eng- 
lish language;,  an<f  Occasional  parts 
of  which  are  rather  too  suggestive  to 
print,  was  an  ordeal  that  probably 
few  men  would  caxe  to  go  through 
more  than  once,  at  least.,  in  a  life- 
time. 

Preliminary  to  the  testimony  of  wit- 
nesses in  the  case,  it  may  be  stated 
that  the  allegations  of  the  complaint 
that  Mr.  Trezona  was  married  to  Ida 
Agues  Kaiser,  at  Eveleth,  June  18, 
1903,  that  they  lived  together  until 
July  16,  1906,  at  which  date  Trezona 
claims  his  wife  left  him  and  ^-efused 
to  return  to  his  domicile. 

Mrs.  Trezona  was  26  years  old  at  the 
time   of   her   marriage. 

It  is  alleged  that  Penna's  attentions 
to  Mrs.  Trezona  began  about  Nov.  25. 
1905,  that  he  gave  her  large  sums  of 
money  and  persisted  in  his  attentions 
to  her  to  such  an  extent  that  Mrs. 
Trezona  is  said  to  have  warned  him 
that  slie  would  tell  her  husband.  It  is 
further  alleged  that  Capt.  Penna 
threatened  to  commit  suicide  if  she 
told  her  husband,  .^nd  that  he  con- 
tinued to  press  hlsVp-ttentions  on  her 
until  she  finally  gave"  way  to  his  Impor- 
tunities -and  began  having  improper 
relations  with  Capt.  Penna,  who  was  a 
married  man. 

Capt.  Penna  was  called  to  the  stand 
for  cross-examination  under  the  stat- 
utes, yesterday  afternoon.  He  refused 
to  ansv.-er  Mr.  Holister's  question 
whether  he,  Penna,  visited  Mrs.  Tre- 
zona in   her  husband's  absence. 

Capt.  Penna  admitted  having  writ- 
ten Mrs.  Trezona  several  letters  which 
were  put  in  evidence  yesterday.  These 
contained  such  endearing  terms  as 
"Deacest  Ida,"  "Little  Sweetheart," 
and  expresed  sentiments  of  love  and 
affection  that  would  make  a  valentina 
Cupid  hunt  cover. 

This  morning,  however,  when  Capt. 
Penna  was  recalled  ;for  cross-examina- 
tion, he  refu.'red  to^aJmlt  the  author- 
ship of  other  letterjl  purported  to  have 
been  written  by  hlr».  He  based  his  re- 
fusal on  the  questioh  of  personal  privi- 
lege,  on  the  advise  of  his  counsel. 

The  letter.s  read  this  morning,  several 
in  number,  purported  to  have  been  writ- 
ten from  Capt.  Pemuu  at  Shellsburg, 
Wis.,  to  Mrs.  John*  3.  Trezona  at  St. 
Paul,  and  were  dated  after  the  time  that 
she  is  claimed  to  have  left  her  husband. 

Some  of  the  letters  covered  both  sides 
of  tho  sheets  of  paper,  none  of  them  being 
les.s  than  three  or  four  pages  In  length. 
They  were  started  with  various  endearing 
terms  and  ended  up  with  'Yours  forever, 
Arthur,"  or  words  of  like  Import.  Each 
letter  fairly  smoked  with  the  warmth  of 
affection  expressed  and  declared  that  the 
writer  would  willingly  give  up  hia  life 
for  Mrs.  Trezona;  that  without  her,  life 
was  not  worth  living,  etc.  According 
to  the  letters  Capt.  Penna  Is  purported 
to  have  written  Mrs.  Trezona  he  was  fur- 
nishing her  with  money  while  she  was  at 
St.  Paul,  and  he  kept  writing  about  a 
large  sum  of  money  he  expected  to  get 
from    Duluth,    for  some  mining   stock. 

Another  letter  states  that  Mr.  Trezona 
is  insanely  Jealous  of  him,  Capt.  Penna, 
and  that  Mrs.  Trezona  is  to  resist  all  at- 
tempts of  her  husband  to  get  her  to  go 
home  with  him. 

One  statement  in  the  alleged  Penna  let- 
ters  was   tlie  following: 

"I  don't  think  there  was  ever  such 
a  fierce  game  carried  on  between  two 
married  people  before  in  this  world,  in 
the  same  length  of  time.  My  wife  knew 
it  all  right,  but  John  and  his  folks  never 
did  until  the  week  before  you  left  and 
the  week  after  and  then  It  seemed  to 
come  out  all  at  once." 

The  letters  read  by  Mr.  HoUlster  this 
morning  were  introduced  during  the  tes- 
timony of  Mr.  Trezona.  who  identified 
them  as  the  documents  that  he  took  from 
his  wife's  trunk  when  he  went  to  see 
h^r  at  St.  Paul,  and  after  she  refused 
to  return  to  Eveleth  with  him.  One  of 
the  letters  was  identified  as  having  been 
mailed  to  him  by  one  Thomas  Smith,  a 
St.  Paul  friend,  with  whom,  or  near 
v.-hose  home.  Mrs.  Trezona  stayed  at  St. 
Paul.  Mr.  Trezona  said  Smith  was  re- 
quested to  send  him  any  letters  that 
might  be  found  in  Mrs.  Trezona'a  pos- 
session  from  Captain   Penna. 

Mr.  Hoilister  attempted  to  introduce  a 
letter  purported  to  have  been  written 
by  Captain  Penna  to  Richard  Trezona. 
father  of  the  plaintiff.  In  which  It  was 
proposed  to  compromise  the  trouble  for 
a  cash  consideration,  but  on  objection  of 
Mr.   Neff   the   letter  was   ruled  out. 

Mr.  Trezona  testified  that  up  to  the 
time  his  wife  left  him  his  marriage  rela- 
tions were  pleasant  And  he  never  had 
any  reason  to  suppose  that  his  wife  was 
otherwise  than  virtuous  and  faithful  to 
him.  He  declared  ttiey  had  no  trouble 
previous  to  the  entrance  of  Captain  Pen- 
na in  their  home  life,  and  that  so  long  as 
his  wife  lived  with  him  he  supported  her 
boy  and  sent  him  to  Bchool. 

Under  cro.ss-examinalion  by  Mr.  NelT. 
Mr.  Trezona  testified  that  Mrs.  Penna 
came  to  his  father's  house,  when  he  was 
present  in  the  next  1  room,  and  told  his 
parents  of  the  relations  between  Mrs. 
Trezona  and  Capt.  Penna.  He  claimed 
that  this  was  the  firsi  that  he  had  heard 
of  anything  wrong  btitween  his  wife  and 
Capt.  Penna.  The  conversation  with  Mrs. 
Penna  Is  said  to  have  taken  place  pre- 
vious to  July  16,  when  Mrs.  Trezona  left 
her  home. 

Mr.  Trezona  claimed  that  the  first  posi- 
tive knowledge  that  Ja^e  had  of  Improper 
relations  between  Mr?.  Ti>JZona  and  Capt. 
Penna  was  about  July ,  15,  when  Mrs. 
Penna  grave  his  parenis.a  letter  alleged 
to  have  been  written  by  Mrs.  Trezona  to 
Capt.  Penna.    The  witness  said  he  could 


not  produce  the  letter  at  this  time.  Mr. 
Neff  gave  notice  he  would  call  for  it  later 
on  during  the  trial. 

It  was  further  testified  by  Mr.  Trezona 
that  he  never  heard  of  another  letter  pur- 
porting to  have  been  addressed  by  his 
wife  to  "Dear  Hugo,"  or  of  love  letters 
to  any  other  men. 

On  the  question  of  Mr.  Trezona'a  so- 
briety while  he  was  employed  at  St. 
Paul,  there  was  a  sharp  legal  skirmish 
between  the  opposing  attornejrs,  Mr.  Neflf 
claiming  that  In  Minnesota  habitual 
drunkenness  Is  recognized  as  a  breach  of 
marital  relations. 

Under  Mr.  Neflf's  questioning  Mr.  Tre- 
zona explained  why  he  left  his  positions 
at  three  different  livery  stables  in  St. 
Paul.  He  said  he  left  the  first  because 
he  was  not  a  horseman;  the  second,  be- 
cause an  old  hand  whose  place  he  had 
taken  came  back,  and  the  third  be- 
cause the  proprietor  boarded  his  men  and 
he,  Trezona,  was  living  at  home.  Mr. 
Trezona  denied  that  his  wife  e^er  sup- 
ported him  while  they  lived  at  St.  Paul. 

He  claimed  he  never  heard,  until  re- 
cently, that  Mrs.  Trezona  ever  received 
money  from  other  men  for  Improper 
relations  with  them. 

It  was  admitted  by  Mr.  Trezona  that 
In  November,  1905,  he  took  the  Keeiey 
cure  In  Minneapolis.  He  claimed  that 
after  he  returned  to  Eveleth  he  quit 
drinking  up  to  the  time  he  filed  his 
reply  to  Penna's  answer  to  the  com- 
plaint. 

Mr.  Neff  changed  the  plan  of  his  at- 
tack at  this  point  by  asking  Mr.  Tre- 
zona if  he  knew  an  inmate  of  Frank 
Miller's  house  at  Eveleth  named  Helen 
Clayton.  The  witness  denied  that  he 
knew  a  woman  of  that  name.  He  said 
he  knew  a  woman  named  Volberg 
Ronda. 

Mr.  Trezona  admitted  knowing  the 
woman  intimately,  but  claimed  It  was 
after  his  wife  left  him.  He  testified 
that  he  lived  a  virtuous  life  up  to  the 
time  his  wife  left  home. 

When  Mr.  Neff  attempted  to  draw 
out  more  admissions  along  this  line 
Mr.  Trezona.  at  the  suggestion  of  his 
counsel,  stood  on  the  question  of  per- 
sonal privilege  and  refused  to  answer. 

The  witness  denied  having  struck 
and  knocked  down  his  wife  on  specific 
dates  mentioned  by  Mr.  Neff,  or  with 
ever  having  called  her  Indecent  names. 
He  denied  that  he  ever  threatened  to 
kill  her  and  admitted  that  she  started 
divorce  proceedings  before  the  trouble 
with  Penna.  although  he  never  had  any 
complaint  served  on  him. 

Mr.  Trezona  denied  that  he  ever  told 
Mrs.  Penna  that  he  was  ashamed  to  be 
seen  on  the  streets  with  his  wife,  that 
he  had  no  confidence  in  her  virtue,  or 
that  he  ever  said  he  would  attempt  to 
get  rid  of   her. 

Mr.  Trezona's  cross-examination  was 
continued   this  afternoon. 


TO  SUPPRESS  GRAFTING. 

New  President   of  Pennsylvania   Has 
Work  Ready  for  Him. 

New  York.  Jan.     8. — James     McCrea 
went  into  the  presidency  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania railway  last  Wednesday  with 
an  anti-graft  record.    He  was  put  there 
to  sweep  out  grafters  and  end  grafting. 
Those    in    a    position    to    know,    de- 
clare that  no  corporation  executive  was 
ever  confronted  with  a  task  so  colos- 
I  sal  as  Mr.  McCrea's.    The  evil  he  must 
I  fight   and   crush    has   more    than   kept 
I  pace  with   the   expansion  of   the   sys- 
.  tem.     Its  ramiflcaUons  are  endless  be- 
ing interwoven   with   different   depart- 
ments   of    the    $400,000,000    corporation, 
whose  gross  income  during  1905  reached 
the  stupendous  total  of  $266,069,597,  and 
whose     aggregate     expenditures     were 
$197,100,348. 

For  more  than  two  months  investi- 
gators have  been  sifting  complaints 
made  of  grafting  methods  in  several 
departments  of  the  Pennsylvania  road. 
In  the  main  these  complaints  came 
from  firms  and  companies  which  found 
it  impossible  to  sell  supplies  or  equip- 
ment to  that  section  of  the  raillroad 
system  east  of  Pittsburg,  though  in 
many  Instances  they  are  the  largest 
concerns  in  their  respective  lines  and 
could  sell  as  cheaply  as  others. 

These  same  complaining  concerns 
were  able  to  sell  to  the  Pennsylvania 
lines  west  of  Pittsburg,  which  until 
Wednesday  last  were  under  the  control 
of  James  McCrea.  They  declare  the 
Western  lines  were  open  to  the  lowest 
bidder;  that  the  Eastern  lines  In  the 
purchase  of  supplies  were  governed  by 
rules  which  shut  out  the  lowest  bidder 
and  awarded  the  richest  contracts  to 
favored  concerns  in  which  relatives 
of  officers  and  employes  of  the  rail- 
road  company   are   interested.

TEN  CAMPS 
TO  BEBUILT 

Backus-Brooks    Hiring 
Many  Men  for  Bor- 
der Extension. 

Men  for  Summer  Rail- 
road Work  Will  be 
Scarce. 


Eighth   and   Bryant  street. 

Along  the  Islay's  cvreek  will  be  the 
ferry  slips  and  the  piers,  for  the 
Western  Pacific's  trans- bay  freight 
ferries  and  for  the  landing  of  trans- 
Pacific  and  coastwise  steamers  doing 
business  In  conjunction  with  this  new 
trans-continental   railway  system. 

Yesterday  the  Western  Pacific  placed 
an  order  in  the  East  for  ten  large  loco- 
motives. That  is  the  first  equipment 
thus  far  ordered  in  the  way  of  rolling 
stock. 


The  Backus-Brooks  company,  which 
is  building  the  connecting  link  between 
International  Falls  and  the  present 
terminus  of  the  Minnesota  &  Inter- 
national road  at  Ripple,  on  the  Big 
Fork  river,  has  placed  orders  In  Du- 
luth for  men  to  work  on  the  extension. 
One  crew  already  has  been  sent  on 
the  new  work  by  the  National  Employ- 
ment company,  and  more  will  follow 
every  few  days,  until  a  ful  force  is 
employed. 

It  is  expected  that  the  laying  of  the 
rails  will  be  completed  by  July  1,  and 
that  trains  will  be  running  by  July 
4,  in  time  for  a  big  celebration  on  the 
national  holiday.  Ten  camps  are  to  be 
established  along  the  survey,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  three  miles  apart.  The  ex- 
tension Is  to  be  a  little  more  than 
thirty  miles  In  length.  Three  camps  are 
now  in  operation,  and  150  station  men 
are  employed.  This  number  is  to  be 
increased    to    about   400. 

The  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  &  Winnipeg 
road  has  all  the  men  It  needs  to  carry 
on  the  winter  work  along  the  exten- 
sion to  Interiiatlonal  Falls,  and  the 
construction  of  the  line  is  being  rapid- 
ly pushed.  It  is  considered  hardly 
likely,  however,  that  the  latter  line 
will  have  trains  in  operation  to  the 
lx)rder  town  as  soon  as  will  its  rival, 
although  both  roads  may  be  com- 
pleted  about  the  same   time. 

While  railroad  and  woods  laborers 
are  not  very  plentiful  just  now,  the 
contractors  seem  to  be  able  to  get 
new  crews  about  as  fast  as  they  want 
them  and  express  the  opinion  that  no 
delays  will  result  during  the  winter 
and  spring  from  a  shortage  of  -labor. 
A  shortage  is  feared  next  summer, 
however,  for  there  will  be  so  much 
railroad  construction  work  to  be  done, 
that  the  demand  for  "men  will  probably 
greatly  exceed  the  supply,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  closing  up  of  the  log- 
ging camps  in  the  spring  will  put 
hundreds  of  additional  men  in  the 
field. 

Active  operations   along   the  surveys 
of   the   Soo   extensions   to   DulutTi   will 
probably  begin  in  tho  early  spring,  and  i 
large  crews  will  again  be  put  to  work  j 
on  the  Wisconsin  Central  work  in  Wis-  I 
consin.    The    Great    Northern    will    re-  ; 
quire  a  good   many    men   for  a  cut-off 
It  proposes  to  build  on  the  range,  and 
the  regular  summer  work  on  the  other 
roads  centering  In   Duluth  will,  as  us- 
ual,  result  in  a  heavy  draw  upon  the 
labor  market.  All  this  work  is  In   the 
region   directly    tributary     to     Duluth. 

Aside  from  all  this,  there  are  numer- 
ous largo  contracts  in  the  West  on 
which  work  will  begin  In  the  spring, 
and  the  Twin  Cities  and  Duluth  will 
be  swamped  with  orders  for  men  from 
that  district,  according  to  present  indi- 
cations.

WITHDRAWN  BY  RAILROAD 


Council   and  Wisconsin 

Central  Officials  Are 

in  Deadlock. 


Aldermen    Carry     Out 

Their  Intention   of 

Standing  Pat. 


As  fiirocasted  in  last  evening's  Herald, 
the  aldermen  stood  pat  on  the  Wisconsin 
Central  franchise  matter,  and  after  hear- 
ing the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
recent  s^-ssion  with  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral officials,  passed  Alderman  Wilson's 
motion  permitting  the  railroad  to  with- 
draw   its   original   ordinance. 

As  the  matter  now  stands  the  council 
has  nothing  before  it  on  which  to  act. 
and  b*^fore  the  railroad  can  secure  a 
traiichise  it  will  have  to  either  come  to 
the  coun'.'ils  t»-rms..or  force  the  council 
to  com»»  to  its  terms. 

The  interview  of  Aldprman  Wilson, 
published  last  evening,  gave  in  brief  form 
practically  all  of  the  matter  contained  In 
the  committee's  report,  bui  the  follow- 
ing extracts  from  It  are  given: 

"On  Friday.  De*?.  28.  V.m.  your  commit- 
tee held  a  meeting  at  which  eleven  mem- 
b*^rs  'ji  the  council  and  the  city  attorney 
were  present.  At  that  time  the  city  at- 
orney  advised  your  committee  that.  In 
his  npitiion.  the  railway  company  does 
not  have  the  right  under  the  statute,  to 
construct,  maintain  or  operate  its  rail- 
road on  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  oth- 
er pubUc  ground,  without  first  obtaining 
from  and  compensating  the  city  for  a 
franchise  conferring  such  rights.  In  oth- 
er w.>rds.  the  railway  companv  cannot 
secure  th*'  franchise  and  rights  it  desires 
by    condemnation    proceedings. 

"The  city  attorney  at  said  time  also 
advised  your  co.-nmittee  that  .seventeen 
ordinances  had  been  passed  in  the  city 
of  Minneariolis  in  recent  years,  in  which 
the  railway  companies  affected  were  re- 
quired by  that  city  to  pay  a-ssessments 
for  street  Improvements;  that  these  sev- 
enteen ordinances  affected  eight  rail- 
road.oi:  that  the  Wisconsin  Central  Rail- 
way company  was  one  of  the  eight  com- 
panies; and  that  It  had  agreed  to  pay  ail 


the  assessments  for  local  improvements 
j  levied  against  its  property,  whtnher  then 
or  thereafter  owned  by  It  In  said  city. 
Eight  such  ordinances,  affecting  three 
railroads,  have  been  passed  In  the  city  of 
St.  Paul.  It  therefore  appears  to  your 
committee  that  as  other  cities  in  the 
state  are  protectmg  themselves  against 
I'ne  Iniusice  of  railroads  being  held  ex- 
empt from  assessments,  that  the  City  of 
Duluth  should  be  equally  zealous  in  pro- 
tecting itself  In  connection  with  the 
granting  of  similar  franchises.  With 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  protecting 
themselves  by  municipal  legislation  on 
this  subject.  It  would  be  practically  im- 
possible for  Duluth  and  smaller  cities  to 
obtain  any  relief  from  the  legislature- 
According  to  the  estimate  of  the  city  en- 
gineer, the  city  will  have  to  pay  out  of 
Its  general  fund  for  such  Improvement.? 
as  would  abut  the  railroad  pronerty.  over 
$67,000.  if  it  grants  the  franchise  askod 
without  requiring  the  company  to  pay 
the  assessments. 

"Ii    was.    therefore,    unanimously  decid- 
ed by  the  eleven  aldermen  present  at  this 
meeting    that    under      no      circumstances 
would'  any    of    them    vote    to    grant    the 
;  franchise    asked,    except    upon    condition 
that    the    railway    company    pay    the    as- 
;  sessments.      A    large    number     of    other 
i  amendments    protecting    the    city's   inter- 
'  ests    were    Includ-^d    for    recommendation 
i  to   the  council,   but   these   were  of   minor 
'  importance     and     such     as     should     have 
;  been    Included    In    the  ordinance   tendered 
^by  the  railway  company  tn   the  flrst  In- 
1  stance. 

!     "At  this  meeting  communications  from 
I  the  real  estate  exchange  and  the  city  en- 
gineer   were    read,    copies    of    which    are 
hereto  attached. 

"At  the  request  of  the  local  legal  rep- 
resentatives of  the  railway  company,  a 
copy  of  the  proposed  am^^ndments  was 
handed  to  him  on  the  evening  of  Dec.  29, 
190t;.  At  hl3  request  a  conference  was 
arranged  for  between  the  repre.senta- 
tlves  of  the  railway  company  and  your 
committee,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an 
effort  to  agree,  as  far  as  possible.  up«">n 
the  several  matters  of  difference  between 
tl'.e  city  and  thf  company,  before  the  com- 
mittee should  make  Its  report.  This  meet- 
ing was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  Jan.  5, 
litVI.  the  vice  presid»'nt  of  the  railway 
company,  its  general  counsel,  its  genial 
solicitor.  Us  chief  engineer.  Its  local  at- 
torneys and  other  repre.sentatives  being 
present,  as  w»re  also  thirteen  members 
I  of  the  council  and  the  city  attorney. 
I  Th«»  propos«'d  amendments  were  ctinsid- 
ered  and  discussed  section  by  section, 
and  an  agreement  practically  reached 
upon  all  of  the  minor  points.  The  section 
on  assessnii'nts  was  read  In  Its  ordt-r,  but 
passed  without  discussion,  on  requ<^st  of 
the  representatives  of  the  railway  com- 
pany. 
"The  recommendation  of  the  committee 


upon  the  matter  of  allowing  other  roads 
to  use  the  facilities  of  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral was  gone  over,  and  the  committee 
conceded  that  certain  modifications  were 
probably  necessary.  In  fairness  to  the 
railway  company,  but  that  some  provision 
must  be  made  whereby  other  railroads, 
desiring  to  enter  the  city,  could,  on  fair 
and  reasonable  terms,  to  be  expressed 
In  the  ordinance,  avail  themselves  of  the 
tracks,  tunnel,  and  facilities  of  the  Wis- 
consin Central. 

"Near  the  conclusion  of  this  meeting 
the  vice  president  of  the  company  in- 
formed your  committee  that  the  railway 
company  would  not  accept  the  ordinance 
if  the  council  Insisted  up<m  the  three  Im- 
portant amendments  as  originally  drafted, 
to-wit:  payment  of  assessments  allow- 
ing other  roads  to  use  its  facilities,  and 
requiring  the  company  to  elevate  or  lower 
Its  tracks  when  the  council  so  directed. 
The  committee  expressed  its  belief  that 
an  agreement  might  be  reached  on  the  last 
two  points,  but  under  no  consideration 
would  they  waive  the  assessment  feature. 
Thereupon  the  representatives  of  the  rail- 
way company  Informed  your  committee 
that  they  did  not  care  to  have  the  ordin- 
ance passed  with  any  a.ssessment  amend- 
ment, and  stated  that  they  would  request 
the  council  to  permit  them  to  withdraw 
the   ordinance." 


Some  of  the  residents  of  Jefferson 
street  from  Fourteenth  avenue  east  to 
Twenty-second  avenue  east,  and  on  Third 
street  from  Fifth  avenue  west  to  Six- 
teenth avenue  east,  do  not  like  the  new 
gas  street  lights,  and  they  brought  their 
grievances  before  the  council  last  even- 
in.g  in  the  form  of  a  petition  not  to  re- 
move the  electric  lights  and  leave  them 
In  the  semi-darkne.ss  which  they  claim 
Is  the  result  of  the  gas  lighting. 

C.  W.  Andrews,  representing  the  gas 
company,  spoke  at  some  length  and 
argued  that  while  one  of  the  lamps  did 
not  give  as  much  light  as  an  arc  lamp, 
there  were  two  to  each  block,  and  the 
even  distribution  of  light  resulting  from 
the  two  lights  was  more  than  equal  to 
the  concentrated  light  of  one  arc.  He 
said  that  with  the  electric  lights  work- 
ing the  gas  lamps  doubtless  did  look  dim. 
but  if  the  electrics  were  turned  off  he 
was  confident  that  the  people  would  find 
their  streets  as  evenlnly  and  brilliantly 
light»>d  as  they  had  been  under  the  old 
system.

CRIME  IN  GOTHAM. 

Nearly  Six  Thousand  Deaths  by  Violence 
or  Accident 

New  York,  Jan.  8.— The  report  of  the 
board  of  coroners  for  1906,  Just  published, 
shows  a  remarkable  year  of  accident  and 
crime.  In  all  there  were  5.890  deaths  re- 
ported to  the  coroner's  office,  of  which 
2,160  were  by  violence.  For  Manhattan 
alone,  and  excluding  the  casualties  re- 
ported In  Jersey  City,  Long  Island  City 
and  Brooklyn,  the  tunnel  work  caused  SH 
deaths. 

There  were  549  felonious  assaults  caus- 
ing death.  Surface  cars  caused  97  deaths; 
elevated  trains,  14,  and  tunnel  trains.  17. 


Automobiles  killed  24  people  In  Manhattan 
during  the  year. 

The  39S  suicides  were  brought  about  as 
follows:  One  hundred  and  ten  by  shoot- 
ing. 21  by  throat-cutting.  51  by  pol.son,  124 
by  gas,  27  by  hanging  27  by  jumping  from 
windows  or  roofs,  4  by  jumping  in  front 
of  trains  and  34  by  drowning. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  by  casual- 
ties, including  falls,  explosions,  collapse 
of  buildings,  premature  blasts,  f.illlng  of 
rock,  timber  and  stone,  were  684.  Alco- 
holism caused  the  death  of  115  persons. 

BRIEf  TELEGRAMS. 

E.  H.  Turner,  was  shot  and  almost  in- 
stantly killed  by  Capt.  Emmons,  a  cigar 
stand  proprietor  at  Seattle  and  Andy  Rus- 
sell, proprietor  of  Russell's  saloon  was 
probably  fatally  wounded  by  the  same 
man  In  the  bar  last  night.  The  men  were 
talking  when  Emmons  whipped  out  a  re- 
volver and  shot  Turner  and  as  Russ'Ml 
sought  safety  in  flight  he  was  shot  in 
the  back.  Emmons  then  looked  in  the 
big  mirror  and  shot  himself  In  the  head, 
dying    ten    minutes    later. 

William  M.  Rhodes,  a  real  estate  dealer, 
of  Providence,  R.  I.,  41  years  old.  shot 
and  killed  his  mother,  Riet  C.  Rhodes 
and  then  shot  himself,  dying  almost  in- 
stantly. It  is  believered  that  the  man 
was   mentally    unbalanced. 

Councilman  J.  W.  Homans  of  Haver- 
hill, Mass.,  was  arrested  Monday  on  a 
warrant  charging  him  with  accepting  a 
bribe,  after  the  sudden  breaking  of  a 
deadlock  over  the  election  of  a  city  solici- 
tor by  the  city  council.  The  two  leading 
candidates  were  Essex  X.  Abbott  and 
George  M.  G.  Nichols,  the  present  solici- 
tor. On  the  thirty-fifth  ballot  Mr.  Ab- 
bott was  declared  elected  by  eleven  votes. 

Richard  McCann  of  Troy,  Ohio,  shot 
and  killed  Mrs.  Sarah  Iraef,  also  of  Troy, 
at  Dayton,  Ohio,  Monday  night.  Then  he 
turned  the  weapon  on  himself  and  fired  a 
bullet  in  hi^  left  temple,  but  the  physi- 
cians say  he  will  survive. 

The  Idaho  state  legislature  convened 
at  Boise,  -  Monday.  The  house  elected  J. 
Frank  Hunt  of  Bannock  county  as  speak- 
er. C.  H.  Nugent  of  Idaho  county,  was 
elected  president  of  the  senate.  Frank 
R.  Gooding,  who  began  his  second  term 
as  governor  today  and-all  the  other  state 
officers  were  sworn  In. 

DOG  GOES  TO  SCHOOL 

Never  Missed  a  Day  When  Little  Master 
Fell  Sick. 

Kaukauna,  Wis.,  Jan.  8.— Although  his 
master  was  sick.  Nigger,  the  dog  of  a 
little  Indian  boy.  attended  school  for  a 
full  week,  going  and  coming  at  the  reg- 
ular hours. 

The  Indian  boy  attends  the  government 
school  at  Kenosha,  and  always  took  the 
dog  with  him.  "The  boy  became  sick 
and  did  not  attend  school  for  a  week, 
yet  Nigger  was  on  deck  and  went  alone 
at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  returned 
home  at  4  o'clock  In  the  afternoon,  just 
as  he  had  been  accustomed  to  in  com- 
pany with   his  master.

Shot  Down  by  an 

Assassin. 

The  Crime  Shows  Evi- 
dence of  Careful  Pre- 
paration. 

Policeman   Also   Killed 

and   Small   Boy 

Wounded. 


St.  Petersburg,  Jan.  9.— Lieut.  Gen. 
Vladimir  Pavloff,  the  military  procur- 
ator or  advocate  general,  generally 
known  since  the  days  of  the  late  par- 
liament as  "Hangman  Pavloff,"  from 
the  epithet  constantly  applied  to  him 
to  the  radical  deputies,  was  shot  and 
killed  at  10  o'clock  this  morning  while 
walking  in  the  garden  of  the  chief  mili- 
tary court  building  near  the  Merka 
canal.  The  assassin,  who  was  disguised 
as  a  workman,  was  captured  after  a 
long  chase  through  the  crowded  city 
streets,  during  which  he  tired  about 
forty  shf)ts  from  two  revolvers  which 
he  carried,  killing  a  policeman  and 
wounding  a  small  boy. 

The  crime  w:is  executed  dellberntelv 
and  showed  evidence  of  the  same  care- 
ful preparation  which  was  characteris- 
tic of  the  murders  of  Gen.  Ignatieff 
and  Von  der  Launitz,  and  undoubtedly 
was  carried  out  by  the  same  organiza- 
tion which  It  Is  reported  has  sentenced 
Emperor  Nicholas  and  several  of  the 
ministers  to  death.  The  assassin,  who 
wore  the  uniform  of  a  military  clerk 
attached  to  the  court,  succeeded  in  ob- 
taining an  entrance  to  the  garden  un- 
der the  pretext  of  submitting  a  report 
to  the  military  procurator.  He  ap- 
pro.'jched  the  unsuspecting  general 
within  arms  length,  drew  an  automatic 
pistol  and  discharged  the  whole  load, 
Kven  shots,  into  Pavloff's  body.  Every 
shot  was  well  aimed  and  two  of  them 
tore  a  gaping  wound  in  his  breast  from 
which  the  general  expired  while  being 
ctirried  to  his  apartment.^,  which  were 
located  in   the  same   building. 

Hastily  slipping  another  "clip"  of 
cartridges  into  his  revolver  and  draw- 
ing a  second  weapon,  the  assassin  ran 
across  the  garden  to  the  carriage  en- 
trance,  threatene<l  the  porter  with  his

privileges  from  the  sovereign  power 
of  the  people;  neither  Is  it  instituted 
to  deprive  any  individual  or  any  in- 
terest ,,f  any  right  which  may  ob- 
tain under  the  constitution.

London,  Jan.  9.— The  Persian  lega- 
tion today  Is  the  center  of  much 
activity,  cabinet  ministers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  diplomatic  corps  calljng 
to  present  their  condolences  on  Uie 
oeath    of    the   shah. 

One  of  the  leading  Persian  officials 
said  to  a  representative  of  the  As- 
sociated Press: 

"We  do  not  credit  the  reports  that 
trouble  is  likely  to  follow  the  death 
of  the  shah.  Certainly  there  will  be 
no  Internal  trouble,  as  there  are 
no  pretenders  to  challenge  the 
crown  princes  title  to  the  throne. 
Concerning  the  reports  of  foreign 
controversies,  we  do  not  anticipate 
any  disturbances  of  the  present  con- 
ditions." 

It  can  be  definitely  stated  that 
Russia  and  Great  Britain  have  had 
extended  exchanges  of  views  rela- 
tive to  the  existing  situation,  and 
have  discussed  an  accord,  under 
which,  during  the  crucial  period  fol- 
lowing a  change  of  rulers,  neither 
power  will  seek  to  advance  its  in- 
terests,   politically    or    terrkorlally.

ORATORICAL  LAPSES. 


Due  to  British  Parliament  Rule  Forbid- 
ding Use  of  Manuscript. 

Debaters    in    the    house    of    commons 

are  required  to  stick  to  their  texts, 
cays  William  E.  Curtis  in  the  Chicago 
Record-Herald.  No  campaign  or  bun- 
conite  speeches  are  allowed,  and  no 
manuscript  Is  permitted.  A  member 
may  have  notes  before  him  and  mav 
refer  to  them  as  often  as  he  likes,  but 
It  he  should  attempt  to  read  from  a 
manuscript  tiis  voice  would  be  drown- 
ed by  snouts  of  "Order,  order,"  and  less 
polite  reminders  of  his  breach  of  pro- 
priety. This  rule,  of  course,  makes  It 
a  stvere  ordeal  for  a  new  man  to  take 
the  floor,  and.  while  he  may  write  out 
his  speech  and  commit  it  to  memory, 
as  many  do,  the  result  is  to  reduce 
the  volume  of  oratory  to  a  minimum 
compared  w-ith  the  American  house  of 
representatives  and  other  legislative 
bodies.  New  members,  and  sometimes 
old  ones,  are  easily  rattled  when  tnev 
are  on  the  floor  for  the  first  time  and 
make  funny  blunders.  A  friend  of  mine. 
a  parliamentary  reporter  of  long  expe- 
rience, keeps  a  notebook  in  which  he 
has  recorded  flights  of  fancy.  Irish 
bulls,  niiixed  metaphors  and  other  blun- 
ders wliich  he  has  heard  in  the  de- 
bates. 

Even  Lord  Curzon,  who  is  one  of  the 
most  accomplished  orators  in  England, 
Vb  sometimes  guilty  of  a  lap.se.  and 
while  he  was  under  secretary  of  state 
he  amused  the  house  one  day  by  de- 
claring: 

'•W«  are  not  yet  out  of  the  woods  In 
South  Africa  p.ml  the  ship  of  state  re- 
quires  most   careful   navigation." 

Mr.  Cream,  one  of  the  Irish  members, 
remarked  last  summer  that  "The  tax 
on  sugar  is  more  offensive  than  It 
would  t>e  if  it  were  less  objectionable." 

In  di.«:cussing  the  new  form  of  govern- 
ment In  South  Africa  an  eloquent  gen- 
tleman from  the  midlands  of  England 
was  so  carried  away  by  his  own  ora- 
tory that    he   exclaimed: 

"I  see  a  vision.  The  car  of  progress 
floats    before    my    eyes,    sailing    on    In 


mighty  majesty,  crushing  in  its  teeth 
everything  that  obstructs  its  way  and 
shaking  its  mane  in  consciousness  ol 
its  own  strength." 

But  such  rhetorical  eccentricities  are 

frequent.     A.  few    years   ago    no    less    a 

man   than   Prof.   Bryce   called  upon   his 

fellow    members    to    "Beheld    the    mag- 

i  nificent  cities  of  antiquitv:     Where  arc 

they  now?     They  have  perished.     They 

.  have  vanished  so  completely  that  it  is 

i  doubtful    if    they   ever   existed." 

:      Another  member,  who  is  not  Irish,  de- 

I  clared   that   "The    untrodden   paths   are 

I  marked  with  the  footprints  of  a  fcrgot- 

t  ten  race." 

One  of  the  labor  members  informed  the 
house  that   he  had   "among  the  voters  in 
:  his  district  scores  of   destitute  children." 
I  When    the    laughter    wnicn    greeted    this 
^  ambiguous    statement    had    subsided,    he 
'  made  things  worse  by  explaining  that  he 
meant   the  fathers  and   mothers  of  desti- 
tute  children:   whereupon  one  of   his  col- 
leagues asked  how  many  votes  were  cast 
by    the   mothers   cf   destitute    children    at 
the  last  election. 
•;     Even  so  great  an   orator  as   Mr.    Gh\6- 
stone    got    his    tongue    tangled,    and    was 
frequently     guilty    of    little     lapses.      Mv 
friend,  the  parliamentary  retiorter.  point- 
ed  out   several   singular   mistakes    in    h;s 
.speeches,   like  "I   will  not   reiterate  what 
I    was    going   to    say";    --if    I    have    not 
already  said  it,  I  will  repeat  that":  "The 
time   has  come.   Indeed,   ;f'  It   not  already 
I  rapidly    approaching."      You     would    ex- 
ipect    such    confusing   contradictions    from 
one   who    is    accustomed    to    extemporan- 
eous  speaking,   but   certainly   not   from  a 
i  man  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  experience. 

You  will  remember  the  remark  of  S  r 
I  Boyle-Roche,  which  has  frequently  been 
;  Cited  as  "the  most  perfect  Irish  bull,  ever 
uttered."  when,  speaking  in  the  Irish 
parliament,  he  declared  that  "No  one  can 
be  in  two  places  at  or^oe,  barrin's  he's 
a  bird."  This  was  almost  equaled  by  an 
Irish  member  cf  the  present  parliament, 
who  declared  that  the  population  of  Ire- 
land had  been  reduced  100  per  cent  by 
oppression  and  famine. 

My  friend  the  reporter  tells  me  thai 
one  of  the  funniest  scenes  that  ever  oc- 
curred in  the  house  of  commons  was  due 
to   an  Innocent  remark   n.ade   by   Robert 


Spencer,  who  is  now  Lord  Althorp.  His 
lordship  was  one  of  the  greatest  dandies 
of  the  house.  He  was  noted  for  his  fas- 
tidiousness in  dress  and  had  a  very  ef- 
feminate voice  and  manner.  One  evening 
he  appeared  In  the  house  in  an  immacu- 
late dress  suit,  with  a  white  tie,  a  white 
waistcoat  and  dangling  a  pair  of  whito 
;  kid  gloves  in  his  hand.  When  his  turn 
I  to  speak  came  he  arose  and  with  the  ut- 
most solemnity  began: 

"Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  not  an  agricultural 
laborer." 

From  anyone  else  such  a  remark  would 
have  attracted  no  attention,  but  from 
him  in  the  costume  he  was  then  wearing 
it  sounded  so  ludicrous  that  the  house 
roared  with  laughter,  and  it  was  fully 
ten  minutes  before  he  could  go  on  with 
his   speech. 

HEIGHT  AT  WHICH. BIRDS  FLY. 
A  singular  method  of  determining 
the  height  at  which  birds  fly  when 
they  are  migrating  is  recorded  In  the 
London  Morning  Post.  Two  observers 
watched  the  moon's  disk  at  night 
through  small  telescopes  placed  some 
distance  apart,  and  from  the  different 
paths  of  the  birds  which  were  seen, 
projected  against  the  moon,  from  the 
two  stations.  It  was  possible  to  com- 
pute the  height  and  direction  of  flight 
of  each  bird. 

This  method  has  been  employed  and 
further  developed  this  year  by  Joel 
[  Stebblns  and  E.  A.  Rath  of  the  Uni- 
I  versify  of  Illinois,  and  has  been  used 
to  estimate  not  only  the  height  at 
which  the  birds  fly,  but  to  find  with 
much  greater  accuracy  than  has  been 
possible  heretofore  the  ."speed  of  their 
flight.  The  average  height  at  which 
migrating  birds  fly  is  not  more  than 
1,500  feet  from  the  ground,  but  the 
I  t>e(]s  at  which  they  travel  appear 
to  bo  greater  than  has  of  late  years 
been  believed  to  the  the  case.  The 
minimum  speeds  of  the  birds  observed 
varied  from  eighty  miles  to  130  miles 
an  hour.  It  should  be  said,  however, 
that  the  birds  were  flying  with  the 
wind. 


AMERICAN  GIRL  A  BORE. 
The  American  girl  has  been  called 
almost  everything,  good  and  bad.  The 
editor  of  the  North  American  Review 
now  adds  something  of  a  novelty.  He 
comes  out  flat  footed  ajid  declares  ehe 
is  a  bore. 

]     "There    is    little    that   Is    Interesting, 
I  aside   from    her  physical   appearance," 
■  says  he,     in  the  American  girl  of  to- 
j  day    between    the    ages    of    15    and   22. 
She  has  failed  to  keep  pace  In  any  re- 
spect   with    the    American    boy,    whose 
I  advancement    we     recently     remarked 
'  with  satisfaction.     Indeed,  if  the  blunt 
truth   be   spoken,   she   is   ignorant   and 
concerned  chiefly  with  matrimonial  as- 
piration.s. 

i     "To    the    EngMsh:nan    her     pertness, 
I  which  he  imagines  to  be  chic,   is  fae- 
Icinating     and     indicative     of     mental 
I  brightness,   but  this  effect  is  attribut- 
able largely  to  his  own  dulness.     It  is 
the    clever    management    of    a    limited 
number   of    phrases,    supplemented    by 
copious  use  of  what   he  considers   de- 
lightful  slang,   not  substance,  or  even 
measurable    information,    that    appeals 
to  his  jaded  mentality. 

"In  point  of  intelligence  she  is,  we 
believe,  the  equal  if  not  the  superior 
of  her  English  cousin,  but  in  the  choice 
of  language  she  is  sadly  inferior.  The 
use  of  slang  by  boys  finds  some  excuse 
In  unavoidable  association  with  unre- 
fined men;  its  use  by  girls  is  simply 
odious  and  a  direct  reflection  upon  the 
attention  and  taste  of  their  mothers. 
This  is  easily  proved  by  Inquiry  into 
sources  of  the  petted  phrases. 

"Take,  for  example,  two  of  the  latest 
—'Twenty-three*  and  'Sklddoo.'  These 
have  slightly  different  meanings,  the 
exact  interpretation  of  the  former  be- 
ing 'to  the  re:ir,'  and  of  the  latter 
'scamper'  or  "flee  in  haste.'  The  former 
had  its  origin  at  the  racetrack,  which 
ordinarily  has  only  sufficient  width  to 
accommodate  twenty-two  horses  stand- 
ing side  by  side,  so  that  the  twenty- 
third  is  necessarily  relegated  to  an 
unfavorable  position.  The  use  of  the 
coined  phrase  therefore  Implies  a» 
knowledge  of  details  of  professional 
sport  the  possession  of  which  by  a 
young  girl  is  distinctly  unbecoming. 

"The  second  is  a  mere  substitute 
for  'skfKiaddle,'  itself  of  American  ori- 
gin and  now  regarded  by  common  as- 
sent as  egreglously  vulgar.  Scores  of 
like  Illustrations  might  be  put  in  evi- 
dence; but  these  should  suffice  to  con- 
vince a  mother,  teacher  or  even  a 
comparitlvely  ignorant  girl  herself  of 
the  desirability  of  seeking  the  roots  of 
terms  whose  use  she  has  come  to  re- 
gard as  an  evidence  of  smartness. 

"The  mother  of  the  present  day,  for 
whose  comrade  relationship  with  her 
boys  we  have  profound  admiration,  la 
likely  to  be  so  apprehensive  that  her 
daughter  may  seem  old  fashioned  and 
lack  some  of  the  immediately  modem 
competitive  fascinations  that  she  un- 
wisely tolerates  practices  disagreeable 
to  herself.  Apparently,  she  has  y«t 
to  learn  that,  to  the  intelligent  Ameri- 
can of  marriageable  age,  pertness  is 
as  distasteful  as  even  prlggiahness."

Having  landed  them  there, 
to  the  number  of  60,(HX),  it  has  had  to 
fight  them  feed  them,  clothe  them,  doctor 
them,  reinforce  them  with  as  many  thou- 
sand more,  and  over  the  second  half  of 
the  world  get  them  safely  home.

Before  the  war  with  Spain  our  recruit- 
ing officers  were  accepting  thirteen  of 
every  liundred  men  who  offered  them- 
selves for  enlistment.

At  that 
time  in  Europe  recruiting  officers  were 
accepting  by  enlistment  or  conscription 
ninety  out  of  everj'  hundred.

THE    OMNIVOROUS    RAT. 

A  West  Riding  doctor,  writes  a  York- 
shire naturalist,  "interviewed"  a  rat  on 
the  edge  of  the  Burm  moor  a  few  days 
aKo  under  peculiar  circumstances,  K.iys 
the  Pall  Mall  Gazette.  While  riding  past 
a  coppice  he  was  amazed  by  a  rat,  hlgu 
UD  on  a  branch  of  a  hazlenut  tree,  bushy 
engaged  nibbling  off  the  fruit  and  drop- 
ping it  to  the  ground,  where  It  had  ac- 
cumulated a  nice  Httle  pile.  •  Do  rata 
eat  nuts?"  was  his  question;  and  my 
answer  was  that  it  was  very  difficult 
to  know  what  rats  would  not  eat— even 
their  own  kindred  at  a  pinch. 

As  for  all  kinds  of  nuts,  they  are  par- 
ticularly fond  ot  them,  and  I  told  him  the 
story  (from  Scarron's  "Lie  Roman  Com- 
inue")  of  the  avaricious  Spaniard  who 
planned  a  "corner"  In  filberts,  and  was 
baffled— by  rats.  He  bought  up  all  the 
growing  nuts  he  could  get.  and,  when 
rlpo,  had  them  harvested  and  stored  in  a 
great  barn.  For  months  he  visited  the 
barn  and  gloated  over  his  stock,  which 
actually  Increased  in  bulk. 

At  last,  when  there  was  a  great  demand 


for  filberts  and  prices  ruled  high,  the 
speculator  resolved  to  put  his  htock  on 
the  rnarket.  On  removing  It  he  discovered 
that  a  great  percentage  of  the  nuts  had 
been  gnawed  by  rats  and  the  kernels 
scooped  out  and  tho  husks  scattered 
about. 


BRITISH  OFFICIAL.  PAY. 
The  salaries  paid  by  the  British  gov- 
ernment to  the  members  of  the  minlstrv 
and  other  high  officials  look  very  large 
conmared  with  thf>.se  received  by  similar 
officiils  in  the  United  States,  says  Wll- 
UamT  E.  Curtis  in  the  Chicago  Record- 
Herald.  The  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
who  la  now  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  re- 
cently governor  general  of  Canada.  Is 
provided  with  a  palace,  a  staff  of  secre- 
taries, a  retinue  of  servants  and  a  salary 
of  *100,000  a  vear,  while  his  chief  secre- 
tary is   paid  J22,125. 

The  next  largest  salary  is  $50,000.  paid 
to  the  lord  chancellor  of  Great  Britam, 
and  the  third.  $40,000.  to  the  lord  chan- 
cellor of  Ireland.  The  attorney  general 
of  Great  Britain  receives  $35,000  a  year, 
while  the  attorney  general  of  the  United 
States  receives  $8,000.  The  solicitor  gen- 
eral of  Great  Britain  receives  $30,000  a 
year,  while  the  solicitor  general  of  the 
United  States  Is  paid  Just  one-fifth  of 
that  amount.  The  attorney  general  for 
Ireland  receives  $25,000  a  year  and  the 
solicitor    general    $10,000.

Washington.  Jan.  9.— Practically  all  of 
yesterday  was  given  over  by  the  sen- 
ate leaders  of  both  parties  to  an  ef- 
fort to  bring  about  harmony  between 
opposing  views  concerning  the  pro- 
posed investigation  at  Brownsville, 
Ttx.  What  amounts  to  an  agreement 
between  Senators  Foraker  and  Lodge 
has  boen  attained  by  their  friends,  but 
iDiismuch  as  it  was  decided  not  to  pre-

senators  desiring  to  do  so  had  made  AH  of^  them  report  seeing  wolves,  but

not  be  upset.  The  compromise  Is  not 
greatly  different  from  the  resolution 
presented  by  Senator  Lodge  and  a 
Bimilar  one  Senator  Foraker  had  in- 
tended to  offer  as  a  substitute  for  his 
original  one.  It  provides  for  an  in- 
vestigation by  the  committee  on 
military  affairs  into  the  affray  at 
Brownsville  and  to  this  is  to  be  added 
provisions  that  a  sub-commiltee  be 
Bent  to  Brownsville  and  that  the  ex- 
penses of  the  investigation  be  paid  out 
of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  senate. 
Buoh  a  resolution  would  ignore  the 
constitutional  and  legal  questions  that 
have  been  debated  for  several  days  in 
the  senate.  Senator  Lodge  is  favor- 
able to  the  submitted  resolution  and 
Senator  Foraker  says  he  is  not  parti- 
cular as  to  the  phraseology  of  the 
resolution  so  long  as  a  committee  is 
sent  to  Brownsville  to  investigate  the 
affray.  The  situation  is  not  different 
to  what  it  was  at  the  conclusion  of 
Senator  Lodge's  speech.  Both  sides 
were  agreed  on  the  substance  of  the 
resolutlf^n  and  to  leave  out  the  consti- 
tutional qu»  stion.  It  was  the  speeches 
and  form  of  the  resolution  that  Sena- 
tor Foraker  objected  to.

BALLOT  BOXES 
ARE  MISSING 

Attorney  General  Cannot 

Find  All  of  New  York 

Ballots. 


New  York,  Jan.*  8.— Attorney  General 
\V.  S.  Jackson  had  not  been  able  la^t 
night  to  locate  all  the  ballot  boxes  en- 
trusted to  his  possession  by  a  supreme  | 
court  order,  and  intimated  that  he  might 
be  obliged  to  bring  contempt  proceedings 
against   the  board   of   elections. 

Certain  boxes  containing  ballots  cast 
In  Manhattan  were  stored  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  board,  and  a  search  con- 
tinued until  late  yesterday  failed  to  re- 
veal th»*ir  whereabouts.  According  to 
the  attorney  general.  Commissioner  D. 
Dooling,  upon  being  served  with  the 
court  order,  refused  to  surrender  these 
particular  ballot  boxes,  or  make  known 
where  they  might  be  found.  To  prevent, 
he  says,  possible  tampering  with  the 
ballots  cast  in  the  Hoarst-McClellan 
mayoralty  election  which  may  be  needed 
for  a  recotint  under  the  action  begim  by 
the  state  to  oust  Mayor  McClellan  and 
seat  William  R.  Hearst  as  mayor.  At- 
torney General  Jackson,  acting  under 
orders  from  the  supreme  court,  caused 
raids  to  be  made  at  sucli  storage  plants 
throughout  Greater  New  York  as  wt  re 
known  to  his  representatives.  After 
some  delay  the  greater  number  of  boxf  s 
wf-re  located,  newly  sealed  and  placed 
under  guard  of  officers  representing  the 
attorney  general.  It  was  toward  night 
when  a  hitch  develope<l  in  Manhattan, 
and  the  deputies  assigned  to  the  work 
reported  that  many  boxes  stored  in  that 
borough  could  not  be  located.  Later, 
Commlsslonf  r  DooUrtg  was  found  at  the 
office  of  Corporation  Counsrl  Elli-son  and 
formally  served  with  a  copy  of  Justice 
Hendricks"  order  commanding  those  in 
custody  of  the  ballot  boxes  to  deliver  the 
same   to  the  attorney  general. 

Mr.  Jackson  says  that  the  commissioner 
refused  to  obey  the  court  order,  which, 
the  attorney  general  added,  will,  however, 
have  to  be  respected. 

"Do  you  intend  to  institute  contempt 
of  court  proceedings  against  the  board 
of  elections?  "  Attorney  General  Jackson 
was  asked. 

"While  I  am  in  favor  of  the  utmost 
publicity  in  this  matter.  I  do  not  care  to 
say  what  action  I  intend  taking,  but  I 
will  say  that  Justice  Hendriclu'  order 
will  have  to  be  complied  with,"  replied 
the   attorney    general.

Iscs  Unfair  Tactics. 

The  employment  of  unfair  tactics  by 
the  Western  Railway  W^elghing  asso- 
ciation was  charged  by  the  Northwest- 
ern Cedarmen's  association,  at  its 
meeting  in  tht  Spalding  hotel  yester- 
day afternoon.  Members  of  the  latter 
organization  claim  that  it  is  practical- 
ly Impossible  for  them  to  secure  fair 
treatment  of  any  claim  for  overcharg- 
ing. 

The  purpose  of  the  weighing  associa- 
tion is  weighing  cars,  and  considering 
all  claims  for  overcharging.  The  Ced- 
armen say  the  scales  are  kept  in  very 
fair  shape,  but  the  especial  kick  is  In 
regard  to  the  other  matter. 

The  association,  in  an  attempt  to 
remedy  the  evil,  will  try  to  secure  leg- 
islation in  the  three  states  of  Minne- 
sota. Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  which 
will  provide  for  placing  all  weighing 
under  inspection  and  jurisdiction  of 
state  officials.  A  legislative  commit- 
tee was  appointed,  and  if  no  sati.sfac- 
tion  is  gained  from  the  law-making 
bodies  of  the  separate  states,  the  in- 
terstate commerce  commission  may  bo 
appealed  to.

Despite  the  car  shortage  In  the 
Northwest,  of  which  so  much  has  been 
•aid  and  written,  the  L^ke  Superior 
Car  Service  association,  operating  in 
Duluth  and  Superior,  broke  all  pre- 
vious records  In  1M)6  in  the  number  of 
cars  handled,  eclipsing  the  total  fig- 
ures of  1906  by  about  39,000  cars.  The 
total  number  of  cars  handled  in  De- 
cember, 40.244  cars,  also  broke  all  exist- 

Ingf  records  for   the   month. 

James  Kelly,  manager  of  the  organiz- 
ation, has  completed  his  December  re- 
port, and  has  prepared  figures  show- 
ing the  business  transacted  by  the  as- 
sociation during  the  year  1906.  These 
figures  offer  Interesting  comparisons 
with   thoj^e  prepared   in  previous  years. 

In  isyti,  for  example,  the  total  for  the 
year  was  250,lWO  cars  handled,  showing 
an  lncre;i-se  for  VMi,  as  compared  with 
li>36.  of  121.332  cars.  The  cars  used  now 
hold  about  twice  as  much  as  they  did 
ten  years  ago.  and  this  must  be  con- 
sidered in  an  estimate  of  the  increase 
In  the  amount  of  freight  handled  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes  during  any  spo- 
cified  period.  In  1891  only  184.256  cars 
were   h.-uidled   by   the  association. 

The  increa.se  last  year  was  due  large- 
ly to  big  shipments  of  building  ma- 
terial and  coal.  The  December  in- 
crease wa.-i  due  almost  entirely  to  the 
shipments  of  coal.  The  immense  total 
of  23.711  cars  of  coal  were  sent  out  of 
D^uluth  and  Superior  last  month  to 
supply  the  wants  of  the  interior  towns.

Thomas  H.  Shevlin,  the  Minnesota  lum- 
ber king,  announces  that  he  will  build  a 
railroad  to  the  Rainy  river,  extending 
from  Kelliher  northward.  Kelliher  Is  a 
town  on  a  branch  line  of  the  Minnesota 
&  International  railway,  about  naidway 
between  Bemidji  and  the  Big  Fork  river. 
The  new  line  will  measure  fifty-five  miles 
In  length,  and  work  on  It  will  probably 
begin  this  year. 

The  road  will  have  its  northern  termi- 
nus at  Spooner  and  Beaudette.  two  bor- 
der town.s.  On  the  American  side  of  the 
river  at  this  point  Mr.  Shevlin  has  an 
immense  sawmill,  employing  GOO  men. 
On  the  Canadian  side  he  is  operating  a 
mill  employing  600  men.  Within  the  pa^t 
sixty  days  tlie  townslte  at  the  American 
mill  has  b.^en  Joined  to  the  town  of 
Spooner,  and  plans  for  connecting  the  en- 
larged town  by  rail  with  the  outer  world, 
have  now  been  perfected.  While  primar- 
ily a  road  for  getting  out  logs  and  lum- 
ber, the  line  will  operate  freight  and  pas- 
senger trains  in  connection  with  the  Nor- 
thern Pacific,  which  controls  the  Minne- 
sota  &    International. 

The  development  of  this  piece  of  terri- 
tory will  mean  much  to  Duluth.  The 
country  through  which  the  line  will  run 
is  excellent  for  agricultural  purposes, 
and  even  now  is  well  settled  up.  As  soon 
as  what  timber  as  remains  is  cut  away 
it  will  be  a  prosperous  farming,  dairying. 
and  stock-raising  district,  with  busy 
towns  and  the  region  tributary  to  thorn 
thickly  populated  with  progressive  peo- 
ple. , 

Duluth  will  be  nearer  this  district  by 
rail  than  will  either  St.  Paul  or  Minne- 
apolis, and  alert  Zenith  City  wholesalers 
and  jobbers  should  have  little  difficulty 
in  obtaining  a  much  stronger  foothold 
there  than  the  same  sort  of  business  in- 
terests in  the  Twin  Cities.  The  whole 
region  along  the  Minnesota  &  Inter- 
national and  its  branches  offers  a  re- 
markably rich  field  for  Duluth  houses. 
With  this  country  opened  up  and  devel- 
oped, and  With  the  completion  ot  the 
Uuluth.  Rainy  Lake  &  Winnipeg  road 
through  to  International  Falls,  opening 
UP  another  fine  stretch  of  productive 
country.  Duluth  will  be  given  a  boost 
that  will  make  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
sit  up  and   take  notice. 

The  Minnesota  &  International,  with 
its  two  proposed  border  extensions,  will 
give  direct  connection  with  the  Twins, 
but  the  fact  that  Duluth  Is"  so  much 
farther  north  gives  this  city  a  great 
advantage  In  distance,  even  though 
shipments  from  here  will  go  by  a  more 
roundabout  way  than  those  from  Min- 
neapolis and  St.  Paul.  From  Duluth 
to  the  border  via  the  Minnesota  &  In- 
ternational Is  much  shorter  tiian  from 
the  Twin  Cities  to  the  border  via  the 
same  route,  and  Twin  City  houses  can- 
not expect  to  compete  with  Duluth  in- 
terests along  the  Rainy  Lake  road,  for 
all  shipments  from  the  Twin  Cities  to 
the  territory  In  question  would  have  to 
pass  through  Duluth. 

Spooner  Is  about  seventy-five  miles 
below  International  Falls,  where  both 
thp  Rainy  Lake  road  and  the  Backus- 
Brooks  extension  of  the  Minnesota  & 
International  will  have  terminal.s  The 
Shevlin  road  will  thus  give  a  third  out- 
let to  the  Rainy  River  country,  and 
the  stimulus  in  values  there  is  already 
apparent.  Some  800  acres  of  land  along 
the  Long  Sault  rapids,  twenty-five 
miles  above  Beaudette.  have  just  been 
acquired  by  unrevealed  Interests.  In 
some  Instances  as  high  as  $50  an  acre 
was  paid  for  the  land.  The  rapids  are 
said  to  be  capable  of  supplying  as  much 
power  as 
Falls.

He  deplores  the 
fact  that  many  labor  organizations 
have  criticised  the  action  of  the 
etate  officers  in  taking  up  the  prose- 
cution, and  says:  "'This  is  a  murder 
case,  and  as  such  It  should  be  tried, 
regardless  of  the  position  the  accused 
men  have  occupied,  or  may  now 
occupy,  in  labor  organizations.  They 
are  entitled  to  a  fair  trial.  The 
character  of  our  courts  and  our  citi- 
zenship   ensure    it    to    them." 

Governor  Gooding  asserts  that 
there  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
state  to  put  labor  organizations,  or 
the  principles  underlying  them,  on 
trial,  or  to  make  war  on  the  labor 
union  idea.  The  state  Is  endeavoring 
to  punish  a  crime  of  particularly 
horrible  character,  he  says,  and  he 
adds:  "The  confession  of  Harry 
Orchard,  which  Is  corroborated  In 
large  part  by  the  later  confession 
of  Steve  Adams,  tells  a  tahe  so  full 
of  horror  as  to  be  almost  unbeliev- 
able." 

The  governor  states  that  the  course 
of  the  prosecuting  officers  has  been

AN  OLD  MAN  MURDERS 
HIS  WIF^D  STEPSON. 

Charles  City,  Iowa,  Jan.  9.— Yesterday 
James  Cullen,  a  carpenter,  60  years  of 
age,  shot  and  killed  his  wife,  aged  65,  and 
then  his  stepson,  who  heard  the  cries  of 
the  woman  and  was  trying  to  save'  her. 
So  great  was  the  ferocity  of  the  murderer 
that,  to  make  his  bloody  work  the  mor« 
sure,  he  plunged  a  knife  Into  tjie  bodies 
of  both  his  victims  while  they  were 
stretched  before  him. 

Mrs.  Cullen  was  shot  but  once,  but  her 
wound  was  fatal  and  there  was  no  chance 
for  her  even  before  the  murderer  drew 
his  knife.    The  stepson  was  shot  twice. 

When  the  officers  werembout  to  arrest 
Cullen  he  drew  his  i^volver  and.  in  a  last 
despairing  effort  to  defeat  the  ends  of 
justice,  fired  a  bullet  at  his  own  head. 
Only  an  insignificant  scalp  wound  was 
made.     He  was  arrested  and  locked  up. 

Cullen  and  his  wife  began  to  quarrel 
Monday  evening  and  kept  it  up  part  of 
the  night  after  they  had  gone  to  bed.    It

ternational exhibition  can  now  -look 
confidently  forward  to  the  opening  In 
Dublin  next  May  of  the  most  success- 
ful undertaking  of  this  kind  ever  pro- 
jected  in    Ireland.

Will  be  Blasted  by  Fires 
Already  Kindled  With- 
in Them. 

Breaking  of  Rebate  Sys- 
tem Will  Aid  Business 
of  Railroads.  ' 


New  York.  Jan.  9.— Three  interviews 
from  men  of  high  standing  in  the  finan- 
cial world  attracted  much  attention  last 
week  and  gave  rise  to  many  comments. 
The  first  was  by  John  D,  Rockefeller, 
admirable  in  tone,  showing  a  man  en- 
joying life  after  strenuous  efforts  to  suc- 
ceed in  the  lines  he  had  laid  out  for  tiira- 
self  and  his  associates.  A  man  some- 
what fearful  le.st  if  his  interests  were 
impaired  the  country  at  large  might 
suffer  as  is  natural  to  a  man  wliose 
investments  are  so  extensive  and  wide- 
spread. Mr.  Rockefeller's  interests  are 
not  only  national,  but  may  be  Qorrectly 
termed  cosmopolitan,  for  tiiey  a're  said 
I  to  extend  to  every  continent  of  tiie  world. 
Mr.  Rockefeller,  howevor,  spoke  as  an 
'  American  citizen,  and  liis  suggestion  of 
i  economy  of  our  gold,  saving  it  for  use  at 
liome  instead  of  spending  it  lavishly 
I  abroad,  was  undoubtedly  to  the  interest 
!  of  all  our  people.  Mr.  Rockefeller  pos- 
i  sibly  placed  too  much  stress  upon  the 
decline  of  values  in  Wall  Street  price 
lists,  as  experiences  of  late  years  iias 
!  shown  the  prices  have  but  slight  effect 
I  upon  tlie  prosperity  of  the  country  at 
large. 

Mr.  Rockefeller,  by  breaking  his  silence 
of  years  and  speaking  quite  freely  of  late 
through  the  press  to  the  public  has  done 
much  to  cliange  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  toward  him  personally,  and  tliou- 
sands  of  persons  who  a  montli  ago  were 
strongly  antagonistic  to  the  man  iiave 
modified  their  sentiments,  appreciating 
the  humanity  and  good  feeling  pervading 
his  interviews  of  Christmas  and  New 
Year's.  "One  touch  of  nature  makes 
the  whole  world  kin,"  and  in  these  two 
interviews  John  D.  Rockefeller  was  a 
man  among  his  fellow  men. 

Stuyvesant  Fish  spoke  candidly  and 
sincerely,  no  doubt,  from  his  standpomt, 
portraying  accurately  and  faithtully  the

FORJMISE 

Carpenters  and  Painters 

In  Line  for  Wage 

Increase. 

Will  Follow  Example  of 

Minneapolis  Union 

This  Spring. 


It  Is  the  opinion  of  the  local  labor 
leaders  that  several  of  the  Duluth 
unions  will  ask  a  slight  Increase  In 
the  scale  of  wages  at  the  opening  of 
the  busy  season  next  spring.  At  least 
two  of  the  unions,  the  carpenters  and 
the  painters,  are  known  to  be  consider. 
Ing  this  course  and  others  are  likely 
to  do   the  same  before  spring  sets  In. 

The  members  of  the  carpenters'  union 
In  Duluth  have  been  talking  over  the 
question  of  asking  for  higher  wages 
for  some  time  and  have  about  con- 
cluded to  ask  for  a  slight  increase,  al- 
though nothing  official  has  been  done. 
The  painters  have  also  considered  the 
matter  and  will  probably  ask  for  a 
■mall  raise.  It  is  said  that  the  mem- 
bers of  these  two  unions  are  the  low- 
est paid  of  any  skilled  mechanics  and 
the  opinion  is  general  among  the  union 
men   that   a  raise   in   pay   is  deserved. 

Minneapolis  carpenters  have  decided 
to  ptit  in  a  bid  for  a  slight  Increase 
this  spring.  They  have  set  the  figure 
Of  Increase  at  5  cents  an  hour  and  the 
Dulmh  union  will  probably  do  the  same 
when  it  actually  decides  to  raise  the 
scale.  Carpenters  in  Duluth  are  at 
present  drawing  40  cents  an  hour  so 
that  with  the  5  c^nts  Increase  the  scale 
would   be  45  cents. 

"J\'lth  the  great  amount  of  building 
OPi"  which   are   in    prospect    for 

tlje  imi  summer  ^ason,  the  car- 

flenic-  expect  to  have  little  difficulty 
n  obtaining  the  slight  Increase  whlcn 
will  probably  be  asked.  Duluth  and 
the  Twin  Cities  are  on  about  an  equal 
footing  as  far  as  building  goes,  as  both 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  have  pros- 
pectf?  of  a  great  building  year  before 
tnem. 

George  Davis,  business  agent  of  the 
builders'  structural  alliance  and  also  a 
member  of  the  carpenters*  union,  says 
that  the  slight  Increase  of  5  cents  an 
hour  will  probably  be  asked  by  the 
carpenters  this  spring.  He  stated  that 
the  Duluth  union  would  be  liable  to 
follow  the  example  of  the  Minneapolis 
carpenters.  Mr.  Davis  said  that  noth- 
ing ha*l  been  planned  definitely  by  the 
carpenters,  however,  and  that  up  to  the 
present  time  there  had  been  nothing  but 
talk  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

THE  ADVICE  OF 
SENATOR  KNOX 

Will   be    Accepted    by 

the  Mother  of  Harry 

Thaw. 

Ptttstnirg,  Pa..  Jan.  9.— United  States 
Senator  P.  C.  Knox,  It  is  said,  has  con- 
vinced Mrs.  William  Thaw  that  her  pro- 
per plan  Is  to  let  her  son,  Harry  Thaw,  j 
understand  he  will  be  tried  for  the  mur-  I 
dcr  of  Stanford  White,  with  the  "unwrit- 
ten law"    plea  as   the   defense.     Then,    at 

the  last  moment,  the  plan  Is  to  have  a 
tommission  appointtd.  after  which  Thaw 
may  be  whisked  away  to  Matteawans 
Criminal  insane  asylum,  and  go  into  re- 
tirement until  such  time  as  it  Is  con- 
sidered propitii.us  to  ask  for  his  trial 
after  "recovering  his  reason." 

One  very  dose  to  the  elder  Mrs.  Thaw 
says  the  plan  has  been  adopted,  following 
the  refusal  to  l»ecome  connected  with  the 
case  of  such  lawyers  as  David  T.  Watson, 
John  G.  Johnson.  Alexander  Simpson. 
Abraham  Levy,  who  defended  Nan  f'at- 
ters<m,  as  well  as  several  other  prominent 
attorneys  of  New  York  City. 

■VV'ith  this  plan,  the  fear  of  what  C.  J. 
Hoiman.  his  ^'Ife  and  stepson,  Howard 
Nesbit,  have  to  tell  will  not  bother  th<^ 
defense.  It  would  eliminate  a  great  many 
of  the  handicaps  which  Thaw's  relatives 
have  been  tr\ing  to  overcome. 

Thaws  relatives  say  there  has  been  no 
attempt  to  outline  a  defense,  and  there 
will  be  none,  except  the  report  of  the 
alienists,  who  will  go  into  the  supreme 
court  before  Judge  Fitzi>iitriok  and  assert 
that  Harry  Thaw  is  insane,  has  been  for 
some  time,  and  that  he  will  continue  to 
be  without  his  reason  as  long  as  he  is 
confined  in  the  Tombs  or  any  other  strict- 
ly pfnal  institution.  Upon  this  testi- 
mony, which  the  Thaw  family  believe  will 
not  be  contested  by  District  Attorney 
Jerome,  Thaw  will  be  sent  to  Matteawan 
for  four  or  five  years,  live  a  life  of  ease, 
and  perhaps  eventually  come  forth  a 
free  man.  Senator  Knox  has  had  several 
Oonferenc*-s  with  Mrs.  Thaw,  and,  while 
he  will  not  become  associated  with  the 
case  as  an  attorn,  y  ,.,f  record,  he  is  ap- 
pearing as  an  adviser  to  the  mother 

No  attempt  will  be  made  to  say  that 
Thaw  was  Insane  when  he  committed 
the  murder.  It  wil)  simply  record  that  he 
IS  ln.sane  now  and  cannot  be  legally  tried 
for  the  murder.

RECIPROCAL 

DEMURRAGE 

To  be    Considered  by 
Shippers  and  Receiv- 
ers Association. 

St.  Paul.  Minn.,  Jan.  9.— The  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Minnesota  Ship- 
pers   and    Receivers'    association    will 


be  held  ait  610  Endlcott  building,  SR 
Paul,  on  Jan.  18,  to  consider  the  re- 
ciprocal demurrage  bill  and  other 
matters  connected  with  transpor- 
tation, and  an  invitation  has  been 
extended  to  all  business  men  to  be 
present. 

George  8.  Loftus,  the  commissioner 
of  the  association,  has  suggested  the 
following  remedy  for  car  shortage 
reciprocal  demurrage:  Less  "wat- 
ered" stock,  more  competent  help, 
serving  shorter  hours;  more  and  bet- 
ter equipment,  shorter  and  faster 
trains,  more  double  track  mileage, 
will  give  the  shipping  public  prompt 
and  better  service.  Superintendents 
and  agents  should  not  be  compelled 
to     vie     with     each     other     In     cutting 


down  operating  expenses  by  hauling 
heavy  "drags"  running  up  into  the 
thousands  of  tons.  Lung,  heavy 
trains  move  slower  and  cause  more 
"bad-order"  cars,  wrecks,  etc.,  and 
from  the  shipping  public's  stand- 
point renders  both  slovvjr  and  poorer 
service  than  shorter  and  lighter 
trains.  Officers  of  railway  systems 
should  not  be  com oo' led  to  earn  di- 
vidends on  millions  of  "watered" 
stock.  If  the  stock  o-  the  railway 
corporations  of  this  country  repre- 
sented the  actual  cost,  their  officers 
could  render  prompt  .and  efficient 
service,  and  at  the  .same  time  earn 
good.  liberal  dividends  for  their 
stockholders. 


KING  EDWARD 

As  a  Cattle  Breeder  Takes  the  Prizes 
From  Farmers. 

London,  Jan.  9.— King  Edward,  as 
a  cattle  breeder  at  his  model  place 
In  Sandringham,  has  been  such  a 
success  that  he  carried  oit  nearly  a 
dozen  prizes  at  the  one  hundred  and 
eighth  Smithfleld  cattle  show,  last 
week.  The  farmer,  who  makes  his 
living  from  what  is  royalty's  pas- 
time, had  scarcely  a  show  between 
the  exhibits  of  the  king  and  other 
gentlemen    breeders. 

The  result  has  been  considerable 
talk    to    the    effect    that    his    majesty 


and  other  noble  cattle  breeders.  In-- 
stead  of  taking  the  prizes  gained  by 
their  beasts,  should  be  content  with 
honorable  mention,  and  bo  give  th© 
genuine  farmer  a  chance  of  gaining 
some  substantial  reward  for  the 
trouble  he  takes  to  rear  show  cat- 
tle. At  present  he  has  to  be  con- 
tent for  the  most  part  with  "highly 
commended"  certificates,  as  it  !• 
obvious  he  cannot  hope  to  success- 
fully compete  with  those  who  are 
able  to  spend  unlimited  suma  Id 
cattle   rearing.

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THE  GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

Every  line  of  the  message  sent  to  the  legislature  today 
by  Governor  Johnson  is  worth  reading.  It  is  a  strong 
able,  clear-sighted  and  wise  document,  pregnant  with 
suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  state  and  its  people,  it 
outlines  dearly  the  needs  of  the  state,  and  it  offers 
remedies  that  are  characterized  by  wisdom,  public  spirit 
and  uncommon  clarity  of  vision. 

Perhaps  chief  of  importance,  at  least  to  this  section 
Of  the  state,  is  the  fact  that  the  governor  condemns  the 
plan  of  imposing  a  tonnage  tax  upon  the  iron  mines  of 
the    state,    and    presents     conclusive    reasons    for    this 
stand     He  strongly  favors  adequate  taxation  ot  the  iron 
interests,  but  he  opposes  this  method  because,  m  times 
when  the  mines,  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  not  being 
operated,  that  source  of  revenue  for  local  governments 
would  dry  up.     Instead,  he  urges  that  the  state  get  its 
revenue  from  the  iron  industry  by  a  tax  of  5  or  10  per 
cent  on  royalties  received  by  fee-owners  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  mines,  leaving  the  local  governments  to  get 
their  taxes  through  assessment  of^the  tangible  property 
of  the  iron  companies.     This  is  a  particularly  wise  and 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  question,  and  it  should  com- 
mend itself  to  the  legislature. 

Much  space  is  taken  up  with  tax  matters,  in  view  of 
the  apparent  adoption  by  the  people  of  the  tax  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution.  The  governor  points  out  that 
heretofore  the  tax  system  has  been  bad.  partly  because 
of  defective  laws  and  partly  because  of  detective  appli- 
cation of  the  laws  that  now  exist.  Under  the  amendment, 
the  legislature  is  freed  from  restrictions,  and  can  devise 
such  a  tax  system  as  seems  wise  and  beneficial.  Prop- 
erty  that  now  escapes  can  be  and  should  be  reached  and 
made  to  bear  its  share  of  the  public  expense.  For  in- 
stance, he  recommends  a  registry  tax  of  5/2  of  i  per  cent 
on  mortgages,  and  a  tax  of  not  more  than  lo  per  cent  on 
the  income  of  mortgages. 

The  state  should  be  provided  with  sources  of  revenue 
independent  of  direct  taxation,  and  to  this  end  he  recom- 
mends the  royalty  tax  on  iron  ore,  license  taxes  on  all 
corporations,  more  taxes  from  sleeping  car  companies, 

etc. 

He  earnestly  recommends  a  permanent  tax  commis- 
sion, and  the  legislature  should  heed  this  suggestion. 
Responsibility  for  tax  matters  is  now  divided,  and  there 
should  be  somebody  directly  responsible  for  them  and 
for  nothing  else.  He  finds  the  personal  property  tax 
system  inefficient,  and  recommends  laws  tending  to 
reach  property  that  now  escapes.  He  discusses  a  gradu- 
ated income  tax  without  directly  urging  its  adoption. 
bot  commends  it  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  legis- 
lature. * 

♦  ♦      ♦ 

He  recommends  a  state  department  of  mines,  under 
a  state  commissioner  of  mines,  to  enforce  the  mine  in- 
spection law,  to  look  out  for  the  state's  interests  in  min- 

ing,  etc.  , 

He  recommends  an  increase  in  the  states  royalties 
from  iron  mines  on  state  lands  to  a  minimum  of  50 
cents,  with  provision  for  an  auction  of  leases  on  a  royalty 
basis,  with  no  maximum  royalty  whatever. 

*  ♦      ♦ 

The  governor's  recommendations  on  railroad  mat- 
ters are  strong  and  pointed.  Comparing  railroad  earn- 
ings in  this  state  with  those  in  others,  he  finds  that 
rates  are  entirely  too  high  in  this  state.  Reductions 
have  recently  been  made,  but  they  are  not  enough.  He 
recommends  a  joint  legislative  committee  to  study  rates, 
with  a  view  to  establishing  a  distance  tariflf  law.  Re- 
form through  the  railroad  and  warehouse  commission, 
he  finds,  is  too  slow.  The  laws  should  be  so  that  the 
railroads  could  make  a  fair  rate  of  interest  and  profit 
on  actual  values,  and  not  on  watered  stock. 

He  favors,  too.  a  2-cent  maximum  passenger  rate,  the 
complete  abolition  of  free  passes,  and  the  enactment  of  a 
reciprocal  demurrage  law.  The  orders  of  the  railroad 
commission  in  reference  to  rates  should  be  effective  at 
once,  and  remain  in  effect  until  set  aside  or  suspended 
by  the  courts.  Now,  an  appeal  suspends  them  until  the 
suit  is  determined.

been  proved  successful  and  useful;  the  passage  of  the  uni- 
form divorce  law  adopted  at  the  Philadelphia  conference; 
the  submission  to  the  voters  of  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment  providing   for   the   initiative   and   referendum;   the 
passage  of  laws  facilitating  municipal  ownership  by  per- 
mitting the  issuance  of  bonds  upon  the  plants  and  not 
upon  the  communnity;  the  perfection  of  the  pure  food 
law.  including  the  addition  of  a  standard  of  purity  and 
label    requirements    for    whisky;    the    extension    of    the 
state  prison  binding  twine  plant,  with  the  authority  to 
sell  its  output  outside  the  state  in  competition  with  the 
trust;  favoring  the  manufacture  of  farm  machinery  at  the 
state  prison;  the  regulation  of  lobbyists,  who  should  be 
required   to  register  and  to  present  their  arguments  to 
committees  and  not  to  individual  members;  the  adoption 
of  the  uniform  insurance  laws  recommended  by  a  com- 
mittee   appointed    at    the    conference    of    state    officials; 
laws  abolishing  private  banks,  and  permitting  banks  to 
loan  25  instead  of  15  per  cent  of  their  capital  stock  on 

first  mortgages  on  improved  farms.

In  pointedness.  in  ability,  in  its  wide  grasp  of  the 
public  needs  and  its  clear  vision  of  the  remedies  there- 
for, this  message  will  go  down  in  history  as  the  strong- 
est ever  presented  to  a  Minnesota  legislature.

As  to  trusts,  the  governor  calls  particular  attention 
to  the  lumber  trust,  and  cites  the  fact  that  the  state  has 
an  anti-trust  law  that  has  not  been  enforced.  He  deems 
no  amendments  necessary,  except  perhaps  some  to  give 
the  attorney  general  more  machinery  for  starting  prose- 
cutions, and  more  money  with  which  to  get  evidence 
against  illegal  combinations. 


The  primary  election  law  should  not  be  repealed, 
though  amendments  are  necessary.  It  might  be  advis- 
able to  provide  for  the  nomination  of  two  or  more  candi- 
dates for  the  primary  election  by  political  conventions, 
the  final  choice  to  be  made  by  the  voters.  Nominations 
for  the  primary  election  might  be  by  petition  only,  to 
keep  out  irresponsible  candidates  and  to  provide  a  means 
of  inducing  good  men  to  run  for  office.  The  extension 
of  the  law  to  state  officers  should  be  postponed  until 
the  present  law  is  perfected. 


NEGRO  SOLDIERS*  PROBLEMS. 

The  question  as  to  the  discharge  from  the  army  by 
President  Roosevelt  of  the  negro  soldiers  of  the  Twenty- 
fifth  United  States  infantry,  because  of  the  alleged  par- 
ticipation of  at  least  part  of  them  in  a  disgraceful  night 
affray    at    Brownsville.   Tex.,   last   August   and   the   pre- 
sumed guilty  knowledge  of  the  others  of  the  murderous* 
attack,  is  not  a  racial  nor  a  partisan  political  issue.     Nor 
can  it  be  made  either  except  by  those  who  see  in  it  an 
opportunity  to  attack  the  president  for  ulterior  purposes. 
It  may  be  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  acted  too  hastily  in  the 
matter.    The  fact  that,  since  the  federal  senate  began  a 
prolonged  debate  on  the  subject,  he  has  deemed  it  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  send  his  trusted  friend.  Assistant  At- 
torney General  Milton  D.  Purdy,  to  Brownsville  to  make 
a  legal  investigation,  would  seem  to  indicate  as  much. 
But  the  question  before  the  senate,  purely  and  simply,  is. 
or  should  be.  as  to  the  constitutional  right  of  the  execu- 
tive to  do  as  he  did.    And  there  should  be  no  reference 
to  nor  thought  of  racial  feeling  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  has  always  heretofore,  notably  in  the 
much  criticised  entertainment  of  a  negro.  Booker  T. 
Washington,  at  the  White  House  table  and  his  unwaver- 
ing support  of  a  colored  man  for  collector  of  the  port  of 
Charleston,  S.  C,  shown  that  the  last  thing  of  which 
he  could  justly  be  accused  was  prejudice  against  the  col- 
ored people.  If  he  had  any  fault  in  that  direction  in 
the  eyes  of  at  least  part  of  his  present  critics,  it  was 
that  he  showed  too  much  favor  to  the  men  of  the  negro 

race.  .      /  •  1 

Senator  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  who  may  be  fairly 
denominated  the  mouthpiece  of  the  executive  in  the  up- 
per house  of  congress,  ably  presented  the  administra- 
tion's defense  when  he  declared  that  the  only  two  ques- 
tions involved  were  as  to  facts  and  as  to  law.  He  held 
that  the  facts,  as  developed  by  the  president,  the  secre- 
tary of  war  and  the  officers  of  the  army  detailed  to  in- 
quire into  the  matter,  showed  that  part  of  the  soldiers 
discharged  without  honor  were  concerned  in  the  shoot- 
ing in  the  Brownsville  streets  and  that  the  others  were 
shielding  the  criminals,  while  the  Constitution  league, 
representing  the  soldiers,  attributed  the  affair  to  dis- 
guised citizens  of  Brownsville  animated  by  the  most 
odious  of  motives.  The  question  of  law,  Mr.  Lodge  de- 
clared, was  whether  or  not  the  president,  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  had 
exceeded  the  constitutional  prerogative  "to  make  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  military  and 

naval  forces." 

The  statement  of  law  and  of  facts  by  Mr.  Lodge 
would  seem  to  be  a  fair  and  unprejudiced  presentation  of 
the  president's  side  of  the  case.  But.  as  was  said  before, 
Mr.  Roosevelt  gives  the  implication,  at  least,  by  the 
sending  at  this  late  day  of  Mr.  Purdy  to  make  a  civil 
investigation,  that  he  was  not  altogether  satisfied  as  to 
the  facts  or.  if  he  personally  was.  that  he  wanted  more 
evidence  to  support  his  defense  than  he  presented  in  his 
special  message  to  congress  Dec.  19  last. 

Of  course,  no  one  without  bias  can  deny  that  there 
should  be  some  method  of  reaching  effectively  all  of  the 
soldiers— representatives  in  the  highest  degree  of  law 
and  order  in  the  United  States— who  have  committed  so 
flagrant  an  offense  or  have  condoned  it  by  refusing  to 
give  evidence.  Nevertheless,  the  president  himself  as 
the  very  embodiment  and  personification  of  the  law  of 
the  nation  should  not  have  magnified  the  evil  already 
committed  by  performing  an  act  for  which  he  has  no 
constitutional  authority.  It  is  hard  to  believe,  however, 
despite  Senator  Foraker's  more  or  less  prejudiced  charge 
and  the  Purdy  inquiry,  that  the  executive,  wilfully  and 
knowingly,  set  the  Constitution  at  defiance. 

A  senatorial  investigation  of  the  sweeping  character 
proposed  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  by  Messrs.  For- 
aker  and  Penrose  and  since  championed  most  valorously 
by  the  Ohio  senator,  might  bring  to  light  some  points 
not  yet  developed,  but  this  is  extremely  questionable  to 
say  the  least.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  said  to  be  doubt- 
ful whether  a  majority  of  the  senate,  as  Mr.  Lodge's 
resolution  would  force  it  to  do,  stands  ready  at  this  time, 
without  taking  advice  and  without  careful  consideration, 
to  declare  that  the  president's  action  does,  or  does  not, 
lie  within  his  constitutional  powers. 

If  the  senate  shall  be  forced  to  vote  specifically  that 
Mr.  Roosevelt  exceeded  these  powers,  such  a  vote  would 
be  tantamount  to  an  impeachment  and  the  confusion 
would  "grow  worse  confounded"  to  the  possible  benefit 
of  none  except  the  political  schemers,  for  the  Republican 
house  will  never  assent  to  articles  of  impeachment.  The 
weakest  point  about  the  Lodge  amendment  to  the  For- 
aker  resolution  in  the  eyes  of  the  strict  constitutionalists 
is  that  it  assumes  the  very  principle  in  controversy  and 
its  adoption  by  a  decisive  vote  would  carry  with  it  the 
rejection  of  the  original  resolution  because  it  would 
otherwise  be  equivalent  to  ordering  the  trial  of  a  ques- 
tion held  to  be  already  decided. 


instruction  In  the  schools?" -said  B.  C. 
Chase  of  Grand  Rapt«B,  Mich.,  at  the 
McKay.  "The  big  majotfty  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  today  JLrc  aitlsfied  with  the 
present  altitude  of  Ihc  iubUc  school  sys- 
tem toward  rellgloire  Iniruotlon,  and,  In- 
deed, are  so  strongly  attached  to  this 
system  that  they  #v-«n  consider  it  un- 
patriotic for  any  onl^  to  suggest  a  change. 
"But  there  Is  a  large  minority  who  feel 
that  since  they  are  pajrlng  their  share  of 
the  school  taxes,  and  jslnce  they  cannot 
conscientiously  avail  themselves  of  the 
public  schools  as  at  present  constituted, 
there  ought  to  be  such  change  introduced 
Into  the  system  a,s  woulj  enable  them  to 
educate  their  children  without  their  hav- 
ing to  bear  the  burden  of  double  taxa- 
tion. 

"This  minority,  lilte  the  majority,  makes 
It  very  plain  that-  it  wants  schools  free, 
numerous  and  well  equipped  with  tlie 
best  teachers.  They  are  of  the  opinion 
that  changes  might  be  Introduced  In  the 
system  that  would  result  In  a  common 
good.  Statistics  show  that  there  are 
alwut  l.(X)0,000  Catholic  children  m  the 
parish  schools  of  the  United  States.  I 
believe  that  |25  is  the  generaJ  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  educating  a  child  for  one  year, 
and  if  this  is  true,  the  parochial  schools 
of  the  country  are  paying  $25,000,000  a 
year  for  school  work.  In  addition  to  this, 
these  same  people  are  paying  for  the 
support  of  the  general  public  school  sys- 
tem of  America. 

"If  members  of  this  faith  could  make 
use  of  the  public  school.s  generally  and 
divert  this  money  into  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, instead  of  primary  schools, 
they  would  be  able  to  establish  each  year 
a  university  more  richly  endowed  than 
the  university  of  Chicago.  It  is  right  that 
the  majority  should  rule,  and  it  would  be 
unreasonable  to  ask  that  the  majority  be 
forced  to  act  according  to  the  wishes  of 
the  minority,  but  it  certainly  would  be  a 
nice  thing  If  .some  arrangement  could  be 
made  whereby  the  minority  would  not  be 
put  to  such  great  exijense  in  the  matter 
of  education."

"I  think  Duluth,  with  the  country 
around  It.  offers  a  remarkably  Interesting 
field  to  the  outsider,  especially  If  such  out- 
sider happens  to  be  from  the  East," 
said  T.  L,.  Parmer  of  New  York  at  the 
St.  Louis.  "There  are  so  many  things 
hereabouts  that  are  different  from  what 
one  sees  elsewhere  in  the  country.  The 
harbor,  the  point  of  land  dividing  It  from 
the  lake,  the  great  coal  and  ore  docks, 
the  aerial  bridge  and  the  hill  and  town 
themselves  are  enough  to  attract  and 
hold  the  attention  of  any  one.  And  then 
there  are  the  iron  mines  on  the  range, 
which  I  visited  for  the  first  time  last 
summer,  the  pine  forests  and  the  lumber 
industry,  and  all  the  interesting  people 
that  go  with  the  lumber,  mining  and 
shiwjing   interests. 

"Duluth  is  pretty  well  known  in  the 
East,  and  I  have  heard  many  stories 
back  there  concerning  the  town.  Most 
of  them,  of  course,  ar^  greatly  exag- 
gerated. The  city  is  getting  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  one  of  the  richest  in  the 
West,  and  Easterners  generally  Imagine 
that  there  is  money  lying  around  In  the 
streets  out  here,  and  that  everybody  Is 
paid  surprisingly  large  wages.  Butte  has 
the  reputation  of  being  a  money  town, 
and  Duluth  Is  coming  in  a  good  second."

Sitting  on  the  safe  behind  the  coun- 
ter In  the  lobby  of  the  Spalding  is  a 
very  modest  looking  white  box,  meas- 
uring less  than  two  feet  in  length  and 
about  half  as  high.

ANTI-TOXIN  FREE 

To   the    People    Who 

Are  Unable  to  Pay 

for  It. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  9.— In  order  to  combat 
diphtheria  more  successfully  and  to  pre- 
vent the  spreading  of  the  disease  In  case 
of  an  epidemic,  the  state  board  of  health 
has  arranged  to  keep  a  fresh  stock  of 
antitoxin  constantly  on  hand  and  will 
ship  It  out  to  the  duTerent  town  Iwards 
of  health  as  the  occasion  demands.  This 
action  was  taken  at  yesterday's  regular 
meeting  of  the  board  and  was  recom- 
mended by  Dr.  Bracken,  who  has  made 
a  comprehensive  study  of  the  matter. 

It  is  said  that  it  is  impossible  to  treat 
diphtheria  cases  properly  without  the  use 
of  antitoxin,  and  local  authorities  must 
furnish  it  free  to  people  unable  to  pay 
for  it. 

In  order  that  this  plan  may  be  carried 
nut  the  board  of  health  will  have  a  fresh 
supply  of  antitoxin  at  hand  and  a  sup- 
ply will  be  sent  to  any  board  of  health 
requesting  it,  but  antitoxin  will  not  be 
furnished  physicians  except  upon  the 
order  of  the  local  board  of  health. 

Another  Important  measure  which  was 
discussed  and  received  the  favorable 
comment  of  the  board,  although  definite 
action  was  not  taken,  was  that  of  era- 
ploying  a  physician  to  look  after  tuber- 
culosis In  the  state.  The  duties  would 
consist  in  traveling  through  the  state 
and  giving  lectures  on  the  trf^tment  of 
the  disease,  in  addition  to  taking  a  hand 
in  the  active  work  of  the  state  along 
this  line. 

It  was  decided  to  ask  the  legislature 
to  enact  a  law  providing  for  the  regulat- 
ing of  birth  and  death  records,  regula- 
tion of  .'^anltary  control  of  public  build- 
ings, regulation  of  meat  inspection  and 
the  provision  for  taxation  of  property 
In  order  to  enforce  cleaning  up  orders 
from  local  boards  of  health.  The  legisla- 
ture also  will  be  requested  to  Increase 
the  annual  appropriation  of  the  board 
to  $60,000  for  1907  m  place  of  the  $23,000  al- 
lowed at  the  last  session.

If  the  friends 
of  the  bill  thought  delay  was  simply 
being  made  a  means  of  defeating 
the  measure,  they  could  block  that 
game  by  opposing  an  extension  of 
time.  There  are*  many  bills  of  such 
Importance  that  they  could  not  re- 
ceive fair  consideration  at  the  hands 
of  a  committee  in  ten  days,  but  In 
such  cases  it  would  be  a  simple  mat- 
ter to  induce  the  house  to  grant  an 
extension.

The  great  trouble  with  the  old 
method  of  doing  business  was  not 
alone  that  It  enabled  much  of  the 
hidden  work  of  killing  bills  to  be 
done  In  the  quietness  of  a  commit- 
tee room,  or  that  it  enabled  chair- 
men of  committees  to  exert  undue 
Influence  over  legislation,  but  that 
it  prevented  the  house  Itself  from 
giving  fair  consideration  to  the  bills 
that   did   actually  get  before   it. 

As  a  rule.  It  Is  fully  six  weeks  befoi^ 
the  legislature  really  gets  down  to 
hard  work,  because  the  committees 
do  not  report  bills  back  promptly. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  session,  there- 
fore, the  calendar  and  general  orders 
are  crowded  with  bills  that  have  been 
considered  by  the  committees,  but  not 
by  the  house.  There  is,  therefore,  a 
press  of  work  toward  the  last  that  ab- 
solutely prohibits  decent  consideration 
of  many  measures.  Some  vicious  meas- 
ures are  pushed  through  hurriedly  on 
the  strength  of  somebody's  statement 
that  they  are  "harmless  local  meas- 
ures," and  many  good  bills  are  killed 
because  there  are  members  who  fear 
to  vote  for  them  without  having  prop- 
erly considered  them. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  both 
hou.ses  find  themselves  confronted  by 
a  mass  of  pending  bills,  and  In  the  last 
days  as  many  of  these  as  possible  are 
crowded  through,  half-digested  and 
half-considered.  Few  members  really 
know  what  they  are  voting  for  when 
such  measures  are  up,  and  many 
grevlous  errors  of  legislation  have  been 
due  to  this  condition.  Then,  too,  there 
are  always  left  a  large  number  of  bills 
when  the  session  expires  by  the  end- 
ing of  Its  time  limit,  and  these  bills 
are  never  considered  at  all.

The  state  auditor,  in  his  re-  \ 
port  to  you,  has  given  his  estimates  j 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  ensuing  three  years.  His  estimate 
of  the  total  receipts  for  the  year  1907 
is  $6,300,936.09,  with  e«timated  expen- 
ditures for  the  same  period  of  $6,- 
S76.8T6.03.  For  1908  the  income  is 
estimated  at  $5,370,000.  with  estimated 
expenditures  of  $4,7<>6.000.  For  1909 
the  estimated  receipts  of  the  revenue 
funds  are  $5,440,000,  with  estimated 
•XI>end)tures  of  $5,061,000.  In  his 
estimate  for  the  years  1908-09  it  will 
be  necessary  to  raise  about  $500,000  a 
year  by  direct  taxation,  and  to  pro- 
duce that  sum  a  levy  of  approxi- 
mately a  one-half  mill  will  be  suf- 
ficient; and  that,  reckoning  upon  this 
basis,  and  taking  into  consideration  .  ▼ 
the  various  extraordinary  approprla-  , 
tlons  which  are  now  in  force,  some 
1900,000  will  be  available  during  these 
two  yeers  for  new  buildings  and 
other  extraordinary  appropriations.

A  royalty  tax,  were  the  total  thereof 
equivalent  to  6  cents  per  ton  on  the 
present  tonnage  of  26,000,000  tons 
shipped  from  Minnesota  mines  in  1906, 
would  nt  $1,250,000,  or  somewhat  ex- 
ceed the  present  tax  revenue  derived 
from  direct  taxation  of  tangible  prop- 
erty. This  royalty  tax  should  go  to 
the  state  treasury,  and  represent  the 
total  taxation  of  the  intangible  prop- 
erty or  rights  of  mining  companies 
and  fee-holders;  leaving  the  direct 
realty  tax.  as  now,  for  the  support  of

The  proposition  which 
some  have  suggested,  that 
the  direct  tax  should  be 
abolished  and  a  tonnage 
tax  substituted  for  all 
revenue  both  state  and 
local,  is  objectionable  ^be- 
cause of  the  Jeopardy  of 
revenue  for  local  govern- 
ment during  a  period  of 
industrial  depression  or  in 
a  year  of  possible  lockouts 
and  strikes. 


I  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  I

bonds,  and  all  other  information  de- 
signed to  determine  the  actual  valuf 
of  the  property  and  franchises  of 
the  corporation,  and  to  levy  a  tax  in 
proportion  to  the  volume  of  business 
and   earnings   within    th©   stato. 

TAXATION      OF      TELEPHONE 
COMPANIES. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  amending  the  tax 
laws  so  far  as  they  relate  to  tele- 
phone companies.  Under  our  present 
statute  telephone  companies  are  taxed 
on  their  gross  earnings,  derived  from 
business  within  this  state,  which  shall 
be  In  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  as- 
sessments upon  such  company,  and 
Its  capital,  the  same  to  be  paid  into 
the  state  treasury  on  or  before  Jan. 
1  Ir  each  year.  The  law,  however, 
imposes  no  penalty  for  the  failure  to

TAXATION. 


One  of  the  greatest  questions  with 
which  you  will  be  called  upon  to 
deal  is  that  of  solving  the  problem 
of  providing  at  least  in  some  measure 
a  wise  and  just  method  of  distribut- 
ing the  tax  burdens  of  the  people  you 
represent. 

From  the  birth  of  our  state  govern- 
ment we  have  had  an  unchanged  sys- 
tem of  taxation  in  the  form  of  a  direct 
tax  upon  real  and  personal  property. 


The  history  of  taxation  in 
our  state  have  taught  us  that 
taxes  have  not  been  equal  and 
that  the  method  has  not  been 
efficient.  The  cause  has  been  in 
part  the  law  and  in  part  the 
application. 


The  state  constitution  provided  that 
laws  should  be  passed  taxing  all  prop- 
erty according  to  its  true  value  in 
money.  Laws  have  been  enacted  with 
this  Idea  in  view,  and  yet  we  know 
that  the  taxation  of  all  forms  of  prop- 
erty, while  based  in  some  measure  up- 
on valuation,  has  stidom  or  never  ap- 
proximated full  value.  Real  property 
has  been  generally  assessed  at  any- 
where from  25  to  50  per  cent  of  actual 
value;  and  tangible  personal  property 
at  much  the  same  ratio;  while  millions 
of  dollars  of  Invisible  and  Intangible 
property  has"  escaped  taxation  entirely 
because  of  the  ability  of  the  owner 
to  evade  the  lawful  tax  burden. 

It  Is  not  to  be  persumed  that  th'3 
or   any    other   legislative   body    will    be 


hitherto  have  escaped  payment 
taxes  either  entirely  or  in  large 
measure.  One  of  the  difficulties  here- 
tofore experienced  has  been  the  failure 
of  the  provision  for  the  taxation  of 
mortgages  and  other  credits.  It  has 
been  patent  for  many  years  that 
mortgages  have  not  generally  been 
listed  for  taxes,  despite  the  fact  that 
stringent  legrislatlon  has  been  enacted, 
giving  to  the  tax  collecting  authori- 
ty almost  arbitrary  and  despotic 
power.  The  chief  result  has  been 
fruitless  effort  and  easy  evasion  of  the 
law.  Money  has  been  loaned  under 
fictitious  names  and  power  of  at- 
torney given  exclusively  for  the  pur- 
pose of  tax  evasion.  Perjury,  fraud 
and  misrepresentations  have  l>een  cul- 
tivated, all  to  the  end  of  relieving 
the  interested  party  from  sharing  in 
the  honest  payment  of  his  taxes.  More- 
over, fear  of  the  mortgage  tax  drives 
Minnesota  capital  to  other  states  for 
mortgage  investment,  and  gives  the 
local  market  to  outside  capital  which 
pays  no  Minnesota  taxes.  The  result  Is, 
first,  that  the  state  loses  revenue,  and 
second,  that  Minnesota  borrowers  pay 
a  higher  rate  of  Interest  than  they 
would  were  competition  free  and  equal 
as  between  local  and  outside  capital. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  under  the  lati- 
tude afforded  by  the  new  constitu- 
tional amendment  It  will  be  possible 
for  you  to  devise  a  registry  and  Income 
tax    on    credit,    which    will    not    be    a

The  State  of  Minnesota  has  received 
one  of  the  greatest  heritages  of  min- 
eral wealth  ever  bequeathed  by  mother 
nature  to  a  commonwealth.  The  iron 
ore  thus  far  surveyed  and  tested  meas- 
ures approximately  one-half  of  the  re- 
serve deposits  of  the  continent.  The 
1906  shipments  of  25.483,000  tons  from 
the  Minnesota  mines  Is  over  one-half 
of  the  American  total  and  one-fourth 
of  the  world  total.

The  fact  that  we  are  now  a  great

This  tax  on  mine  royalties,  how- 
ever would  not  reach  the  large  fee- 
holders,  like  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation,  who  operate  their  own  fee 
properties.

Irreparably  and  without  a  dol- 
lar of  compensation,  through  inad- 
vertence or  otherwise,  but  mainly  be- 
cause, of  the  failure  of  the  state  to 
properly  and  efficiently  provide  for  the 
management  and  protection  of  its 
mineral  properties.

MINERAL  LEASES. 

The  state  has  a  larg-e  area  of  land 
containing  iron  ore.  and  in  the  past 
has    kasid    on    terms    wholly    out    of 

{•roportlon  to  Just  and  proper  condi- 
lons.  The  statute  now  provides  that 
from  all  iron  ore  taken  from  state 
lands,  the  state  shall  receive  a  fixed 
royalty  of  25  cents  per  ton.  each  ton 
to  be  reckoned  at  2,240  p-junds.  In 
the  light  of  the  leases  made  between 
J>rivate  parties,  this  fixed  sum  is  an 
Absurdity,  and  -•'hould  be  changed 
•without  further  dolay.  The  average 
royalty  paid  by  the  United  States 
8teel  company  to  the  owners  of  land 
on  the  Mesaba  range  is  more  than 
27  cents  per  ton,  and  upon  the  Ver- 
fnilion  range  almost  37  cents  per  ton. 
Recently  this  corporation  has  negoti- 
ated a  lease  with  private  parties  at 
85  cents  per  ton,  with  a  contract  to 
mine  not  less  than  750,000  tons  per 
year.  An  Important  lease  still  more 
Recently  has  been  made  on  the  basis 
Of  $1  per  ton  royalty,  and  this  Is 
Ukely  to  be  the  Mesaba  range  basis 
for  the  future. 


dise  rates  within  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota, During  the  past  biennial  period 
efforts  have  been  made  by  the  board 
of  railroad  and  warehouse  commission 
looking  toward  a  reduction  of  the  rates 
of  transportation,  resulting  In  a  re- 
duction on  merchandise  rates;  a 
voluntary  reduction  by  some  of  the 
railroads  in  the  matter  of  coal  and 
grain  rates.

They  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to 
pay  a  sum  greater  than  that  required 
to  pay  a  legitimate  and  reasonable 
rate  of  Interest  and  profit  upon  the 
actual  value  of  railroad  properties  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota.  In  addition  to 
reduction  of  rates,  stringent  laws 
should  be  passed  at  his  session  of  the 
legislature.

ORDERS    OF    THE    RAILROAD 
AND  WAREHOUSE  COM-

an  order  made  by  the  railroad  and 
warehouse  commLssion,  with  reference 
to  rates  or  classifications,  should  go  In- 
to effect  within  a  reasonable  time, 
not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  after  the  or- 
der Is  made,  and  should  remain  In  ef- 
fect until  modified  or 'reversed  on  ap- 
peal. Section  1972.  revised  laws  19d5, 
provides  for  the  taking  effect  of  such 
orders  unless  the  operation  of  the  or- 
der Is  suspended  by  the  court  to  which 
an  appeal  Is  taken.  The  same  principle 
should  be  made  to  apply  to  an  appeal 
from  the  district  to  the  supreme  court.

Is  approximately  $60,000,000,  or  40  per 
cent;  this  being  without  doubt  the  great- 
est deposit  growth  in  both  volume  and 
per  centage  for  any  equal  period  in  the 
state's  financial  history.  The  examination 
of  banks  subject  to  inspection  by  the  pub- 
lic examiner  has  developed  the  fact  that 
the  demand  upon  our  banks  for  commer- 
cial loans  is  becoming  limited  in  certain 
localities.  Under  favorable  financial  con- 
ditions, such  as  the  state  Is  enjoying  at 
the  present  time,  the  banks  have  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  surplus  funds.  Under 
our  present  banking  laws  a  state  bank  is 
not  permitted  to  make  a  loan  in  excess 
of  15  per  cent  of  Its  capital  stock  and  sur- 
plus.

It  appeaai 
that  some  legislative  provision  should  bo 
made  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds 
to  cover  these  floating  debts,  which  irtU 
have  the  effect  of  placing  ttiose  countls* 
on  a  cash  basis,  and  give  them  the  bene- 
fit of  a  bond  rate  of  interest  which  m 
very  much  lower  than  that  which  th«r 
would  be  obliged  to  pa.y  on  the  floatiac 
warrants.

ABOLITION  OF  PASSES. 

The  time  has  also  come  for  some 
specific  action  In  the  matter  of  the 
enactment  of  law  forbidding  the  grant- 
ing of  pass  privileges  by  railroad  cor- 
porations to  people  other  than  bona 
fide  employes  of  railways  and  their 
families.

earnings  In  Minnesota,  being  $81,619.- 
640.3,',  is  over  50  per  cent  of  the  esti- 
mated farm  productions  of  1906. 
The  basis  of  our  wealth  is  agricul- 
ture, and  the  total  estimated  agricul- 
tural products  of  Minnesota  during 
the  past  year,  including  wh'^at.  oats, 
corn,  rye.  barley,  flax,  potatoes,  hay. 
butter,  cheese  live  stock,  poultry, 
market  garden,  fruit  and  nursery 
products,  Is  approximately  $li)0.0OO,O00. 
In  other  words,  it  required  more 
than  one-half  ot  the  agricultural 
products  enumerated  to  satisfy  the 
transportation  demands  of  railroad 
corporations  within  the  state  of  Mln- 
iies«>ta. 

The  vast  earnings  of  railway  com- 
panies have  been  swollen  by  excessive 
rates  of  transportation,  which  have 
been  much  higher  in  our  own  state 
than  in  the  stiite  south  of  us,  or  in 
Canada,    to    the    north    of   us. 


There  is  a  general  and  Just 
demand  that  the  people  be  re- 
lieved from  the  extortion  and 
the  abuse  of  high  and  unfair 
railroad  rates  of  transporta- 
tion. 


Minnesota   roads  carry  the   greatest 
wheat    tonnage      In      the      world,    the 


this  matter  has  hitherto  been  deferred 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  members  of 
the  legislature  and  public  oflScers  gen- 
erally have  been  granted  the  courtesy 
of  free  transportation.  There  should 
be  no  bestancy  upon  this  Important 
question.  If  public  officers  are  not 
adequately  compen.sated  now  for  their 

services  fix  the  compensation  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  make  it  reasonable 
compensation,  and  do  away  with  the 
possibility  of  any  officer  becoming  a 
beneficlao'  of  the  favors  of  corpora- 
tions, and  by  reason  of  gratitude  be 
placed  under  some  obligation  to  the 
corporation  which  extends  the  cour- 
tesy. 


Public  opinion  has  be- 
come settled  as  to  what 
should  be  accomplished 
along  this  line,  and  I  urge 
most  earnestly  the  early

compulsory  accounting  for  present  sup- 
plies hold  by  companies  heretofore  ope- 
rating upon  the  deferred  dividend  plan; 
regulation  of  salaries  ajid  Investments, 
preservation  of  couchers  for  expendi- 
tures, prohibition  of  discrimination  in 
provisions  to  secure  complete  publicity 
through  annual  reports  are  proposed  as 
measures  which,  while  leaving  the  de- 
tails of  the  management  to  the  officers  of 
each  company,  will  result  In  fair  compe- 
tition, ample  security  and  proper  use  of 
funds,  witlle  frequent  accountings  and 
full  publicity  will  forcft  honest  and  eco- 
nomical management. 

If,  as  it  would  seem,  those  proposed 
bills  are  sufficient  to  secure  the  ob.lect 
sought,  it  needs  no  argument  to  show 
that  this  class  of  legislation  Is  prefer- 
able to  that  which  would  attempt  to  reg- 
ulate the  details  of  management  and 
practically  make  the  public  officers  of 
the  state  the  managers  of  the  companies. 
How  to  limit  expense*.  Is  perhaps  the 
most  perplexing  problem  connected  with 
this  entire  question;  eminent  actua,rles 
radically  disagree;  the  officers  of  many 
of.  .  the  smaller  companies  scattered 
tlirough  the  West  and  South  claim  that 
If  the  provisions  of  «he  New  York  law 
upon  this  subject  were  to  be  generally 
adopted  It  would  result  in  their  annihila- 
tion and  a  most  powerful  monopoly  in 
the  business  of  life  insurance  be  estab- 
lished. Under  these  circumstances  t  be- 
lieve the  committee  acted  wisely  In  con- 
fining Itself  to  the  establishment;  of  what 
may  be  termed  great  landmarks  for  the 
giitdance  <y(  the-  companies  and  the  pub- 
I  11c.  If  these  fall  the  state  must  go  furth- 
er   In   its   control   of   management. 

Another  bill  of  nrlme  Importance  is 
that  regulating  the  election  of  directors 
In  mutual  companies,  providing  for  the 
Introduction  of  a  renresantatlve  form  of 
government  and  cumulative  voting.  If 
large  mutual  companies  are  to  be  man- 
aged solely  in  the  Interests  of  policyhold- 
ers they  must  be  afforded  the  means  of 
expressing  their  desires:  the  blind  trust 
heretofore  reposed  in  the  management 
of  those  companies  has  in  some  Instances 
been  woefully  abused.

GRADUATED  INCOME  TAX  SUGGESTED.' 

Tlie  .subject  of  a  graduated  income  tax  Is  worthy  of  your  most 
careful  and  honest  con.sideration. — Governor  Jolinson  to  the  legis- 
lature. 


In  my  biennial  message  to  the  last 
legislature,  and  in  discussing  this  same 
question.  I  said  that  I  believed  there 
was  a   remedy  In  the  establishment  of 


Since  last  session  of  the  legislature 
the  subject  of  Insurance  and  life  insur- 
ance in  partieular,  has  occupied  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  public  mind  and 
will  no  doubt  receive  your  particular 
attention.  "  . . 

Life  insurance  has  grown  to  be  of  the 
highest  Importance.  A  large  portion  of 
tile  savings  of  the  people  are  invested 
in  It,  and  life  Insurance  cbropanles  have 
under  their  control  vast  -Accumulations, 
the  proper  use  and  ninnagement  of 
which  Is  of  grave  concern  and  neces- 
sary to  the  public   welfare. 

The  combined  assets  of  the  level  pre- 
mium life  companies  of  this  country 
almost  equal  those  of  tlie  savings 
banks  and  constituta  about  one-fortieth 
of  the  total  estimated  ■iveKfth  of  the 
United   States. 

A    business    of    this    magnitude    of    a 
somewhat    technical   character,   control- 
j  ling  such  a  large  i>ortion  of  the  proper- 
j  ty   and    In    millions   of   cases   all    of   the' 
.savings   of   individuals,   should   be  saf e- |

The  bin  reported  by  the  com-

It  Is  not  hece.*isary  for  me  to  refer 
further  to  the  work  of  this  committee 
tha*!  to  say  that  each  of  Its  recommend- 
ations meets  with  my  hearty  approval. 
The  statutes  of  Minnesota  should  express 
the  most  enlightened  thought  upon  this 
subject,  for  here  is  a  most  fruitful  field 
for  life  Insurance  companies.  Our  salu- 
brious climate,  the  Intelligence  of  our 
people  and  their  orderly  and  moral  habits 
have  resulted  in  a  very  low  rate  of  mor- 
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proven  to  be  a  highly  satisfactory 
class  of  investments,  and  prob- 
ably no  better  or  safe  class  of 
loans  can  be  made  by  banks  oper- 
ating In  farming  communities. 


Under  the  circumstances  I  would  concur 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  public 
examiner  that  our  banking  laws  be  so 
amended  as  to  permit  of  the  making  of 
first  mortgage  loans  on  improved  farms 
located  within  our  state  equal  to  ;;5  per 
cent  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of 
the  bank,  all  such  loans  to  be  limited  to 
and  not  exceed  50  per  cent  of  the  cash 
value  thereof;  provided,  that  no  bank 
shail  Invest  in  that  class  of  loans  in  the 
aggregate  more  than  50  per  cent  of  its 
df posits.  There  is  no  authoritative  inform- 
ation available  regarding  private  banks 
in  Minnesota  because  they  are  not  sub- 
ject to  law,  nor  is  it  the  custom  ol  private 
banks  to  give  publicity  to  their  condi- 
tions. In  the  partial  reports  and  statis- 
tics of  their"  business  by  bank  registers 
and  reporters,  as  a  rule  the  Hgures  pub- 
lished are  Incomplete  and  generally  ap- 
proximate. The  record  of  the  past  four 
years  of  private  bank  failures  Is  made  up 
from  returns  of  banking  and  commercial 
agencies,  and  discloses  that  during  this 
period  there  were  eighteen  failures  of 
private  banks  with  deposits  approximate- 
ly something  like  $1,500,000.  During  the 
past  biennial  period  there  have  been  forty- 
three  conversions  from  private  to  state 
banks,  which  Is  significant  as  showing 
the  growing  conversion  of  private  bank- 
era  themselves  to  favor  banking  under 
the  state  or  national  law.  The  public 
examiner,  as  a  result  of  his  experience, 
renews  the  recommendation  made  to  the 
legislative  committee  of  two  years  ago 
for  the  passage  of  an  act  compelling  all 
private  banks  In  Minnesota  to  Incorpor- 
ate and  become  subject  to  either  state 
or  national  supervision.  I  commend  his 
recommendation  to  the  serious  consider- 
ation  of  the  legislature.

Since  Feb.  1    1905,  by  reason  of  t& 
research    and    work    of    this    department, 
$41,085.02  has  been  covered  into  the  pubUii 
treasury  from   l>ack  and   unpaid   taxes  <rf 
railroad,   express,  and  telephone  corpora- 
tions, and  a  still  larger  amount  has  bean 
i  reported    to    the    state    authorities    with 
the   view   of  covering   the   same   into   the 
state  treasury.     Examinations   of  county 
offices  have  resulted  In  the  recovery  into 
tile  various  county  treasuries  of  approxi- 
mately $14,000.    Examinations  in  all  of  the 
various    departments    committed    to    th« 
care  of  this  department  have  l>een  actiWb 
vigorous,  and  as  continuous  as  could  po«- 
slbly  be  permitted  witli  the  working  foro* 
provided    by    law.      The    last    legislature 
:  created    additional    burdens    to    thi.s    de- 
partment,   but    failed    to    make    provision 
for  an  increased  working  force  in  the  de- 
Ipartment;  thei-efore.  it  has  not  l>een  poe- 
i  sible  for  tht  department  to  cover  the  eti- 
i  tire  field  as  completely  as  the  exigenclee 
;  of  the  situation  require.     The  department 
,  ought  to  be  given  additional  assistance  Id 
I  order    that   It    may   make    more    complete 
1  examinations  of  railway  corporations  and 
I  their  books  with  a  view  of  ascertainment 
;  whether  or   not    tliey   pay   into    the   state 
I  treasury    all    of    the    taxes   due    the    state 
of    Minnesota   under   our   gross    ^rnlnga 
lax    system      In    this    connection    let    me 
say   that   the  department   has   been   also 
very  considerably  handicapped  when  mak- 
ing investigations  of  tbosu  companies  by 
tlie  refusal  of  Its  officials  to  permit  the 
department  to  have  access  to  the  general 
books,    and     to    fuml.sh    documents    and 
paper  which  might   pertain   to   Minnesota 
business.     All   books  and   record.s  of  suoh 
companies   sliould    be    open    to    inspection 
and  review  by  a  proper  representative  oC 
the  state. 


Provision  should  also  be  made  In 
the  statute  whereliy  corporations 
or  companies  doing  business  in 
the  state,  should  preserve  any 
and  all  books,  documents,  records, 
papers,  etc.,  relating  to  their 
business  in  so  far  as  they  pertain 
to  the  state.

The  department  has  also  been  handi- 
capped in  its  efforts  to  adjust  back  taxes, 
due  the  Aaie  on  account  of  errors  and 
omissions  in  reporting  gross  eaniinn, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  records  whichh 
would  be  evidence  of  the  violation  or 
infringement  of  the  law  had  bf-en  de- 
stroyed. As  the  revised  laws  of  1905  pro- 
vides for  the  waiving  of  the  statute  I 
believe  a  law  should  be  enacted  which 
would  compel  such  companies  or  corpora- 
tions to  preserve  their  records  for  at  least 
ten  years.  Under  the  national  banking 
laws,  national  banks  in  our  state  and  else, 
where,  are  subject  to  two  exami nation* 
annually.  The  laj^  of  our  state  requires 
the  examination  by  the  public  examiner 
of  all  state  banks  at  least  once  In  each 
year.  This  should  be  amplified  and  the 
same  general  rale  applying  to  national 
banks  should  b*  made  to  apply  to  the 
examination  of  state  banks,  and  this  de- 
partment be  required  to  examine  all  stats 
banks  not  less  than  twice  in  each  year; 
and^n  order  that  this  may  be  done  ampls 
provision  should  be  made  by  the  legims- 
ture  to  strengthen  this  department  to 
make  this  and  other  reforms  po.salble. 
The  annual  available  appropriation  for 
this  department  'during  the  last  biennial 
period  was  $18,9')0.  In  addition  to  this

Irrespective  of  tbf 
time.  The  examination  of  the  depart- 
ment has  resulted  in  a  few  removals  of 
derelict  public  officials;  but  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  be  able  to  state  that  the  character 
and  efficiency  of  the  majority  of  the  pub- 
lio officials  holding  the  county  positions 
is  above  reproach.  The  department  makes 
some  recommendations  with  a  view  of 
even  better  and  safer  government  than  at 
the  present  time.  Section  482.  revised 
laws  of  1905,  place  the  minimum  bond  of 
county  auditors  at  the  sum  of  $2,000.  and 
in  such  larger  amounts  as  the  coun- 
ty board  may  require.  In  several  coun- 
ties of  the  state  the  bond  furnished  by 
the  county  auditor  Is  in  a  sum  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  business  going  through 
his  office.  It  is,  therefore,  considered 
advisable  to  increase  the  minimum  of 
county  auditors'  bonds  to  a  sum  not  less 
than   $5,000.

Include  the  taxes  paid  by  insurance  com- 
panies, which  this  year  amounted  to 
$326.019.6L  ^     , 

The  net  revenue  to  the  state  from  this 
deoartment  on  account  of  fees  during 
1904  was  $18,800.39.  and  during  1905  $21,807.49. 
as  compared  with  $36,000  In  1906;  so  that 
while  the  expenses  of  the  department 
have  been  slightly  increased,  the  net 
revenue  has  been  almost  doubled.  This 
Is  largely  due  to  the  readjustment  of 
the  fees  collected  by  the  department,  but 
also  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  i 
department  by  reason  of  the  additional 
help  afforded  by  the  last  legislature.  If  ' 
another  examiner  were  added  to  the  de- 
partment force,  stlU  greater  efficiency 
would  be  secured. 

BANKS  AND  BANKING. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  public 
examiner,  the  state  banks  of  Minnesota 
show  during  tho  last  biennial  period  the 
greatest  volume  of  growth  of  ajiy  such 
period   in   the  state's   history. 

The  number  of  state  banks  In  operation 
Increased  from  826  to  427,  a  net  gain  of  102. 


It  seems  to  me  that  some  pro- 
vision should  be  made  to  bond  all 
county  commissioners  and  to  base 
the  amount  of  the  bond  on  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  county, 
the  premium  on  such  bond  to  be 
paid  by  the  county. 


Inasmuch  as  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  county 
board  to  pass  upon  the  greater  part  of  the 
county  disbursements,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  bonding  of  trose  officials  would  be  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  The  examin- 
ations made  disclose  the  fact  that  there 
are  several  counties  in  the  state  that 
have  overdrawn  their  revenue  fund  to  a 
considerable  extent.  The  amount  varies 
from  approximately  $20,000  to  $105,000. 
These  overdrafts  represent  an  accumula- 
tion of  warrants  that  have  been  Issued  by 
the  county  auditor  and  not  paid  by  the 
treasurer  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds. 
These  warrants  are  largely  held  by 
banks  which  are  holding  them  as  a  Hen 
against  the  county.  It  appears  that  no 
provision  oein  be  made  in  the  present

In  the  various  departments  of  our  state 
government    none    is    of    greater    import- 
ance   to   the   actual   development    and    Its 
civilization   than   the   department   of  pub- 
lic   Instruction,    and    among    the    various 
departments   none   have    more   completely 
discharged  their  duties  or  been  governed 
by  greater  wisdom  than  this  department. 
The    record    of    the    dti  part  men  t    for    ths 
year    ending    Jtfly    31,    1906.    discloses    the 
fact  that  there  are  432,009  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  public  schools.    Of  this  number  2J.- 
106  are   high   school  pupils;    159.004   are  In 
the    grades    of    the    high    school.      In    tlM 
state    graded    schools,    and    In    the    f^™- 
graded  and   rural  school   there  are  250,899 
pupils.     The  state   last   year  apportioned 
aid  to  the  hifh,  graded,  semi-graded,  and 
rural   schools  amounting  to  $449,229.     The 
total  value  of  our  public  schoolhouses  Is 
estimated    to   be   $21,574,755.   and   the   total 
disbursements  for  public  school  purposes 
during  the  year  was  $9,820,737.     It  Is  grati- 
fying also  to  know  that  there  Is  a  larger 
percentage    of    the    state    population    en- 
rolled in  the  state  university,  and  in  our 
high    and   normal   schools    than    ever   be- 
fore.     Very    decided    Improvements    have 
been    made    during    the    last    five    years. 
and  particularly  during  the  two  years  just 
passed.    In    the    sanitary    construction    of 
rural    school    buildings;    they    are    better 
lighted,  and  better  equipped,  and  a  very 
great  improvement  Is  noted  in   the  meth- 
ods   of    heating    and    ventilation.    resulU 
which  have  been  made  possible  by  reason 
of   authority    granted    the   state    superin- 
tendent  in    fixing   rules    respecting    ihese 
matters  for  rural  and  semi-graded  scho'tls 
applying   for   state   aid.     The   departmer^ 
has    published    and    distributed     throuf.h

ing the  summer  training  schools  and  the 
summer  sessions  of  the  normal   schools;

proved  conditions. 

The  state  superintendent  of  schools  re- 
ports that  since  March  1,  1906,  meetings  Of 
school  officers  have  been  held  In  about 
one-half  of  the  counties  of  the  state,  with 
aji  aggregate  attendance  of  5.000.  At 
nearly  all  of  these  the  state  superinten- 
dent, or  a  representative  of  his  depart- 
ment, has  been  present  to  participate  W 
the  proceedings  of  the  various  meetings. 
These  should  be  encouraged;  they  foster 
a  better  school  superintendent  as  well  as 
a  better  understanding  and  appreciation 
by  school  officers  of  the  duties,  and  mesa 
much  In  the  development  of  the  standard 
of  our  rural  schools.

PERMANENT  SCHOOL  FUND. 


I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  one  pe- 
culiarity in  the  law  relntlng  to  the  Invest- 
Eent  of  our  permanent  school  funds.  The 
w  now  provides  that  loans  to  school  di.n- 
iricts  for  the  erection  of  school  buildings 
shall  be  at  a  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  an- 
num, and  at  the  same  time  provides  that 
this  fund  may  be  loaned  for  the  con- 
struction of  ditches  for  drainage  at  3  per 
cent  per  annum.  It  is  not  fair  that  the 
Institutions  for  which  this  fund  is  created 


communicated    to    the    legislature   for    Ita 
consideration: 

"The  early  completion  of  the  surveying 
work  by  the  government  in  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  and  the  further  continuance 
of  the  office  of  the  United  States  sur- 
veyor general  being  unnecessary.  It  is 
proposed  to  request  the  president  to 
formally  order  the  closing  and  discon- 
tinuance of  said  office  on  June  30,  1907, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  2218  of  tho 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 
Under  this  statute,  when  an  office  of 
United  States  Surveyor  General  shall  be 
discontinued,  the  records  and  archives 
thereof  are  required  to  be  turned  over 
to  the  respective  secretaries  of  state,  or 
to  such  officer  as  may  be  authorized  to 
receive  them,  and  under  the  provisions 
of  section  2221  of  the  statutes  It  is  re- 
quired that  such  records  shall  in  no  case 
be  turned  over  to  the  authorities  of  any 
state,  until  such  state  has  provided  by 
law  for  the  reception  and  safekeeping  of 
the  same  as  public  records,  etc.

PRIMARY  ELECTION  LAW. 


It  is  hardly  necessary  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  need  of  some  very  im- 
portant modifications  of  our  primary 
election  law.  Much  opposition  to  the 
\  law  as  It  now  stands  exists,  and  there 
is  prejudice  against  a  primary  election  at 
all  because  of  the  possibilities  of  abuse 
under  our  present  system.  It  Is  urged, 
and  not  without  sonie  degree  of  reast.n. 
that  the  present  piroiary  election  system 


filled  by  9  203  male  and  7,437  female  labor- 
ers, and  the  department  secured  positions 
for  S.993  male  and  7.o98  female  laborers, 
or  a  total  of  15,091  positions  secured.  Ap- 
plications for  help  by  employers  were 
also  filed  and  9.824  male  and  6,441  female 
workers,  of  which  approximately  90  per 
cent  were  duly  filled.  The  success  of 
this  experiment  at  Minneapolis  would 
seem  to  warrant  the  opening  of  other 
free  employment  agencies,  at  least  at  such 
large  Industrial  centers  as  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth;  and  I  submit  to  you  that  the 
general  industrial  interests  of  the  state 
and  the  success  of  the  experiment  Justify 
such  expansion. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  labor 
legislation,  I  also  wish  to  submit  to  you 
the  desirability  of  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  labor  inspectors,  not  only  for  in- 
spection of  shops  and  factories,  but  for 
prevention  of  child  labor  and  enforce- 
ment of  the  truancy  laws,  to  the  end  that 
there  may  be  an  Inspector  in  each  of  the 
nine  congressional  districts  of  the   state. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

The  subject  of  better  highways  and  of 
making  good  roads  is  still  prominent  in 
the  public  mind,  and  much  more  Interest 
is  being  taken  along  this  line  than  here- 
tofore. We  have  come  to  recognize  that 
the  Improvement  of  our  public  highways 
means  better  and  more  economical  trans- 
portation facilities.  The  amendment  to 
the  constitution  proposed  by  the  last  leg- 
islature relating  to  this  question  failed 
of  passage  bv  reason  of  the  failure  of  a 
large  number  of  the  people  of  the  state 
to  vote  upon  the  question.  There  was 
some  opposition  tc  the  amendment  by  rea- 
son of  the  fact  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment imposed  certain  limitations  upon 
the  legislature.  I  trust  that  provision 
will  be  made  for  the  submission  to  the 
people  of  another  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution, and  that  restrictions  heretofore 
contained  in  the  constitution  be  removed.

UNIFORM  DIVORCE  LAW. 

During  the  past  year  a  divorce  con- 
gress was  held  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia to  which  duly  accredited  represen- 
tatives of  the  various  states  of  the  Union 
were  gathered  with  a  view  of  framing  a 
uniform  statute  relating  to  the  annulment 
of  marriage  and  divorce  for  adoption  by 
the  several  legislatures  of  the  various 
states  in  the  Union.  The  ease  with 
which  some  states  permit  annulment  of 
marriages  and  divorces  has  come  to  be 
an  American  scandal,  and  it  Is  earnestly 
hoped  that  there  will  be  a  complete  co- 
operation by  all  of  the  several  states  of 
the  Union  on  this  important  question.  At 
the  congress  named,  Minnesota  was  rep- 
resented by  a  duly  accredited  representa- 
tive, who  assisted  in  the  preparation  of 
a  proposed  uniform  statute  covering  this 
question.  Copies  of  this  proposed  statute 
will  be  submitted  to  this  body,  and  your

In  the  field  of  production  our  greatest 
deptndence  is  upon  agriculture.  In  its 
several  branches  none  has  made  greater 
progress  in  this  state  during  recent  years 
than  the  dairy  industry.  Minnesota  but- 
ter occupies  In  the  markets  of  the  Lnlteo 
States  a  position  in  which  It  comnianos 
a  decided  premium  over  the  product  of 
any  other  state.  This  is  due  In  no  small 
measure  to  tht  progress  made  in  elevat- 
ing the  standard  of  Us  butter  by  the 
department,  and  Is  shown  in  the  fact 
that  in  six  national  contests,  Minnesota 
has  four  times  been  awarded  highest 
honors,  not  only  along  dairy  lines,  but 
in  raising  the  standard  and  quality  of 
food  products  manufactured  and  sold  la 
the  state  has  the  department  excelled.. 
The  laws  entrusted  to  this  department 
for  enforcement  have  been  administered 
with  the  single  purpose  of  accomplishing 
the  ends  sought  by  the  legislature.  The 
department  has  been  governed  by  th© 
policy,  first,  of  rigidly  enforc.ng  lbs 
laws;  and,  second,  to  educate  the  deaier 
as  well  as  the  consumer  to  a  realization 
of  the  nece.sslty  of  complete  co-operation 
In  all  efforts  looking  toward  the  sale  ana 
consumption  of  pure  foods;  and  whlls 
our  laws  are  recognized  to  be  as  fully 
advanced,  and  perhaps  more  so,  than 
those  of  other  stales,  there  are  some  de- 
ficiencies and  some  necessity  for  amend- 
ment to  existing  laws  m  order  to  make 
the  work  of  this  department  still  mors 
effective.

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INDIAN  WAR  PENSIONS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  a 
law  was  enacted  providing  pensions  for 
certain  people  who  served  In  the  Indian 
war  of  1862.  The  law  carried  an  appro- 
priation to  provide  for  the  payment  c^f 
the  pensions,  but  it  is  found  that  because 
of  certain  restrictions,  comparatively  few 
are  beneficiaries  of  the  state's  bounty. 
The  law  should  either  be  repealed  or  so 
changed  as  to  make  all  who  are  equally 
deserving  able  to  share  alike.  As  the 
old  law  did  not  carry  a  standing  appro- 
priation, action  must  be  taken  at  this 
session  if  the  state  is  to  assume  a  fixed 
pension  policy.  If  It  Is  determined  to 
continue  a  state  pension  policy  it  should 
be  at  least  along  the  lines  of  that  intelli- 
gence which  would  not  discriminate 
against  some  of  the  bravest  and  best  de- 
fenders who  participated  in  our  Indian 
wars.

MESSAGE  FROM  DEPARTMENT 
OF  INTERIOR. 


During  the  current  year  the  following 
communication  was  received  from  the 
commissioner  of  the  general  land  office 
at    Washington,    D.    C,    and    is    herewith 


The  provisions  also,  which  allow  the  un 
limited  and  Indiscriminate  purchase  by 
one  railroad  of  the  stocks  of  another, 
without  regard  to  the  price  which  may  be 
paid,  should  be  changed  so  as  to  ade- 
quately protect  the  public.  Nearly  all  ex- 
tensions and  branch  lines  are  now  con- 
structed by  subsidiary  corporations,  the 
stocks  and  securities  of  which  are  pur- 
chased by  the  parent  or  holding  com- 
pany by  a  new  Issue  of  stock.

plished.  I  believe  that  Its  extension  to 
state  officers  should  be  deferred  until  the 
law  is  corrected  In  its  application  to  Its 
present  field  of  operation.

LABOR  LEGISLATION. 


I  desire  to  renew  a  previous  sugges- 
tion to  the  legislature  for  legislation 
upon  a  subject  which  Is  of  great  interest 
to  the  working  people  of  the  state,  and 


To  expedite  the  work,  I  would 
recommend  the  enactment  of  a 
law  authorizing  the  state  drain- 
age commission  to  Institute  pro- 
ceedings whereby  assessments 
for  the  cost  of  any  proposed  drain 
can  be  levied  against  all  lands 
affected,  in  proportion  to  the 
benefits  received. 


This  plan  would  have  the  desired  ef- 
fect of  expending  state  money  in  the 
reclamation  of  state  lands  only,  and  un- 
necessary delays  now  hampering  the 
work  of  the  commission  would  be  obvi- 
ated. During  the  past  two  years  it  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  state  drainage 
commission  to  devote  funds  entrusted  to 
its.  control  to  the  redemption  of  state 
lands  only,  and  the  work  has  been  some- 
what hampered  by  failure  of  owners  of 
lands  to  co-operate  In  the  payment  of 
their  share  of  the  benefits  accruing  to 
their    property.      The    drainage    commls- 


number  of  applicants  unable  to  be  ac- 
commodated will  reach  at  least  400 
during  the  coming  biennial  period.  The 
welfare  of  these  unfortunate  people  and 
society  itself  requires  immediate  ac- 
tion looking  toward  a  solution  of  this 
condition. 


I  believe  also,   that   some  sta- 
tutory provision  should  be  made 
providing    for    compulsory    edu- 
cation   of    the    deaf    and    dumb 
children   of  the  state. 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  at 
least  150  children  in  the  state  who  have 
never  attended  the  Institution  for  the 
education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb;  and 
that  upwards  of  forty  children  who 
nave  attended  the  school  at  times,  and 
who  probably  belong  there  now,  are 
not  in  attendance. 

Since  the  creation  ,by  law  of  the 
board  of  control,  the  state  has  pur- 
sued the  policy  of  divided  authority  in 
the  management  of  the  Minnesota 
school  for  the  deaf  and  blind  and  the 
state  public  school.  I  believe  that  the 
management  of  these  institutions 
ought  to  be  exclusively  under  the 
board  of  control,  and  r,ecommend  that 
tlie  boards  of  directors  of  the  schools 
named   be   abolished. 

Public  policy  demands,  it  seems 
me,  that  these  institutions  should 
placed  wholly  under   one  board.

During  the  past  two  years  there  hai 
been,  in  so  far  as  was  practicable,  a  divi- 
sion of  the  labors  of  this  departmeitti 
The  creamery  inspectors  were  not  re- 
quired to  take  food  samples,  and  the  foo(l 
insi)ectors  not  being  required  to  share  In 
the  duty  of  creamery  Inspection.  Th* 
growth  of  the  dairy  Industry  has  been 
such  that  the  force  of  inspectors  Is  Ill- 
adequate,  and  I  would  urge  upon  your 
body  the  wisdom  of  a  sufficient  appro- 
priation to  employ  at  least  three  addi- 
tional creamery  inspectors,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  attend  dairy  meetings  th» 
dairy  school,  farmers'  institutes  and  ths 
various  other  organizations  created  for 
the  advancement  of  the  industry  in  this 
state.  There  are  frequent  calls  from 
these  associations  and  individual  cream- 
ery companies  for  assistance  from  the  de- 
partment, and  men  free  from  regular  in- 
spection work  should  be  available  for  this 
service.  Present  laws  relating  to  the  la- 
spection  of  milk  and  cream  should  be  SO 
amended  as  to  permit  the  use  of  measures 
in  obtaining  samples  for  the  Babcock  test, 
and  should  provide  that  cream  samples 
be  weighed. 

STATE    PRISON. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  stats 
prison  twins  plant  has  been  materially 
enlarged,  the  output  amounting  during 
this  period  to  24,500,000  pounds,  which  was 
sold  at  a  price  amounting  to  J2,3C0,0O0.  It 
is  conservatively  estimated  that  the  far- 
mers of  this  state  have  been  benefited 
to  the  extent  of  at  least  3  cents  per 
pound,  amounting  to  approximately  |7oO,- 
000,  while  the  state  at  the  same  time  has 
made  a  net  profit  of  $410,000,  thus  yielding 
during  the  two  years  a  net  profit  to  the 
state  and  the  citizens  thereof  of  more 
than  11,100,000.  The  past  two  years  have 
been  the  most  prosperous  and  beneficial 
'since  the  twine  plant  was  organized.  Ths 
product  has  given  general  satisfaction, 
and  the  demand  Is  still  beyond  the  capa- 
city of  the  plant.  In  my  message  to  the 
legislature  two  years  ago  I  recommended 
that  practically  all  of  the  labor  of  ths 
prison  should  be  devoted  to  this  indus- 
try.

HITCHCOCK  SAYS 
HE  HAS  AUTHORITY 

For  Withdrawing  the  In- 
dian Lands  From 
Allotment 

■Washington.  Jan.  9.— Secretary  Hitch- 
oook  of  the  department  of  the  interior, 
appeared  today  before  the  special  senate 
oommittee  which  had  inveslfffated  citi- 
Mnship  and  property  rights  of  the  Ave 
olvllizfd  tribes  of  Indians.  It  had  been 
announced  that  the  secretary's  purpose 
was  to  explain  what  he  believed  to  be  his 
statutory  authority  for  withdrawing  four 
million  acres  of  Indian  lands  from  allot- 
ment in  order  to  create  forest  reser- 
vation asked  for  by  S>;cretary  \Vil3on 
of  the  d'-partment  of  agriculture.  Mr. 
Hitchc<:K:k  declined  to  state  his  authority 
to  the  committee  but  said  that  his  legal 
dei>artment  had  prepared  a  report  which 
would  t)^  made  ^congr>;.^3  and  that  this 
report  would  Julnfy  the  course  he  had 
taken.  All  of  tlie  members  of  the  spe- 
cial conmiittee  differed  from  Mr.  Hitch- 
cock and  finally  he  agreed  to  send  the 
report  to  the  committee  today  but  he  de- 
clined to  answer  Questions  relating  to 
the    character    of    the    report   beyond   de- 


claring that  he  had  found  lopal  author- 
ity for  his  action  in  withdrawing  the 
lands  In  the  face  of  an  act  of  congress 
ordering  that  the  lands  be  opened  to  al- 
lotment.

DECLARES  DtVIDEND. 

West  Duluth  Bank  Is  In  Very  Prosper- 
ous Condition. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  the  Western  State  bank 
was  held  yesterday  afternoon,  and 
the  election  of  officers  and  directors 
took  place.  The  reports  of  the  offi- 
cers' showed  the  hank  to  be  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  and  a  dividend 
of  6  per  cent  was  declared.

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COLD  WAVE 
IS  GENERAL 

Zero  TMnperature  Exists 
in  All  the  Northwest- 
ern States. 

Coldest  in  Duluth  Was 

12  Below   During 

the  Night 


A  stingirig  northwest  wind  blew  down 
over  Duluth  and  Northern  Minnesota 
last  evening  making  many  unprepared 
people  shiver  on  their  way  home  to 
supper. 

It  grew  gradually  colder  yesterday 
morning  but  In  the  afternoon  the  tem- 
perature began  to  fall  rapidly  and  at 
7  o'clock  In  the  evening  the  thermom- 
eters registered  1  deg.  below  zero.  The 
lowest  figure  reached  during  the  night 
was  12  deg.  below  and  at  7  o'clock  this 
morning  the  temperature  was  9  deg. 
below.  During  the  forenoon  the  sun 
warmed  things  up  a  trifle  and  at  10 
o'clock  It  was  only  3  deg.  below  the 
zero  point. 

Eccentric  private  thermometers  In 
dilTerent  sections  of  the  city  went  con- 
siderably lower  than  the  official  gov- 
ernment instrumen  and  some  regis- 
tered from  20  to  30  below  zero.  The 
northwest  wind,  although  It  did  not 
reach  a  great  velocity,  made  the  low 
temperature  all  the  more  uncomfortable 
and   exposed   portions  of  the  anatomy 

suffered. 

The  cold  wave  extended  over  all 
portions  of  the  Northwest  this  morn- 
ing and  zero  weather  was  general  in 
all  states  north  of  Iowa  and  Nebraska. 
The  coldest  temperature  recorded  was 
that  of  24  deg.  below  in  Manitoba,  A 
freezing  atmosphere  prevails  as  far 
south  as  Oklahoma  City.  In  Alberta 
the  weather  has  already  commenced  to 
moderate  and  the  local  weather  fore- 
caster promises  warmer  temperatures 
tonight  and  predicts  that  it  will  be 
20  deg.  above  zero  by  tomorrow.

INVESTIGATION  OF 
HARRIMAN  LINES 

Resumed  Before  the  In- 
terstate Commission 
at  Chicago. 

Chlca«ro,  Jan.  9.— M.  O.  Markham, 
traffic  manager  of  the  Missouri  Pa- 
cific, was  the  first  witness  called  be- 
fore the  Interstate  commerce  com- 
mission today  when  the  investigation 
of  the  Harriman  lines  was  resumed. 
Mr.  Markham  was  questioned  by  C. 
A.  Severance  of  St.  Paul,  acting  for 
the   commission. 

The  witness  was  asked  if  the  Union 
Pacific  and  Southern  Pacific  were, 
prior  to  their  consolidation,  competi- 
tors for  transcontinental  business. 
He  said  they  were. 

Before  going  to  the  Missouri  Pacific 
Mr.  Markham  was  connected  with 
the  Illinois  Central,  and  he  said  that 
both  roads  were  active  competitors 
for  Pacific  coast  business,  originating 
along  the  line  of  the  Illinois  Central. 

"Was  there  any  lessening  of  com- 
petition   after    the    consolidation?" 

"It  was  generally  understood  that 
the  competition   was   less." 

Mr.  Markham  declared  that  in  his 
opinion  the  Union  Pacific  was  not  a 
link  In  transcontinental  transporta- 
tion, as  contended  yesterday  by  the 
attorneys  for  Mr.  Harriman.  but  as 
long  as  the  Portland  gateway  la 
open  It  is  a  Pacific  coast  line  In 
Itself.  The  witness  said  that  the 
Union  and  Southern  •Pacific  lines, 
before  the  consolidation,  were  com- 
petitors for  the  California  fruit  trade 
and    for   passenger   business  also. 

Mr.  Markham  was  cross-examined 
by  Mr.  Milburn,  representing  the 
Harriman  linea,  who  took  exception 
to  the  statement  made  by  the  wit- 
ness that  he  considered  the  Union 
Pacific  an  independent  Pacific  coast 
line.  He  asked  the  witness  if  the 
Southern  Pacific,  acting  as  an  inde- 
pendent line,  could  not  give  to  the 
Union  Pacific  a  large  or  small 
amount  of  eastbound  traffic  at  Og- 
den. 

'I  don't  know  whether  it  could  or  not. 
There  are  Influences  at  work  which 
would  prevent  It." 

"But  the  Southern  Pacific,  as  an  in- 


dependent  Line,    might   be   this?" 
"It   might,   and   destroy   Itself." 
'Mr.   Itilbum  then  asked  If  the  Un- 
ion Pacific  via  Portland  to  San  Fran- 
cisco was   to  he  compared  to  a  direct 

line  west  from  Ogden.  The  witness  re- 
plied: 

"The  rate  settles  those  things,  and 
rates  can  be  made  as  low  via  Portland, 
to  San  Frantcsco  as  by  any  other 
route." 

Mr.  Markham  said  that  while  acting 
as  assistant  traffic  manager  of  the 
Illinois  Cenral  It  was  understood 
that  traffic  originating  west  of  a  drawn 
line  from  Cairo  to  the  vicinity  of 
Cleveland  was  to  go  west  via  Ogden. 
Traffic  originating  east  of  that  line 
was  to  go  via  New  Orleans.  Mr.  Mil- 
burn  pressed  the  witness  closely  to 
know  if  such  an  order  had  ever  been  is- 
sued, and  the  witness  declared  that  it 
was  understood  because  of  Information 
derived  from  soliciting  agents. 

Mr.  Milburn,  by  a  long  series  of 
questions,  brought  out  the  statement 
that  in  all  Pacific  coast  traffic  origin- 
ating on  the  Illnois  Central,  that  line, 
and  the  Southern  Pacific  must  be  fac- 
.tors,  Ms  object  being  to  show  that 
however  the  traffic  went,  the  Southern 
Pacific  was  certain  to  be  an  element, 
and  could  not  In  all  cases  be  construed 
as  a  competitor  of  the  Union  Pacific.

It  loses  from  twelve 
to  fifteen  ounces,  about  $200,  through 
abrasion,  through  knocking  about  with 
the  motion  of  the  waves.  The  sea 
makes  gold  lose  weight,  you  see,  the 
same  as  it  does  human  beings.

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THE  CLARK  IRON  COMPANY 
WINS  SWEEPING  VICTORY 

(Continued   from   page  1.) 
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iij>on  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from 
the  date  hereof." 
The  court's  memorandum  follows: 
Upon  the  land  in  controversy  in  this 
action  are  two  Iron  mines,  each  of 
K^reat  value.  These  mines  were  dis- 
covered and  developed  by  the  defend- 
ants in  the  bona  tide  belief  on  their 
part  that  the  defendant  Clark  Iron 
company  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
•"Clark  company")  was  the  unques- 
tioned owner  In  fee  of  the  prc^erty. 
That  company  has  been  In  actual  pos- 
eessrton  of  the  properly  ince  1892.  The 
other  defen'lants,  who  are  sub-lessees 
of  the  Clark  company,  entered  Into 
possession  of  the  portions  occupied  by 
them  re.spectlvely  In  later  years — The 
American  Mining  company  on  Jan.  1, 
1900,  and  the  Leonard  Iron  Mining 
company  in  1903.  Plaintiffs  claim  the 
right  of  posse-ssion  and  ask  the  court 
to  give  them  that  possession,  to  oust 
the  defendants  therefrom,  and  to  clear 
plaintiffs*  title  to  the  land.  The  burden 
is  therefore  upon  plaintiffs  to  prove  by 
a  fair  preponderance  of  the  evidence 
that  they  are  entitled  to  the  relief 
sought. 

The  conectlon  with  thla  land  of  the  de- 
fendants and  tht>se  through  whom  they 
claim  date  hack  to  1*84.  During  that 
year,  Mc-lvln  J.  Clark,  now  president  of 
the  Clark  company,  acquired  from  the 
Stat&  of  Minnesota  an  assignment  of 
the  state's  rights  against  said  land 
proceedings  to  enfore  the  payment  of 
taxes  thereon  for  the  year  1H83.  The 
land  was  then  deemed  of  value  only 
for  the  timber  thereon.  Prior  thereto 
the  I'niud  .States  had  by  patent  con- 
veyed this  land  to  one  James  "M. 
Rogei-s.  but  this  patent  had  never  been 
recorded  In  this  county  and  had  never 
been  received  or  claimed  by  any  one. 
It  was  first  claimed  and  received  by 
private  hands  In  1S92.  Neither  Rogers 
nor  any  person  claiming  under  him 
has  ever  paid  any  taxes  on  the  land. 
In  1S88,  Clark  attempted  to  perf€?ct 
his  lax  title  by  giving  the  statutory 
jMtioe  to  redeem,  and  from  that  time 
on  he  claime<i  to  l>e  absolute  owner 
of  the  property. 

In  the  early  nineties  the  land  attract- 
ed attention  by  reason  of  its  prospec- 
tive value  for  iron  ore.  At  that  time 
the  validity  of  the  Clark  tax  title  was 
disputed.  On  Investigation  It  was 
found  that  the  land  had  been  patented 
to  the  aforesaid  James  M.  Rogers  as 
a  soldier's  additional  homestead.  Under 
the  provisions  of  .section  2306  revised 
statutes  of  the  Unite^l  .States,  pur- 
Huant  to  which  honorably  discharged 
•poidiers  and  sailors  of  the  United 
JStates.  who  had  previously  entered 
homesteads  of  le.ss  than  160  acres  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  .States,  were  en- 
titled to  enter  an  additional  area  which, 
together  with  the  amount  of  the  ori- 
ginal homestead,  would  make  a  total 
of  160  acres.  The  papers  In  connec- 
tion with  the  entry  of  this  soldier's  ad- 
ditional homestead  also  seem  to  show 
that  the  James  M.  Rogers  In  whose 
name  It  was  made  had  previously  en- 
tered as  his  original  homestead,  at 
The  United  .States  land  office  at  Dar- 
danelle,  Arkansfis,  a  certain  40-acre 
tract  In  Johnson  county,  .\rkan.sas,  the 
same  being  known  as  Homestead  Ap- 
plication No.  445.  In  1892.  the  parties 
dls^puting  the  validity  of  the  Clark  tax 
title  produced  a  deed  executed  by  one 
James  M.  Rogers  of  Johnson  county, 
Arkan.sas,  purporting  to  convey  to 
them  the  property  In  dispute.  Under 
this  they  claimed  ownership  of  the  fee 
In  the  property.  In  opposition  to  Mr. 
Clark.  The  result  was  a  compromise, 
vhereby  the  tax  title  interests  and  the 
Interests  uiuler  the  Rogers  deed  were 
uuitti,  and  lK»th  were  merged  in  the 
Clark  Iron  company  then  formed.  The 
et'X:k  in  this  company  was  properly 
app^jrtioned  to  the  previous  claimants 
of  the  resi>ectlve  interests.  From  this 
time  until  April,  1903.  none  of  the 
de-fendants  had  the  slightest  suspicion 
that  the  title  to  the  land  in  question 
■wa.1  vAherwise  than  perfect  in  the 
Clark   Iron   company. 

In  April.  1903,  Mr.  John  M.  McClln- 
tix:k.  who  then  was  and  ever  since 
has  been  acting  jointly  with  Mr.  Wil- 
pon  O.  Crosby  in  this  matter,  notified 
the  defendants  that  he  personally 
claimed  to  be  the  owner  In  fee  of  ap- 
proximately two-thirds  interest  in  the 
l»roperty.  and  that  as  attorney  he 
represented  the  (»wners  of  the  remain* 
Ing  Interest  which  he  claimed  was 
vested  in  certain  minor  heirs.  An  in- 
vestigation and  analysis  of  these  claims 
di»veloped  the  following  conditions, 
viz; 

<1).  Messrs.  McCllntock  and  (^rosby 
clalme«i  that  the  deed  from  James  M. 
Rogers  upon  which  the  Clark  company 
relitMl.  while  a  valid  instrument  and 
rot  a  forgery,  was  from  the  wrong 
James  M.  Rogers,  and  that  the  man 
-who  executed  that  instrument  never 
made  homestead  application  No.  445  In 
John-son  county.  Arkansas,  and  never 
entered  or  claimed  any  rights  In  the 
land  here   Involved. 

On  making  careful  Inquiry,  the 
Clark  company  was  compelled  to  admit 
that  this  claim  was  correct. 

(2).  McClint(x;k  and  Crosby  claimed, 
under  the  authority  of  Walker  v.  Mar- 
tin, 87  MinR..  489.  that  tax  title  relied 
upon  by  Mr.  Clark  and  the  Clark 
comi>any   was   invalid. 

This  claim  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  conceded.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, the  Clark  company  was  bound 
to  dispute  it  so  long  as  any  possible 
gniund  existed  whereby  Its  case  might 
be  distinguished  from  the  Walker  v. 
Martin  case  above  referred  to;  hut, 
under  the  decision  in  that  case,  the 
claim  must  have  been  recognized  as 
dangerous   and    formidable. 

If  both  these  claims  were  correct, 
the  Clark  company  would  thereby  be 
effectually  disconnected  with  the  legal 
title  to  the  land;  and,  aside  from  such 
equities  In  Its  favor  as  might  exist, 
the  remaining  question  of  interest 
would  be  the  validity  of  McCllntock 
and  Crosby's  claim  of  title  to  the  land. 
(3).  In  respect  to  this  they  claimed 
that  the  James  M.  Rogers,  who  made 
homestt'ad  entry.  No.  445,  In  Johnson 
county,  .\rkansas,  had  later  removed 
to  Iron  Bridge,  I.  T.,  where  he  die<i 
In  1896.  leaving  as  his  heirs  at  law 
a  wld'>vv  and  several  children;  that 
this  James  M.  Rog^^rs  hadr  been  the 
true  owner  of  the  land  in  question, 
and  that  he  did  not  execute  the  deed 
under  which  the  Clark  company 
claimed;  that  the  widow  and  adult 
children  of  such  James  M.  Rogers 
had  conveyed  their  Interests  to  Mr. 
McCllntock,  and  that  as  attorney 
for  the  guardi£Ln  of  the  minor  chil- 
dren, appomted  In  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory, he  represented  their  interests  In 
the   land. 

The  Clark  company  never  admitted 
these  claims  In  their  entirety,  but. 
on  the  contrary,  persisted  In  claiming 
ownership    in    Itself. 

Following  such  notice  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Cllntock, ."nd  an  Investigation  made 
by  the  Clark  company  pursuant 
thereto,  negotiations  were  finally  en- 
tered Into  whereby,  for  a  specified 
entire  consideration  In  money  and 
stock  of  the  Clark  company.  Mr.  Mc- 
Clinti  ck  agreed  to  convey  to  that 
company  the  interest  in  the  land 
whicli  he  claimed  to  own  personally. 
and  to  procure  a  conveyance  to  that 
company  from  the  guardian  of  the 
minor  heirs  of  the  Interest  which 
he  claimed  was  vested  In  them.  In 
such  negotiations,  and  with  the  fix- 
ing of  the  price  to  be  paid,  neither 
the    minors    nor    their    then    guardian. 


residing  in  Indian  Territory,  took 
any  part.  By  previous  agreement, 
the  latter  had  authorized  McCllntock 
and  Crosby  to  carry  on  the  negotia- 
tions, and  had  left  the  matter  almost 
entirely   to   them. 

Thereupon  proceedings  were  Insti- 
tuted by  McCllnt(x;k  and  Crosby,  in 
the  probate  court  of  this  county, 
having  in  view  a  sale  of  the  Interest 
in  said  lands  claimed  by  the  minor 
heirs.  The  foreign  guardian,  who 
was  a  brother-in-law  of  the  heirs, 
was  reappointed  here.  Application 
was  made  for  license  to  sell,  at  pri- 
vate sale,  the  Interest  of  the  minors, 
which  was  described  in  such  applica- 
tion as  an  undivided  10-33  Interest. 
In  fee  simple,  of  the  lands  here  In 
question.  Pursuant  to  such  appli- 
cation license  to  sell  was  duly  grant- 
ed. In  the  latter  documents  tiled  in 
said  proceedings.  It  was  made  to 
appear  that  It  was  "the  Interest  and 
claim  of  title"  of  such  minors  which 
was  offered  for  sale,  and  which  was 
being  sold.  No  effort  was  made  to 
enlist  the  Interest  of  others  who 
might  wish  to  purchase  the  property; 
and  In  a  very  short  time,  namely,  on 
May  29,  1903,  the  whole  matter  was 
closed,  and  the  sale  consummated  to 
the  Clark  company.  In  exact  accord- 
ance with  the  agreement  previously 
made  between  that  company  and  Mc- 
Cllntock. In  the  papers  connected 
with  such  sale  It  was  made  to  ap- 
pear that  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  total  consideration  agreed  to  be 
paid  by  the  Clark  company  (which 
proportion.  Including  both  money 
and  stock,  amounted  to  something 
over  J24.000)  was  assigned  as  the 
consideration  for  the  guardian's  deed. 
This  was  done  arbitrarily— not  as  the 
result  of  any  negotiations  with  the 
guardian;  but  In  the  arrangement 
as  made,  he  fully  acquiesced,  and 
his  deed  as  guardian  to  the  Clark 
company  followed.  At  the  same  time 
the  deed  from  McCllntock,  conveying 
the  Interest  claimed  by  him  person- 
ally, was  delivered  to  the  Clark 
company,  and  the  entire  transaction, 
so  far  as  that  company  was  con- 
cerned,    was    concluded. 

The  matter  was  then  allowed  to 
rest  for  about  two  years,  at  the  end 
of  which  time  some  of  the  Rogers 
heirs,  having  made  private  Investi- 
gation, had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  th«y  had  been  greatly  wronged 
and  defrauded  through  the  probate 
sale,  -and  engaged  counsel  to  set 
aside  that  sale  and  to  reclaim  their 
properly.     This   suit    was   the    result. 

With  respect  to  that  sale  their 
claims  are: 

First:  That  by  reason  of  various 
defects  and  Irregularities  connected 
with   the  sale   It   is   void. 

Second:  That  the  sale  Is  void  for 
actual  fraud  practised  by  McClln- 
tock and  Crosby  and  tho  Clark  Iron 
company. 

Third:  That  whether  there  was 
actual  fraud  or  not,  the  difference 
between  the  real  value  of  the  prop- 
erty sold  and  the  amount  received 
by  the  minors  therefor  was  so  great 
as  to  shock  the  conscience  and  stamp 
the  transaction  as  so  grossly  unfair 
that  for  such  reason  alone  It  must 
fall. 

These  claims  are  all  denied  by  the 
defendants:  and  the  two  lessees  as- 
sert that  they  are  bona  fide  pur- 
chasers, even  If  the  claims  are  true 
as  against    the   Clark  company. 

At  the  lime  of  the  probate  sale 
the  entire  property  here  involved 
was  worth  not  less  than  $726,647  In 
cash,  and  was  probably  worth  a 
much  greater  sum.  The  interest 
which  the  minor  heirs  then  claimed 
to  own,  but  which  claim  of  owner- 
ship was  disupted  by  the  Clark  com- 
pany, was  worth  not  less  than  $201.- 
S45  (n  cash,  and  was  probably  worth 
a  much  greater  sum.  The  total 
amount  which  the  heirs  received 
therefor,  including  the  amount  which 
passc-d  to  their  attorneys,  was  a 
little  more  than  $24,000,  as  already 
Indicated.  The  net  amount  which 
they  received  was  less  than  one- 
half  of  that  sum. 

The  case,  therefore,  as  it  first  pre- 
sented Itself  to  counsel  for  the  plain- 
tiffs lent  color  to  the  claim  that  It 
was  a  flagrant  example  of  over- 
reaching and  fraud,  practised  upon 
those  who  were  illy  able  to  protect 
them.selves.  This  has  been  the  view- 
point of  tho  plaintiffs,  to  which  they 
have  persisted  In  clinging  with  great 
zeal    throughout   the   case. 

In  view  of  the  point  hereafter  con- 
sidered upon  which.  In  my  opinion, 
the  case  must  turn.  It  Is  unneces- 
sary to  express  a  decided  opinion 
upon  each  point  relied  upon  by  the 
plaintiffs  to  defeat  the  sale.  Each 
of  the  three  sets  of  objections  there- 
to herlnbefore  set  forth  will,  how- 
ever, be  consldertMl,  but  not  each 
tn    detail. 

First.  That  by  reason  of  various  defects 
and  irregularities  connected  with  the 
sale,    it    is    void. 

No  attempt  will  be  madf»  here  to  even 
enumerate  all  the  defects  and  irregulari- 
ties which  are  urged.  Three  of  the  more 
important    certainly    are: 

(a.)  Making  the  proceedings  In  their 
lalf-r  .stages  deal  with  an  "intenst  and 
claim  of  title"  merely,  and  utilizing  the 
probate  court  to  affect  a  compromise  of 
the  alleged  di.sputed  clainxs  without  any 
Judicial  investigation  or  detfrmlnation  as 
to  the  validity  thereof,  when  It  is  said 
the  prop«^r  course  was,  first,  by  appro- 
priate action  to  determine  the  vahdlty 
of  those  claims,  and  then  offer  them  for 
sale  after  their  status  had  been  deter- 
mined. 

<b. t  Accepting  stock  in  a  corporation 
as  i>art  pjivmont  for  the  Interest  sold, 
when,  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  the 
sale  should  have  been  for  cash  only. 

(c. )  i'arrylng  tho  matter  through  ac- 
cording to  a  pre-arranged  plan  and  im- 
der  such  clrcum3tanc<e8  as  effectually  to 
pre<iude  the  usual  legitimate  efforts  for 
effecting   an   advantageous   sale. 

This  la.st  mentioned  infirmity  might  be 
urged  as  evidence  of  actual  fraud,  but.  In 
my  opinion,  might  exist  entirely  indepen- 
dently thereof.  So  consid^-ring  it  for  the 
present,  my  opinion  is  that  it  presents  a 
very  grave  objection  to  the  validity  of 
the  probate  sale.  If  any  property  of  a 
ward  of  the  court  had  really  been  sold 
under  such  circumstances,  the  facts,  if 
afterward  discovered,  should  make  any 
court  hesitate  long  before  approving  the 
sale.  This  is  so,  not  necessarily  because 
of  any  present  wrongful  intentr  but  be- 
cause it  must  be  contrary  to  the  policy 
of  the  law  to  contenance  such  a  conflict 
of  Interest  and  duty  as  such  facts  pre- 
sent; and  this,  even  though  in  a  particular 
instance  it  may  l>e  urged  that  no  advan- 
tage  was  taken  thereof.  My  view  is 
that  a  pro«'€ding  supposedly  in  the  in- 
terest ot  minors,  whose  rights  it  is  the 
policy  of  the  law  to  safeguard  with  jeal- 
ous care,  can  be  upheld  only  with  great 
difficulty  when  such  proceedings  are  .so 
thoroughly  dominated  by  the  thought  of 
serving  other  interests,  as  was  the  case 
here;  and  this,  though  actual  fraud  may 
have   been   wholly   absent. 

With  respect  to  the  alleged  defects  in- 
dicated under  the  headings  "a"  and  "b" 
supra,  it  is  sufficient  to  sjiy  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court  they  are  very  im- 
portant and  that  In  a  proper  case  the 
fir.st.  especially,  would  present  grave  ot)- 
jeetions  to  the  validity  of  the  .sal*'. 

Second:  That  the  sale  is  void  for  actual 
fraud  practised  by  McClintock  and  Cros- 
by and  the  Clark  Iron  company— they 
conspiring  together. 

Sui.'h  a  charge  is  eaily  made  and  some- 
times .s«ems  fully  justified  from  a  super- 
ficial knowledge  of  the  facts  or  a  knowl- 
edge of  one  side  only,  when  more  com- 
plete information  makes  the  matter  much 
less  certain.  The  test  Is,  wliat  would 
honest  men  be  Justified  In  doing  under 
the    same    circumstances. 

The  negotiations  l>etween  McClintock 
and  Crosby  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
Clark  Iron  Company  on  the  other,  which 
culminated  In  the  probate  sale,  were  cer- 
tainly carried  on  at  arm's  length.  The 
attitude  of  each  of  the  various  parties 
was  something  like  this: 

The  Clark  company  was  in  a  sense, 
temporarily  dazed  by  the  alarming  char- 
acter  of   the    c4aim   made  against   It.     It 


felt  that  there  must  be  something  wrong 
with  the  claim,  and  yet  was  helpless  to 

fdacd  its  finger  upon  the  defect.  It  was 
n  great  stress.  It  was  threatened  by 
those  who  claimed  to  have  the  power  of 
taking  away  practically  everything  of 
value  It  possessed;  and  yet  It  felt  that  all 
the  value  the  land  had  had  been  given 
to  it  by  that  company;  that,  if  any  one 
had  a  right  to  the  land,  it  had;  and  in  a 
persistent  way  It  argued  with  itself  that 
in  case  of  a  contest.  If  that  must  come, 
its  rights  would  In  some  way  be  protect- 
ed by  tho  courts. 

McClintock  and  Crosby  had  several 
things  to  consider  and  contend  with.  They 
were  dealing  with  a  matter  which  might 
yield  generous  returns  or  whidi  might 
yield  nothing.  They  were  apprehensive 
that  delay  might  prove  dangerous.  They 
knew  of  some  strange  things  about  that 
title— things  which  the  Clark  company  did 
not  know;  things  which  were  difficult  of 
explanation  and  seemed  dangerous.  They 
knew  that  they  had  in  charge  a  matter 
which  they  hoped,  and  very  likely  be- 
lieved, was  good,  but  yet  which  any  day, 
by  some  unfolding,  might  explode  In 
their  hands.  They  knew  as  to  all  the 
Rogers  that  they  were  dealing  with  stran- 
Rers  over  whom  they  had  no  certain  con- 
trol. They  knew  the  Inability  of  the 
Rogers"  to  weigh  any  particular  infor- 
mation or  determine  the  Importance  of 
any  set  of  facts  as  applied  to  the  com- 
plex and  critical  conditions  then  before 
them.  They  knew  that  the  Rogers  might 
withdraw  their  confidence  at  any  mo- 
ment, and  that  It  was  within  the  power 
of  the  Rogers,  If  they  were  prone  to  In- 
dulge In  extreme  views,  to  entirely  undo 
all  that  MoOlintock  and  Crosby  had  ac- 
complished In  their  negotiations  with  the 
Clark  company.  McClintock  and  Crosby 
no  doubt  feared  the  consequence,  both 
to  the  Rogers  and  to  themselves.  If  the 
Rogers  should  fail  them.  They  felt  the 
necessity  therefore,  of  keeping  the  mat- 
ter largely  in  their  own  hands,  and  they 
felt  Justified  In  doing  so  because  of  the 
unusual  conditions  and  because  al.so  they 
proposed  to  and  did  allot  to  the  minors  a 
greater  proportionate  part  of  the  consid- 
eration received  than  they  retained  on 
account  of  the  share  held  by  themselves. 
It  Is  true  that  this  amount  was  reduced 
more  than  one-half  by  reason  of  the  pre- 
vious agreement  for  compen-sation  with 
the  guardian,  which,  under  the  circum- 
stances, was  generous  to  McCllntock  and 
Crosby.  This  agreement,  however,  was 
approved  by  the  probate  court  (the  judge 
of  an  adjoining  county  acting  thereon t, 
and  In  any  event  was  not  of  such  signifi- 
cance as  to  give  It  alone  any  controlling 
influence  In  the  determination  of  the 
questions  here  involved. 

The  heirs  themelves  lived  at  a  great 
distance,  knew  practically  nothing  about 
the  matter  and  took  no  part  in  the  nego- 
tiations or  proc»»edlng8. 

The  guardian,  William  Wallace  Fisher, 
was  an  unusual  type  of  man.  He  was. 
in  the  main,  very  honest,  very  confiding 
and  not  very  inquisitive.  He  knew  some- 
thing alK>ut  the  title,  too.  It  seemed 
strange  to  him,  and  rather  Improbable, 
that  his  wards  had  any  real  interest  in 
the  land  In  question.  He  did  not  under- 
stand It.  He  evidently  thought  there 
must  be  some  mistake  about  the  whole 
matter;  and  that  If  anybody  was  ready 
to  give  something  for  what  they  thought 
his  v.-ards  had  In  Minnesota,  tho  best 
way  to  do  was  to  take  it,  and,  within 
reasonable  bounds,  to  take  it  as  quickly 
as  possible,  and  not  do  much, 
or  say  much,  or  Inquire  much 
about  It.  It  Is  uniiuestionably 
true  that  in  a  matter  so  important  he  had 
very  little  information  in  reference  there- 
to; and  y<^t  It  would  be  diffioult  to  find 
otherwise  than  that  the  Information 
which  he  had  was  commensurate  with 
his   zeal   for  Inquiry. 

Having  in  mind  that  this  was  the  at- 
mosphere of  1903.  it  may  be  difficult  to 
determine  which  side  made  the  shrewdest 
bargain— McCllntock  and  Crosby,  or  the 
Clark  company— and  if  this  be  so  the  evi- 
dence will  not  warrant  the  finding  of  any 
actual  conspiracy  between  the  parties 
charged,    to    defend    these    plaintiffs. 

Third:  That  whether  there  was  actual 
fraud  or  not.  the  difference  between  the 
real  value  of  the  property  sold  and  the 
amount  received  by  tho  minors  therefor 
was  so  great  as  to  shock  the  oonsolencn 
and  stamp  the  transaction  a.s  so  gro.^sly 
unfair  that  for  such  reason  alone  It  must 
fall. 

If,  as  a  preliminary  que.<»tlon.  It  was 
proper  to  sell  an  "Interest  and  claim  of 
title"  at  all,  the  next  question  would  be 
whether  the  infirmity.  If  any.  of  the  Rog- 
er>;"  claim  and  the  probabln  difficulty  at- 
tending Its  enforcement  would  Justify  a 
sale  thereof  for  the  sum  paid  therefor 
by  the  Clark  Company.  As  already  in- 
dicated, my  opinion  is  that  the  first  ot 
these  questions  i.^  quite  imporiant.  If. 
however,  it  is  proper  to  st'll  such  a  claim 
of  title  at  all,  my  view  is  that  the  cir- 
cumstances were  not  such  as  would  neces- 
sarily render  the  sale  void  for  mer»-  in- 
adequacy of  price.  The  first  Is  the  more 
Inifiortant  question  of  th«  two. 

It  will  be  seen,  then,  that  the  Probate 
sale  should  be  held  void,  if  at  all,  for 
rea-sons  considered  under  the  head  of 
"Defects  and  irregularitie.s  connected  with 
the  sale,  makmg  it  void." 

Beyond  all  these  claims  made  by  plain- 
tiffs and  relied  upon  by  them  aa  rend- 
ermg  void  the  Probate  sale,  and  all 
of  which  are  dented  by  defendants,  the 
latter  urge  affirmatively  a  most  Import- 
ant and  mterestlng  matter  by  way  ot 
defense— which  is,  that  at  the  time  of  the 
Probate  sale  the  plaintiffs  had  nothing 
whatever  to  .sell;  but  that  long  before,  the 
land,  which  had  been  patented  to  James 
M  Rogers— whether  their  father  or  an- 
other—had been  conveyed  in  fee   to  third 

r.irtics.  ....... 

This  claim  Introduces  us  to  tho  Ave 
wltne.s3es.  Freed.  Sherman.  Baker,  Heat- 
on  and  Thompson,  and  to  the  important 
evidence  adduced  through  them. 

A.'»  already  Indicated,  the  land  here  in- 
\olved  was  entered  as  a  soldier's  addi- 
tional homestead  in  the  name  of  one 
James  M.  Rogers.  In  the  ca.se  of  such 
entries  the  government  concerns  Itself 
mainly  with  proof  of  two  facts:  a>  The 
military  record  of  the  applicant,  which 
riu^t  show  that  he  Is  an  honorably  dls- 
enarged  .soldier  or  sailor  of  the  United 
Slates-  <2)  identification  of  the  original 
homestead  of  the  applicant  and   the  area 

IM  the  case  of  each  entry  of  this  char- 
acter the  tiles  in  the  Land  Department  at 
Washington  should  contain  proof  of  such 

Th^'  extraordinary  features  in  the  case 
of  this   particular  entry  are: 

1  When  it  became  desirous  to  resort 
to  the  government  in  Washington  after 
the  mstitution  of  this  .suit  no  Proof  ot 
rAilitarv  record  wa.-*  to  be  found,  and 
^e^Vfore  r^>  Vrtlcular  Union  soldier 
bearing  the  name  of  James  M.  Roger* 
was  identlrted.  .     „,        .       ..  ^ 

•>  The  reference  In  such  tiles  to  the 
original  homestead  of  the  supposed  soldier 
was  to  the  homestead  in  Johnson  county, 
At^ansas,  entered  by  the  father  ot  the:^; 

''s'l'^pSntiffs"  father  had  been  a  soldier 
ill  the  Confederate  army  and  not  In  tho 
Union  army,  and  he  was  not  an  horor- 
ablv  discharged  soldier  or  sailor  of  the 
United  States  and  was  not  entitled  to  en- 
ter a  soldier's  additional  homestead. 

4  So  far  as  known,  plaintiffs'  father 
had  never  to  the  day  of  his  death  men- 
i.mied  or  clalme<l  to  any  person,  either 
memterTof'hls  family  *>r  others,  that  he 
hn.l  made  any  such  entry  or  that  ne 
cla  m^  any  rights  anywhere  therc-under 

5  Plaintiffs  father  never  followed  up 
the  entry  by  claiming  the  patent;  he 
never  paid  any  taxes  on  the  land,  and 
^  far  as  known,  he  took  no  mteTest 
whatever  in  the  matter  and  knew  nothing 
of  it  t>eyond  making  the  application.  If  In 
fact  he  did  make  that. 

6  The  identity  of  the  particular  Indl- 
v'dual   who   signed    the  affidavit   and   ap- 

^ifcaUon  for  t»?e  l^n<J.  he--^  'r'^'^fi'^ee'  iT 
conclusively  established.  The  officer  be- 
fore whom  they  were  made  does  not  recall 
he  individual:  and.  under  the  evidence 
showing  the  various  ways  in  which  the 
signature,  of  plaintiff's  father  from  time 
to  time  appeared,  there  is  no  ident ideation 
by  handwntlng,  or  in  any  way.  except 
that  he  is  described  as  being  of  Johnson 
county.  Arkansas,  and  the  statement  Is 
made  that  he  had  previously  entered  the 
same  land  which  had  been  entered  by 
n'aintlff's    ancestor. 

This  appUcation  could  not  have  been 
made  proceeded  to  a  patent  except 
through  the  fraud  or  mistake  of  some  por- 
.s  ins.  It  might  have  been  In  any  of  the 
following  ways: 

1  The  application  may  have  been 
fraudulently  made  by  plaintiffs"  ances- 
tor and  he  may  have  omitted  to  furnish 
:iry  record  of  military  service,  or  he  may 
have  furnished  a  false  record,  or  he  may 
have  been  furnished  with  and  have  used 
the  military  record  of  some  other  James 
M.  Rogers  who  was  an  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  matter  may  have  passed  to  patent 
without  the  officers  of  the  Land  Depart- 
ment discovering  the  omi.sslon  or  the 
fraud,  or  It  may  have  passed  such  officers 
with  their  connivance. 

2.  The  application  may  have  been  made 
In  good   faith   by   some   other   James   M. 
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Rogers  who  was  an  hoifWJTBly  discharged 
soldier  of  the  United  States,  and  the  mat- 
ter pertaining  to  Identity— yie  description 
of  the  original  homestead^ 
ten  in  blank  spaces  left 
—may  have  been  insert! 
roneously  through  somi 
formation  as  to  differei 
ers.  and  this  may  have  been  done  even 
after  the   papers   were  signed. 

3.  The  application  may  h»ve  been  made 
by  some  third  party  frau 
sonating  plaintiff's  ancestoi 
ly  impersonating  some  ot 
Rogers  who  was  an  honor 
Union  soldier,  and,  empl 
the  other  frauds  or  errors  previously  sug- 
gested, the  matter  may  have  passed  to 
patent  without  detectloif. 

The  evidence  on  which  to  determine  the 
Identity  of  the  person  who  made  the 
application  and  affidavit  Is  meager  and 
unsatisfactory;  but  so  far  as  it  goes,  it 
points  to  the  ancestor  of  these  plaintiffs 
and  no  one  else.  Several  plausible  the- 
ories may  be  urged  in  opposition  to  such 
a  conclusion,  but  they  are  theories  only. 
Soma  person  appeared  before  the  official 
of  the  United  States  land  office,  and  the 
papers  necessary  to  initiate  the  addi- 
tional homestead  entry  of  James  M. 
Rogers  were  then  executed.  Presumably 
it  was  a  James  M.  Rogers  who  so  ap- 
peared; presumably  it  was  the  James  M. 
Rogers  who  is  referred  to  In  those  papers. 
Since  no  other  Is  In  anjr  way  pointed  out 
by  the  papers.  It  would  oe  something  like 
creating  one  for  the  purpose  to  hold  that 
It  was  any  other  thaa.  as  above  Indi- 
cated. '"*^ 

There  is  a  strong  probability  that  the 
military  record  of  some  real  James  M. 
Rogers  who  was  an  honorably  discharged 
Union  soldier  was  fraudulently  used  with 
this  application.  By  such  fraudulent 
scheme  the  paper.i  would  be  complete— 
the  trup  military  record  of  a  real  James 
M.  Rogers  and  the  correct  reference  to 
a  prior  homestead  entry  by  a  real  James 
M.  Rogers,  with  nothing  to  show  that 
they  were  different  persons.  Both  records 
could  be  verified  In  the  departments  at 
Washington.  If  this  were  an  established 
fact  instead  of  a  theory,  the  holding 
would  undoubtedly  ha  that  the  title  was 
Intended  by  the  government  to  vest  la 
the  honoraoly  discharged  Union  soldier 
of  the  name  mentioned,  but  it  l.s  a 
theory  only.  No  Union  soldier  Is  pointed 
out.  We  have  nothing  on  the  face  of 
the  records  except  a  patent  to  one  James 
M.  Rogers  in  satisfaction  of  the  right  to 
the  soldier's  additional  homestead  claimed 
by  applicant,  and  the  antecedent  papers 
p<ilnt  to  no  one  as  the  patentee  except 
tho  ancestor  of  these  plaintiffs.  What 
military  record,  if  any,  was  furnished  we 
cannot  know;  and  If  none  was  furnished 
how  the  matter  pa.ssed  the  officers  of  the 
land  department— whether  by  their  fraud 
or  their  over.sight— we  cannot  tell.  With 
no  further  information,  i*  seems  difficult 
to  sustain  a  finding  that  any  person  other 
than  plaintiffs'  ancestor  made  the  ap- 
plication In  question;  but  the  thought  con- 
stantly recurs  that  there  is  something 
wrong,  and  that  further  information 
should  be  had.  The  two  questions  con- 
stantly .suggest  themselfqe— Did  plaintiffs' 
ancestor  really  ever  kn<M,«nythlng  about 
the  application,  or.  If  hft  Old,  may  he  not 
have  di.sposed  of  his  rights  thereunder? 
As  already  Indicated,  the  most  probable 
answer  to  the  first  question  Is  that  he 
made  the  application  personally— though 
the  evidence  Is  not  by  any  means  con- 
clusive. 

Did  he  dispose  of  his  rights  under  the 
application?  At  this  point  the  evidence 
of  the  five  witnesses.  Freed,  Sherman, 
Heaton,  Baker  and  Thonip.son,  becomes 
applicable  and  of  great  interest  and  im- 
portance. Freed  is  the  officer  before 
whom  the  James  M.  Rogers  affidavit  in 
support  of  the  soldier's  additional  home- 
stead purports  to  have  been  taken  on 
July  19,  18i5.  No  Instrument  transferring 
those  soldier's  additional  rights  has  been 
produced;  but  Freed  swears  that  he 
bought  those  Identical  rights  from  the 
man  who  made  the  application.  He  has 
no  recollection  of  that  particular  trans- 
action, but  he  was  engtiged  extensively 
in  the  purchase  of  such  rights,  and  he 
states  that  a  uniform  course  was  fol- 
lowed as  to  all;  that  a  particular  set  of 
papers  was  necessary  to  make  the  claim 
and  effect  a  transfer  of  the  right.s.  and 
that  lho.se  were  always  obtained  when 
such  a  purcha.se  was  made,  and  he  feels 
that  there  was  no  question  that  they 
were  in  this  cause.  A  complete  .set  of  such 
papers  consi.stod  of  the  application  pro- 
per, the  affldavU  In-  support  thereof,  the 
proof  of  military  service,  the  .so-called 
power  of  attorney  io.lQCiitt^^ttnd  .sell,  and 
tho  power  of  substitution.  Blank  forms 
were  used  in  all  such  cases,  and  evidenco 
tending  to  establish  the  precise  form  of 
each  which  was  used  with  the  Rogers 
application  has  been  adduced.  Freed 
states  that  his  purchase  was  made  for 
and  In  the  name  of  one  Charles  D.  Gil- 
more  of  Washington,  D.  C,  who  was  en- 
gaged In  the  business  of  purchasing  such 
rights.  It  .appears  In  evidence  that  Freed 
received  full  credit  from  Mr.  GUmore 
for  the  price  agreed  upon  for  the  Rogers 
claim— thus  supporting  the  inference  that 
Gllmore  must  have  found  the  set  of  pa- 
pers complete.  Gllmore  sold  the  rights 
and  transferred  the  papers  to  Gen.  James 
H.  Baker  of  Minnesota.  Many  other  such 
[  rights  were  purchased  by  Gen.  Baker  at 
the  same  time.  He  has  no  particular 
recollection  of  seeing  the  now  missing 
paxjers  in  connection  with  the  James  M. 
Rogers  set,  but  the  effect  of  his  testi- 
mony is  that  he  niade  an  examination 
sufficient  to  satisfy  himself  that  all  the 
various  sets  of  papers  affecting  the  rights 
then  purchased  by  him  were  complete, 
and  that  his  employe,  nn  expert  in  such 
matters,  pronounced  them  correct.  AH 
the  .sets  so  purcha.sed  by  Gen.  Baker  were 
used  by  him  at  the  United  States  land 
office  at  Duluth,  Minnesota,  on  Dec.  14, 
1S75.    and   lands   were   located   thereunder. 

The  land  here  In  dispute  was  on  that 
day  entered  by  him  under  the  Rogers 
application.  The  witness  Thompson  was 
a  clerk  in  the  Duluth  land  office  at  that 
time.  He  swears  that  for  several  reasons 
he  remembers  that  day.  well;  that  every 
set  of  soldier's  additional  papers  was  ex- 
amined and  every  entry  noted  by  him; 
that  no  soldier's  additional  application 
was  allowed  unles  the  paper  were  com- 
plete and  showed  a  perfect  right  to  make 
the  entry  in  the  person  filing  the  applica- 
tion; that  the  Rogers  set  was  so  exam- 
ined by  him,  and  that  11  must  have  been 
complete  or  the  entry  would  not  have 
been  noted  or  allowed. 

In  making  such  entries,  the  appUcation, 
affidavit  and  proof  of  military  service  are 
retained  by  the  land  department.  The 
power  of  attorney  and  power  of  substitu- 
tion are  returned  to  the  person  making 
tho  application.  Gen.  Baker  cannot  now 
find  such  powers  In  the  Rogers  case.  If 
they  ever  existed  they  should  be  In  his 
possession.  He  has  never  made  any 
conveyance  under  them  nor  filed 
them  for  record.  These  papers,  if 
they  ever  existed,  constitute  a 
complete  assignment  and  transfer  to 
Gen.  Baker  of  the  soldier's  additional 
rights.  No  other  person  had  any  fur- 
ther Interest  in  such  rights  or  in  the 
land  entered  thereunder,  but.  on  ac- 
count of  a  ruling  of  the  land  depart- 
ment, the  entry  had  to  be  made  and 
the  patent  Issued  to  the  original  sol- 
dier applicant,  and  .so  here  the  patent 
i.ssued  in  course  of  time  to  James  M. 
Rogers. 

Gen.  Baker,  who  alone  had  any  In- 
terest In  the  land,  if  the  rights  had 
been  assigned  to  him.  for  some  reason 
not  very  satisfactorily  explained,  paid 
no  further  attention  to  this  particular 
tract  after  attempting  to  make  a  sale 
thereof  about  1880.  never  paid  any 
taxes  thereon,  seems  to  have  lost  sight 
of  the  fact  that  ho  ever  had  any  In- 
terest in  it,  and  even  his  connection 
therewith  seems  to  have  been  only  rf.- 
cently  discovered  by  those  Interested 
in   this  action. 

The  necessary  powers  under  which  It 
Is  claimed  that  the  assignment  to  Gen. 
Baker  was  effected  have  not  been  pro- 
duced, btit  the  evidence  is  very  per- 
suasive that  they  must  have  existed. 
It  is  remarkable  that  at  this  late  day 
such  complete  and  satisfactory  evi- 
dence could  have  been  produced.  The 
application  originated  with  speculators 
I  In  such  rights  and  the  possibility  of 
their  falling  to  get  what  they  paid  for 
Is  very  remote.  The  passing  through 
so  many  hands  with  approval  is  very 
significant;  and  quite  as  significant  Is 
the  fact  that  Rogers  could  have  had 
no  other  possible  objeet  in  making  the 
application  than  to  sell  his  alleged 
rights  thereunder,  realize  what  he 
could  thereon  and  have  nothing  more 
to  do  with  the  matter.  Presumably  ho 
knew  well  enough  that  he  had  no  right 
to  make  such  application,  that  it  ought 
not  to  be  allowed  If  made,  and  that 
even  If  allowed  he  could  ont  hold  the 
land  thereunder  after  the  fraud  should 
be  discovered.  Hla  only  possible  move, 
therefore,  was  to  sell  and  realize  at 
once.  My  opinion,  therefore,  is  that  the 
evidence  compels  the  conclusion  that 
the  missing  powers  had  an  actual  ex- 
istence; that  under  them  the  so-called 
soldier's  additional  rights  were  as- 
signed absolutely  to  Oen.  Baker,  and 
that  he  had  the  sole  beneficial  interest 


in  the  lands  which  were  entered  there- 
under. 

It  is  strongly  urged  in  the  plaintiff's 
behalf  that  It  cannot  be  found  that 
Gen.  Baker  acquired  anything  through 
the  purchase  of  soldier's  additional 
rights  without  first  finding  the  exist- 
ence of  valid  rights  which  were  the 
subject  of  hla  purchase.  In  my 
opinion  plaintiffs  cannot  be  heard  to 
make  that  argument.  Their  claims  to 
the  land  are  found  to  be  based  on  an 
entry  thereof  in  satisfaction  of  cer- 
tain additional  homestead  rights 
claimed  by  the  person  in  whose  name 
the  entry  was  made.  Those  rights 
were  subject  to  .sale.  If  thev  were 
in  fact  sold  by  the  person  claiming 
them,  even  though  they  were  invalid, 
his  heirs  cannot  now  repudiate  the 
sale  by  claiming  that  he  had  nothing 
to   sell. 

These  facts  present  the  matter  In  an 
entirely  different  phase  from  that 
originally  accepted  and  urged  by  the 
plaintiffs.  Instead  of  helpless  Infants 
being  defrauded  of  their  patrimony, 
they  had  no  patrimony  In  the  land  here 
Involved,  and.  of  course,  could  not 
have  been  defrauded  thereof.  Their 
father  never  had  any  right  to  the  land 
In  the  first  place,  and  such  right  as  he 
wrongfully  claimed  to  have  he  sold  as 
soon  as  he  made  the  claim.  If  these 
are  In  truth  the  facta,  they  Introduce 
us  directly  to  the  right  of  the  whole 
matter. 

In  opposition  to  this  and  to  the  facts 
hereinbefore  referred  to  as  Important, 
plaintiffs  contend  that  the  evidence  of 
the  five  witnesses  last  referred  to  must 
be  excluded  from  consideration  for  the 
reason  that  the  purpose  thereof  is  to 
•show  title  in  a  third  person— Gen. 
Baker— and  that  such  cannot  be  shown 
In  this  action,  because  not  ple.aded.  It 
cannot  be  admitted  th.at  any  such  rule 
applies  in  this  case;  but,  assuming  for 
the  present  that  It  does.  the  an- 
swer is  that  this  is  not  an 
attempt  to  set  up  title  in  any 
a  third  person.  If  defendants  can  show 
that  Gen.  Baker  was  the  owner  of  the 
land  in  question  in  1903,  they  claim  that 
they  can  then  show  that  the  Clark 
company  has  since  acquired  the  title  in 
fee  through  their  tax  proceedings.  The 
Baker  feature  is  only  important  Inci- 
dental matter  through  which  de- 
fendant Clark  company  hopes  to  claim 
title  In  itself.  If  the  pleadings  had 
been  framed  prior  to  the  perfection  of 
the  tax  title,  plaintiffs'  claims  would 
at  least  be  applicable,  whether  correct 
or  not.  Under  present  conditions.  In 
my  opinion.  It  Is  not  applicable.  Fur- 
thermore, my  opinion  is  that  under  the 
pleadings  in  this  case  defendants  could 
properly  show  a  living  and  subsisting 
legal  title,  even  though  it  was  in  a 
third  party;  and,  if  the  evidence  does 
show  such  a  title,  even  though  It  was 
In  a  third  party,  plaintiffs'  objec- 
tions would  not  avail  against  It. 

Plaintiffs  further  contend  that  In  any 
event  the  evidence  can  be  of  no  avail. 
It  Is  urged  that  the  power  of  attorney 
was  revoked  by  Rogers'  death  In  1896. 
and  that  In  no  view  of  the  evidence  Is 
there  any  help  for  the  defendants  ex- 
cept by  Invoking  the  doctrine  of  rela- 
tion, and  that  such  doctrine  cannot  be 
Invoked  by  defendants  because  they  are 
not  In  privity  with  Gen.  Baker. 

That  part  of  the  instrument  In  ques- 
tion which  we  recognize  as  the  power 
characterlstlzes  the  whole.  But  there 
are  various  provisions  not  usually  or 
necessarily  attendant  upon  a  mere  pow- 
er, all  of  which  go  to  make  up  the 
character  of  the  instrument  as  a  wiiole 
and  determine  the  measure  of  Its 
meaning.  It  will  appear  later  that  this 
was  not  such  a  power  as  was  revoked 
by  the  death  of  Rogers. 

Expressed  with  some  hesitation.  In 
view  of  the  exhaustive  treatment  which 
the  subject  received  at  the  hands  of 
counsel,  my  opinion  in  reference  to  the 
doctrine  of  relation  Is  that  It  has  no 
necessary  part  In  this  case;  and.  If  no 
necessary  part,  then  no  part  at  all. 

"By  the  doctrine  of  relation  Is  meant 
that  principle  by  which  an  act  done  at 
a  certain  time  Is  considered,  by  a  fic- 
tion of  law,  to  have  been  done  at  some 
antecedent  time.  It  is  usually  applied 
where  several  proceedings  are  essential 
to  complete  a  particular  transaction— 
tlie  last  proceeding  which  consummates 
the  tran.sactlon  being  held,  for  certain 
purposes,  to  take  effect  by  relation  as 
ot  the  day  when  the  first  proceeding 
Is  had.  The  doctrine  l.s  a  fiction  of  the 
law  resorted  to  for  the  promotion  of 
justice  and  of  the  lawful  Intention  of 
the  parties,  by  giving  effect  to  acts 
or  Instruments  which,  without  It,  would 
be  Inv.alld." 

24  Am.  &  Eng.  Ency.  of  Law,  275. 

Olbson-vs.  Choteau,  13  Wall.,  hW. 

In  this  case  no  one  Is  concerned  with 
having  the  Rogers  title  under  the  pat- 
ent given  effect  prior  to  the  record  of 
the  patent  In  1880.  No  one  is  concern- 
ed about  being  prote.Hed  against  any- 
thing that  occurred  with  reference  to 
that  title  prior  to  such  record.  The 
patent  was  Issued  and  recorded  In  the 
general  land  office  In  1880.  All  per- 
sons connected  with  this  case  desire 
that  patent  given  effect  according  to  Its 
term.s.  No  one  claims  in  opposition 
thereto.  At  the  date  of  such  issue  and 
record  Gen.  Baker  was  In  possession  of 
an  Instrument  affecting  the  title  to 
such  land,  which  was  in  common  u.se 
In  such  cases— the  power  already  re- 
ferred to  It  had  a  double  office.  In  the 
first  place  it  authorized  the  entry  of 
the  land  In  the  name  of  the  donor  of 
the  power.  As  to  that  its  office  had 
been  performed.  Secondly,  the  Instru- 
ment as  an  entirety,  given  its  full 
breadth  of  meaning,  provided  that  as  to 
tlse  land  to  be  entered  and  patented  the 
donee  of  the  power  should  have  the  en- 
tire beneficial  Interest,  might  sell  It 
when  and  to  whom  and  for  what  price 
he  plea.sed,  and  that  to  him  should  be- 
long the  proceeds  of  all  such  sales. 
Under  the  circumstances  of  this  ca.se, 
with  nothing  in  the  past  to  be  protect- 
ed against,  there  was  no  occasion  for 
giving  full  effect  to  this  latter  office 
of  the  instrument  until  the  patent  It- 
self had  been  issued  and  recorded.  At 
that  time  the  lii-strument  In  question 
under  whhii  Gen.  Baker  claimed  was, 
as  to  this  second  office  and  meaning, 
I  in  full  force  and  effect.  It  was  then  a 
living,  speaking,  operative  Instrument. 
It  was  not  like  a  quit-claim  deed  or 
sheriff's  certificate— dealing  only  with 
conditions  a.-?  they  existed  at  a  given 
time  In  the  past;  it  looked  to  the  fu- 
ture and  had  a  continuing  operative 
effect.  Insofar  as  It  affected  the  title 
of  the  land  to  be  acquired,  it  had  fully 
as  much  force  and  meaning  as  if  it  had 
not  been  executed  until  that  day.  True, 
In  a  way  It  had  been  effectual  before 
that  time.  Under  It  Gen.  Baker  became 
the  equitable  owner  of  the  land;  under 
it  he  might  have  conveyed  tne  land 
before  that  time,  but,  like  any  other 
power  of  attorney,  unrevoked.  It  was 
still  effectual  and  in  full  force.  In  one 
pha.-?e  It  was  equivalent  to  an  agree- 
ment on  the  part  of  Rogers  that  what- 
ever title  should  be  acquired  would  bo 
held  for  the  u.se  and  benefit  of  Baker 
That  agreement  operated  upon  the 
equitable  title  when  Rogers  held  th.at 
only  It  operated  tipon  the  legal  title 
when  he  became  clotned  with  that. 
The  latter  may  be  said  to  have  inured 
to  Oen  Baker's  benefit:  or.  stated  oth- 
erwise. It  may  be  said  that  Gen.  Baker  s 
power  and  agreement  applied  to  the  le- 
gal title  when  It  vested  in  Rogers 
through  the  patent.  B\it.  with  all  this 
It  seeni.-<  to  me  clear  that  the  doctrine 
of   relation   ha.^   no   place. 

Applying  the  Instruments  which  Ba- 
ker had  to  the  legal  title  which  v'^flfd 
under  the  patent,  what  right.s  did  he 
then  have  In  the  land?  In  the  act  of 
congress  authorizing  a  state  govern- 
ment and  in  the  con.=;titution  of  this 
Stat.'  it  Is  provided.  "That  this  state 
shall  never  Interfere  with  the  primary 
disposal  of  the  soil  within  the  same  by 
the  ITnlted  States,  or  with  any  regula- 
tions congress  may  find  necessary  for 
securing  the  title  to  said  .soil  to  bona 
fide  purchasers  thereof."  This  provision 
Is  neither  obscure  or  troublesome.  The 
objects  to  be  attained  are  plainly  sug- 
gested by  the  language  used.  No  state 
legislation  will  be  permitted  which 
tends  to  thwart  or  Interfere  with  the 
action  of  the  federal  government  In  dis- 
posing of  the  government  lands  It 
may  dispose  thereof  when  and  to 
whom  and  for  what  purpose  or 
consideration  It  may  deem  advis- 
able; but  state  legislation  which 
acknowledges  and  acquiesces  In  the  dla- 
posltlon  made  by  the  government  may  be 
■  enacted  and  Invoked  for  the  purpo.se  of 
protecting  and  enforcing  rights  growing 
out  of  private  contract  respecting  such 
lands,  though  the  contract  may  have 
been  made  before  patent  I.ssued.  This  Is 
everywhere  recognized.  Mortgages,  con- 
veyances, powers  of  attorney  and  assign- 
ments of  Interest,  executed  before  patent, 
are  constantly  being  given,  whatever  ef- 
fect such  instruments  have  under  the 
laws  of   the  etate   where   the   lands   are 
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situated.     Being   executed    before    patent 
constitutes  no   infirmity. 

These  instruments  are  all  considered 
and  construed  In  subordination  to  the 
patent.  With  the  ls.sue  of  the  patent 
and  the  transfer  of  title  thereby  no  state 
may  interfere.  The  laws  of  he  United 
States  are  supreme.  But,  after  such  is- 
sue, the  rights  of  all  claimants  to  the 
land  under  the  patent— whether  claiming 
through  contracts  entered  into  prior  to 
Its  issue  or  otherwise— are  all  determined 
by  appl.vlng  thereto  the  laws  of  the 
state  where  the  land  is  situated.  This 
is  true  also  of  rights  claimed  under  exe- 
cution 8ale#  and  through  tax  proceedin.tjs. 

Plaintiffs  themselves  Invoke  this  rule, 
but  claim  that  the  law  of  this  state 
which  Is  here  applicable  Is  that  which 
provides  tliat  when  a  grant  for  a  valu- 
able consideration  is  made  to  one  person 
and  the  consideration  therefor  Is  pall 
by  aJiother  no  use  or  trust  shall  result 
In  favor  of  the  person  by  whom  such 
payment  is  made. 

Having  in  mind  the  reason  of  this  rule, 
it  cannot  be  held  to  apply  to  one  furnish- 
ing the  consideration  who  Is  compelled 
by  law,  whether  he  will  or  no,  to  submit 
to  having  the  title  in  the  first  Instance 
vest  In  another.  Furthermore,  so  far  as 
was  possible  under  the  federal  law,  and 
so  far  as  was  necessary,  the  respective 
rights  of  the  parties  to  the  transaction 
here  In  question  were  defined  and  pro- 
tected by  the  instruments  which  passed 
to  Gen.  Baker.  Such  rights  are  to  be 
determined  by  a  construction  of  those 
Instruments— not  by  ignoring  them.  In 
my  opinion  the  rule  Invoked  by  plain- 
tiffs does  not  apply. 

What  rules  then  do  apply,  and  what  is 
the  proper  construction  of  those  instru- 
ments What  was  the  status  of  the  title 
the  day  after  patent  issued? 

In  my  opinion  Sections  7,  10,  11,  and  IS 
of  Chapter  44,  Oen.  Stats,  of  1878  without 
doubt  applied,  and,  under  the  operation 
thereof,  the  legal  title,  upon  Issue  of  the 
patent,  passed  to  Gen.  Baker.  Tho  the- 
ory of  the  law  now  widely  recognized  is 
tliat  where  the  entire  beneficial  interest. 
Is,  there  should  be  the  legal  title;  that  it 
is  Idle  to  be  concerned  with  a  naked 
legal  title  when  the  owners  of  the  bene- 
ficial Interest  are  known.  These  sections 
of  the  statute  give  effect  to  that  theory. 
It  is  possible  that  Sec.  3  of  Chap.  43  Gen. 
Stats.  1878  would  alone  effect  the  same 
result.  .    .,  .. 

The  question,  then,  of  whether  the 
power  In  question  was  revoked  by  the 
death  of  Rogers  has  of  necessity  yl<?'a^ 
to  the  larger  question  involving  the  title 
In  fee  of  the  property.  It  may  be  noted, 
however,  that  under  our  statute  such  a 
power  Is  Irrevocable.  Gen  Stata.  18. i. 
Chap.   44,   Sec.   36.  ,,.,-_ 

If  these  views  are  correct,  plalntiirs 
suffered  nothing  by  reason  of  the  pro- 
bate sale  in  1903.  The  interests  then  at- 
tempted to  be  sold  belonged  to  Gen 
Baker  and  not  to  these  plaintiffs.  Tho 
defendant  Clark  Iron  company  has  since 
perfected  its  tax  title  and  Is  the  owner 
In  fee  of  the  property  thereunder.  Gen. 
Baker  of  course,  has  the  right  to  con- 
test this  view,  but  as  against  these  Plain- 
tiffs defendants  are  entitled  to  have  the 
question  determined  In  this  action.  Our 
statutes  made  Gen.  Baker's  title  a  legal 
title.  No  question  of  the  surrender  of 
his   rights    need    therefore   be    considered. 

No  doubt  the  same  result  could  be 
reached  by  pursuing  various  of  the  other 
lines  of  thought  so  thoroughly  presented 
at  the  trial;  but  the  outline  here  set 
forth  has  been  deemed  the  most  d  rect 
and  .satisfactory.  Counsel  for  the  plain- 
tiffs presented  their  case  with  the  utmost 
of  sincerity  and  zeal.  They  could  not 
have  foreseen  the  testimony  of  the  five 
witnesses  bearing  upon  the  original 
transfer  of  the  soldier's  additional  right, 
and  win  be  disappointed  at  the  Import- 
ance accorded  to  It  by  the  court,  but  In 
my  opinion  that  evidence  points  unerr- 
mclv  to  the  conclusion  that  plaintiffs 
have  no  right,  either  legal  or  equitable, 
to  the  land  in  question,  and  such  evi- 
dence must   be  given  effect.

New  York,  Jan.  9.— Opening  prices  of 
st.'.cks  today  showed  fractional  recoveries 
from  yesterday's  depression,  which  ran 
to  nearly  a  point  in  Reading,  %  in  Union 
Pacific  and  %  in  Sugar.

supporting  orders  and  the  common  re- 
covered %,  its  loss.  Northern  Pacific  with 
the  rights  deducted  sold  as  low  as  160^ 
and  the  rights  22%/  The  stock  closed 
yesterday  at  185^4.  Nashville,  Chattanoo- 
ga &   St.   Louis  fell  3  points. 

Pressure  continues  on  the  Hill  stocks.

Iron  Workers  Refuse  to 

Work  With  Traction 

Employes. 

Troubles  are  multiplying  at  the 
Lake  avenue  viaduct.  The  matter  of 
who  should  relay  the  rails  of  the 
street  car  company  on  the  bridge  be- 
ing at  last  satisfactorily  settled,  and 
the  street  car  company  having  agreed 
to  relay  Its  own  track  on  the  struc- 
ture, a  conflict  between  the  union 
forces  of  the  railroad  engaged  on  the 
Iron  work  of  the  bridge,  and  the  non- 
union forces  of  the  Duluth-Superior 
Traction  company  now  looms  up  to 
delay  the  work  still  farther. 

Yesterday  the  street  car  men  started 
to  ■work,  and  at  once  the  railroad 
union  forces  quit.  A  hurried  confer- 
ence resulted  In  the  street  car  com- 
pany withdrawing  its  forces.  This 
morning  another  attempt  was  made  to 
resume  operations  on  the  track,  but 
the  union  men  were  obdurate  and  ab- 
solutely refused  to  work  on  the  same 
structure  with  the  non-union  track- 
layers.

FIRST  BILLS 
OFJESSION 

Thirteen  Introduced  in 

Senate,  Some  of  Great 

Importance. 

Tax  Commission  of  Three 

Members  Proposed 

by  Vinson. 

(From  a  Staff  CorresiK>ndcnt.) 

SL  Paul,  Jan.  9.— (.Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  first  bills  of  the  session 
came  into  the  senate  this  morning, 
thirteen  In  number,  and  the  list  in- 
cludes some  of  great  importance.  Sen- 
ator Wll.son  of  Minneapolis  offered  .x 
bill  providing  for  a  tax  commission  of 
three  members,  to  receive  $3,000  a  year, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
state  auditor  and  attorney  general.  The 
commission  la  to  prepare  a  tax  code 
based  on  tlie  recently  adopted  tax 
amendment,  to  bo  reported  to  the  gov- 
ernor by  .Sept.  1,  19t>S.  and  to  be  re- 
ferred by  him  to  the  legislature  of  1909 
for  its  consideration. 

Senator  .Sullivan  of  .Stillwater  ofTerod 
a  bill  authorizing  the  state  board  of 
control,  if  it  deems  it  feasible,  to  es- 
tablish a  factory  for  the  making  of 
agricultural  implements  in  the  state 
prison  at  Stillwater,,  the  expense  to 
come  out  of  the-  net  earnings  of  the  pris- 
on. Senator  .Sullivan  also  introduced  a 
bill  providing  for  a  state  legislative  ref- 
erence and  information  bureau,  mod- 
elled on  the  Wisconsin  plan,  at  tlie 
state  library,  under  the  state  library 
commi.ssion  to  furnish  Information  on 
legLslative  matters  and  to  draft  bills. 

There  were  several  important  rail- 
road measures.  Senator  Peterson  of 
Moorhead  offered  a  bill  prohibiting 
pa.sses  and  compelling  the  railroads  to 
give  2-cent  passenger  rates.  Senator 
Moonan  of  Waseca  offered  an  anti-pass 
bill  and  a  bill  providing  2-cent  passen- 
ger fare  and  interchangeable  mileage 
books.  .Senator  Cashman  of  Owatonna 
offered  a  distance  tariff  bill,  providing 
that  railroads  shall  not  accept  more 
for  a  short  haul  than  for  a  long  haul. 

Senator  Calhoun  of  Minneapolis  of- 
fered a  bill  providing  for  the  election 
of  delegates  to  conventions,  state,  con- 
gressional and  local,  at  a  primary  elec- 
tion, iJi  lieu  of  the  present  system. 
Senator  Calhoun  also  introduced  bills 
providing  for  the  representation  of 
Minnesota  at  the  Jamestown  and  .Se- 
attle exposition."?,  appropriating  $100,- 
000  for  the  latter  and  $50,000  for  the 
former. 

The  railroad  and  warehouse  commis- 
sion reported  to  the  legislature  on  the 
work  it  has  done  toward  lower  freight 
rates,  and  It  recommended  a  number 
of  bills,  including  one  to  prevent  rail- 
roads evading  their  legal  obligation  to 
ask  the  commission  permission  to  is- 
sue new  stock  for  new  lines  by  capital- 
izing the  new  lines  as  subsidiary  com- 
panies. 

*  •  • 
Crovernor  John.son  was  given  a 
.splendid  reception  by  the  legislature 
when  it  gathered  in  Joint  session., 
this  morning,  to  receive  his  annual 
message.  He  was  greeted  warmly 
upon  his  appearance  in  the  cham- 
ber, when  he  rose  to  read  the  mes- 
sage and  during  its  reading.  The 
joint  session  convened  at  10:55,  with 
Lieutenant  Governor  Ebcrliart  and 
Speaker  Johnson  on  the  speaker's 
rostrum,  and  with  Speaker  Johnson 
presiding.  The  governor  was  es- 
corted to  the  chamber  by  a  com- 
mittee, composed  of  Senators  Schal- 
ler,  Putnam  and  Sunbe.rg,  and  Rep- 
resentatives Dorsey,  Hicks  and  Jef- 
ferson. In  accordance  with  custom, 
the  living  ex-govcrnors  attended  the 
session,  and  John  Llnd,  S.  K.  A'art 
Sant  and  L.  F.  Hubbard  occupied 
prominent  places.  Mauy  state  offi- 
cers, prominent  citizens  and  former 
members  of  the  legislature  were 
present,  as'  well  as  many  women. 
Including  Mrs.  John  A.  Johnson. 
Governor  Johnson  was  sworn  in  by 
Chief  Justice  Start.  At  the  close  of 
the  message,  John  Llnd,  Jr.,  a  son 
of  the  former  governor,  presented 
Governor  Johnson  with  a  handsome 
bouquet  of  American  beauty  rose.s. 
Though  the  message  is  long,  it  was 
read  nearly  in  full,  and  the  law- 
makers listened  with  close  attention 
throughout.  Following  the  joint  ses- 
sion, tho  two  bodies  adjourned  to  to- 
morrow.

URGES  REVISION

Governor  Toole  Makes 
Many   Recommenda- 
tions in  Message. 

Helena,  Mont.,  Jan.  8.— Governor 
Toole,  in  his  biennial  mes.sage  to 
the  legislature,  urges  a  complete 
revision  of  the  existing  laws,  as  well 
as  a  m.^at  and  milk  inspection  mea- 
sure. He  recommends  the  repeal  of 
tho  present  primary  law  and  the  en- 
actment of  a  new  one.  He  recom- 
mends that  Interest  on  t)ubllc  funds 
go  to  state,  county  and  city,  respec- 
tively. He  favors  limiting  the  hours 
of  railway  employes  and  state  In- 
spection of  locomotive  boilers.  He 
urges  the  enactment  of  a  railroad 
and  warehouse  commission  law,  pat- 
terned after  the  national  law,  and 
suggests  that  the  commissioners  be 
named  from  the  three  leading  po- 
litical parties.  He  recommends  that 
telegrapii,  telephones  and  interur- 
ban  electric  companies  be  made  sub- 
ject to  its  operation.  He  notes  the 
wonderful  progress  In  the  mining 
industry,  and  recommends  new  ven- 
tilation and  sanitary  latTs  for  mines.

Governor  Sarles  Appoints 

Poole  to  Succeed  AdjL 

Gen.  Creel. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Bismarck— Governor  Sarles  threw  a 
bomb  into  the  Burke  camp  Monday 
evening  by  the  appointment  of  T,  H. 
Poole,  now  deputy  bank  examiner  and 
a  captain  in  the  militia,  to  be  adjutant 
general,  vice  Creel  -  resigned  Monday 
afternoon. 

It  hiijs  been  claimed  by  the  militia 
that  Creel  wiis  appointed  unlawfully 
eigitteen  moat  lis  itgU  -and  have  tried 
to  oust  him  througli  the  courts,  but 
could  not  begin  suit  saVe  In  the  name 
of  the  state,  whiclv  the  attorney  gen- 
eral refused  to  grant. 

Poole  is  a  line  officer  and  comes  with- 
in the  provision  of  the  law. 

A  number  of  militiamen  are  here  and 
the  action  of  tlie  governor  nas  greatly 
incensed  tlu^m  as  Poole  is  not  favored 
by   tlie  militiamen. 

Tills  action  in  the  closing  hour  of  the 
present  administration  is  Intended  to 
take  the  matter  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
new  govertior  who  was  pledged  to  re- 
move Creel,  and  is  therefore  causing 
much  comment. 


Grand  Forks— Wells  county  Is  experi- 
encing an  epidemic  of  smallpox.  The 
disease  Is  more  prevalent  In  the  south- 
ern portion  of  that  county,  there  be- 
ing several  hundred  cases.

It  has  just  been  learned  that  Oslo, 
Minn.,  and  other  towns  west  of  that 
place  on  the  Soo  road  have  been  com- 
pletely shut  out  from  the  outside  world 
for  from  two  to  four  weeks  past.  Since 
before  Christmas  there  has  not  been  a 
train  In  or  out  of  Oslo,  whllo  points 
west  of  that  town  and  in  the  northern 
part  of  Walsh  county  have  not  seen  a 
train  move  since  Dec.  11.  According  to 
reports  received  here  the  conditions  in 
these  isolated  towns  are  becoming 
strained  and  it  is  feared  that  unless 
they  are  given  relief  soon  there  will 
be  great  suffering.

AFRICAN   NATIVE   DANCE. 

The  high  cHifs  of  the  valley  showed 
clearly  in  the  bright  moonlight,  when 
the  strains  of  a  native  band  were  heard 
coming  from  an  adjacent  village. 
Through  the  long  guinea  cornstalks 
men  and  women  come  out  like  so 
manv  shadows  from  the  various  clus- 
ters of  huts,  writes  Hans  Vischer.  de- 
scribing a  dance  he  saw  in  Northern 
Nigeria,  in  the  Geographic  Journal. 
The  sound  of  the  fiddles  and  the  rat- 
tling of  a  calabash  filled  with  pebbles 
came  ever  nearer,  till  the  band  with 
many  followers  emerged  from  the 
dark  fields  to  the  open  space,  where  a 
broad,  sandy  river  bed  formed  a  nat- 
ural playground. 

A  merry  crowd  had  now  gathered, 
chattering  and  laughing  and  tl\or- 
oughly  enjoying  Itself  after  the  way 
of  the  African.  The  musicians,  three 
stout  men  and  a  woman,  played  in 
that  typical  way  common  to  all  primi- 
tive people,  one  fiddle  leading  with  a 
slightly  varying  wailing  tune,  when 
the  second  fiddle  took  up  the  air,  re- 
peating It  in  lower  notes,  and  the  wo- 
man accompanied  with  a  rythmic 
.swinging  of  her  calabash.  It  is  a 
weird,  melancholy  noise,  naturally  In 
a  minor  key.  but  full  of  ever  growing 
excitement. 

All  the  young  people  had  now 
formed  Into  two  rtngs.  the  men  inside, 
and  around  them  an  equal  number  of

Horrible  Results  of  Giving

Pittsburg.  Jan.  l^.— As  ia  result  of 
last  night's  explosion  of  molten 
metal  at  the  Eliza  furnaces  of  the 
Jones  &  Laughllns  company.  Limited, 
the  charred  trunks  of  seven  men  are 
at  the  morgue  and  twelve  badly 
burr.ed  and  crippled  foreigners  are 
in  the  hospitals,  while  anxious  work- 
ers, with  crowbars,  picks  and  shovels 
art  digging  through  a  mass  of  steel 
and  cinders  for  thf  bodies  of  several 
more,  who  are  still  missing.  Of  the 
injured    three    will    probably    die. 

The  scenes  at  the  morgue  today 
were  pathetic  as  the  building  was 
besl^sed  by  a  constant  stream  of 
relatives  of  the  unfortunates  who  lost 
their  lives  in  the  accident.  The 
bodies  of  the  victims  were  badly 
burned  and  are  almost  unrecgnlz- 
able,  but  despite  this,  five  of  the 
seven    taker,   out   have  been   identied, 

The  company  officials  absolutely  re- 
fused to  allow  any  one  to  enter  the 
plant   today.

NO  EXPERIENCE  IN 
WORLDLY  AFFAIRS 

College  Men  Not  Fitted 

for  Consuls  Without 

Apprenticeship. 

Washington.  Jan.  10.— One  result  of 
the  adoption  of  the  new  rules  for  the 
appointment  of  counsuls  after  a  tech- 
nical examination  has  been  to  bring 
forward  a  number  of  applications  from 
young  college  men  and  discourage  men 
of  practical  business  experience  from 
attempting  to  enter  the  consular  ser- 
vice. While  the  material  thus  of- 
fered is  pronounced  to  be  excellent  of 
its  kind,  it  Is  found  that  a  lack  of 
experience  in  worldly  affairs  on  the 
part  of  young  applicants  tends  ma- 
terially to  reduce  their  usefulness  In 
the  beginning.  Therefore,  the  state  de- 
partment has  proposed  to  congre.ss  to 
Increase  the  present  number  thirteen  to 
thirty  consular  clerks.  These  of- 
fices will  be  given  to  some  of  the 
younger  men  and  they  will  be  assigned 
to  duty  as  assistants  to  consuls  and 
consuls  generals  at  the  more  ijnport- 
ant  commercial  towns  in  order  that 
they  may  acquire  the  necessary  ex- 
perience, and  only  after  several  years 
apprenticeship  of  this  kind  will  they 
be  themselves  '  entrusted  with  con- 
sulates.

The  Investigation  made  by  account* 
ants  employed  by  the  state,  the  gover- 
nor says,  has  demonstrated  that  earn* 
ings  amounting  to  large  sums  hav^ 
been  wrongf  lly  omitted  from  the 
semi-annual  statements,  and  practice* 
have  for  years  been  In  vogue  whereby 
in  the  apportionment  of  revenues  be- 
tween the  various  divisions  of  the  sys- 
tem now  operated  by  the  company, 
the  charter  line  earnings  have  been 
systematically  and  persistently  mini- 
mized. Large  quantities  of  coal,  lum- 
ber and  other  materials  are  hauled 
free  over  the  charter  lines  for  the 
benefit  of  the  other  branch  lines.  Thla 
practice  is  characterized  as  "a  mere 
device  to  minimize  the  gross  tarninga 
of  the  charter  line."  Rebates  and 
drawbacks  have  been  allowed  to  ship- 
pers against  the  income  and  receipts 
of  the  chartr  line,  thereby  rp-ln-'lne: 
the  amount  of  income  and  receipts.

When  McArthur's  Term 

Expires  OfHce  Will 

be  Vacant. 

■Washington,  Jan.  10.— Representa- 
tive Dalzell  of  Pennsylvania,  from 
the  committee  on  rules,  when  the 
house  met  today,  presented  a  rule 
permitting  the  house,  aa  In  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  to  vote  on  the 
question  whether  the  grade  of  lieu- 
tenant geneiral  should  cease,  and  de- 
termine when  the  present  lieutenant 
general  retires.  Mr.  Dalzell  said.  In 
explanation  of  the  rule,  that  It  would 
give  the  house  an  opportunity  to 
express  Itself  on  what  Is  considered 
uew  legislation,  and  which  went  out 
on  a  point  of  order  yesterday.  He 
said  he  believed  that  the  grade  of 
lieutenant  general  sliould  have  ceased 
with  Sheridan,  but  that  congress 
thought  otherwise.  Mr.  Dalzell  1ti- 
slsted  that  the  measure  to  abolish 
the  grade  was  not  aimed  at  any  otfl- 
cer,  but  was  an  'act  of  simple  Justice 
to    those    who    now    hold    that    rank. 

The  rule  was  adopted  without  de- 
bate, and  the  house  then  went  Into 
committee  of  the  whole  for  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  army  ap- 
propriation   bill. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Iowa,  chairman  of  the 
military  affairs  committee,  Immediate- 
ly moved  to  insert  into  the  bill  the 
fallowing: 

Provided,  that  When  the  office  of 
lieutenant  general  shall  become  vacant 
it  shall  not  thereaftef  be  filled,  but 
said  office  shall  cease  and  terminate. 
Provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this 
provision  shall  affect  the  retired  list. 

Without  debate  the  provision  was 
adopted  unanimously. 

TO  RETIRE  SIGSBEE. 
Washington,  Jan.  10. — I  was  aii- 
nounced  at  the  navy  department  today 
that  Rear  Admiral  Charles  D.  Slgsbee. 
who  was  in  command  of  the  battleship 
Maine  when  that  vessel  was  blown  up 
and  destroyed  with  great  loss  of  life 
m  the  harbor  of  Havana,  Feb.  15,  1898. 
will  be  placed  on  the  retired  list  of  the 
navy  on  the  16th  inst.  on  account  of 
age.

THREE  OFFICIALS 
WERE  OUSTED 

During  Governor  Hanly's 

Term  and  Much  Money 

Recovered. 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  10.— In  hla  message 
to  the  legislature  today.  Governor  J. 
Frank  Hanly  referred  to  the  fact  that 
during  the  two  years  of  hts  administra- 
tion three  state  officers  have  been  ousted 
from  office  for  misappropriation  of  funds; 
that  $1>>9,460  has  been  recovered  from  them 
and  turned  Into  the  treasury,  and  that 
suits  for  $12ti,5!H  have  been  instituted 
against  former  state  officers  for  alleged 
misappropriation  of  money  belonging  to 
the   state. 

He  considered  remedial  insurance  legis- 
lation the  most  importa»t  subject  to  come 
before  the  legislature.  Ho  recommended 
a  2-cent  rate  law,  private  bank  super- 
vl.-iion,  a  primary  election  law,  a  law  pro- 
viding for  a  depo.sitory  of  public  funds 
and  laws  more  definitely  fixing  the  re- 
sponsibility of  public  officials.  The  en- 
largement of  the  authority  and  power  of 
the  state  railroad  commission  was  recom- 
mended. An  Inheritance  tax  law  was 
urged,  the  message  suggesting  that  an 
Income  of  $200,0)0  anntially  would  be  de- 
rived. The  election  of  United  States  sen- 
ators by  popular  vpte  was  also  advocated. 

Upon  remedial  insurance  legislation  the 
governor  urged  that  no  Insurance  com- 
pany officer  aliouid  receive  a  salary  in 
excess  of  $10,000,  i^nd  Hhat  special  con- 
tracts should  be  prohibited  as  well  aa  ex- 
cessive commi.ssjotis  and  rebates.  One 
meaiis  he  sugge^tpd  to  avoid  excessive 
commissions  should  be,«by  prohibiting  the 
level  premium  cjiacga  for  preliminary 
term  Insurance.       >  •     ■'

MANY  BILLS  INTRODUCED 
IN   LEGISLATURE    AIMED 
AT  CORPORATION  ABUSES

majority  of  four-fifths.  Several  use- 
less committees  were  abolished  and 
several  new  ones  ailded,  including 
one  on  contimerce  and  retail  trade, 
one  on  expenses,  telegraph  and  pri- 
vate car  companies,  and  one  on  the 
state  fair  grounds.  The  coal  combine 
resolution  was  offered  in  the  house 
by  L.  C,  Spooner  of  Morris?,  and  in 
the  senate  by  F.  H.  Peterson  of 
Moorhcad.  The  farm  machinery  trust 
resolution  was  offered  In  the  house 
by  Ellas  Rachie  of  Madison,  and  in 
the  senate  by  A.  L.  Hanson  of  Nor- 
man  county. 

•      •     • 

Representative  J.  A.  Gates  of 
Kenyon  offered  a  resolution  asking 
the  governor  for  a  special  message 
on  the  county  option  law,  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  he  did  not 
mention  it  in  his  regular  message. 
This  appears  to  be  a  partisan  attempt 
to  make  the  governor  declare  him- 
self on  this  subject.  It  went  over 
until  next  week. 

The  first  bills  of  the  session  came 
Into  the  house  this  morning.  There 
were  three  two-cent  fare  bills,  by 
Zelch  of  Washington  county,  Thayer 
of  Fillmore  county,  and  A.  G.  John- 
son of  Ramsey  county. 

W.  C.  Blcknell  of  Morris  Intro- 
duced a  bill  providing  for  a  tax  on 
the  net  incomes  of  per.son.s  and  cor- 
porations in  excess  of  $5,000  a  year. 
The  tax  is  to  be  1  per  cent  on  $5,'D00 
to  $10,000;  when  the  income  is  over 
110.000  and  less  than  $15,000,  It  la 
to  be  1  per  cent  on  the  second  five 
thousand,  and  2  per  cent  on  the 
third  five  thousand;  over  $15,000  It  is 
to  be  1  per  cent  on  the  second  five 
thousand,  2  per  cent  on  the  third, 
and  3  per  cent  on  all  over  that. 
The  tax  Is  to  be  assessed  the  same 
as   personal   property   taxes. 

W.  A.  Nolan  of  Grand  Meadow  In- 
troduced his  reciprocal  demurrage 
bill     of     two     years    ago,     a     measure 


on     which     there     will     be     a     hard 
fight. 

•      •      • 

The  s^ate  received  nineteen  bills, 
nearly  all  of  this  general  nature. 
Senator  McGowan  of  Hennepin  county 
and  Senator  Wright  of  Meeker  county 
Introduced  bills  fo  regulate  lobbying, 
based  on  the  Wiscon.sin  law.  Lobby- 
ists must  be  registered  with  the 
secretary  of  the  senate,  and  must 
confine  their  lobbying  to  appearing 
before  committees  and  presenting 
briefs.  They  must  not  attempt  to 
Influence  members  personally.  Pen- 
alties are  provided  both  "for  the 
agents  and  their  employes  If  they 
violate  these  provision.s.  Senator 
Canfleld  of  Luverne  offered  a  bill 
taxing  corporations  on  their  licenses 
to  do  business  in  the  state  as  fol- 
low?: $10  for  $50,000  capital;  $20 
for  $50,000  to  $100,000:  $25  on  $100,- 
000  to  $200,000  and  $5  for  each  ad- 
ditional  $100,000. 

Senator  Wright  of  Meeker  county  In- 
troduced a  2-cent  fare  bill,  a  bill  mak- 
ing orders  of  the  railroad  and  ware- 
house commission  on  rates  effective  at 
once,  notwithstanding  any  appeal  to 
the  courts;  a  bill  taxing  express  com- 
panies 7  per  cent  on  their  gross  earn- 
ings, and  a  bill  extending  the  primary 
election  law  to  state  officers.  Senator 
S.  A.  Nelson  of  Fillmore  county  also 
offered  a  bill  extending  the  primaries 
to  state  officers,  and  one  fixing  a  4 
per  cent  gross  earnings  tax  on  sleeping 
car  companies,  to  be  levied  on  the 
earnings  for  the  Minnesota  part  of  an 
interstate  trip  as  well  as  upon  purely 
Interstate  business,  as  it  is  now.  Sen- 
ator Wilson  of  Minneapolis,  who  yes- 
terday offered  a  bill  providing  for  a 
special  tax  commission  to  take  up  the 
preparation  of  a  tax  code,  today  offered 
a  permanent  tax  commis.sion  bill,  pro- 
viding for  three  members  at  $4,000  a 
year  and  a  secretary  at  $2,400. 

Senator  Fosseen  of  Hennepin  county 
offered  a  bill  raising  the  personal  prop- 
erty tax  exemption  from  $100  to  $200. 
Senator  Works  of  Mankato  offered  a 
bill  making  the  Lorrens  .system  of  title 
registration  applicable  to  all  counties 
Instead  of  only  the  three  largest  coun- 
ties. Senator  E.  E.  Smith  of  Minne- 
apolis was  elected  president  pro-tem 
for  the  session.  Both  houses  adjourned 
to  Monday  evening  at  8.

COMPROMISE 
IS  PROBABLE 


Between  Virginia  Councli 
and  tile  Mesaba  Trac- 
tion Company. 

Virginia,  Minn.,  Jan.  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— There  Is  now  a  prospect 
that  the  city  council  afid  the  Mesaba 
Traction  company  will  soon  either  agree 
or  agree  to  disagree.  But  a  compromise 
is  probable. 

The  right  to  regulate  fares  on  the  pro- 
posed street  railway  connecting  the 
range  towns  will  probably  be  given  over 
by  the  council  with  the  exception  that 
the  franchise  will  require  that  the  fare 
between  any  two  points  inside  the  city 
limits  shall   not  be   greater  than  5  cents. 

F.  B.  Myers  of  Biwabik.  president  of 
the  M'saba  Traction  company,  was  pres- 
ent and  read  a  draft  of  a  franchise  ordl-  1 
nance  which  he  said  his  company  would  1 
accept  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  councli.  | 
This  made  the  following  Important  1 
changes  from  the  franchise  prepared  by  { 
City   Attorney    Shea:  | 

The  time  for  completing  the  work  and 
beginning  operation  between  Mount  Iron, 
Virginia  and  Evelcth  is  extended  from 
two  to  three  years. 

The  question  of  fares  between  the  dif- 
ferent towns  is  left  entirely  witli  the 
company  and  the  city  will  have  no 
right  to  reduce  fares  within  the  city 
limits  In  future. 

The  requirement  that  a  |25,000-bond  be 
furnished  to  save  the  city  harmless  from 
all  dangers  caused  by  the  company  is 
left   out. 

Although  the  franchise  submitted  by 
the  company  was  supposed  to  be  final, 
Mr.  Myers  said  it  had  been  drawn  up 
hurriedly  and  some  things  had  been 
omitted  which  he  was  willing  to  grant 
If  approved  by  the  attorney  of  his 
company.  For  Instance,  he  said  that  a 
provision  regulating  the  moving  of 
buildings  across  the  tracks  and  the 
charge  for  cutting  wires  should  be  In- 
cluded. 

Regarding  the  extension  of  time  for 
completion  of  the  work  Mr.  Myers  said 
that  if  his  company  put  up  a  cash  for- 
feit of  $10,000  it  wanted  to  make  sure 
that  it  would  not  lose  the  money,  al- 
though he  expected  the  line  would  be 
In  operation  much  sooner  than  three 
years. 

As  to  the  matter  of  fares  between  the 
towns  President  Myers  said  the  city 
had  no  right  to  regulate  fares  outside 
the  city  limits  and  that  the  company 
would  accept  no  franchise  if  the  right 
to  regulate  fares  is  reserved  by  the 
different   munlclpalitleB. 

In  regard  to  the  $25,000  bond,  he  said 
his  attorney  had  told  him  that  It  was 
an  unnecessary  hardship  to  Impose  be. 
cause  the  city  in  giidnting  a  franchise 
held  a  first  lien  upon  the  company's 
property  in  order  to  protect  Itself  from 
damages.

greater  reliance  ^hould  be  placed  upon 
corporate,  incort^  and  inheritance 
taxes.  The  mortgage  exemption  law 
has  entirely  failed  to  meet  the  expecta- 
tion of  its  advocalea  and  the  results  of 
Its  enaction  have  proved  every  agru- 
ment  advanced  in  favor  of  the  exemp- 
tion of  credits.  Its  only  result  has  been 
to  exempt  the  owner  of  the  credit  with- 
out any  corresponding  advantage  1o 
the  borrower.  It  has  increased  the  tax 
rate  upon  all  other  property  except  that 
of  the  mortgagee  and  has  demoralized 
our  local  assessments  and  created  a 
feeling  of  discontent  and  injustice 
from  all  classes  whose  personal  prop- 
erty is  reached  for  taxation.  The  In- 
terest rate  has  been  somewhat  higher 
during  the  three  years  shice  the  pass- 
age of  the  law  than  during  the  three 
years  preceding.  There  is  certainly  no 
reason  or  logric  In  exempting  mortgages 
drawing  a  high  rate  of  interest  and 
taxing  money  which,  when  Idle,  secures 
the  owner  no  Income. 

I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  legislature 
the  importance  of  a  constitutional 
amendment  providing  for  an  income 
tax.  Such  a  tax  is  unsurpassed  as  a 
leveller  of  the  public  burden. 

The  inheritance  tax  law  passed  In 
1903  has  already  proved  to  be  a  most 
fruitful  source  of  state  revenue.  The 
experience  of  the  last  two  years  with 
this  law  has  emphasized  the  fact  that 
some  effective  state  supervision  Is  es- 
sential to  a  proper  collection  of  the 
tax. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  state 
railway  commission  during  the  one 
and  one-half  years  since  its  creation 
more  than  justifies  the  long  struggle 
for  its  establishment.  The  law, 
however,  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
extend  to  the  commission  jurisdiction 
over  all  transportation  conapanies  of 
the  Stat?,  regardless  of  the  location 
of  their  lines  with  respect  to  mu- 
nicipal limits  or  the  character  of 
their    service. 

It  has  long  been  the  settled  policy 
of  this  state  that  capitalization  of 
corporations  should  be  measured  by 
actual  investment.  The  necessity  for 
the  large  increase  of  capitalization 
by    the    Chicago    &    Northwestern    and 


Insurance  policies  are  entitled  to  the 
same  careful  legislation  and  state 
supervision  as  have  been  adopted  in 
regard  to  banks.  With  the  immense 
sums  taken  from  the  policyholders, 
the  treasuries  of  the  Insurance  cor- 
porations have  presented  such  temp- 
tations for  questionable  transactions 
as  have  been  beyond  the  power  of 
present  day  officials  to  resLst.  Pro- 
tect the  right  and  property  of  the 
people,  erect  such  legal  safeguards 
that  Insurance  shall  be  such  In  fact, 
that  trust  funds  shall  be  honestly 
applied,  that  there  shall  be  a  limit  to 
the  expenditure  of  the  Insurance 
money,  and  that  just  punishment  be 
meted  out  to  all  violators  of  the  law. 
Legislation  failing  in  these  respects 
falls    short    of    the    public   will. 

There  is  one  inconsistency  in  the 
banking  law  which  should  be  rem- 
edied. It  is  in  the  interests  of  the 
state  to  encourage  the  largest  de- 
gree of  industry  and  thrift  on  the 
part  of  all  people  by  protecting  sav- 
ings banks.  Legislation  is  urgently 
recommended,  either  preventing  the 
establishment  of  branch  banks,  or 
requiring  an  increase  In  capitaliza- 
tion by  the  parent  bank  for  each 
branch    institution    opened    by    it. 

In  general  the  primary  law  has 
been  a  success,  and  gives  every  indi- 
cation of  accomplishing  the  results 
promised  for  It.

TO  STOP  LAND  FRAUDS. 

Officials  to   Watch  for   Unlawful   In. 
closure  of  Public  Land. 

Various  commissioners  of  landoflficcs 
throughout  the  country  have  received 
Instructions  from  the  department  of 
the  interior  at  Washington  to  secure 
all  information  possible  relative  to  the 
unlawful  enclosure  of  public  lands.  Up- 
on receiving  any  charge  or  complaint 
the  special  agent  Is  required  to  secure 
evidence  and  a  description  of  the  land 
and  to  submit  all  such  data  to  the 
United  States  attorney  for  prosecu- 
tion. 

In  the  opinion  of  Register  Engel  .of 
the  local  land  office,  there  Is  not  much 
work  along  these  lines  in  the  Duluth 
district.  The  land  is  not  such  as  to 
be  conducive  to  such  violations  and  the 
register  says  that  most  of  the  trouble 
is  being  experienced  in  the  Southern 
states  where  there  is  plenty  of  good 
pasture  land.

The  senate  was  the  only 
body  that  received  bills,  the  house  not 
yet  being  ready  for  them,  but  in  the 
thirteen  measures  that  were  offered  In 
the  upper  body,  at  least  four  of  the 
principal  subjects  of  proposed  legis- 
lation are  reached. 

The  anti-pass  and  2-cent  passenger 
fare  bills,  twin  questions,  both  likely  to 
be  solved  by  affirmative  action  this 
winter,  were  among  the  most  import- 
ant. Senator  Peterson  of  Moorhead 
Introduced  his  bill  covering  both  ques- 
tions in  one  measure,  much  the  same 
bill  as  tho  one  that  he  offered  two 
years  ago.  Railroads  are  not  to  charge 
over  2  cents  a  mile  for  persons  above 
12  years  of  age.  and  more  than  1  cent 
for  children  less  than  12,  and  there  Is 
to  be  no  soliciting,  giving  or  accepting 
of  passes.  For  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision Imprisonment  of  not  less  than 
one  year  or  more  than  five  years,  or  a 
fine  of  S2,000  to  $10,000.  are  to  be  the 
alternative  punishments  which  the 
courts  may  administer. 

Senator  John  Monan.  a  Democratic 
senator  from  Waseca,  offered  two  bills 
covering  the  same  matters  separately, 
but  in  much  the  same  way.  His  anti- 
pass  bin  provides  a  punishment  of  one 
to  five  years  or  a  fine  of  $20a  to  $3,000 
for  giving  or  receiving  passes,  and  his 
2-cent  fare  bill  also  requires  the  rail- 
roads to  issue  interchangeable  mileage

Senator  Thomas  E.  Cashman  of  Owa- 
tonna,  another  Democrat,  offered  a  dis- 
tance tariff  act.  which  provides  that  a 
railroad  may  not  receive,  for  freight  or 
passengers,  a  larger  fee  for  a  short  dis- 
tance than  It  does  for  a  long  distance. 

Senator  Calhoun's  primary  election  bill, 
which  seems  to  Imply  a  compromise  be- 
tween the  primary  election  system  and 
the  convention  system,  proposes  to  give 
the  people  a  chance  to  elect  delegates 
to  conventions  at  the  primaries,  but  to 
let  the  conventions  do  the  real  work  of 
nominating  the  officers.

Russell  Conwell  Says  Rich 

Mines  Exist  in  This 

State. 

Says  That  He  May  be 
Divulging  Some  Mil- 
lionaire's Secrets. 


"I  don't  know  whether  I  am  giv- 
ing away  millionaires'  secrets  or  not," 
said  Russell  H.  Conwell,  during  the 
course  of  his  lecture  on  "Acres  of 
Diamonds,"  at  the  First  Methodist 
church,  last  evening,  "but  I  recently 
heard  It  stated  at  a  dinner  at  the 
home  of  Andrew  Carnegie  that  some 
clay  the  richest  veins  of  coal  in  the 
country  would  be  discovered  near 
Duluth,  and  that  ultimately  the 
plants  of  the  Steel  corporation  would 
be  located  here. 

"It  was  also  stated  that  prospectors 

are    now    at     work    trying    to    locate 

the    coal    beds    in    this    part    of      the 

country,    and    there    Is    no    doubt    In 

my    mind    but    what    they    will    suc- 
ceed." 

Mr.  Conwell  prefaced  his  lecture 
with  some  remarks  on  the  progress 
made  during  the  la.^t  fourteen  years 
in  Duluth,  and  said  that  it  was  noth- 
ing to  the  growth  and  prosperity 
that  would  be  seen  here  during  the 
next    twenty    years. 

Mr.  Conwell's  lecture  is  well  known 
to  Duluthians,  having  been  heard  here 
before.  The  fact  which  the  lecturer 
strives  so  hard  to  Impress  upon  his 
audience  Is  that  the  t»pportunlties  of 
men's  lives  are  not  In  some  far  dis- 
tant country,  or  In  some  strange  or 
unknown  occupation,  but  right  In  their 
own  door  yards  and  "'under  their  very 
noses." 

The  title  of  the  lecture  was  suggested 
to  Mr.  Conwell  by  a  story  told  by  an 
Arab  guide,  of  a  wealthy  Persian 
farmer,  who  sold  his  land  to  go  on  a 
long  search  for  diamonds.  He  died  In 
distant  lands  in  poverty,  and  the  man 
who  purchased  his  farm  dKscovered 
veritable  "acres  of  diamonds"  in  It.  the 
farm  being  the  site  of  the  famous  GoU 
conda  diamond  mine. 

Numerous  other  anecdotes  of  the 
same  nature  were  related  In  the  speak- 
er's  witty    manner. 

Mr.  Conwell  decried  the  attitude  of 
people  toward  the  rich. 

"Show  me  the  men  in  your  city  who 


back  to  Duluth   to  sell  at  a  profit  of 
820  per  cent. 

"What's  the  use  of  saying  that  ten  or 
twenty  years  ago  the  opportunities 
were  greater  In  Duluth?"  asked  the 
speaker.  "The  opportunities  are  great- 
er now  than  they  ever  were.  Find  a 
human  need  and  you  will  find  a  for- 
tunei  And  don't  worry  about  the 
capital."

System   of    Submarine 

Signalling  to  be  Adopted 

by  Navy. 

Washington.  Jan.  10. — Experiments 
conducted  by  the  lighthouse  board  In 
this  country;  the  British  admiralty 
and  the  Danish  government  supple- 
mented by  some  .smaller  tests  made 
by  Rear  Admiral  Evans,  have  satistied 
the  navy  department  of  the  value  of 
the  system  of  submarine  signalling  by 
means  of  bells  to  Indicate  the  ap- 
proach of  a  ship  In  thick  weather  or 
nightfall  to  the  shore  and  steps  are 
now  about  to  be  taken  to  equip  most 
of  the  vessels  ot  the  navy  with  the 
proper  devices  for  transmitting  and 
receiving  the  bell  signals  under  water. 
Admiral  Evans  tried  the  submarine 
bells  on  the  Alabama  and  Maine  with 
satisfactory  results  and  It  was  found 
that  unlike  the  doubt  which  exists  In 
the  case  of  aerial  signals  transmitted 
through  a  fog,  it  Is  possible  in  the 
case  of  the  submarine  signals  to  lo- 
cate th<  source  of  sound  to  within 
one-half  point  of  the  compass.  As 
the  receiving  and  transmitting  devices 
already  have  been  placed  on  all  thfe 
light  ships  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  It  Is 
believed  that  when  the  naval  vessels 
are  properly  equipped  they  will  be 
able  to  keep  in  touch  with  these  ships 
from  Maine  to  Florida  when  off  the 
coast,  thus  reducing  largely  the 
chances  of  stranding  and  of  collision.

PRESERVATION 
OF  ANTIQUITIES 

Provisions  of  Congres- 
sional Act  to  be  Car- 
ried Out. 

Washlngtcn,       Jan.     10.— Steps     have 

been   taken  by  the  secretaries  of  war, 

Interior   and    ag^rlculture    to    carry    out 

the    provlsiona     of     the    act     for     the 

preservation    of    American    antiquities, 

approved  June  8,  1906.  It  has  been 
arranged  that  jurisdiction  over  ruinsi, 
archt'ological  sltes^  historic  and  pre- 
historic monuments  and  structures, 
objects  of  antiquity,  historic  land- 
marks and  other  objects  of  historic 
or  scientiflv  interest,  shall  be  exer- 
cised   as    follows: 

By  the  secretary  of  agriculture, 
over  lands  which  are  In  the  exterior 
limits  of  military  reservations;  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Interior,  over 
all  other  lands  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  government  of  the  United 
States. 

Under  the  rules  adopted  by  the 
executive  commission,  no  permit  will 
be  granted  for  the  removal  of  any 
ancient  monument  or  structure 
which  can  be  permanently  preserved 
under  the  control  of  the  United 
States  In  situ,  and  remain  an  object 
of  Interest.  Permits  for  the  exami- 
nation of  ruins,  the  excavation  of 
archaeological  sites  and  the  gather- 
ing of  objects  of  antiquity,  will  be 
granted  by  the  respective  secretaries 
having  jurisdiction  to  reputable  mu- 
seums, unlversitiesi,  colleges  or  other 
recognized  science  or  educational  In- 
stitutions, or  to  their  duly  authorized 
agents. 

It  is  also  provided  that  every  col- 
lection made  under  the  authority  of 
the  law  shall  be  accessible  to  the 
public.  No  such  collection  shall  be 
removed  from  the  museum  without 
the  written  authority  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
and  then  only  to  another  museum, 
where  It  will  be  accessible  to  the 
public. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  officers  In 
charge  of  land  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  United  States  to  Inquire  and 
report  as  to  the  existence  on  or  near 
such  lands  of  ruins  and  archaeologi- 
cal sites,  historic  or  pre-hlstorlc 
ruins  or  monuments  and  other  ob- 
jects or  historic  or  sclentiflo  Interest, 
with  a  view  to  their  preservation  and 
exhibition.

The  minister  recently  accepted  a 
call  to  the  church  here,  coming  from 
Fort  Madison,  Iowa.  He  was  once  a 
patrolman  on  the  police  force  in  Min- 
neapolis, but,  being  converted,  studied 
for  the  ministry  and  was  ordained.  His 
wife  came  here  only  a  few  days  ago. 
She  wanted  to  return  to  Fort  Madison, 
and.  being  refused  permission,  attempt- 
ed to  kill  herself  with  gas. 

Her  husband,  twenty  minutes  after 
she  had  turned  on  the  gas,  found  her 
unconscious,  and,  summoning  a  phy- 
sician, restored  her.  Mrs.  Reld  declines 
to  give  a  reason  for  the  attempt  upon 
her  life  other  than  homesickness.  She 
says  she  was  affected,  too,  by  hearing 
the  hymn.

If  not  entirely,  be- 
cause each  of  them  contains  certain 
provisions  of  a  radical  character  which 
have  aroused  the  enmity  of  powerful 
Interests  in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try.

IN  THE  ROCKIES 

Lofty-  Ranges   Covered 

VlitI)  Dust  From  Otiier 

Planets. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Jan.  10.— The  Cana- 
dian Pacific  railroad  agent  at  Glacier, 
In  the  Rocky  mountains,  reports  the 
unusual  phenomenon  of  crimson  snow 
having  fallen  In  that  region  of  the 
lofty  ranges.  This  is  not  the  first  time 
such  an  occurrence  has  been  observed 
In  the  Rockies,  but  the  manifestation 
Is  apparently  very  early.  No  satisfac- 
tory explanation  has  been  advanced 
as  to  Its  cause.  The  snow  covering  the 
mountains  with  the  pronounced  red  hue 
over  their  m.T.ntle  of  white  has  an  ex- 
traordinary weird  effect.  The  Indians 
and  halfbreeds  and  others  susceptible 
to  superstitious  forebodings  are  re- 
garding the  visitation  as  a  portent  of 
dire  calamity  and  are  applying  them- 
selves with  unusual  fervor  to  devo- 
tions. 

Among  the  explanations  put  forward 
to  account  for  the  visitation  Is  the 
theory  that  It  Is  caused  by  red  volcanic 
dust  from  the  mountains  having  been 
caught  up  by  high  winds  and  held  In 
suspension  until  brought  down  by  the 
snow.  Another  theory  Is  that  It  Is 
the  dust  of  planets,  while  a  third  Is  to 
the  effect  that  some  peculiar  manifes- 
tation In  the  chemistry  of  nature  has 
caused  the  discoloration  of  the  snow.

I  The    news    from    Congressman    Bede    that   both    the 

secretary  of  the  treasury  and  the  supervising  architect 
hare  approved  the  proposition, for  the  purchase  of  the 
aoo-foot   l(»t   on    the   northwest   corner   of   Fifth   avenue 

I  west  and  First  street,  opposite  the  present  federal  build- 
ing, is  cheering  news  not  only  to  the  officials,  who  have 
been  tryitig  vainly  to  make  inches  of  space  suffice  for 
feet  of  necessity,  but  to  the  general  public,  who,  also, 
have    been    much    inconvenienced. 

The  oflficials  and  the  public  must  not,  however,  imag- 
ine that,  even  with  approval  thus  given,  the  new  struc- 
ture will  spring  up  in  a  night  like  the  fabled  palace  of 
Aladdin  nor  even  in  a  week  nor  yet  a  month.  On  the 
contrary,  it  may  well  be  counted  on  as  an  extreme  prob- 
ability that,  if  the  postoflfice  shall  be  able  to  occupy  its 
own  exclusive  quarters  in  a  couple  of  years,  it  will  be 
^-**»'  doing  almost  as  much  as  could  be  expected  under  the 
^^  methods  of  the  general  government. 

•  The  first  step — and   this  should  be  easy — looking  to 

the  erection  of  the  new  building  will  be  the  passage,  as  a 
precaution,  by  congress  of  an  amendment  to  the  bill  to 
permit  the  enlargement  of  the  present  structure,  so  as 
to  permit  the  diversion  of  the  money  to  a  separate  and 
distinct  edifice.  Then  the  ground  desired  must  be 
secured  with  titles  clear.  Next  building  money  proper 
must  be  secured  of  congress.  Fourthly,  the  plans  and 
specifications  must  be  prepared  and  bids  be  solicited  and 
awarded.  Finally  the  never-hurried  erection  proper  must 
be  undertaken. 

All  of  the  steps  will  take  much  time — a  year  maybe 
or  even  longer — and  for  these  reasons,  the  people  must 
prepare  themselves  for  much  delay.  The  very  fact, 
however,  that  the  independent  postoffice  proposal  has 
met  the  approval  of  the  high  authorities  gives  good 
reason  for  patient  optimism. 


HEBREWS  IN  PUBLIC  LIFE. 

Leaders  of  the  Jewish  people — from  whom  came  the 
first  great  lawgiver  of  all  history,  Moses,  as  well  as  the 
two  most  revered  rulers  the  world  has  ever  known, 
David  and  Solomon — having  achieved  high  renown  in 
business  and  finance  in  their  adopted  home,  the  United 
States,  are  now  turning  their  attention  to  the  more 
advanctd  public  life  and  slowly  but  surely  are  winning 
for  themselves  high  places  of  national  honor.  That  they 
will  worthily  carry  out  their  trusts  no  one  can  doubt 
who  is  familiar  with  the  achievements  of  D'Israeli  in 
England  and  Judah  P.  "Benjamin,  the  brilliant  secretary 
of  state  of  the  Confederacy. 

After  March  4  next,  not  only  will  Oscar  S.  Straus, 
long  an  eminent  worker  for  the  public  good  in  New  York 
and  honored  in  the  diplomatic  service,  be  in  control  of 
the  department  of  labor  and  commerce  in  President 
Roosevelt's  cabinet,  but  there  will  be  three  Jewish  United 
States  senators  out  of  the  total  of  ninety.  These  three 
will  be  Isidor  Rayner  of  Maryland,  Levi  Ankeny  of 
the  state  of  Washington  and  Simon  Guggenheim  of  Colo- 
rado. Ail  of  the  three  have  made  high  reputations  in 
their  chosen  callings — Mr.  Rayner  as  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  and  thorough  lawyers  of  his  state;  Mr.  Ankeny 
as  the  peer  of  the  financiers  of  the  Pacific  Northwest; 
Mr.  Guggenheim  as  a  leader  in  the  smelting  and  mining 
industry  of  the  great  West. 

Of  the  three,  Messrs.  Rayner  and  Ankeny  have  al- 
ready won  their  spurs  in  the  senate  lists.  Indeed,  it  is 
often  questioned  whether  there  is  a  brighter  legal  mind 
or  an  abler  debater  in  that  body  than  the  Maryland 
•tatesman,  while  the  senator  from  the  Far  West,  even 
If  not  so  conspicuous  on  the  floor,  is  known  to  be  a 
man  whose  opinions  on  legislative  questions  of  the 
deepest  weight  are  invariably  sought  and  most  highlj' 
valued  by  the  leaders  of  his  party  and  respected  by  the 
opposition. 

The  newest  member  of  the  future  trio — Mr.  Guggen- 
heim—  in  arldition  to  being  known  by  reputation  from 
one  end  of  this  country  to  the  other  as  a  member  of  the 
Guggenheim  family  of  seven  brothers,  all  of  whom  count 
their  individual  wealth  in  the  tens  of  millions,  will  also 
enjoy  the  distinction  of  being  the  youngest  member  of 
the  most  august  legislative  body  of  the  new  world,  he 
having  only  recently  passed  his  thirty-ninth  birthday. 
He  has  for  jears  been  ambitious  to  achieve  renow"  in 
public  lite  and  he  has  equipped  himself  by  earnest  : 
for  his  coming  duties.  He  has  given  to  the  peopl 
his  state  the  pledge  that  he  will  serve  them  and  <  * 
nation  unselfishly  to  the  very  best  of  his  ability  and  no 
one,  who  knows  the  high  value  he  and  his  brothers  and 
their  father  before  them  place  on  their  words,  will  doubt 
that  he  will  be  truly  a  representative  of  the  state  that 
has  honored  him. 

The  Guggenheim  family,  it  may  also  be  noted,  is  one 
of  the  best  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  that  have 
come  here  as  lowly  immigrants  and  won  wealth  and 
honors  for  themselves  by  industry  and  native  shrewd- 
ness. The  founder  of  the  family  came  to  the  United 
States  from  Switzerland  in  1853  and  began  life  as  a  ped- 
dler of  stove  polish  but  soon  branched  out  as  a  manu- 
facturer and  later  became  an  importer.  To  him,  seven 
•ons^  all  of  whom  are  now  living  and  all  multi-million- 
aires, were  born.  All  of  the  boys  were  thoroughlj-  edu- 
cated and  all  were  trained  by  the  father  in  business. 
The  eight  clung  closely  together  while  the  father  was 
living  and  later,  and  to  this  day,  the  brothers  s^re  as  one 
in  all  business  matters.  When  the  elder  Guggenheim 
embarked  first  in  mining  and  then  in  smelting  in  Colo- 
rado^ the  sons  were  with  him  and  it  was  not  many  years 
before  they  became  the  acknowledged  masters  of  the 
latter  industry. 

Senator-elect  Guggenheim  has  been  marked  by  nature 
and  by  inclination  for  politics.  As  long  ago  as  1896  when 
he  was  not  30  years  old,  he  was  nominated  for  lieu- 
tenant governor  of  Colorado  by  the  then  powerful  Silver 
Republicans,  but  his  lack  of  the  constitutional  number  of 
years  forced  him  to  decline.     In  1898,  he  was  offered  the 


Silver  Republican  nomination  for  governor  but,  foresee- 
ing shrewdly  the  decadence  of  that  movement,  he  de- 
clined to  run  and  also  rejected  the  Populist  nomina- 
tion. He  was  among  the  early  Silver  Republicans  to 
return  to  their  old  party  and  he  set  himself  to  achieve 
the  senatorship  as  soon  as  Former  Senator  E.  O.  W^ol- 
cott  died.  Me  has  now  reached  the  goal  of  his  ambition. 
It  is  significant  of  the  advancing  interest  that  the 
Jewish  people  have  again  begun  to  take  in  public  life  that 
during  the  preceding  130  years  of  the  life  of  the  senate, 
only  four  other  Hebrews  have  ever  been  elected  to  that 
body — Benjamin  and  Jonas  of  Louisiana,  Yulee  of  Florida 
and  Simon  of  Oregon.  That  the  new  element  will  be 
welcomed  is  undoubted  and  that  all  of  its  representatives 
will  be  worthy  statesmen  the  history  of  their  race  as- 
sures. 


GOVERNOR  BURKE'S  HRST  MESSAGE. 

The  first  message  of  Governor  Burke  of  North  Da- 
kota, delivered  immediately  after  his  simple,  Democratic 
inauguration,  was  as  broad  and  statesmanlike  a  docu- 
ment as  any  of  the  new  executives  have  presented  to 
their  legislatures  this  year.  It  was,  also,  especially  note- 
worthy because  it  contained  nothing  of  a  "radical"  nature 
onto  which  the  opposition  could  fasten  valid  political  ob- 
jections. 

The  new  governor's  request  for  a  primary  election 
law  for  the  state  asks  only  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
convention  pledges  of  both  parties  and  the  fulfillment 
of  the  wishes  of  all  of  the  people.  The  system  has  been 
found  to  work  wall  in  every  state  in  which  it  has  been 
adopted.  Certainly,  the  legislators  will  make  good  their 
own  party  pledges  at  the  present  session. 

The  suggestion  that  both  the  schools  and  the  judiciary 
be  taken  out  of  politics,  but  the  enactment  of  a  law  plac- 
ing the  names  of  candidates  for  judges  of  the  supreme 
and  district  courts  and  for  state  and  county  superintend- 
ents of  schools  on  separate  ballots  without  party  desig- 
nations, is  broad  and  sensible.  If  the  legislature  shall 
not  adopt  the  advice,  it  can  mean  only  that  the  majority 
desires  to  keep  the  judiciary  and  the  schools  under  par- 
tisan control  and  thus  impair  their  effectiveness. 

The  declaration  that  railroad  passes,  even  if  confined 
to  the  state,  have  deleterious  effects  on  the  enactment  of 
wise  and  necessary  railroad  laws  and  the  strict  en- 
forcement of  railroad  statutes,  hits  the  pass  evil  square- 
ly on  the  head.  The  request,  therefore,  for  an  anti-pass 
law  is  neither  radical  nor  severe  ,but  is  based  solely  on 
wise  common  sense. 

The  suggestions  for  legislation  for  the  reasonable 
control  and  regulation  of  the  railroads,  the  fixing  of  fair 
passenger  and  freight  rates,  the  requirement  that  the 
roadbeds,  shall  be  kept  up  to  a  standard  to  insure  the 
safety  of  the  traveling  public  and  the  speedy  transporta- 
tion of  freight  and  a  law  to  compel  the  railroad  com- 
panies to  furnish  reasonable  and  proper  equipment  and 
cars  to  the  public,  are  fair  and  just  and  should  all  be 
placed  in  the  statute  books  by  legislative  enactment. 
The  experiences  of  the  farmers  and  townspeople  of 
North  Dakota  with  inadequate  railroad  service  ever  since 
early  last  fall  and  the  recent  sufferings  from  fuel  famines 
of  a  large  part  of  the  people  should  exhort  the  legislators 
— even  if  they  do  have  passes  in  their  pockets — to  take 
decisive  action  on  th^last  suggestion. 

Taken  altogether  and  also  analyzed  paragraph  by 
paragraph,  Governor  Burke's  first  message  passes  the 
closest  scrutiny  with  flying  colors.  It  gives  strong  pledge 
also  to  the  people  of  the  state  that  they  have  made  no 
mistake  in  giving  the  control  of  affairs  to  their  first 
Democratic  governor. 


UP  TO  THE  C/^R  BUILDERS. 

The  sole  and  only  valid  excuses  that  the  railroads  of 
the  country  have  been  able  to  give  for  the  car  shortages, 
which  have  been  the  cause  of  much  suffering  in  the 
Northwest  and  the  losses  of  untold  millions  to  business 
men,  manufacturers  and  farmers  because  of  their  inabil- 
ity to  have  their  goods  and  products  transported  with 
even  reasonable  promptitude,  have  been  the  undue  re- 
tention of  loaded  cars  in  warehouses  of  merchants  and 
their  own  inability  to  secure  new  equipment  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  meet  the  imexampled  demand. 

As  to  the  former  excuse — the  holding  of  cars  by  mer- 
chants— there  has  been  much  evidence  on  both  sides  and 
measures  are  under  discussion  looking  to  correction.  As 
to  the  latter  apology — inability  to  secure  adequate  new 
equipment — recently  gathered  facts  are  of  much  interest 
at  this  time  when  both  congress  and  the  legislatures  of 
thirty-two  of  the  states  are  preparing  for  more  or  less 
radical  legislation  that  may  or  may  not  prove  efficient 
to  rectify  the  evil  conditions. 

Reports  of  car  constructing  companies,  compiled  up 
to  Jan.  I,  show  that  last  year  240,503  freight  cars  and 
3,167  passenger- coaches  were  rushed  through  their  works 
imder  daily  insistent  demands  of  the  railroad  companies. 
Against  this,  the  highest  record  of  the  preceding  seven 
years  was  165,455  freight  cars  and  2,551  passenger 
coaches  built  in  1905.  Last  year  also  the  twelve  locomo- 
tive works  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  built  com- 
pletely and  had  put  into  service  in  America  6,952  rail- 
way engines — also  a  record  performance  for  construc- 
tion. These  figures  certainly  furnish  at  least  some  of 
the  railroads  with  the  valid  excuse  that  they  have  done 
all  that  lies  in  their  power  to  meet  the  unparalleled  emer- 
gency. 

Now  as  to  the  prospects  for  relief  this  year  if  the 
present  marvelous  prosperity  shall  continue  and  the  crops 
be  as  bountiful  as  last  season,  the  outlook  is  far  from 
cheering.  The  Railway  Age,  an  authority  on  all  such 
matters,  declares  that  the  orders  now  placed  are  consid- 
erably beyond  the  capacity  of  all  of  the  car-making  works 
for  over  a  year  to  come.  It  would  seem,  however,  as  if 
this  would  be  an  extremely  favorable  time  to  expand 
the  plants  of  the  car-building  syndicate  and  put  thou- 
sands of  more  men  to  work  filling  the  rush  orders.  But 
will  the  syndicate  do  it  when  it  is  already  making  enor- 
mous profits?

"Automobiles  are  coming  to  be  regard- 
ed as  among  the  necessities  ot  lite,"  said 
I..  D.  Wilson  of  Chicago  at  tiie  McKay. 
"The  many  low-priced  second-hand  cars 
now  on  the  market  will  continue  to  lind 
their  way  into  the  hands  of  people  ot 
small  means,  and  automobiling  will  gain 
much  headway  within  the  next  tew  years. 
In  Paris  and  cities  of  large  size  on  the 
continent  over  20  per  cent  of  the  delivery 
wagons  of  large  retail  houses  are  auto- 
mobiles, which  travel  many  miles  through 
the   suburbs   delivering   merchandise. 

"I  believe  that  farmers  In  the  United 
States  will  eventually  take  up  automobil- 
ing. not  alone  for  pleasure,  but  for  busi- 
nt.ss  as  well.  It  Is  an  easy  matter  to 
place  a  delivery  box  upon  an  automobile, 
which  tan  be  removed  when  the  car  is 
used  for  touring  or  runabout  work,  and 
if  good  ruads  agitations  will  result  in 
anything,  the  next  ten  years  will  see 
one-half  of  our  rural  population  owning 
and  running  automobiles.  When  a  farm- 
er In  a  community  gets  started  on  a  new 
notion,  such  as  automobiling,  all  the 
01  her  farmers  In  the  district  are  bound  to 
become  interested  In  it  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  -and  when  once  the  sale  of  these 
machines  Is  fairly  started  among  the  til- 
lers of  the  soil  who  are  possessed  with  a 
surplus  of  cash  In  the  bank,  there  will 
be  no  limit  to  the  sales  in  the  agricul- 
tural sections  of  the  country."

"When  I  was  a  boy  the  money  came 
pretty  hard,  and  because  of  this  fact  1 
appreciated  It  to  such  an  extent  that  1 
generally  was  very  careful  about  spend- 
ing it,  to  see  that  I  got  full  value  for 
every  cent  paid  out,"  said  J.  C.  Mc- 
Laughlin of  Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  at  the 
Lenox.  "My  one  great  weakness,  how- 
ever, was  guns,  and  about  once  a  year  1 
would  get  a  hunch  that  1  wanted  a  new 
one,  of  some  pattern  entirely  different 
from  the  one  In  my  possession  at  the 
time. 

"The  great  trouble  with  this  hunch 
was  that  every  new  gun  I  fancied  was 
worth  more  than  the  old.  and  In  two 
or  three  years  I  had  leaped  from  an 
inexpensive  22-callber  to  a  40-82  which 
cost  about  |16  second  hand,  If  I  remem- 
ber rightly.  I  remember  that  father 
was  much  against  my  purchasing  this 
weapon,  on  the  ground  that  I  couid  not 
afford  it,  but  I  was  so  determined  to 
possess  it  that  he  finally  consented  to 
my  buying  it. 

"It  was  a  pretty  good  gun  for  deer 
hunting,  and  father  got  so  h©  liked  it 
better  than  his  own.  but  I  got  the 
fever  for  a  new  gun  agifln  the  follow- 
ing spring.  This  time  I  wanted  a 
target  rifle.  Some  of  the  men  were 
organizing  a  club,  and  I  thought  I 
was  a  little  better  shot  than  any  one 
in  the  community,  and.  dreamed  of  the 
fame  that  would  be  mine  when  I  liad 
defeated  them   all   on   the   range. 

"This  time  I  said  nothing  to  father, 
for  I  knew  he  would  not  hear  of  my 
getting  another  gun,  especially  .'^ince 
I  already  had  one  which  gave  exeel- 
lent  satisfaction.  I  made  a  deal  with 
a  hardware  man  to  take  my  40-82  and 
JIO  cash  in  exchange  for  a  single-shot 
32-40.  that  was  guaranteed  to  shoot 
where  it  was  hcXa.  The  new  purciiase 
arrived  in  due  time  and  I  was  delighted 
with  it.  It  was  a  good  shooter,  but 
had  a  heavy  barrel,  and  as  a  hunting 
arm  was  about  as  good  as  useless. 
Hunting  season  was  months  away, 
though,  and  I  did  not  worry  any  on 
that    score.  i 

"Of  course,  father  finally  found  out 
what  I  had  done,  and  he  was  much  put 
out  about  it.  Then  the  gun  club 
busted  up.  and  I  was  left  with  a 
weapon  for  whicli  I  had  absolutely  no 
use.  After  a  while  deer  season 
opened,  and  I  thought  fondly  of  the 
dear  old  40-82.  One  day  I  went  out 
with  the  single  shot,  after  there  had 
been  a  fall  of  snow,  and  got  on  the 
trail  of  three  deer.  I  had  been  follow- 
ing the  tracks,  probably  two  hours, 
when  one  of  the  animals  jumped  from 
a  clump  of  bushes  at  the  bottom,  of  a 
ravine  in  front  of  me  and  stiwrted  off 
on   the  dead   run. 

"I  shot  at  it.  and  a  second'  later  two 
more  deer  Jumped  out  of  the  brush 
and  stood  still  on  the  hHiside,  broad- 
side to  me.  There  1  w;^  with  an 
empty  gun.  I  would  hav<»  had  time  to 
get  them  both  with  a  repeater.  ^y 
the  time  I  had  reloaded  the  deer  had 
disappeared  in  the  brush.  That  winter 
I  sold  the  target  rifle  for  |ti,  and  put 
the  money  thus  secured  with  some 
more  I  had  managed  to  earn  to  buy  a 
shot   gun."

THE  WEATMEIi. 


The  promise  of  Weather  Forecaster 
Richardson,  that  Tuesday  night's  and 
yesterday  morning's  cold  wave  would 
moderate  its  strenuousness  last  night  and 
that  today  would  be  pleasant  for  pedes- 
(r^cns  and  for  those  opposed  to  hurrying 
along  to  keep  warm,  was  fulhlled  to  the 
letter.  The  clouds  that  greeted  the  dawn 
also  disappeared  in  large  part  and  though 
the  wind  was  northerly  it  was  not  biting.

During  yesterday  afternoon's  session 
of  the  court  twenty  men  armed  with 
revolvers  were  lined  up  on  each  side. 


Louisville.  Ky..  Jan.  10.— A  special  to 
the  Evening  Post  from  Jackson,  Ky., 
says:  "This  little  city,  which  has  been 
the  scene  of  much  turbulence  and 
bloodshed  in  the  past  few  years,  it  to- 
day intensely  excited  over  the  condi- 
tion bordering  on  a  reign  of  terror. 
It  is  a  case  of  the  same  cause  which 
has  brought  about  all  previous  trouble 
—the  ftud  being  the  Hargis  faction  and 
their  opponents,  the  incidents  of  last 
night  and  today  revolving  about  the 
trial  of  Former  County  Judge  James 
Hargis  and  Former  Sheriff  Edward 
Callahan  on  the  charge  of  murdering 
Dr.  Cox  four  years  ago.  Judge  Carnes, 
specially  assigned  by  Governor  Beck- 
ham to  try  the  case,  fears  for  his 
life,  and  last  night  asked  the  governor 
for  a  detail  of  militia  to  protect  him 
white  in  Jackson.  The  jury  in  the  case 
has  not  been  selected,  as  it  has  been 
found  Imposisible  to  secure  twelve  men 
from  Breathitt  county  who  are  not 
afraid  to  pass  judgment  upon  their 
fellow  town.sman.  and  most  powerful 
citizen.  The  people  of  Jackstm  want 
the  trial  removed  from  Jaek.son  as  far 
as  po.^sihle.  Judge  Carnes  has,  how- 
ever, .signified  his  intention  of  holding 
the  trial  in  Jackson,  but  will  appoint 
a  special  elisor  to  go  to  another  county 
and   bring  in  a  venire  of  men. 

There  was  a  conference  between  the 
attorneys  for  the  commonwealth  and 
other  parties  closely  identified  with 
the  proseeution  which  lasted  long  after 
midnight.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the 
court  of  appeals  for  a  writ  of  pro- 
hibition restraining  Judge  Carnes  from 
continuing  the  present  trial.

Give  Bail. 


Chicago,  Jan.  10.— The  attorneys 
who  are  for  the  government  conduct- 
ing the  investigation  into  the  man- 
agement of  the  Harrlman  lines  an- 
nounced today  that  they  had  deter- 
mined to  take  steps  to  prevent  E.  H. 
Harrlman^  Henry  C.  Frick  and  H.  H. 
Kogers  from  leaving  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  commission.  In  order  to  pre- 
vent    this,     steps     will     be     taken     to 

cause  the  issuance  of  writs  of  ne 
exeat  directed  against  the  men 
named,  and  they  will  be  compelled 
to  remain  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  commission  until  they  have  tes- 
tified  before   the   board. 

Chairman  Knapp,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  today's  hearing,  announced 
that  the  present  hearing  would  ad- 
journ at  noon  today,  and  Mr.  Kel- 
logg, the  government  attorney,  de- 
clared that  he  would  be  unable  to 
get  in  all  desired  information  by  1 
o'clock. 

James  H.  Hlland„  traffic  manager 
of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul,  was  the  first  witness  summoned 
today.  He  said  that  the  Union  Pa- 
cific and  Southern  Pacific  were  for- 
merly competitors  against  each  other 
for  Pacific  coast   business. 

Mr.  Hlland  was  asked  if  competi- 
tion between  railroads  would  still 
exist  If  all  the  railroads  in  the  coun- 
try were  brought  under  one  manage- 
ment. 

He  declared  that  in  all  probability 
competition  in  such  a  case  would 
resolve  Itself  into  a  question  of  per- 
sonal rivalry  between  the  separate 
managements  of  the  road.

MANSFIELD  IS 
MUCHWANTEDMAN 

Police  In  Omaha  and 

Grand  Rapids  Are 

After  Him. 

Chief  Troyer  today  received  the  let- 
ter he  had  been  expectlngr  from  Chief 
of  Police  H.  O.  Carr  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  In  connection  with  the  alleged 
forger  and  confidence  man,  C.  H. 
Mansfield,  now  In  the  tolls  here.  Ac- 
cording: to  the  Michigan  chiefs  story, 
Mansfield  worked  exactly  the  same 
game  in  Grand  Rapids  that  he  Is 
claimed  to  have  done  here,  advertising 
for  a  partner,  getting  an  "easy  mark" 
Into  the  manufacture  of  his  "albumen," 
demanding  a  deposit  of  $500,  and  de- 
positing a  fake  draft  for  his  share  of 
the  finances. 

He  made  a  clear  getaway  there,  how- 
ever, as  he  doubtless  would  have  done 
In  Duluth  had  he  confided  his  efforts 
to  one  man,  and  forgery  Is  the  crime 
with  which  he  Is  charged  In  the  Michi- 
gan town.  He  Is  claimed  to  have  drawn 
out  all  the  company's  money  on  a 
check  to  which  he  forged  the  name  of 
his   "partner,"  just  as  he  did  here. 

A  list  of  nineteen  names  was  found 
in  Mansfield's  office  In  the  Burrows 
building,  of  men  well  known  In  and 
about   Duluth,   who     presumably     had 


answered  the  advertisement  for  a  part- 
ner with  $500  to  Invest.  It  was  this 
tempting  list  that  probably  Induced 
Mansfield  to  branch  out  and  form  two 
companies  Instead  of  one,  and  which 
was  his  undoing.  BeslUes  the  names  of 
Philip  Malberg  and  D.  M.  Robertson, 
the  two  men  who  went  In  with  him,  the 
list  comprises  many  prominent  Duluth 
men. 

The  chief  Is  also  in  receipt  of  a  let- 
ter from  the  Plnkerton  detective 
agenoy  relating  to  Mansfield  and  say- 
ing that  they  have  been  looking  for 
him  for  some  time  for  crimes  commit- 
ted in  Omaha,  where  he  is  said  to  have 
worked  on  practically  the  same  plan 
as  here  and  in  Grand  Rapids.

Stockholders  Bring  Suit 

to  Prevent  Merger  of 

Companies. 

Trenton,  N.  J.,  Jan.  10.— Two  suits  were 
started  in  the  court  of  chancery  today 
to  restrain  the  proposed  merger  of  the 
United  States  Leather  company  and  the 
Central    Leather    company.     The    merger 


was  scheduled  to  be  carried  out  at  Jersey 
City  next  Wednesday.  A  rule  to  show 
cause  why  the  merg«r  should  not  be  en- 
joined was  made  returnable  In  Newark 
next  Monday. 

The  complainants  in  the  suits  are  hold- 
ers of  preferred  stock  of  the  United 
States  Leather  company  who  did  not  as- 
sent to  the  plan  whereby  the  Centi-al 
I.ieather  company  two  years  ago  acquired 
control  of  $119,000,000  oac  of  $127,000,000 
capital  stock  of  the  United  States  Leath- 
er company. 

Among  the  complainants  are  James  B. 
Colgate  and  company.  I.  &  S.  Wormser, 
James  C.  Colgate.,  Robert  A.  Johnson 
and  J.  M.  Tallmadge,  the  latter  two  of 
Wisconsin. , 

It  is  set  out  In  the  bill  that  the  plan 
of  merger  provides  fo»  the  continuation 
of  the  Central  Leather  company  and  the 
issue  of  $80,000,000  of  stock,  half  to  bo 
preferred  and  half  common.  The  plan 
further  provides  tliat  for  each  share  of 
preferred  stock  of  the  United  States 
Leather  company  the  holder  Is  to  receive 
$60  In  6  per  cent  gold  bonds,  $50  in  7 
per  cent  cumulative  preferred  stock  and

CARLISLE  MAY 
BE  ABOLISHED 

Institution    for    Indian 

Education  Has  Not 

Proved  Success. 

Washington,  Jan.  10.— Carlisle  Insti- 
tute, which  was  established  at  Carlisle, 
Pa.,  In  1879  for  the  higher  education  of 
Indians,  Is  In  danger  of  being  abolished. 
The  sub-committee  of  the  senate  com- 
mittee of  Indian  affairs,  which  has  the 
Indian  appropriation  bill  under  con- 
sideration, has  agreed  to  report  an 
amendment  striking  out  the  appropria- 
tion for  this  school.  The  reason  ad- 
vanced by  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee is  that  a  school  so  far  away 
from  Indian  reservations  Is  not  so 
effective  as  the  Western  educational  In- 

1  stitutions  for  the  Indians.  The  ap- 
propriation bill  as  It  passed  the  house 

I  carried  $179,000  for  the  support  of  the 
school  during  the  ensuing  year.  The

The  courthouse  commission 
had  previously  approved  of  the  site  and 
the  purchase  of  tlie  corner,  comprlsiuij 
lots  77  and  79  West  Second  street,  lor 
$16,500,  was  practically  consummated  by 
the  passing  of  the  resolution  to  buy. 

From  authoritative  sources  it  Is 
learned  that  the  courthouse  commission 
Intends  to  begin  the  foundation  work  for 
the  new  courthouse  as  soon  as  the  frost 
Is  out  of  the  ground  this  spring.  In 
view  of  the  preparations,  the  county 
board  has  authorized  a  call  for  bids  for 
all  the  buildings  now  on  the  new  court- 
house site,  the  bids  to  be  opened  March 
7,  at  a  meeting  of  the  county  board.

Odessa,  Jan.  11.— The  refined  tor- 
tures practiced  in  Russian  Prisons 
include  driving  prisoners  mad  by 
music     and     by     unbearably     strong 

A  "political"  prisoner  who  spent 
six  months  in  Jail  has  returned  a 
hopeless  idiot.  "To  teach  him  pa- 
triotism," his  ingenious  Jailors  had 
placed  m  his  cell  an  automatic  musi- 
cal box  which  ground  unceasingly  the 
Russian  national  anthem.  The  tor- 
ture finally  drove  him  mad.

Court  Commissioner  Philip  Per- 
kins of  Superior  has  granted  an  order 
enjoining  the  Superior  Water,  Light 
&.  Power  company  from  charging  and 
collecting  from  the  people  of  that 
city,  any  sum  for  gas  furnished  or 
to  be  furnished.  In  excess  of  $1.10 
per  thou.sand  feet,  for  illuminating 
gas.  90  cents  for  fuel,  and  70  cents 
for     gas     for     mechanical     purposes. 

The  injunction  was  Lssued  on  the 
petition  of  Mayor  Victor  Linley,  In 
the    name   of    the   city   of   Superior. 

The  water  and  light  company  is 
ordered  to  appear  in  the  circuit  court 
of  Douglas  county  on  or  before  Feb. 
5,  and  show  causa  why  a  temporary 
Injunction  should  not  issue  pending 
the    outcome    of    the    action. 

Present  gas  prices  in  Superior  are 
as  follows:  lUuminaUng  gas,  J1.40; 
fuel  gas,  $1;  and  gas  for  mechanical 
purposes,    75    cents. 

Mayor  Linley  claims  that  the  gas 
rates  are  exorbitant.  He  was  au- 
thorized by  the  city  council  some 
time  ago  to  make  a  demand  for 
lower  rates,  it  being  held  that  any 
rate  over  $1.20  for  illuminating  gas 
was  unreasonable.  Under  the  20- 
year  franchise  granted  the  company 
about  a  year  ago.  the  maximum  rate 
to  be  charged  was  11.40.  The  fran- 
chise had.  also,  a  provision  that  at 
all  times  the  rates  were  to  be  rea- 
.sonable.  Under  this  provision,  it  Is 
bellevedd  by  the  administration  that 
the  court  has  the  right  to  determine 
and   fix  a  reasonable  rate. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  gas  com- 
pany, by  collecting  J48,000  from  the 
people  of  Superior  for  gas  rates 
within  the  past  two  years,  has  made 
a  profit  of  $36,000.  The  company 
denies  making  any  such  profit.  It 
claims  that  it  has  been  making  Just 
about  enough  to  cover  the  operat- 
ing expenses,  together  with  other 
incidental  expenses  in  keeping  up  the 
gas    supply.

Foreign  Meat  Inspection 

is  Unreliable. 


London.  Jan.  11.— Said  Gen.  Booth  in 
an    interview; 

"As  1  compare  London's  streets  and 
Blums    with    what    tiiey    were    wlien    I 
essayed  the  worlc  of  arousing  the  con- 
sciences of  the  miissea  with  the   work 
of  relieving  the  miseries  of  the  suffer- 
ing,   I    say    witii    deep    thankfulness   to 
God  that  the  outlook  for  the  people  in 
whom  I  am  moat  interested  is  brighter. 
••Common   sense,  not   to  mention   the 
promptings  of  humanity  and  the  claims 
of  Christianity  dictated  to  me  the  crea- 
tion of  moral,  social  and  industrial  cen- 
ters and   their  adapted  appliances   for 
rescuing  the  victims  from  the  storms  of 
poverty   and    starvation   and   from   the 
flames  of  vice.     And  the  result  of  the 
experiment    set    in    motion    seventeen 
years    ago    is    before    the    world.     The 
scheme   as    was   outlined   then,   and    is 
being  developed  today,  is  no  longer  an 
experiment.     Many  thoughtful  and  ex- 
perienced men  count  it  to  be  an  invalu- 
able   addition    to    the    national    social 
movements  of  our   times.     The  streets 
and   alleys  of  London   and  other   large 
citie.s   where   the   scheme   has   been   In- 
tnjduced    still    contain,     I    sorrowfully 
admit,    many,    very    many    objects    of 
degradation   and  semi-starvation.     But 
notwithstanding     the     continuance     of 
these    miserable    conditions,    much    has 
been  done  since  the  day  when  this  ef- 
fort    was    initiated.      Other    organiza- 
tions, religious  and  municipal,  have  ap- 
proved the  soundness  of  my  system  of 
alleviation  and  have  with  such  modifi- 
cations—they   call    them    Improvements 
—as  they  deem  desirable  initiated  sim- 
ilar agencies  with  undoubted  blessings 
to    the    community.      But    alas!    much, 
very  much  remains  to  be  done.     After 
all  we  are  but  at  the  beginning  of  the 
problem.  l.x>king  at  it  as  a  whole." 

Dr.  Colllngridge.  the  medical  officer 
of  health  for  the  city,  in  his  report  on 
meat  inspection  at  the  Central  mar- 
ket, in  his  report  just  published,  has 
something  to  say  regarding  the  in- 
spection of  meats  in  America. 

••I   regret   to   say,"    he   reports,    'that 
experience    has    shown    that,    although 
the    label    is   an   excellent   specimen    of 
steel    plate   engraving,    it   has  hitherto 
been   of   little   service  to   your  officers 
In  assisting   them   in   the   work  of  su- 
pervisl'jn,   and  certainly  it  la  no  guar- 
antee as  to  the  condition  of  the  meat." 
Salesmen  claim  that  they  cannot  rely 
on    the   label   as  they   have  learned    to 
rely  on  the  label  of  the  Dutch,  Danish 
and  New  Zealand  authoritie.s.  The  Bel- 
*  rian    label.    It   is   also  noted,    is   of   no 
value  as  an  indication  of  freedom  from 
tuberculosis.       Irregularities     in     other 
countries  labeling  their  meat  are  com- 
paratlvfly    f-w,    but    Dr.    Colllngridge 
adds  that   whatever  system  of  inspec- 
tion   and    labeling    be    adopted    it    will 
•till   be    necessary    to    check   Its    value 
by  con.^tant  supervision. 

From  1300  to  1905  the  reports  show 
the  percentage  of  unsound  food  deliv- 
ered at  the  market  grew  from  .207  to 
.612.  This  marked'  increase  in  the 
quantity  of  the  meat  condemned  of 
recen*^  years  is  due  in  great  measure 
"to  the  bad  condition  of  many  of  the 
consignments  of   imported    meat." 

The  boneless  meat,  packed  in  boxes 
and  frozen  solid,  which  comes  from 
America,  is  a  source  of  much  trou- 
ble. "No  inspection,"  says  Dr.  Col- 
llngridge "can  be  of  any  real  value 
to  dealing  with  this  particular  form 
of  m'-at.  and  the  only  safe  plan  is 
to  entirely  exclude  it  from  the  coun- 
try If  Mr.  Burns'  bill  should  become 
a  law  the  local  government  board 
will  be  empowered  to  make  regula- 
tions   to    this    effect."

St.  Petersburg,  Jan.  11. -The  dispute  be- 
tween Russia  and  Japan  is  everywhere 
discussed  with  a  measure  of  anxiety. 
The  Russo-Japanese  negotiations  began 
at  St.  Petersburg  apparently  under  favor- 
able auspices,  each  party  professing  a  de- 
sire to  deal  with  outstanding  questions  in 
the  spirit  of  give  and  take.  Most  ques- 
tions were  those  which  the  Portsmouth 
treaty  had  referred  to  the  good  sense 
and  good  will  of  both  governments,  more 
particularly  the  conclusion  of  a  commer- 
cial treaty  and  the  definition  of  the  fishing 
rights  to  be  conferred  upon  Japanese  sub- 
jects  on   the   Pacific   coast    of   Russia. 

The  Russian  government  tackled  the 
unpleasant  task  In  the  spirit  of  a  self- 
respecting  sportsman  who  having  lost  a 
certain  sum  regards  It  as  a  debt  of  honor, 
and  proceeds  to  pay  every  penny,  but 
naturally  expects  his  obligations  to  ex- 
tend no  further  than  the  debt  incurred. 
Hence  /he  negotiations  opened  well.  Ko- 
rea's international  status  being  among  the 
first  topics  dealt  with.  Russia  evinced  a 
moBt  liberal  attitude,  for.-going  her  right 
to  que.9tlon  Japan's  interpretations,  the 
deductions  and  the  practical  consequences 
of  which,  wera  she  animated  by  a  desire 
of  profiting  by  technical  arguments  in  her 
favor,  she  might  have  done.  Her  mo- 
tives were  the  desire  of  establishing  a 
lasting  peace  and  cultivating  neighborly 
terms  with  her  recent  adversary.  For 
the  same  reasons  further  exorbitant 
claims  which  the  mikados  g.jvernment 
advanced  were  regarded  as  mere  desires, 
not  as  practical  proposals,  still  less  as  irre- 
duciable   demands. 

This  spirit  It  Is  claimed  has  not  been 
appreciated.  It  is  claimed  that  Japan  in- 
sists upon  Inacceptable  terms,  the  refusal 
of    which    by   Russia   may   be   arbitrarily 


Interpreted  as  a  refusal  to  observe  the 
Portsmouth  treaty  while  their  acceptance 
would  transform  the  peace  between  the 
two  empires  Into  the  merest  armistice. 
That  Is  the  present  position  and  It  is 
claimed  that  it  deserves  the  attention  or 
all  of  the  sincere  friends  of  peace. 

In  the  first  place  then  It  appears  that 
Japan  requires  the  rivers  Sungarl  and 
Amur  to  be  opened  to  international  navi- 
gation. Russia  asking  wherefore  re- 
ceives the  answer:  "Because  the  third 
clause  of  the  Portsmouth  treaty  involves 
this  act  of  self-denial  and  arrogates 
ipso  facto  the  Aigu  treaty  by  which 
China  in  1858  conferred  upon  Russia  the 
right  of  navigating  those  rivers,  and  also 
because  last  year  Japan  concluded  a 
treaty  with  China  by  which  the  latter 
state  throws  open  to  her  trade  all  com- 
mercial centers  in  the  Amur  and  Sun- 
garl basin." 

Here  the  caar's  Jurisconsults  Join  issue 
with  the  Japanese,  pointing  out  that  the 
Portsmouth  treaty  neither  implies  nor 
involve  Russia's  renunciation  of  special 
rights  on  the  rivers  afores-aul  and  can 
not  possibly  be  taken  to  abrogate  tlie 
treaty  concluded  by  China  and  Russia 
because  International  treatle^s  are  an- 
nulled In  a  different  way.  In  the  third 
clause  of  the  Portsmouth  treaty  the  Rus- 
sian government  declares  that  she  pos- 
sesses in  Manchuria  no  territorial  privi- 
leges or  preferential  or  exceptional  con- 
cessions calculated  to  Infringe  upon 
China's  sovereign  rights  or  incompatible 
with  the  principle  of  equality  of  riglits. 
Now  the  authorization  to  navigate  the 
Amur  and  the  Sungarl  rivers  Is  not  In- 
cluded by  that  declaration  because  it  is 
ret  a  mining,  railway  or  agrairla  priv- 
ilege, neither  does  It  encroach  upon 
China's  sovereign  rights  any  more  tlian 
the  navigation  of  the  Pru.ssian  stretch 
of  the  River  Vistula  by  Russian  steam- 
ers would  be  a  violation  of  the  king  of 
Prussia's  sovereign  rights.  Riverain  peo- 
ples are  acccustomed  to  accord  eacn 
other  navigating  privileges  on  the  river 
systems  that  traverse  both  countries. 
These  rights  are  the  outcome  of  geo- 
graphical situations  and  are  bestowed 
only  by  neighbors  upon  each  other.  As 
the  Portsmouth  treaty  could  not  abro- 
gate the  Algun  treaty  neither  could  last

The  first  clause  of  the  China-Japanese 
treaty  provides  for  the  opening  of  va- 
r'ou.s  Manchurlan  centers  to  international 
commerce  To  this  Russia  has  offered 
no  objection,  although  the  term  for  the 
evacuation  has  not  yet  expired.  Nor  does 
it  affect  the  river  navigation. 

The  complaints  which  are  being  ut- 
tered that  Russia  Is  slow  to  evacuate 
Manchuria  and  that  the  f«7«^"  Po^^ji^ 
are  Indifferent  to  her  procrastination  are 
deeply  to  be  regretted  because,  being  ut- 
terly groundless,  they  betray  a  spirit 
which  would  not  be  conducive  to  such 
relations  between  the  two  countries  as 
would  guarantee  lasting  peace  in  the  Far 
Kast  The  truth  is  that  It  Is  conceded 
quite  generally  that  Russia  has  wlth- 
.irawn  her  troops  with  commendable 
promptitude,  and  so  "^uc^  more  quickly 
than  Japan  that  at  present  her  milltar> 
establishment  there  Is  numerically  less, 
much  less,  than  that  of  her  neighbor:  In- 
deed     Japan    has    about    twice   as    many 


soldiers  as  Russia  there. 

The  dissatisfaction  expressed  at  Rus- 
sia's attitude  on  the  question  of  tlie 
Sc;.gahalien  ttsijeries  is  equally  unfounded. 
So  scrupulously  nas  the  Russian  govern- 
ment acted  m  this  matter,  and  so  anx- 
ious has  she  been  not  to  prejudge  any 
ostentatious  point  that  even  where  she 
might  reasonably  farm  out  the  tlsherles 
to  her  own  subjects  on  long  time  leases, 
as  heretofore,  she  has  declined  to  grant 
leases  for  longer  than  a  twelve  month 
On  the  other  hand,  she  has  not  published 
complaints,  although  her  subjects  have 
not  yet  receive  either  fishery  rights  In 
Southern  Saghalien  or  the  property  which 
was  seized  there.

"FATHERS  OF  THE  HOUSE." 

Four  Democratic  Congressmen  With  the 
Longest  Continuous  Service. 

Washington.  Jan.  11.— With  the  re- 
tirement of  John  H.  Bankhead  of  Al- 
abama and  Sam  M.  Robertson  of 
Louisiana,  on  March  4  next;  D.  A. 
DeArmond  of  Missouri.  W.  A.  Jones 
of  Virginia.  L.  F.  Llvln^ton  of  Geor- 
gia and  Adolph  Meyer  of  Louisiana, 
step  forward  a  peg  in  the  ranks  of 
the  veterans  In  continuous  serv^lce  In 
the  house  of  representatives. 

These  four  statesmen  were  elected 
to  congress  on  the  tidal  wave  of  1890, 
and     have      been      re-elected     succes- 

sively 

When  they  first  entered  the  house 
there  were  quite  a  number  of  dls- 
tlniTuished  and  prominent  Democrats 
with  long  records  of  service  to  their 
crSt  In  this  particular  the  serv  ce- 
?eSrd  was  on  the  Democratic  side, 
rither    than    an    the    Republican    side 


of  the  house,  as  Is  now  the  case. 
These  four  Democratic  survivors  of 
the  Fifty-second  congress  had  for 
colleagues  such  Democrats  as  Mills, 
Culberson  and  Sayers  of  Texas; 
Crisp.  Blount  and  Clements  of  Geor- 
gia; Herbert  and  Oats  of  Alabama; 
Richardson,  McMillan  and  Enlope  of 
Tennessee;  Hatch  and  Dockery  of 
Missouri;  Holman  of  Indiana,  known 
as  the  "Watch  Dog  of  the  Treasury;" 
and  the  "Great  Objector"  Springer  of 
Illinois;  Breckenridge  of  Kentucky; 
Breckenridge  of  Arkansas,  and  others 
who  have  long  since  retired  from  pol- 
itics. 

But  m  those  days  with  tho  Demo- 
crats exceeding  the  Republicans  in 
the  number  of  veteran  members,  the 
latter  then,  as  now,  had  the  one 
member  with  the  longest  continuous 
service  which  carried  with  It  the  title 
of  "Father  of  the  House."  And  the 
most  remarkable  part  of  It  Is  that 
Pennsylvania,  the  Keystone  stato, 
has   held   the  honor   for   nearly  thirty

house  was  succeeded  by  Charlie 
O'Nell,  who,  in  turn,  was  succeeded 
by  Harmer.  and  the  honor  now  rests 
upon  Col.-  Harry  H.  Bingham,  the 
best  dressed  man  In  the  house.  Had 
it  not  been  for  the  break  In  "Uncle 
Joe's"  service  In  the  Fifty-second 
congress,  he  would  be  father  of  the 
house  as  well  as  speaker.

ELECTRIZE 
RAILROADS 

Practical  Application  In 

the  Great  Field  of 

Electricity. 

Exhaustive  Trials  in  Ger- 
many of  the  Ostram 
Lamp. 

Boston,  Jan.  11.— The  Boston  Tran- 
script says: 

The  Pennsylvania  and  the  Baltimore 
A  Ohio  railroads  fiave  declined  to  ac- 
cede to  the  request  of  the  commission- 
ers of  the  District  of  Columbia  that 
they  substitute  electric  motors  for 
eteam  locomotives  within  the  district. 

The  inconvenience  of  making  the 
change  is  the  ground  on  which  the  re- 
fusal is  based,  the  president  of  the 
former  road  saying  it  would  be  "seri- 
ously objectionable  in  view  of  the  high 
epeed  service  which  we  propose  to  es- 
tablish between  Washington  and  the 
North." 

The  commissioners,  not  satisfied  with 
the  answer,  purpose  to  appeal  to  con- 
gress to  compel  by  law  what  the  roads 
are   not   ready  voluntarily  to  grant. 

A  few  evenings  ago  in  an  address  be- 
fore a  gathering  of  men  on  "Railroads 
and  Early  Transportations,"  Col.  J.  H. 
Benton.  Jr.,  for  many  years  counsel 
for  the  New  York.  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford road,  ventured  the  prediction  that 
in  the  future,  not  so  distant  but  that 
it  would  fall  within  the  experience  of 
those  there  prt-sent.  railroad  develop- 
ment would  reach  a  point  that  would 
make  all  that  has  now  been  achieved 
stem  as  comparatively  primitive  as  the 
groplngs  of  two  generations  ago  in 
this  new  field  now  appear  to  us;  and 
he  intimated  that  electricity  would  be 
the  mediunv  through  which  this  trans- 
formation would  be  brought  about. 

Two  or  three  years  ago,  when  his 
words  carried  further  than  they  do 
now,  Chauncey  M.  Depew  made  this 
statement  before  a  meeting  of  the 
Transportation  club  of  J^ew  York:  "I 
predict  that  ten  years  from  tonight 
locomotives  will  be  in  the  museums, 
while  we  shall  be  carried  along,  clip- 
ping the  seconds  off  seventy»five  miles 
an  hour,  by  electric  mr»tors." 

Without  attempting  to  fix  the  rating 
of  these  gentlemen  as  prophets  they 
dorubtless  knew  what  the  trend  of 
discussion  was  in  the  large  railroad 
councils  on  this  question.  The  progress 
made  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  in  the  application  of  electric- 
al forces  In  Its  business  is  more  con- 
vincing evidence  of  the  general  ten- 
dency In  this  direction  than  any 
amount  of  prophecy. 

To  electrize  the  main  systems  of 
steam  roads  in  this  country  within 
the  next  decade  would  be  less  of  a 
radical  advance  than  it  has  been  to 
change  from  horse  and  cable  cars  In 
all  the  cities  in  the  period  not  much 
longer  than  that,  and  it  would  not  sur- 
prise us  to  see  the  Pennsylvania  road 
going  not  only  into  a>id  out  of  Wash- 
ington under  that  power,  but  em- 
ploying it  for  the  whole  distance. 

A  "high  speed  service  between 
"Wft-shington  and  the  North"  would 
then  have  a  larger  significance  than 
the  same  terms  carry  now.  The  big 
lines  do  not  like  to  be  hurried,  but 
they  are  quietly  adjusting  their  busi- 
ness in  many  quarters  to  the  new 
conditions. 

Prof.  Ferdando  Lori  of  the  school 
of  engineering,  Padua,  Italy.  Is  the  in- 
ventor of  a  new  arrangement  or  sys- 
tem of  wireless  signalling  in  which  a 
phenomenon  of  electro-magnetic  reson- 
ance is  utilized  for  obtainijig  a  separ- 
ation of  the  radio  telegraphic  signs. 

A  non-amgnetic  metallic  wire  Is  ex- 
tended between  two  points,  having  the 
north  and  south  poles  of  the  magnet 
on  each  side  of  the  wire  near  Its  cen- 
ter. The  wire  la  Joined  up  to  a  detector 
of  electric  waves  and  a  battery.  The 
tension  of  the  wire  is  so  controlled 
that  when  vibrating  freely  it  performs 
a  predetermined  number  of  vibrations 
every  second. 

If  the  detector  is  reached  by  electric 
waves  emitted  from  a  radiator  with 
the  same  frequency,  viz:  by  oscillatory 
sparks  pre>duced  with  a  speed  n  per 
second— the  electric  wave  detector  will 
be  Influenced  n  times  per  second,  and 
the  current  passing  through  the  wire 
is  a  pulsating  or  alternate  current 
having  the  same  frequence  n.  The  wire 
Is  in  this  way  enabled  to  act  as  the 
receiver  of  wireless  signals  only  if 
they  are  emitted  by  a  series  of  sparks 
at  a  rate  of  n  per  second.  The  appar- 
atus Is  therefore  selective  of  the  mes- 
sage received. 

According  to  L'Electriclan  some  ex- 
haustive trials  recently  made  in  CV-r- 
many  of  the  Ostram  lamp  have  given 
the    following    results:  . 

The  lamps  were  of  thirty-two  and 
fifty  Hefner  candhpower,  respectively, 
and  were  tested  at  from  100  to  130 
volts,  with  a  consumption  equivalent 
to  one  watt  per  candlepower. 

The  duration  of  the  test  was  1.000 
hours  and  the  diminution  in  candle- 
power  at  the  end  of  the  test  is  stated 
to  have  been  almost  negligible — I.  e. 
about  3  per  cent.  From  the  tabulated 
results  It  appears  that  a  thirty-two 
candlepower  Ostram  lamp  shows  a 
saving  of  current  charged  at  6  pence 
per  kw.,  amounting  to  9  shillings  per 
1,(M>  hours  over  a  carbon  filament  lam.p 
rated  at  the  same  candlepower.  With  a 
fifty  candlepower  Ostram  lamp  the 
equivalent  saving  in  current  to  ob- 
tain an  equal  amount  of  light  per  1  000 
hours  ts  approximately  60  shillings'  It 
Is  stated  that  this  new  lamp  burns  also 
at  miuch  less  cost  than  the  tantalum 
or  the  Nernst  lamps  and  radiates  70 
per  cent  less  heat  than  the  ordinary 
carbon   filament   lamp.  '

What  appears  to  be  a  discovery  of 
some  significance  in  relation  to  elec- 
tric Incandescent  lamps  has  been 
made  by  John  W.  Howell  of  the 
Amerlcar:  Institute  of  Electrical  En- 
gineers. It  was  described  bv  him  in 
a  paper  read  recently  before  the  in- 
stitute. The  process  of  "squirting" 
and  "flashing"  the  current  carbon 
filament  is  well  known;  but  the 
author  has  succeeded,  as  he  states 
In  producing  a  carbon  which,  in  his 
own  words,  "has  Characteristics  so 
•difTering  from  those  of  any  previous- 
ly known  filament  as  to  seem  to 
indicate  that  it  is  a  new  form  of  car- 
bon. 

"Besides  being  very  Interesting  on 
account  of  its  physical  characteristics 
this  filament  Is  of  considerable  value 
on  account  of  Its  much  better  life  or 
efficiency  than  the  carbon  filaments 
heretofore    known." 

The  author  obtained  the  filaments 
he  described  by  submitting  treated 
filaments  to  the  excessively  high  tem- 
perature of  an  electric  resistance 
furnace.      Th«    treatment    la    thus    de-  i

ENCYCLICAL  TO 
FRENCH  CATHOLICS 

Pope  Comforts  the  Faith- 
ful   Suffering  From 
Government's  Acts. 

Rome,      Jan.      11.— The      Osservatore 
Romano  today  published  the  text  of  an 
encyclical    addressed    by    the    pope    to 
jthe  French  Catholics.  In  this  document 
[that  pontiff  said   that  hts  chief  object 
jln    addressing    the    faithful    in    Franco 
w  as  to  comfort  them  in  their  sufferings, 
j  which  he  felt  deeply.  There  was,  how- 
lever,  great  consolatiom  in  the  fact  that 
I  the    Catholics   of  Fraace   were    united. 
The  'French    government's    declaration 
of  war  was  not  only  ajralnst  the  Chris- 


tian faith  but  against  all  spiritual 
ideas.  The  French  Catholics  must  be 
prepared  for  all  sorts  of  trials,  but  they 
were  certain  of  final  victory.  This 
meant  the  maintenance  of  their  union 
with  the  Holy  See.  which  was  of  the 
greatest  Importance,  as  shown  by  the 
efforts  of  the  enemies  of  the  church  to 
dissolve  this  union.  Contrary  to  the 
statements  made  on  the  subject,  the 
church  did  not  desire  a  religious  war. 
Involving  violent  persecutions.  Being 
a  messenger  of  peace  and  carrying  out 
her  mission  loyally,  the  church  did  not 
willingly  expose  herself  to  war  and 
persecutions,  as  she  did  not  desire  to 
see  her  children  suffer. 

Regarding  the  ecclestiastical  prop- 
erties, the  encyclical  said  the  pope  had 
not  abandoned  them.  The  French  gov- 
ernment had  imposed  upon  the  Cath- 
olics of  France  an  organization  whlth 
the  church  was  absolutely  unable  to 
accent  without  imperilling  her  exist- 
ence as  a  divine  institution.  The  church 
could  not  prevent  the  unjust  spoliation 
in  progress,  for  as  the  proposed  cultur- 
al associations  were  opposed  to  the 
hierarchy  established  by  Christ,  the 
pope  condemned  them.  In  spite  of  the 


consequent    material    injuries    Involved 
at  the  hands  of  the  government. 

The  statement  that  the  latter  dis- 
posed of  the  "abandoned"  properties 
of  the  church  was  adding  derision  to 
spoliation.  It  was  false  to  state  that  the 
pontiff  condemned  In  France  what  he 
approved  in  Germany,  as  the  German 
cultural  associations  were  merely  tol- 
erated, although  they  recognized  the 
hierarchy,  which  was  not  done  under 
the  law  in  France.  The  Holy  See  might 
have  tolerated  an  annual  declaration 
for  the  exercise  of  public  worship  al- 
though it  did  not  offer  a  legal  guaran- 
tee that  the  exercise  of  public  worship 
would  be  permitted,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  impossible  position  in  which  M 
Briand's  circular  placed  the  parish 
priests.

Bases  Opinion  on  Past 

Experience. 


The  county  board  of  St.  Louis  county  is 
stron^rly  in  favor  of  steel  bridges,  when 
It  becomes  necessary  hereafter  to  con- 
struct new  bridges  over  the  numerous 
streams  within  the  county  limits,  or 
when  It  becomes  necessary  to  replace 
some  of  tlie  old  wooden  structures  that 
were  constructed  over  streams  crossed  by 
county   roads,    in   years   gone   by. 

This  sentiment  of  the  commissioners 
was  given  expression  to  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  when  it  was  proposed 
to  Investigate  the  necessity  of  a  new  i 
bridge  over  the  St.  Louis  river  at  Au-  | 
Tora.  one  of  the  comparatively  new  towns  ■ 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  county.  | 

Chairman    E.    M.    Patterson    who   repre- 
sents  the  lirsit   comniissioner  di.sirict,   and  | 
Who  has  had   vears  of  e.xperience  on  the  | 
board    along    the    line   ot   bridge   building  ; 
and       maintenance,       urged     that     if     the 
bridge  is  found  necessary  it  be  construct- 
ed  of  suol   Instead  of   timber. 

"There  is  no  use  beating  about  the 
bush."  declared  Chairman  Patterson,  we 
all  know  from  the  experience  of  this 
county  that  It  is  more  economical  in 
the  long  run  to  build  steel  bridges  in 
the  first  place  than  to  put  in  a  wooden 
structure  that  will  either  be  carried  out 
by  the  Jirst  freshet,  be  weakened  or  dis- 
placed by  heavy  traffic  over  it,  or  which 
will,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  rot 
out  so  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  public 
and  a  constant  source  of  expense  to 
the  county  to  maintain  it  In  good  re- 
pair. .^     , 

"The  steel  bridges  cost  more.  It  is 
true,  but  they  are  put  up  to  stay.  They 
will  outlast  our  lifetime,  at  least,  and 
we  need  never  fear  a  damage  suit  on 
our  hands  because  of  some  team  break- 
ing through  and  getting  Injured.  The 
cost  of  maintalnance  ia  a  minimum.  All 
that  is  needed,  practically,  is  to  have 
the  st.->el  painted  every  few  years  to 
prevent  its  rusting  out.  With  proper 
care  the  steel  bridges  will  certainly  out- 
last a  dozen  wooden  bridges. 

"This  board  can  point  with  no  small 
degree  of  pride  to  the  several  splendid 
steel  structures  that  already  span  the 
larger  rivers  of  the  county,  on  the  pub- 
lic highways,  the^big  bridge  over  the  St. 
Louis  river  at  F!o.:>dwood,  another  over 
the  Sixme  river  at  Zim,  and  still  an- 
other, though  smaller,  over  one  of  the 
les3»'r  streams  on  the  north  shore  road. 
We  have  vt-t  to  hear  of  any  complaint 
concernimi'  these  bridges.  I  believe  that 
they  liiive  been  a  good  investment,  and 
thai    thev  were  purciiased  for  reasonable 

Erie*  s  considering  the  high  price  of  steel

The  board  has  been  Importuned  by  tne 
residents  of  Aurora  for  a  bridge  across 
the  St.  Louis  river.

Although  no  official  survey  has  yet 
been  made  it  Is  estimated  that  a  struc- 
ture about  ninety  feet  long  would  mi 
the  bill.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the 
committee  which  will  visit  Aurora  Jan. 
22  will  if  it  considers  the  necessities 
of  the  'people  warrant  it.  recommend  a 
single  span  steel  bridge  across  the  river 
at   that    p<Mnt.

CAPTAIN  FILES 
VfRECK  REPORT 

Tells  of  Disaster  to  the 

Ireland  on  Gull 

Island. 

Capt.  J.  P.  MInsky  of  the  steamer 
Ireland  has  filed  a  wreck  report  at 
the  Duluth  customs  office  of  the  dis- 
aster which  occurred  on  Gull  island 
reef,  Dec,  3  last.  During  the  north- 
west storm  which  was  blowing  down 
Lake  Superior  at  that  time,  the  Ire- 
land went  aground  on  the  reef  and 
tlie  wrecking  companies  were  unable 
to    release   her    for    several    days. 

In  the  report  the  captain  states 
that  the  wreck  was  caused  by  an 
error  in  judgment  on  the  part  of 
the  steersman  in  charge  at  the  time. 
The  estimated  loss  on  tho  vessel 
itself  is  $30,000,  and  on  the  cargo 
$4,000.  There  were  7,000  tons  of  coal 
aboard  the  boat,  several  tons  of 
which  was  lightered  in  order  to 
release  the  steamer.  The  report  stated 
that  the  Reid  Wrecking  company 
and  the  Great  Lakes  Wreckmg  & 
Towing  company  rescued  the  boat. 

The  name  of  the  sailor  who  was 
service  J  drowned  during  the  second  disaster 
to  the  Ireland,  after  she  had  started 
back  to  Duluth  from  Baytield  was 
given  as  Andrew  Daniels.  He  at- 
tempted to  leap  from  the  deck  of 
the  big  boat  to  the  tug  Crosby,  but 
could  not  quite  make  the  distance 
and    fell   Into    the   lake. 

The  Ireland  is  owned  by  the  J.  C 
Gilchrist  company  of  Cleveland,  and 
was  making  her  final  trip  to  Duluth 
at  the  time  the  disaster  occurred. 
After  the  wreck  she  was  laid  up  at 
Bayneld,  Wis.,  for  several  weeka, 
and  temporary  repairs  were  made 
before  she  started  on  her  trip  to 
Duluth,  arriving  here  Dec.  29. 

Afte  tho  cargo  of  coal  had  been 
unloaded  here  last  week,  the  Ireland 
was  removed  to  the  shipyard  at 
Superior.  As  there  was  about  a  foot 
of  Ice  in  the  channel,  it  was  a  slow 
trip,  and  it  is  said  that  the  Ireland 
suffered  still  more  damage.  Nearly 
every  one  of  the  buckets  or  blades 
on  her  wheel  were  brokn  off  by  th 
Ice,  and  the  temporary  rudder  which 
had  been  placed  on  her  at  Bayfield 
was  also   torn  off.

Pulpwood   Shipments 

Make  Car   Shortage 

More  Pronounced. 

Northwestern  Agents  Will 

Visit  This  City  Next 

July. 


The  movement  of  pulwood  and 
other  timber  products  out  of  Northern 
Minnesota  ^  now  well  under  way, 
adding  to  the  difficulties  of  the  rail- 
roads so  far  as  the  car  shortage  is 
concerned.  The  movement  is  an  im- 
portant factor  In  the  calculations  of 
the  roads,  and  this  winter  will  prob- 
ably amount  to  about  5,000  cars. 

As  these  shipments  begin  just  at  the 
time  when  the  heaviest  movement  of 
certain  other  classes  of  freight  begin 
to  show  a  falling  off,  the  roads  have 
no  opportunity  to  recover  from  the 
fall  rush  before  this  winter  business 
results  in  a  further  congestion  of  the 
terminals,  taking  all  available  cars, 
and  causing  a  continuance  of  the  car 
shortage. 

One  thing  for  which  the  roads  en- 
tering Duluth  are  very  grateful  is  the 
fact  that  the  weather  thus  far  this 
season  has  been  of  the  sort  to  make 
traffic  easier.  Cold  weather  and  snow 
would  have  made  the  congestion  much 
worse  than  It  has  been  at  any  time 
this  winter.  A  big  storm  now  would 
seriously  interfere  with  a.11  lines  of 
bu.siness  on  the  railroads,  and  would 
result  in  a  temporary  blockade  that 
would  make  the  situation  much  more 
disagreeable  from  the  shippers'  stand- 
point than  It  now  Is. 

Severely  cold  weather  makes  the 
operation  of  trains  more  difficult,  and 
means  that  each  locomotive  must  haul 
a  shorter  string  of  cars.  An  engine 
can  haul  a  much  larger  load  on  a 
warm  day  than  on  a  cold  one.  North- 
ern Minnesota  has  been  peculiarly 
fortunate  in  respect  to  storms  and  cold 
weather  this  winter,  for  the  region 
farther  to  the  West  has  been  troubled 
with  several  quite  hea\'y  storms, 
which  delayed  traffic  on  the  main 
lines  and  completely  blocked  some  of 
the  branches. 

In  the  mountains  there  has  been  so 
much  snow  that  shipments  east  have 
been  delayed  to  an  alarming  extent, 
and  Duluth  contractors  who  have  been 
waiting  for  shipments  of  lumbex  and 
other  timber  products  from  the  Pa- 
cific coast  country  have  felt  the  ef- 
fects of  the  delays.  All  during  the 
fall  there  was  so  much  business  on 
the  Western  lines  that  lumber  ship- 
ments to  the  East  were  badly  delayed, 
but  since  winter  set  in  in  earne.'it  these 
delays  have  been  all  the  worse.  Double 
tracks  along  all  fh*  railroad  systems 
clear  to  the  coast,  with  more  motive 
power,  seems  to  be  about  the  only  so- 
lution of  the  problem  of  how  to  get 
freight  back  and  forth  within  a  rea- 
sonable length  of  time. 

Another  reason  for  the  coal  famine 
in  the  Northwest  has  just  been  ad- 
vanced. It  is  that  the  interior  dealers 
expected  a  drop  in  freight  rates  lato 
In  the  fall,  and  therefore  delayed  plac- 
ing their  orders  with  Duluth  docks  In 
the  hope  that  they  would  be  able  to 
get  better  freight  rates  by  waiting.

Mlnot— The  coal  situation  in  the  coun-

through  the  cold  spell.  They  have  no 
way  to  get  out  and  no  way  tu  secure  coal.

Wiiile  Jolm  Bonlon.  wife  and  child  were 
asleep  in  their  home,  eight  miles  north- 
east of  Minot,  a  lire  broke  out.  It  was 
not  discovered  until  the  bed  caught  fire. 
The  family  escaped  in  their  nlgiit  clothes 
to  the  barn.  Bonton  returned  to  the 
house  for  clothing  and  burned  his  face 
and  hands  severely.  His  hair  was  all 
burn-d  off.  He  got  a  part  ot  a  blanket  | 
and  the  three  stayed  in  the  barn  until 
10   o'clock   the    next    morning.     It    was   o» 

Mrs  Bonton  tore  the  blanket  Into  four 
pieces  and  wrapped  it  around  her  hus- 
band's feet  and  hands,  which  were  frozen 
She  fhen  tied  them  to  a  horse  and  headed 
It  towards  Bunion's  father's  house,  a 
mile  away.  He  met  his  father  on  the 
way  All  were  taken  to  the  latter  house 
and   are   in   a  precarious  condition.

Building  Inspector  KelUey  expects 
that  building  operations  in  Duluth  dur- 
ing the  year  1907  will  aggregate  at 
least  three  million  dollars.  This  is  in 
figures  as  received  at  the  building  In- 
.spector's  oftlv,-e,  where  costs  are  natur- 
ally placed  at  a  minimum  In  order  to 
reduce  fees,  and  the  actual  cost  of 
buildings  to  be  erected  In  Duluth  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  will  probably 
total  nearer  four  million  than  threo. 
■Work  on  the  new  courthouse  will  t)e 
begun  as  soon  as  the  frost  Is  out  of 
the  ground  this  summer,  and  in  fact 
tiie  auditor  has  already  been  Instruct- 
ed to  call  for  bids  for  clearing  the 
ground  for  the  new  structures,  the 
courthouse  proper  and  the  jail.  This, 
including  the  cost  of  the  site.  Is  ex- 
i  pected  to  total  over  $500.*)00,  and  will 
I  go  a  lonK  way  towards  making  up  tho 
jlhree   million. 

1     While  the  site  for  the  new  postofnco. 
Ijust    acrofts    the    street    from    the    pros- 
'ent  postofrice  and  federal  building,  has 
not  as  yet  been  actually  purchased,  its 
1  selection  was  stamped  as  highly  satis- 
j  factory    by   Supervising   Arcnitect    Tay- 
lor     and     Secretary     of     the     Treasury 
1  Shaw,    and    this   practically    assures    Its 
final    selection    as    the    location    for    the 
new    building.      No    details    as    to    tae 
cost    or    plans    for    this    new    sliucturo 
are   known,   but   work   on  It   will   prob- 
ably   be    well     under    way    before     tho 
close    of   1307.    and    its   cost,    in    addition 
to   that    of   remodelling  the  lower   lloor 
of     the     present     federal     building     for 
the    use     of    the     various     offices     will 
amount    to    a    handsome    figure. 

The  Peavey  Elevator,  now  under  con- 
struction will  not  be  finished  until  the 
year  is  pretty  well  advanced,  and  is 
one  of  the  most  pretentious  structures 
in    the  city. 

In  addition  to  these  It  is  persistently 
rumored  that  one  of  Duluth's  wealthy 
men  is  considering  the  oonstruction  of 
an  eight  story  office  building  on  .Supe- 
rior street  on  the  site  of  thp  Trust 
company  building,  where  the  City  Na- 
tional Bank  ie  located. 

This  would  necessitate  the  tearing 
down  of  the  present  building  as  the 
walls  are  not  built  heavy  enough  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  law  in 
an  eight  story  structure,  though  the 
foundation  Is  said  to  be  heavy  enough 
for  an   even    higher   building. 

The  same  gentleman  is  also  .said  to 
:  be  about  to  build  a  J50.000  residence  in 
the  East  end.  but  no  confirmation  could 
be  secured  to  »^ither  of  these  reports.

ASSASSIN'S  HEAD  CUT  OFF. 


Held  by  Russian  Police  for  Future  Pos- 
sible Identification. 

St  Petersburg,  Jan.  ll.-Tha  assassin  of 
Lieut.  Gen.  Pavloff.  the  military  pro- 
curator of  St.  Petersburg,  waa  executed 
at  an  early  hour  this  morning  at  LIsynos, 
near  Cronstadt.  He  refused  to  take  the 
sacrament  and  died  unidentified  and  with 
a  cheer  for  the  revoluUon  on  his  lips.  The 
head  of  the  assassin  was  removed  and 
preserved  at  the  headquarters  of  the  po- 
litical police  for  possible  Identification 
later. 


Berlin.  Jan.  ll.-Colonial  Director  Dern- 
burg explained  the  foundation  of  Em- 
peror William's  so-caUed  "Weltpolitik" 
(world  poUcy)  this  e\'ening  at  the  con- 
vention of  the  German  chamber  of  com- 
merce. Laying  great  stress  upon  the 
colonial  enterprise  of  Germany  and  the 
development  of  her  colonies.

Jackson.  Ky.,  Jan.  n.— The  trial  of 
Judge  James  Hargis  on  the  charge 
of  participating  in  the  assassination 
of  Dr.  B.  L.  Cox,  in  this  city  three 
years  ago.  was  suddenly  postponed 
here  yesterday  as  the  result  of  a 
■writ  of  prohibition,  issued  by  the 
court  of  appeals  of  Kentucky.  This 
writ  was  granted  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  Attorney  General  N.  B.  Hays. 
The  petitioner  alleges  that  l^pecial 
Judge  William  Carnes  of  Williams- 
town,  who  was  appointed  by  Gover- 
nor Beckham  to  try  the  case  of  Judge 
Hargis  and  others  charged  with  the 
assassination  of  Dr.  Cox,  is  conduct- 
ing the  trial  in  an  arbitrary  manner 
and  Is  overstepping  the  bonds  of 
the    law. 


Jackson,  Ky.,  Jan.  11. — The  condi- 
tions are  easier  now  here  since  the 
writ  of  prohibition  was  granted,  pre- 
venting Special  Judge  W.  M.  Carnes 
from  presiding  in  the  case  of  Judge 
James  Hargis,  charged  with  the  as- 
6ass;natie»n   of   Dr.    B.    D.    Cox.

Brady    Writes  Graphic 

Story  of  the  Mataafa's 

Wreck. 

Captain  of  the  Steamer 

Pope  is  Hero  of 

the  Tale. 


Cyrus  Townsend  Brady,  world-famous 
as  the  writer  of  thrilling  tales  of  the 
sea,  is  the  author  of  an  interesting  short 
story  in  the  current  number  of  the  Times 
Magazine,  published  in  New  York,  which 
Is  based  on  the  big  storm  of  Nov.  28,  1905, 
and  the  wrecking  of  the  Mataafa  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Duluth  canal.  The  inci- 
dents of  the  storm  are  described  graph- 
ically and  in  a  manner  to  make  one's 
blood  leap  with  the  excitement  of  the 
pictured  scene. 

In  the  story  Duluth  goes  by  the  name 
of  Greysolon,  and  the  Mataafa  la  called 
the  Mansfield,  while  the  Mesaba  ore  docks 
are  spoken  of  as  the  Massassolt  docks. 
The  names  of  the  other  boats  which  were 
wrecked  or  had  narrow  escapes  are  also 
changed,  together  with  the  names  of  their 
captains,  but  aside  from  this  and  the 
little  romance  that  is  woven  into  the 
tale,  everything  is  true  to  life.  Possibly 
the  romance  also  has  a  foundation  in 
fact. 

Michael  Sullivan,  first  mate  of  the 
Mansfield,  is  the  hero  of  the  story.  He 
is  violently  in  love  with  the  daughter  of 
his  captain.  R.  F.  Humble  was  captain 
of  the  Mataafa,  but  for  the  purposes  of 
the  story  he  is  called  Capt  Houston. 
The  love  is  returned,  and  the  young  peo- 
ple are  engaged  to  be  married.  An  acci- 
dent at  the  Massassolt  ore  docks,  due  to 
the  carelessness  of  the  first  engineer, 
Thompson,  results  ia  the  Mansfield  being 
put  temporarily  out  of  commis.sion  by 
bemg  struck  by  the  steamer  Nottingham, 
and  Sullivan  is  discharged  by  the  irate 
captain,  for  he  takes  the  blame  to  shield 
the  engineer,  who  has  a  wife  and  children 
dependent  upon  him  for  support.  Not 
only  Is  Sullivan  discharged,  but  Capt. 
Houston  tells  him  he  is  no  sailor  and 
unfit  to  manage  a  woman,  telling  him 
that  he  is  to  see  his  sweetheart  no 
more. 

Without  laying  the  blame  for  the  acci- 
dent on  Thompson,  Sullivan  tells  the 
story  of  the  accident  to  Miss  Houston. 
Like  a  true  sweetheart  she  believes  him 
when  he  says  the  collision  was  not  his 
fault,  and  swearfe  that  she  will  marry  him 
regardless   of   her  father's   wishes. 

By  means  of  a  sworn  statement  made 
out  by  Thompson,  taking  the  blame  on 
himself,  Sullivan  secures  the  job  of 
captain  of  the  steamer  Scioto,  a  smaller 
vessel  than  the  Mansfield,  only  about 
i.WO  tons  cargo  capacity,  In  fact.  Ail 
summer  Capt.  Sullivan  runs  the  Scioto 
between  Cleveland  and  Greysolon.  In 
the  November  storm  both  the  Mansfield 
and  the  Scioto  are  caught.

But  the  fact 
remains  that  they  did  oppose  it  with  all  the  vigor,  cun- 
ning and  power  that  they  possessed.  And  its  final  tri- 
umphant passage  through  the  senate  is  yet  another  hand- 
some feather  in  the  cap  of  Senator  La  FoUette.

COLORADO'S  UNIQUE  GOVERNOR. 

Governors  of  the  early  states  of  America  were  in- 
augurated in  all  kinds  of  unusual  places,  mostly  log  cab- 
ins or  rough  halls,  and  quite  a  number,  history  records, 
were  installed  in  office  in  the  principal  church  of  the 
then  small  state  capital,  while  more  than  one  of  the  elect 
of  the  lale  Confederacy   took  the  oath  of  office  m  the 

martial  camp.  . 

But  so  far  as  the  historic  records  show,  never  be- 
fore was  a  chief  magistrate  inaugurated  undo,  conditions 
precisely  similar  to  those  that  surrounded  Dr.  Henry 
A  Buchtel  of  Colorado.  With  an  imposing  state  capital 
in  which  is  a  grand  rotunda,  at  his  service,  he  made  the 
earnest  request  that  he  be  installed  in  office,  "Ot  ^mid 
the  pomp  of  state,  but  m  the  solemnity  of  the  Methodist 
church  of  which  he  was  long  the  pastor  and  with  whose 
ctnistruction  he  was  strongly  identified. 

Whether  the  sacred  character  of  the  inauguration 
ceremony  will  have  a  continued  influence  on  the  course 
of  the  new  governor  remains  to  be  developed  by  the 
future.  Political  opponents  have  ascribed  his  election 
in  large  part  to  the  financial  and  other  influences  of  the 
great  corporations  of  the  state  and  it  may  well  be  that 
he  will  lend  a  willing  ear  to  the  suggestions  ot  the  mas- 
ters of  these  as  to  matters  that  most  vitally  affect  them. 
over  which  he  may  have  power. 

It  is  significant  of  his  resolution  and  aims,  however, 
that   when   he   was   offered  the   nomination   after   Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  friend,  Philip  C  Stewart,  had  declined 
it  because  of  corporation  influences  behind  it.  Dr.  Buch- 
tel,  then   president   of   Denver   university,   the    greatest 
Methodist  institution  of  learning   west  of  the  Missouri 
river,   refused,   in   a   public   signed   statement,   to   permit 
himself  to  be  bound  down  in  any  way  whatsoever  and 
virtually  said  to  those  who  offered  him  the  honor:    "Gen- 
tlemen, I  will  accept,  but  only  on  the  one  condition  that 
I  shall  be  absolutely  permitted  to  do  just  what  I  think 
is  right,  unhampered  by  any  pledge  to  any  person  what- 
soever." . 

The  section  of  the  new  governor's  message  in  which 
he  refers  to  the  railroads  and  advocates  liberal  legislation 
for  them,  as  well  as  opposes  any  measures  that  may  tend 
in  any  way  to  put  reins  on  capital,  may  mean  that  he 
proposes  to  give  the  so-called  Money  Power— the  black 
beast  and  bogy  of  Colorado  for  the  last  fifteen  years- 
free  swing.     On  the  other  hand,  it  may  mean  that,  while 
he  will  not  countenance  any  vicious  atatcks  on  capital,  he 
will  exact  fair  treatment  of  the  people  by  the  corpora- 
tions as  well  as  what  he  considers  fair  treatment  of  the 
corporations  by   the  people.     The  next  few  weeks   will 
disclose  precisely  what  his  course  of  action  will  be  be- 
cause the  legislature  is  in  session  and  measures  of  all 
kinds  are  bound  to  be  presented  for  consideration. 

Whether,  therefore,  the  inauguration  of  Colorado's 
new  executive  in  a  church  in  preference  to  the  accus- 
tomed place  for  the  ceremony  will  make  for  good  for 
skate  and  for  people  and  whether  one,  who  has  always 
heretofore  been  identified  wifh  church  and  semi-religious 
education  will  be  able  to  deal  with  the  hrewd  poli- 
ticians on  equal  terms,  will  be  questions  that,  for  the 
next  few  months  at  least,  will  cause  unusual  interest  to 
be  felt  in  Colorado  all  over  the  nation. 


COMPENSATIONS. 

It  Is  not  to  be  supposed  for  a  moment  that  trust  mag- 
nates enjoy  the  grilling  most  of  them  have  had  from  the 
public  in  the  past  year  or  so. 

They  certainly  do  not  enjoy  the  events  that  have 
ght  many  of  them  into  association  with  the  courts 
of  justice,  and  though  their  regrets  over  popular  discon- 
tent and  disapproval  are  doubtless  less  keen  than  they 
are  over  the  fines  and  other  punishments  that  have  been 
meted  out  by  law,  they  have  reason,  all  along  the  line, 
to  regret  the  passing  of  the  days  when  everybody  was 
happy  and  contented  and  disposed  to  honor  wealth  as 
wealth  thinks  it  should  be  honored,  and  to  concede 
wealth  a  different  code  of  morals  from  that  required  of 
poor  folks. 

For  instance,  the  president  of  the  American  Ice  com- 
pany, otherwise  known  as  the  ice  trust,  has  recently 
been  making  a  report,  in  which  he  deplores  from  the 
bottom  of  his  heart  the  "endless  abuse"  that  has  been 
heaped  upon  capital,  and  particularly  upon  his  concern; 
and  in  which  he  complains  about  the  "unwarranted  at- 
tacks" made  upon  the  company  in  the  past  season  of  ice 
scarcity  and  high  prices. 

Too  bad,  but  there  are  compensations,  which  the 
president  of  the  ice  trust  must  be  fully  aware  of,  though 
he  did  not  mention  them  in  connection  with  his  com- 
plaints about  the  attitude  of  the  public  toward  a  con- 
cern that  is  worthily  busy  in  trying  to  make  its  one 
talent  grow  into  twenty. 

For  instance,  the  ice  trust,  for  the  year  ending  with 
October,  showed  net  profits  of  more  than  $2,000,000. 

That  ought  to  compensate  in  some  measure  for  the 
public  abuse.  The  public  complained,  and  said  harsh 
things,  but  it  gave  up  its  money,  which,  after  all,  is 
what  the  president  of  the  ice  trust  is  after.  Clearly,  he 
would  much  rather  have  money  than  kind  words,  and 
since  he  has  his  money,  why  worry  about  not  getting  the 
oral  bouquets  that  the  people  have  withheld? 

In  the  preceding  year  the  ice  trust  only  made  $500,- 
000,  about  one-quarter  of  this  year's  net  earnings,  so 
there   is   another    compensation   for   the   unkindness    of 

the  public.

MICHIGAN'S  NEXT  SENATOR. 

The  Michigan  Republican  legislative  caucus  has,  after 
all,  found  probably  as  wise  a  solution  as  it  could  of  the 
problem  of  the  succession  to  Senator  Russel  A.  Alger, 
in  choosing  Congressman  William  Alden  Smith  as  the 
one  to  succeed  to  the  high  position.  He  has  made  a 
good  and  clean  and  strong  record  in  the  national  house 
of  representatives  and  will  certainly  do  equally  well  in 
the  higher  place  to  which  his  election  is  assured. 

The  selection  of  Mr.  Smith  by  the  caucus  is.  also, 
probably  as  good  an  outcome,  as  the  Republicans  of 
Michigan  could  expect.'^of  what  had  become  a  bitter  per- 
sonal fight  in  which  charges  and  counter-charges  of  the 
most  serious  nature  had  been  bandied  about.  Many 
there  are  who  would  have  preferred  the  choice  of  Con- 
gressman Townsend  who  had  written  his  name  on  the 
nation's  honor  roll  as  the  real  joint  author  with  Con- 
gressman Esch  of  the  new  interstate  commerce  act  as  a 
result  of  which  many  great  reforms  have  already  been 
established  and  others  are  to  come. 

The  new  senator  is  a  native  son  of  Michigan.  He 
was  bom  at  Dowagiac,  May  12,  1859,  and  received  a 
common  school  education  there.  He  removed  with  his 
parents  to  Grand  Rapids— since  then  his  permanent 
^ome— in  1872.  For  some  years,  he  had  a  hard  struggle, 
working  as  newsboy  and  telegraph  messenger  but,  after 
he  had  secured  a  place  as  page  in  the  Michigan  house, 
he  managed  to  save  enough  to  study  law  and  in  1883  he 
was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  entered  with  zest  into  poli- 
tics and  in  1895  he  was  elected  to  congress  from  the 
Fifth  Michigan  district  and  he  has  continued  to  serve 
that  district  ever  since. 


SENATOR  LA  TOILETTE'S  GOOD  WORK. 

Senator  La  Follette,  the  Wisconsin  statesman  "who 
does  things,"  won  another  decisive  victory  in  behalf  of 
the  people  when  he  secured  from  a  grudging  and  un- 
willing senate  the  passage  of  his  measure  to  limit  the 
hours  of  consecutive  labor  of  train  employes  of  the  rail- 
roads of  the  country  to  a  maximum  of  sixteen,  such  pro- 
longed term  of  service  to  be  followed  by  at  least  ten 
hours  of  rest. 

The  great  mass  of  the  people  had  called  for  this 
humanitarian  measure,  especially  because  of  repeated 
evidence  that  train  wrecks  were  often  due  to  the  in- 
ability of  the  men  in  charge  of  those  trains  to  stand  the 
•train  of  the  inordinate  hours  of  work  exacted  of  them 
by  their  merciless  employers.  And  organized  labor 
all  over  the  land  had  stood  as  one  man  in  demanding  the 
enactment  of  such  a  law.

SOMETHING  WRONG  SOMEWHERE. 

That  any  man  in  the  great  city  of  Chicago,  which 
vaunts  itself  that  it  is  in  the  very  forefront  of  civilization, 
should  be  reduced  to  the  terribly  pathetic— almost  appal- 
ling—necessity of  burning  the  body  of  his  beloved  dead 
child  because  he  was  absolutely  unable  to  secure  the 
money  to  give  it  even  the  most  modest  burial,  seems 
incomprehensible  in  these  times  of  unexampled  national 
prosperity.  But  the  poor  father's  declaration  was  made 
with  such  convincing  proofs  to  substantiate  it  that  he 
was  not  only  exonerated  from  all  blame  but  received  the 
publicly  expressed   pity   of  the  judge   before   whom   he 

was  haled. 

Such  a  deeply  pathetic,  really  tragic  incident  in 
mighty  Chicago  certainly  shows  that  there  is  something 
radically  wrong  somewhere  with  either  modern  civiliza- 
tion or  twentieth  century  methods  of  caring  for  the  poor 
and  meeting  the  grinding  curse  of  dire  poverty.  It  is 
certainly  no  valid  excuse  for  Chicago,  with  its  colossal 
sky-scrapers  costing  millions  of  dollars  each,  with  its 
tens  of  thousands  of  automobiles  for  which  other  mil- 
lions have  been  spent,  with  its  millionaires  so  numerous 
that  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  keep  an  acurate 
record  of  them  and  with  its  hundreds  of  magnificent  and 
costly  churches,  that  it  did  not  know,  because  it  was  not 
told,  that  such  fearful  extremity  of  poverty  existed  in 
its  midst. 

H  this  poor  father  had  been  a  besotted  wretch,  spend- 
ing his  earnings  on  liquor,  there  might  have  been  an 
excuse  for  an  apology  for  Chicago.  But  the  wretched 
man  was  not  a  drunkard;  on  the  contrary,  it  was  shown 
clearly  that  he  was  honest,  temperate  and  hard  worjcing: 
and  his  inability  to  provide  for  a  funeral  for  his  child 
was  due,  simply  and  solely,  to  the  fact  that  the  wages 
he  received  hardly  sufficed  for  bare  living  expenses  from 
day  to  day  for  himself  and  others  of  his  family  still  on 
earth. 

If  this  were  the  only  instance  of  grinding  misery  to 
be  found  in  the  vast  cities  ,no  one  would  give  Chicago 
blame.  But,  unfortunately,  there  are  hundreds,  possibly 
thousands,  of  cases  almost  as  bad  to  be  found  in  that 
metropolis. 

Certainly  something  is  wrong  with  unparalleled  pros- 
perity and  twentieth  century  civilization  when  such  la- 
mentable things  are  to  be  found,  solely  because  the  wages 
paid  are  too  meager  for  the  unexpected  necessities. 

What  is  the  remedy  for  such  conditions?  And  who 
of  all  the  students  of  sociology  will  be  the  first  to  find  it 
and  give  it  to  the  world  that  most  certainly  needs  it 
now  more  than  ever?

CANNING  INDUSTRY 

In  Minnesota  Has  Grown  Greatly  Dur- 
ing Past  Six  Years. 

St,  Paul,  Jan.  11.— J.  Moersch  of 
the  state  labor  department,  has  com- 
piled statistics  secured  from  a  re- 
cent bulletin  of  the  census  bureau, 
department  of  commerce  and  labor, 
showing  the  growth  of  the  canning 
Industry  in  this  state.  This  Indus- 
try Is  shown  to  be  still  In  Its  In- 
fancy. It  has  increased  greatly 
within  the  past  six  years,  and  bids 
fair  to  be  ono  of  the  important  In- 
dustries of  the  state  in  the  not  far 
distant  future. 

In  1900  there  were  four  canning 
and  preserving  establishments  In  op- 
eration in  Minnesota.  The  aggrre- 
gate  of  the  Invested  capital  was 
f43,650,  and  the  value  of  products 
amounted  to  $49,200.  The  expendi- 
ture for  material,  cost  of  operation, 
etc.,  was  $17,929,  and  for  salaries  and 
wages  $1,452   was  expended. 

In  1905  there  were  seventeen  can- 
ning and  preserving  establishments 
located  within  the  state.  Sixteen  of 
these  were  engaged  In  canning  vege- 
tables and  fruits,  while  one  estab- 
lishment exclusively  preserved  and 
canned  fish.  The  combined  seventeen 
establishments  had  $258,820  capital  In- 
vested. The  cost  of  material  was 
$160„004,  operating  expenses  were 
$14,655,  and  for  salaries  $5a,682  was 
paid  out.  The  total  year's  produc- 
tion, consisting  of  canned  vegetables, 
fruit  and  smoked  and  salted  flsh,  was 
valued  at  $275,200. 


TOBACCO  COMPANIES 

ARE  FOUND  GUILTY. 

New  York,  Jan.  11.— A  jury  In  the 
United  States  circuit  court,  yesterday, 
returhed  a  verdict  in  the  so-called 
"tobacco  trust"  trial,  which  had 
been  on  hearing  before  Judge  Hough 
for  the  past  three  weeks.  The  jury 
acquitted  Karl  Jungbluth  and  How- 
ard E.  Young  on  all  the  counts, 
charging  conspiracy  In  restraint  of 
trade,  and  combining  to  control  the 
licorice  paste  industry,  but  finds  the 
McAndrews  and  Torbest  company 
and  the  J.  S.  Young  company  guilty 
on  two  counts,  one  of  forming  an 
illegal  combination  and  the  other 
of  being  a  monopoly.  The  corpora- 
tion£  named,  which  were  Joint  de- 
fendants with  Jungbluth  and  Young, 
were  acquitted  of  the  charge  of  con- 
spiracy. 

Counsel  for  the  defendant  com- 
panies at  once  moved  for  an  arrest 
of  Judgrment,  and  Judge  Hough  will 
hear  arguments  on  the  motion  next 
Monday. 


Cubs  Will  Lose  Sebring. 

Cincinnati.  Jan.  U.— Chairman  Herr- 
mann, of  the  National  Baseball  commis- 
sion, yesterday  stated  that  the  petition 
of  player  James  Sebring  for  reinstate- 
ment to  good  standing  In  baseball  will  be 
refused. 

'That  means  that  Sebring  will  be  un- 
able to  play  with  an  organized  baseball 
team  outside  of  the  Tri-state  league  of 
Pennsylvania,"    said    Mr.    Htrrmann. 

Sebring  is  under  contract  to  the  Chi- 
cago National  league  club  for  the  next 
two  years,  but  will  not  bo  allowed  to 
play  with  that  club.  Sebring  played  with 
the  Wllllamsport,  Pa.,  team  last  season 
while  under  contract  with  the  Chicago 
club. 

Chairman  Herrmann  stated  that  the  of- 
fic'al  finding  by  the  commission  In  the 
Sebring  case  would  be  given  out  some 
time  next  week.

There  are,  but  they  are  not  numer- 
ous. Senator  Works  of  Mankato  handed 
his  back,  and  Senator  Ole  O.  Sageng  of 
Otter  Tail  county,  the  lone  Populist 
in  the  legislature,  has  politely  mailed 
his  back  to  the  railroads.  Senator  Sa- 
geneg  acquired  a  unique  distinction 
when  he  was  a  member  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  1901.  by  returning  his  passes  at 
a  time  when  nobody  else  thought  of  do- 
ing such  an  extravagant  thing. 

•  •      • 

The  reciprocal  demurrage  bill  of- 
fered in  the  house  yesterday  by  W.  A. 
Nolan  of  Grand  Meadow  is  very  much 
the  same  as  that  of  two  years  ago,  on 
which  he  lost  out  In  the  senate  after 
passing  it  through  the  house.  Two 
changes  of  importance  have  been 
made,  however.  One  is  the  use  of  the 
term  "weights"  Instead  of  "net  I 
weights."  Two  years  ago  the  latter 
term  was  bitterly  opposed  by  the  rail- 
roads on  the  ground  that  it  would  re-  ! 
quire  them  to  spend  much  money  for  j 
track  scales  along  their  entire  sys- 
tems. The  amendment  does  not  ma-  j 
terially  affect  the  shipper,  and  may 
make  the  bill  seem  less  objectionable 
to  the  railroad  companies.  The  other 
amendment  requires  the  railroads  to 
moue  trains  at  least  seventy-five  miles 
a  day  Instead  of  fifty  miles. 

Otherwise,  as  it  did  two  years  ago, 
It  proposes  a  little  reciprocity  between 
the  railroad  and  the  shipper  in  place 
of  the  old  one-sided  deal  whereby  the 
patron  paid  demurrage  if  he  held  cars 
too  long,  but  had  to  whistle  for  relief 
if  the  railroads  did  not  provide  him 
with  cars  when  he  needed  them.  Rail- 
roads are  compelled  to  furnish  cars 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  receipt 
of  an  order  from  a  shipper,  or  pay  $1 
for  every  day  of  delay.  After  a  car  is 
loaded,  the  same  charge  is  made  for 
every  delay  In  moving  it. 

The  bill  will  stand  a  much  better 
show  of  passing  this  year  than  it  did 
two  years  ago.  Since  then  the  North- 
west has  been  damaged  by  the  greates* 
car  shortage  In  its  history,  and  large 
areas  have  suffered  for  want  of  the 
necessities  of  life  because  the  rail- 
roads did  not  bring  them,  though  the 
docks  at  Duluth  were  full  of  coal  and 
jobbing  houses  lost  money  because 
they  could  not  get  cars  in  which  to 
get  their  goods  where  the  market  was 

ready  for  them.

Bills  have  been  Introduced  In  both 
houses  providing  for  informing  the 
people  more  generally  upon  pending 
constitutional  amendments  before  they 
are  voted  on.  There  is  a  law  requir- 
ing the  attorney  general  to  get  up 
clear  explanations  of  the  amendments 
and  what  they  seek  to  accomplish  but 
these  explanations  have  not  received 
sufficient  publicity.  The  bills  that 
have  been  offered  provide  that  the  ex- 
planations must  be  published  in  every 
county  in  not  more  than  three  papers 
In  each,  before  the  elecion  is  held  upon

This  story,  warmed 
over  at  intervals,  serves  as  an  effective 
weapon  with  which  the  sensational  writer 
may  further  excite  the  prejudice  of  the 
pure  food  crank.

Toklo,  Jan.  11.— The  Japanese  gov- 
ernment has  decided  that  on  account 
of  anti-Japanese  agitation  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  that  the  training  squad-  [sia''n''iaw    on'the  subject 


but     will     go     as     far     as     Honolulu 
only. 

Washington.  Jan.  11.— Members  of 
the  California  delegation  in  congress 
in  discussing  the  decision  of  the  Jap- 
anese government  to  abandon  the 
proposed  trip  of  the  training  squad- 
ron to  the  Pacific  coast,  on  account 
of  the  anti-Japanese  agitation,  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  San  Fran- 
cisco would  have  extended  a  welcome 
to  the  fleet.  Representative  Kahn 
suggested  the  action  of  the  Tokio 
government  may  have  been  on  advice 
of  the  Japanese  consul  general  at 
San  Francisco. 

"I  think,"  said  Mr.  Kahn,  "that  I 
know  the  people  of  California  well 
enough  to  say  that  the  great  masses 
of  the  population  would  resent  any 
harm  that  might  be  done  the  mi- 
kado's seamen  should  they  visit  San 
Francisco. 

"While  the  people  of  California  are 
opposed  to  the  wholesale  importation 
of  Japanese  coolies,  we  respect  the 
rights  of  the  Japanese  who  are  now 
here  and  the  training  squadron  would 
certainly  be  as  safe  in  the  bay  of 
San    Francisco    as    it    would    be    in    a 

home  port. 

Masanao  Hanlhara,  second  secre- 
tary of  the  Japanese  embassy,  said 
that  Viscount  Aoki,  the  Japanese 
ambassador  to  the  United  States  has 
not  been  officially  notified  of  the  Tokio 
government's  decision  not  to  allow 
the  training  squadron  to  proceed  to 
San  Francisco. 

"The  visit  of  a  Japanese  fleet  to 
the  Pacific  coast  at  this  time,  ' 
said  Mr.  Hanlhara,  "might  occasion 
a  renewal  of  the  controversy,  and 
the  Japanese  government  is  desirous 
of  maintaining  the  present  cordial 
relations  with  this  government.  tt 
has  been  considered  for  several  weeks 
the  advisability  of  postponing  the 
visit  of  the  fleet  to  the  Pacific  coast. 
The  Japanese  consul  at  San  Fran- 
cisco has  made  no  report  to  the 
ambassador,  though  It  is  possible 
that  he  may  have  communicated  di- 
rect   with    Tokio/'

London,  Jan.  11.— A  law  suit  in- 
teresting to  Americans,  who  have 
property  in  England  Is  before  the 
king's  bench  division  here.  ^\„,'^,^' 
lates  to  the  estate  of  the  late  Will- 
iam Louis  Winans  of  Baltimore  who 
died  In  1897,  leaving  over  $12,000,- 
000,  »nd  whose  sons,  Walter  and 
Louis  Winans.  are  petitioning  for  the 
return  of  $50,000  paid  to  the  British 
treasury    inheritance    tax,     or    "death 

"o^ii  the  death  of  their  father. 
Walter  and  Louis  Winans,  who  were 
his  executors,  paid  $961,400  inherit- 
ance tax  under  protest,  claiming  that, 
as  Mr.  Wlnan.s,  Sr.,  was  an  Ameri- 
can citizen,  residing  in  America,  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  the  greater 
part  of  his  property,  which  was 
outside  of  Great  Britain,  was  not 
liable    to    the   tax. 

They  admitted  "liability  to  only 
$31,000  Inheritance  tax,  and  now 
claim  from  the  British  treasury 
$650,000,  the  difference  between  that 
sum    and    the    tax    originally    paid. 

Against  their  claim  the  crown 
lawyers  argue  that  the  securities-  in 
question,  although  relating  to  prop- 
erty outside  this  country,  were  drawn 
to  bearer  and  negotiable  on  the  Lon- 
don  market.

,.^IL^®  Quarters  ending  with  September. 
l-m.  A  combination  of  these  three  quar- 
terly statements  indicates  that  tho  falhng 
off  In  mports  of  cotton  piece  good  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  our  chief  rival  in  the 
cotton  trade  of  China,  ig  as  great  propor- 
tionately as  in  the  case  of  the  United 
states.

Russian   oil   entering  Shan- 
ghai In  the  nine  months  of  1905  was  12,000,- 
0<jO   gallons,    and   in  1906,    none.     Of   Sum- 
atra kerosene  Imported  Into  Shanghai  the 
total    for    the   nine    months    ending    with 
September.  1905,  was  8,000.000  gallons,  and 
for  the  corresponding  period  of  1906  a  lit- 
tle   less    than   6,000,000.

Mountains  Shape  Their 

Uneventful  Lives. 

Washington,  Jan.  11.— Washington,  self- 
admitted  center  of  culture  and  enlighten- 
ment, looks  upon  superstition  as  a  form 
of  devil  worship  that  vanished  with  witch 
burning.  Yet  within  two  hours'  ride  of 
the  capitol  are  communities  that,  despite 
public  schools  and  church  choir  factions 
and  problems  and  things  are  as  deeply 
saturated  with  superstition  as  the  schol- 
arly bats  that  flitted  through  the  intel- 
lectual twiUght  of  the  middle  ages. 

In  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Virginia 
counties  that  ffank  the  Blue  Ridge  on 
the  east  and  climb  the  mountain  should- 
ers until  they  look  down  over  the  summit 
into  the  Shenandoah  valley  the  daily  life 
of  the  hill  dweller  is  hedged  In  with 
countless  signs  and  omens,  all  portents  of 
evil.  Through  them  he  walks  gingerly, 
fearful  lest  in  propitiating  one  genius  of 
disaster  he  offend  against  another. 

A  religious  and  churchgolng  folk  are 
these — on  Sunday.  The  rest  of  the  week 
they  devote  to  keeping  oui.  of  the  clutch- 
es of  *"bad  luck,"  the  ir.&dem  form  of 
that  disagreeable  and  uncomfortable  old 
god  of  the  Zidonians,  Baal,  who  visited 
them  with  dire  and  original  punishments 
when  he  didn't  get  his  regular  allowance 
of  broiled  baby.  They  don't  broil  babies, 
these  latter  day  worshippers,  but  they 
keep  themselves  in   perpetual    hot   water. 

"Hance,"  said  a  sturdy  old  farmer  of 
Big  Cobbler  mountain,  to  his  son.  as  the 
boy  started  out  on  a  June  morning  to 
hoe  the  weed-choked  corn,  "ther  moon's 
in  the  secon'  quarter  an'  ef  yer  chop  'em 
down  them  weels  '11  grow  worse'n  ever.

When  the  Denn-Arizona  Development 
company  is  reorganized  into  a  mining 
company.  It  will  have  a  capitalization 
of  $3,500,000,  according  to  a  statement 
attributed  to  Martin  Pattison,  president 
of  the  company. 

Mr.  Pattison  says  that  the  reorganiza- 
tion will  be  accomplished  within  a  very 
short  timhe,  but  is  unwilling  at  this  time 
to  discuss  tht  basis  of  change.  He  de- 
clares that  there  will  be  no  further  calls 
on    Denn   development    stock. 

It  is  well  known  that  a  mining  company 
Is  soon  to  be  organized  to  take  over  the 
Denn-Arizona  property  and  that  it  will 
be  merely  a  reorganization  of  the  develop- 
ment concern,  with  practically  the  same 
men  at  the  helm  as  in  charge  of  Shat- 
tuck- Arizona. 

While  no  definite  announcements  have 
been  made.  It  is  said  that  holders  of  de- 
velopment stock  will  secure  three  and  one- 
half  shares  of  mining  stock  for  each  one 
of  their  development  shares,  and  may 
have  the  privilege  of  buying  at  par  one 
and  one-third  mining  shares  for  every  de- 
velopment   share    held. 

A  telegram  received  last  evening  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  work  at  the  prop- 
erty was  still  in  ore  and  that  drifting  was 
progressing  on   the  lOO-foot   level. 


A  verdict  of  not  guilty  was  returned  by 
the  jury  In  the  case  of  the  government 
against  the  Charles  J.  Johnson  after  It 
had  deliberated  about  thirty  minutes. 
Th'-  government  attempted  to  prove  that 
Johnson  was  selling  a  malt  liquor  at  his 
establishment  in  the  West  end  without  a 
lincense.  The  liquor  wag  sold  under  the 
name  of  "juniper  ale"  and  as  the  trial 
proceeded  the  case  sifted  down  to  a 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  commo- 
dity is  a  malt  liquor. 

The  trial  of  the  case  began  on  Tuesday 
and  the  examination  of  witnesses  was  not 
completed  until  4  o'clock  yesterday  after- 
noon when  the  attorneys  began  their 
arguments.  It  was  shown  that  Johnson 
had  been  manufacturing  "juniper  ale " 
for  the  last  ten  years  and  that  during  the 
years  1897  to  1899  he  had  paid  a  brewery 
tax,  but  that  since  that  time  he  had  re- 
fused to  pay  it.  The  government  con- 
tended that  ho  has  been  manufacturing 
the  same  beverage  since  1899. 

Johnson    claimed    that    the    malt    liquor 
can   only   be   manufactured   by   a   process  I 
In   which   malt,  made  from   any  grain,   is  | 
used,  and  that  In  the  making  of  "juniper  1 
ale"     sugar    and    syrup    were    used    and 
yeast     afterwards     added.      The     govern- 
ment  maintains,    however,    that   in    using 
the  Ingredients  named  by  Johnson  a  fer- 
mentation   Is    caused    which    produces    a 
malt    liquor    containing   from    3    to    4   per 
cent    alcohol.      Several     samples    of     the 
"juniper  ale"   were  shown  In  court  after 
having  been  secured  by  the  United  States 
revenue  agents  in  the  different  processes 
of  manufacture. 

The  civil  case  of  Charles  T.  Bunch 
against  A.  Booth  &  Co.,  was  taken  up 
this  morning  .after  the  Johnson  case  was  j 
completed.  Bunch  Is  suing  the  boat  com- 
pany for  damages  for  an  alleged  assault 
upon  him  which  occurred  on  the  steamer 
America,  owned  by  the  Booth  company, 
last  summer.  Jens  Jenswold  is  repre- 
senting Bunch  while  A.  Booth  &  Co..  are 
being  defended  by  the  firm  of  Davis  & 
Holllstcr. 

WRECKING  TUG 
VIOLATED  RULES 

L..  M.  Willcutts,  collector  of  customs  for 
the  Duluth  harbor,  has  fined  the  tug 
Manlstique  the  sum  of  $200  for  violating 
the  rules  of  the  government  by  running 
without  lights  on  the  night  of  Dec.   27. 

The  rule  which  was  violated  was  one 
adopted  by  congress  Feb.  8,  1895,  for  the 
safety  of  passing  ships  and  to  avoid  col- 
lisions  after  dark. 

The  complaint  against  the  Manlstique 
was  made  by  Robert  Burns,  operator  of 
the  aerial  bridge,  who  stated  that  the 
Manlstique  ran  out  of  the  harbor  through 
the  canal  without  lights  on  the  evening 
of  Dec.  27.  and  that  a  collision  was  nar- 
rowly averted. 

Capt.  Charles  D.  Brown  was  in  charge 
of  the  Manlstique  at  the  time.  The  tug 
is  owned  by  the  Reid  Wrecking  com- 
pany.

"To  the  Tay  Payers  and  Business  Men 
of  Duluth:  Your  attention  has  probab^ 
been  called  to  the  fact  that,  at  the  elec- 
tion in  Novemt)er  last,  an  amendment 
was  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people, 
which  amendment,  if  carried,  will  give 
the  state  legislature  authority  to 
make  laws  that  will  result  in 
diverting  the  amount  received  from 
the  taxes  on  the  Iron  lands  in 
St.  Louis  county  from  the  treasury  of  St. 
Louis  county  and  the  muijiclpalitles 
therein,   to  the  state  treasury. 

"At  the  same  time  was  submitted  an 
amendment,  known  as  the  'good  roads 
amendment.'  On  the  face  of  the  return 
It  appears  that  the  'good  roads  amend- 
ment' has  been  defeated  and  that  the 
"tax  amendment'  has  been  carried.  A 
careful  Investigation  by  a  committee,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Duluth  Real  E.state  Ex- 
change, has  convinced  the  members  of 
this  exchange  that  the  'good  roads  amend- 
ment' was  carried  and  the  "tax  amend- 
ment' was  defeated.  It  is  of  vital  Im- 
portance to  every  taxpayer  and  every 
business  man  In  Duluth  and  in  St.  Louis 
county,  that  a  re-count  should  be  had, 
so  that  it  may  be  known  whether  or  not 
this   'tax  amendment'  has  been  defeated. 

"A  tonnage  tax  on  the  mines,  payable 
to  the  state,  would  increase  Duluth's  pro- 
portion  of   the   county   expenses   from   28 


to  65  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  raised 
or,    on    this    year's    levy    J151.055. 

"This  would  be  equal  to  increasing  all 
taxes,  both  real  and  personal,  In  the 
city   of   Duluth,   15   per   cent. 

"The  effect  on  the  range  towns  would 
be  fatal.  To  Illustrate,  from  official  fig- 
ures, Virginia,  under  a  diverted  tonnage 
tax,  to  raise  the  same  amount  of  money 
for  city  expenses,  as  now  raised,  would 
have  to  pay  over  three  times  ttie  amount 
of  the  present  taxes.  In  Hibbing,  to  raise 
the  same  amount  as  at  present,  real  and 
personal  property  would  have  to  pay 
thirteen  times  the  amount  that  they  pay 
at  present.  Every  range  town  would  be 
affected  In  the  same  way  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  dependmg  upon  the  amount 
of  Iron  properties  within  Its  corporate 
limits.  All  of  these  facts  are  of  vital 
importance  to  the  business  interests  in 
this  city. 

'Hn  order  to  prosecute  this  contest  it 
is  necessary  that  certain  funds  shall 
be  raised  to  defray  the  necessary  ex- 
penses. The  Duluth  real  estate  exchange 
has,  up  to  this  time,  done  all  the  work 
in  connection  with  this  contest  and  borne 
all  the  expenses.  It  is  fair  and  proper 
that  the  expenses  incidental  to  this  con- 
test should  be  shared  by  the  business 
men  and  property  owners,  who  are  just 
as  much  interested  In  defeating  this 
amendment  as  the  real  estate  fraternity. 

"A  committee,  consisting  of  W.  M. 
Prlndle.  J.  D.  Stryker  and  J.  A.  Stephen- 
son, has  been  appointed  to  solicit  funds 
for  this  purpose,  to  which  committee  sub- 
scriptions may  be  sent.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Park 
Point  Civic  club  was  held  last  even- 
ing at  the  power  house  of  the  In- 
terstate Traction  company,  and  the 
reports  of  committees  and  officers 
were  heard  and  the  new  officers  weer 
elected.

SPEAKS  TO  HIGH 
SCHOOL  PUPILS 

Rev.  E.  M.  Noyes  Give 

Talk  on  "Life  As 

An  investment 

Rev.  E.  M.  Noyes,  formerly  pastor 
of  the  Pilgrim  congregational  church 
of  this  city,  and  now  a  re-sldent  of 
Newton    Center,    Mass.,    spoke    to    the 

students  of  the  high  school  this  morn- 
ing. 

Mr.   Noyes  recalled  the  night  when 
the   big  school   was   opened.      He   was 
the  speaker  on  that  occasion  and  was 
the  first  one  to  deliver  a  lectur»  in  the ! 
high   school   building. 

He  said  that  he  recognized  several 
of  the  pupils  and  had  baptized  some  of 
them  as  a  minister  of  their  church, 
but  notice  that  they  had  changed  con- 
siderably since  he  performed  that 
function. 

He  expressed  his  pleasure  at  being 
able  to  address  this  new  and  rising 
generation  of  boys  and  girls,  and 
spoke  to  them  on  the  subject  of  "Life 
as  an   Investment." 

"I   asked    a   young    man    who    grad- 


uated from  an  Eastern  university 
not  long  ago,"  ha  said,  "what  he  in- 
tended to  do  with  himself  now  that 
he  had  completed  his  education,  and 
he  replied  that  he  was  looking  for  a 
job  with  a  good  salary  and  as  little 
work  as  possible.  There  are  not 
many  such  men  In  the  West,  al- 
though there  are  many  of  them  in 
the  East.  Now  that  is  not  the  high- 
est ideal  in  life.  Every  life  repre- 
sents an  Investment. 

"The  question  is,  what  return  Is 
your  life  going  to  make  on  that  In- 
vestment? Your  parents,  who  have 
made  innumerable  sacrifices  for  your 
sake.  Your  city  and  state,  which 
have  benefited  you  in  many  ways; 
your  country  and  your  God.  all  have 
a  share  in  the  returns  from  your  life. 
God  has  put  Into  life  a  big  Invest- 
ment. What  are  you  going  to  do 
with  It?  The  life  that  Is  hidden 
away  or  buried  does  not  pay  inter- 
est. The  best  man  Is  the  one  who 
recognizes  his  life  aa  an  Investment 
and  pays  the  best  possible  returns  on 
it 

"There  are  two  theories  of  life  at 
the  present  day.  One  is  self-develop- 
ment for  one's  own  sake.  The  other, 
and  true  theory,  ta  to  make  the  most 
of  your  life,  uot  only  for  yourself, 
but  for  your  family,  your  country 
and   your   God.

Hop  Sings  and  Ping  Hungs  were 
Involved  In  the  outbreak,  which  the 
police  say  was  due  to  a  quarrel  among 
the  Chinese  over  Ah  Kee,  a  girl  who 
lives  at  Dong's  home.

Wa.shlngton,  Jan.  12.— Senator  Till- 
man spoke  on  the  Brownsville  Incl* 
dent  in  the  senate  today.  He  char- 
acterized the  president's  action  la 
the  matter  "as  nothifig  more  nor  less 
than  lynnching."  He  challenged  any^ 
one  to  produce,  in  the  army  regula- 
tions or  articles  of  war,  any  founda- 
tion for  the  charge  of  conspiracy  of 
silence,  mutiny  and  treason  made 
against  the  soldiers,  although  he  de- 
clared there  was  no  doubt  that  tht 
soldiers  were  responsible  for  the  out- 
rage at  Brownsville." 

Mr.  Tillman  held  that  It  was  con- 
trary to  the  fundamental  principles 
of  liberty  of  English  and  American 
law  that  the  innocent  should  suffer 
because  of  the  sins  of  the  guilty, " 
also  he  declared  that  a  man  shall 
be  considered  Innocent  until  he  Is 
proved  guilty.

"Washington,  Jan.  12. — Coirfmlssloner 
of  Internal  Revenue  Yerkes  has  pre- 
pared a  report,  at  the  special  re- 
pared  a  report,  at  the  special  re- 
quest of  President  Roosevelt,  as  tho 
result  of  charges  made  against 
Ycrkcs'   department^    Newspapers   had 

charged  that  Yerkes'  department  had 
been  working  against  the  law,  per- 
mitting the  distiillng  of  denatured 
alcohol,  and  that  the  law  was  no 
good,  because  it  compelled  the  distil- 
lery to  produce  at  least  50iJ  gallons 
a  day.

ians only  be  measured  at  pre.«- 
ent  by  the  ability  to  get  the  metal, 
copper.  I  have  believed  for  years  that 
this  stage  would  be  reached  Si^oner 
or  later,  but  did  not  realize  that  it  was 
at  hand.  It  is  plain,  however,  that  it 
is  the  constantly  growing  demand  for 
electrical  power  that  is  absorbing 
every  pound  of  available  copper,  as 
substitutes  for  the  metal  are  betiug  used 
in  practically  every  other  line.' 

■■>5heet  copper  workers  and  cornice 
makers  declare  that  th?y  are  using 
only  half  the  copper  they  would  were 
the  price  down  to  15  cents.  Galvanized 
iron  is  taking  the  place  of  copper  in  the 
building  trades,  and  the  consumption 
of  brass  has  suffered  decidedly  in  some 
directions.  This  is  how  the  advance  in 
price  has  made  available  a  larger 
amount  of  copper  to  supply  the  tre- 
mendous growth  of  demand  from  elec- 
trical manufacturers,  wire  mills,  etc. 

"Copper  is  coming  to  be  a  direct 
competitor  of  coal.  The  world  is  us- 
ing mechanical  power  in  a  constantly 
increasing  ratio.  Every  advance  in 
the  wagis  of  the  coal  miners,  every  in- 
cr^a.se  in  the  cost  of  mining  supplies 
and  in  other  mining  expenses  increases 
the  price  of  coal  and.  therefore,  ad- 
vances the  cost  of  creating  power. 

"On  the  other  hand,  there  have  been 
most  decided  advances  iu  the  science 
of  electrical  generation  and  transmis- 
sion and  in  many  places  electricity, 
generated  by  water  power,  is  entering 
into  competition  with  the  isolated 
steam  power  plant.  Where  opportuni- 
ties exist  for  the  creation  of  electricity 
by  water  power,  copper  at  $1  per 
pound  is  cheaper  than  coal  at  $7  per 
ton.  Now  that  electrical  power  can  be 
transmitted  50i")  miies  or  more  without 
aiiy  appreciable  loss,  water  power 
privileges  are  advancing  in  price,  and 
the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  cheap- 
er to  generate  electricity  at  the  coal 
mines  and  transmit  it  across  country 
by  wire  or  to  ship  coal  to  local  steam 
plants,  as  is  done  now.  is  being  con- 
sidered by  power  economists. 

'The  work  of  euipping  steam  rail- 
roads with  electricity  is  going  ahead 
much  more  rapidly  than  more  people 
realize,  and  the  prosp*ct  now  is  that 
it  will  continue  as  rapidly  as  I3  con- 
consistent  with  a  reasonable  price  for 
supply  of   copper. 

•  It  Is  estimated  by  a  high  authority 
that  the  world's  production  of  copper 
increased  only  4  per  cent  last  year,  not- 
wlthstandinff  the  tremendous  impetus 
given  to  the  trade  by  the  abnormally 
high  ruling  prices  for  the  product.  It

They  were  uttered  in  1868,  when  he  who 
became  King  Milan  was  a  boy.

SWENSON'S  CASE 
IS  PECULIAR 

Insane  Suspect  May  Have 
Been  Given  Knock- 
out Drops. 

Knockout  drops  may  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  temporary'  mental 
derangement  of  Olaf  Swenson,  who 
was  examined  in  the  probate  court 
yesterday. 

Swenson's  case  has  some  peculiar 
features.  He  was  picked  up  near  the 
Union  depot  by  the  police  Tuesday 
morning,  in  an  apparently  intoxicated 
condition.  When  he  sobered  up  Swen- 
son seemed  to  be  mentally  unbalanced 
and  was  taken  to  the  county  jail 
awaiting  examination  as  to  his  sanity. 

The  examining  board  of  physicians 
yesterday  afternoon  found  that  hw 
was  perfectly  rational. 

According  to  Swenson's  story  and 
the  Information  had  by  the  authori- 
ties, he  purchased  a  ticket  for  New 
York  last  Tuesdav  intending  to  start 
that  evening.  Swenson  claims  that  be  |  jjjgj^er '  aims, 
had  a  large  roll  of  bills  when  he  pur- 
chased the  ticket,  but  that  when  he 
woke  up  at  the  city  jail  he  had  become 
separated  from  his  money. 

It  is  supposed  that  some  person 
who  saw  him  buy  his  ticket  gave  him 
knockout  drops  and  lifted  his  roll. 

The  authorities  found  no  money  on 
his  person  when  Swenson  was  picked 
up.  but  they  did  find  letters  of  credit  on 
banks  in  Norway  for  about  $250. 
Swenson  intended  to  buy  a  steamship 
ticket  at  New  York  for  Norway.  It  Is 
said  that  Swenson  spent  about  three 
years  in  a  Norway  Insane  asylum  be- 
fore coming  to  America.  Owing  to  the 
peculiar  circumstances  surrounding 
bis  case  Swenson's  examination  was 
continued  until  next  Monday.  It  is 
Ukely.that  he  will  be  permitted  to  pro- 
ceed back  to  the  old  country.

An  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the  Du- 
luth Federated  Trades  assembly  was 
held  at  Labor  World  hall  last  evening, 
and,  as  it  was  the  first  meeting  of  the 
new  year,  the  election  of  offlcers  was 
the  principal  business  taken  up.  Tho 
election  was  rather  a  quiet  affair, 
there  being  but  one  contest  for  the  of- 
fice. W.  J.  Hnnt  was  chosen  president 
of  the  assembly  for  the  ensuing  term. 
Mr.  Hunt  was  placed  in  nomination 
by  Delegate  Perry,  who  declared  him 
to  be  a  bright  and  faithful  worker  for 
the  good  of  union  labor.  Delegate  Ol- 
men  nominated  James  Walsh  but  that 
gentleman  declined  the  honor,  excusing 
himself  by  saying  that  it  was  impos- 
sible for  hlni  to  attend  the  meetings 
regularly.  As  there  was  no  more  nom- 
inations the  assembly  decided  to  cast 
the   ballot    for   Hunt    unanimously. 

When  called  on  for  a  speech  Mr. 
Hunt  responded  with  a  few  words 
thanking  the  assembly  for  extending 
the  honor  to  him. 

He  took  an  optimistic  view  of  the  fu- 
ture and  expressed  a  hope  that  the 
work  of  the  assembly  would  continue  to 
progress  as  profitably  as  in  the  past.

1905  Record. 

All   Railroads  Entering 

City  Handle  Very 

Large  Volume. 


A  remarkable  Increase  In  the  amount  of 
freight  business  transacted  by  the  Duluth 
railroad  offices  during  iy06,  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  is  shown  by 
the  records.  The  Omaha,  the  Northern 
Pacific,  the  Great  Northern,  the  South 
Shore,  the  Missabe  and  the  Iron  Range 
roads  all  handled  a  very  large  volume  of 
freight  during  the  twelve  months  ending 
Dec.   31. 

The  year  1905  was  considered  a  remark- 
able one  In  point  of  busln»*ss  for  the 
freight  departments,  but  Its  record  was 
easily  eclipsed  by  1906.  Both  in  tonnage 
received  and  forwarded  there  was  a  big 
Increase.  This  speaks  pretty  well  for  the 
prosperity  of  Duluth,  for  the  amount  of 
freight  moved  Is  a  gc»od  barometer  by 
which  to  jmige  the  business  activity  of 
»ny  city.  The  increase  was  general, 
ranging  over  a  variety  of  commodities,  j

"The  law  requires  that  signs  announ- 
cing the  fact  that  buttorino  or  oleomar- 
garine is  for  sale  shall  be  displayed  on 
botli  side  walls  of  the  store,  and  that 
each  package  of  the  stuff  sold  shall  bo 
marked  with  a  rubber  stamp  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  show  the  true  nature  of 
tile  contents  of  the  package.  A  great 
many  stores  In  Duluth  are  violating  this 
provision.  I  think  it  la  more  careless- 
ness than  anything  else.  The  penalty  Is 
a  fine  ranging  from  $15  to  $li>.>  for  each  of- 
fense. I  have  no  positive  proof  to  bear 
me  out  in  the  suspicion,  but  I  rather 
think  that  In  some  cases  butterine  and 
oleomargarine  have  been  sold  for  butter 
by  Duluth  merchants.  This  la  a  more 
serious  offense."

a  schoolhouse. 

The  county  board  and  the  court- 
house commission  anticipated  this 
complaint  when  negotiations  were 
made  for  the  purcha.se  of  the  corner 
and  several  of  the  commissioners, 
while  expressing  regret  that  the 
property  selected  lies  so  close  to  the 
school  buildings,  have  stated  that 
the  jail  building  will  be  planned  with 
a  view  to  isolating  It  as  much  as 
possible  from   the  school. 

Parents  who  are  sending  children  to 
the  Washington  school  complain  the 
proximity  of  a  jail  to  the  schoolhouse 
is  a  bad  thing,  and  that  the  county 
should  not  attempt  to  do  such  a  thing. 
Thev  claim  that  the  two  buildings 
will  be  so  close  to  each  other,  the 
school  building  on  higher  ground,  that 
pupils  can  witness  the  removal  from 
the  jail  of  persons  charged  with,  or 
convicted  of  crime.  They  claim  the 
children  can  hear  the  profane  and 
ribald  language  that  sometimes  comes 
from  persons  held  in  custody.  These 
things,  the  parents  argue,  will  have 
a  bad  effect  on  youthful  minds. 

Before  the  negotiations  for  the  Jail 
site  were  completed.  the  county 
authorities  considered  the  objection 
that  was  likely  to  be  made  by  people 
sending  children  to  the  Washington 
school.  The  commissioners  claim  that 
It  will  be  four  or  five  years,  at  least, 
before  the  jail  building  will  be  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  use,  and  that 
many  things  migh  occur  within  that 
length  of  time  which  would  materially 
change  the  conditions.  They  admit  that 
every  precaution  should  be  taken  to 
isolate  the  jail  building  from  all  other 
buildings  in  the  vicinity,  particularly 
the   Washington   school. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  entrances  to 
the  building  will  be  placed  as  far 
away  from  the  school  as  possible, 
and  the  entrances  are  likely  to  be 
located  in  the  portion  of  the  Jail  fac- 
ing either  Second  street  or  the  cor- 
ner of  Second  street  and  Fifth  ave- 
nue west.  Plans  are  contemplated 
for  a  tunnel  from  the  courthouse  to 
the  jaiL,  under  Second  street,  so  that 
prisoners  taken  back  and  forth  be- 
tween the  two  buildings  will  not  be 
exposed   to   public   gaze. 

It  is  also  understood  that  the  plans 
may  provide  for  Wank  walls  In  the 
jail  facing  the  schoi>l  building,  in

Travellers,  missionaries  and  others, 
who  have  visited  the  region  devastated 
at  the  time  of  the  T'aip'lng  Rebellion, 
express  the  opinion  that  the  loss  of 
life  during  that  great  convulsion  has 
gemrally  been  estimated  at  too  low 
a  figure,  and  It  is  a  question  al-^o 
whftiicr  th(!  terrible  famine  more  than 
a  score  of  years  ago  In  the  provinces 
of  (Miili,  Shaiisl,  Shen.sl  and  Honan, 
with    a   population   of   70.000.0(in.

Resolution  to  Investigate 

Guggenheim's  Election 

Quickly  Killed. 

Denver,  Jan.  12. — Senator  J.  H. 
Crowley,  Democrat,  introduced  in  the 
upper  house  of  the  legislature  yes- 
terday, a  resolution  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  in- 
vestigate Simon  Guggenheim's  cam- 
paign for  the  United  States  senator- 
ship,  for  which  he  recently  received 
the  endorsement  of  the  Republican 
caucus.  The  senator  cited  published 
reports  concerning  the  use  of  money 
to  secure  the  election  of  members 
pledged  to  vote  for  Guggenheim  and 
declared  that  for  the  good  name  of 
the  state,  the  action  should  be  taken. 
"This  is  not  a  Democratic  party 
measure,"  declared  Senator  Crowley, 
"and  1  wish  to  declare  that  I  have 
no  personal  prejudice  against  Mr. 
Guggenheim,  either  politically,  re- 
ligiously or  otherwise,  but  I  do  not 
want  to  be  characterized  as  having 
been  a  member  of  a  legislature  that 
was  bought." 

The  resolution  was  tabled  by  a  vote 
of  18  Republicans  to  11  Democrats, 
a  strict  party  vote.

The  lands  of  Northern  Minnesota,  both  those 
that  need  drainage  to  be  available  for  farming  and 
those  unaffected  by  watery  deposits,  are  a$  rich 
as  the  richest  lands  of  Manitoba  or  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Northwest  and  richer  in  prof- 
itable productive  possibilities  than  most  of  the  sec- 
tions West  and  Southwest.  This  is  certain  to  at- 
tract the  attention  of  discriminating  homeseekers. 
Then  look  out  for  a  grand  advance  in  Minnesota 
farm  values.  It  is  bound  to  come  and  fortunate 
will  be  those  in  "on  the  ground  floor." 


PLAYING  POLITICS. 

The  Minnesota  legislature,  judging  from  the  de- 
velopments of  the  first  few  days  of  the  session,  will 
have  to  watch  itself  pretty  carefully,  or  partisan- 
ship is  going  to  delay  and  finally  defeat  legislation 
that  the  people  are  expecting  it  to  adopt. 

Even  this  early  it  is  clearly  evident  that  many 
Republican  members  are  disposed  to  play  politics, 
regardless  of  whether  public  business  is  done  or 
not.  The  governor,  in  his  splendid  message,  cover- 
ed practically  all  of  the  vital  issues  of  the  day,  and 
laid  before  the  legislature  for  its  consideration  mat- 
ters that  the  people  expect  it  to  act  upon,  as  it  was 
his  duty  to  do. 

The  fear  that  some  Republican  members  seem  to 
possess,  that  if  they  enact  this  legislation  they  will 
be  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  chief  representa- 
tive in  this  state  of  the  opposite  party,  is  little  short 
of  childish.  If  this  attitude  is  to  prevail,  no  public 
business  of  consequence  will  be  accomplished. 

Two  year*  ago  the  relations  between  the  gov- 
ernor and  the  legislature  were  harmonious  in  the 
extreme.  His  suggestions  were  heeded,  and  many 
of  them  were  enacted  into  laws  by  the  willing  leg- 
islature. 

In  the  campaign  of  last  year  the  governor's 
friends,  as  they  had  a  right  to  do,  pointed  out  the 
large  influence  he  had  upon  legislation  in  the  igoS 
legislature,  and  the  fact  was  so  clear  that  the  people 
appreciated  it,  and  it  had  much  to  do  with  his  large 
vote  for  governor. 

It  is  this  fact  that  is  actuating  some  partisans 
in  the  legislature  now,  and  sad  and  pitiful  though 
it  is,  the  fact  remains  that  there  are  members  of  the 
present  legislature  who  seem  determined  that  the 
governor  shall  have  as  little  credit  out  of  it  as  pos- 
sible, even  if  the  interests  of  the  people  suffer 
thereby. 

The  people  generally,  it  will  be  found,  will  have 
little  sympathy  with  this  attitude. 

There  are  certain  vitally  important  measures 
that  they  want  adopted,  and  they  do  not  care  who 
suggests  them  or  who  votes  for  them,  so  long  as 
they  go  through. 

The  people  will  have  little  patience  with  a  dog- 
in-the-manger  policy  on  the  part  of  partisan  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature,  whether  they  are  Republic- 
ans or  Democrats.  The  people  want  measures  pass- 
ed that  will  benefit  them,  that  will  equalize  the 
relationships  of  the  people  and  the  corporations, 
and  they  are  likely  to  resent  sternly  any  political 
strategies  that  are  adopted  to  defeat  them.

THE  TAX  AMENDMENT. 

The  Duluth  Real  Estate  exchange,  having 
reached  the  conclusion  that  owing  to  an  error  in 
the  blanks  sent  out  by  the  state  to  the  returning 
officers  at  the  November  election,  the  votes  cast  for 
the  tax  amendment  and  the  good  roads  amendment 
were  wrongly  reported  in  many  cases,  and  that  in 
reality  the  tax  amendment  was  defeated  and  the 
good  roads  amendment  was  adopted,  has  taken 
steps  to  secure  a  recount.  This  is  a  large  under- 
taking and  the  expense,  which  will  be  heavy,  falls 
upon  the  contestant. 

Up  to  date  the  real  estate  exchange  has  borne 
all  the  expense  in  connection  with  the  proceedings 
looking  to  a  recount.  The  members  of  the  ex- 
change feel  that  the  public  generally  is  vitally  in- 
terested in  securing  a  recount  of  the  vote  and  that 
they  alone  should  not  foot  all  the  bills.  They 
have  therefore  issued  a  circular  letter  to  the  busi- 
ness men  and  other  taxpayers  of  St.  Louis  county, 
a  copy  of  which  was  published  by  The  Herald  last 
evening,  in  which  they  appeal  for  contributions  to 
the  fund  that  is  being  raised  to  carry  on  the  pro- 
ceedings for  a  recount. 

The  Herald  trusts  that  there  will  be  a  liberal 
response  to  this  appeal.  If  the  vote  of  the  people 
of  Minnesota  was  really  against  the  tax  amend- 
ment, and  in  favor  of  the  good  roads  amendment, 
instead  of  the  opposite  result  shown  on  the  face  of 
the  returns,  a  recount  will  rectify  the  error. 


MINNESOTA  FARM  PROSPECTS. 

Farm  values  all  over  the  West  have  increased 
remarkably  in  the  last  five  years  and  agricultural 
properties  in  every  one  of  the  states  have  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  financial  world  as  they  have 
not  done  since  the  old  boom  days  of  Kansas  and 
Nebraska  in  the  decade  between  1880  and  1890. 
Wyoming  leads  in  percentage  of  advance  since  1900 
with  an  average  of  81.3;  Oklahoma  is  second  with 
767;  North  Dakota,  third  with  70.6;  Kansas,  fourth 
with  54.7  per  cent;  and  Iowa,  Missouri,  Illinois 
and  Nebraska,  well  up  with  from  29.4  to  42. 

Minnesota  shows  an  increase,  at  the  same  time, 
of  24.4  per  cent.  This  is  certainly  substantial  and 
encouraging  but  not  what  it  should  be  when  the 
lands  of  this  state  are  compared  with  any  of  the 
Others,  for  any  one,  with  even  the  most  superficial 
knowledge  of  agricultural  possibilities,  does  not 
have  to  be  told  that  Minnesota  farms,  acre  for 
acre,  are  not  surpassed  by  those  of  any  other  state 
and  are  far  more  productive  than  those  of  the 
"short  grass,"  or  western,  portion  of  Kansas,  the 
sand  hill  section  of  Nebraska,  the  semi-arid  upland 
plains  of  Wyoming  or  the  prairies  of  Oklahoma. 

The  reason  for  the  "boom"  in  Wyoming,  Okla- 
homa, Western  Kansas  and  Western  Nebraska  is 
not  far  to  seek.  The  railroads,  that  profit  the  more 
the  longer  the  passenger  tickets,  have  been  spend- 
ing hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  advertising 
those  sections  as  the  Eldorados  for  which  eastern 
homeseekers  long  have  been  looking.    And,  in  con- 


CARING  FOR  THE  VETERANS. 

Nations  may  be  ungrateful,  as  the  old  proverb 
declares,  but  the  charge  of  ingratitude  certainly 
cannot  fairly  be  preferred  by  the  veterans  of  the 
Ame'rican  Civil  war  whose  peaceful  ages  are  splen- 
didly provided  for  at  the  various  national  soldiers' 
homes  that  form  a  chain  of  notable  beneficences 
stretching  across  the  entire  continent  from  Maine 
to  California.  And,  in  addition  to  these,  most  of 
the  sovereign  states  have  their  own  homes  for  their 
fading  volunteers  of  the  most  critical  period  in  the 
history  of  the  grand  republic. 

The  great  majority  of  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try, who  have  attained  manhood  and  womanhood 
since  the  close  of  that  colossal  struggle,  have  an 
indistinct  knowledge  that  the  pensions  given  out 
freely  by  the  national  government  aggregate  some- 
thing over  $100,000,000  a  year,  simply  because 
they  have  glanced,  with  more  or  less  indifference, 
at  the  figures  as  they  are  sent  out  annually  from 
Washington,  but  it  is  a  question  whether  even  so 
many  as  one  in  a  million  have  the  slightest  realiza- 
tion that  the  aggregate  of  the  annual  payments  to 
the  veterans  of  the  Civil  war,  the  widows  of  de- 
ceased soldiers  and  the  minor  orphan  children  of 
such,  footed  up,  June  30  last,  the  glorious  but  stag- 
gering and  well-nigh  incomprehensible  total  of 
$3,259,195,306. 

But  this  vast  token  of  the  nation's  gratitude  to  its 
defenders  in  the  most  gigantic  internecine  conflict 
in  all  history  does  not  represent  the  sum  total — 
colossal  as  it  is — of  what  the  government  has  done 
since  the  war  for  the  men  who  "wore  the  old  blue 
coat."  As  was  said  in  the  opening  paragraph,  it  has 
provide*  a  chain  of  handsome  and  completely 
equipped  homes  for  its  disabled  veterans.  The 
average  American  has  heard  of  these  soldiers' 
homes,  but  probably  not  one  in  ten  thousand  knows 
that  there  are  no  less  than  ten  of  them,  all  branches 
of  X)ne  beneficient  national  organization,  and  that 
the  sole  requirements  for  admission  to  all  reason- 
able comforts  and  many  mild  luxuries  for  life  are 
that  the  applicant  for  an  asylum,  or  rather  haven 
of  rest  for  life,  shall  have  been  an  officer  or  pri- 
vate soldier  who  served  with  honor  in  the  Civil 
war  or,  of  recent  years,  in  the  Spanish  war,  and 
may  have  become  disabled  by  wounds  received  or 
sickness  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  that 
such  applicant,  if  he  has  no  dependent  relative  shall 
assign  his  pension  to  the  board  of  managers  while 
receiving  the  other  benefits  of  the  government's 
bounty. 

The  need  of  such  homes- was  seen  even  before 
the  close  of  the  great  conflict,  for,  March  3,  1865, 
congress  passed  an  act  establishing  a  "military  asy- 
lum," as  the  first  institution  of  beneficence  was 
called,  for  the  totally  disabled  men  of  the  volunteer 
forces.  On  the  incorporation  rolls  were  such 
renowned  and  historic  names  as  Grant,  Farragut, 
Sherman,  Meade,  Hooker  and  Schurz  and  such 
civilians  as  Hamlin,  Chase,  Stanton,  Beecher, 
Greeley,  the  elder  Bennett  and  Washburn.  The 
first  board  of  managers  included  the  president,  the 
secretary  of  war,  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme 
court  and  nine  other  distinguished  citizens.  In  1873, 
the  word  "asylum"  was  replaced  by  the  kindlier 
word  "home." 

The  first  of  the  homes  was  located  at  Togus,  a 
beautiful  village  near  Augusta,  Me.  This  is  offi- 
cially known  now  as  the  "Eastern  Branch  of  the 
National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers." 
In  its  ample  grounds,  all  as  beautifully  kept  as  any 
of  the  parks,  the  prides  of  the  large  cities,  are  in- 
cluded 1,894  acres.  So  great  was  the  success  of 
•fhis  first  beneficent  institution  that  it  was  felt 
almost  immediately  that  there  should  be  other  simi- 
lar institutions. 

The  second  home  was  established  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  in  1867  and  was  called  the  Central  Branch. 
A  few  months  later  in  the  same  year,  the  North- 
western Branch  was  placed  at  Milwaukee.  Then 
came  in  succession:  the  Southern  Branch  at  Hamp- 
ton, Va.,  in  1870;  the  Western  Branch  at  Leaven- 
worth, Kan.,  in  1885;  the  Pacific  Branch  at  Santa 
Monica,  Cal.,  in  1887;  the  Marion  Branch  at  Marion, 
Ind.,  in  1888;  the  Danville  Branch  at  Danville,  III. 
in  1897;  the  Mountain  Branch  at  Johnson  City, 
Tenn.,  in  1901;  and  finally  the  Battle  Mountain 
Sanitarium  at  Hot  Springs,  S.  D.,  in  1902.  Strong 
efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  the  establishment 
of  an  eleventh  home"  in  Colorado  and  with  much 
prospect  of  success.  Connected  with  these  ten 
homes  are  5,308  acres  of  land  valued  at  an  aggre- 
gate of  $345,231  51  while  the  buildings  on  them  are 
considered  conservatively  worth  $9,401,651. 

Up  to  June  30,  1905,  the  total  number  of  men 
admitted  to  these  homes — no  national  provision  has 
been  made  for  wives  or  widows,  though  Minnesota 
and  se^'eral  other  states  have  cared  for  the  dear 
ones  of  the  veterans — was  131,302.  Ohio  led  with 
16,317  while^innesota  had,  at  that  time,  less  than 
1,000,  as  had  twenty-nine  other  states  and  terri- 
tories. After  the  close  of  the  Spanish-American 
w  ar,  disabled  veterans  of  that  conflict  were  also  ad- 
mitted. The  last  available  figures  show  34,053  old 
soldiers  now  enjoying  the  bounty  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

The  members  of  each  home  are  provided  with 
complete    outfits   of   substantial    suitable    clothing.

In  the  lives  of  the  vast  majority  of  the  dwellers 
on  this  old  earth,  despite  the  much  vaunted  added 
comforts  of  civilization,  the  days  of  happiness 
of  unalloyed  cheer  are  all  too  few  while 
the  weeks  s^nd  months  and  years  of  cloud 
— sometimes  of  deepest  gloom  and  storm  and 
despair — far  outnumber  the  periods  of  brightness.. 
Most  people  are  prone,  for  this  reason,  to  the  belief 
that  life  is  a  matter  of  passing  through  a  series  of 
deep  valleys  and  practically  unceasing  shadows 
with  only  semi-occasional,  extremely  rare  glimpses 
of  the  charming  radiance  of  the  higher  places,  along 
which  the  few  favored  ones  are  supposed  to  have 
their  mortal  ways.

Duluth,  fortunately,  has  even  less  of  the  dark- 
ened life  in  its  midst  than  any  other  city  of  its  size 
in  the  world.  But  even  Duluth,  with  its  busy  hordes 
enjoying  fair  returns  for  their  labor,  has  its  people 
who  know  very  little  about  the  sunshine  and  alto- 
gether too  much  of  the  shadows  and  clouds  and 
stress  of  storms.  And  for  sdch  as  these,  a  con- 
certed monument  should  be  made  by -the  dwellers 
in  brighter  places  to  seek  to  bring  a  little  bright 
light  into  the  shadows,  a  few  rifts  in  the  clouds  and 
a  little  he4p  in  the  way  of  kindly  words  in  weather- 
ing the  storms. 

The  charge  by  Mrs.  R.  V.  Shuttlesworth,  super- 
intendent of  the  Minnesota  state  oflfice  of  the  In- 
ternational Sunshine  society,  that  Duluth  is  almost 
unique  among  the  cities  of  America  in  its  lack  of 
Sunshine  branches  ought  to  be  answered  at  once  by 
the  formation  of  a  series  of  Sunshine  associations 
without  waiting  for  the  coming  of  a  regular  or- 
ganizer. Such  a  movement  for  good  is  not  one  for 
sectarian  advancement,  but,.should  be  entered  into 
in  the  best  spirit  by  all  who  kno\y  the  blessing  of 
sunshine,  without  regard  to  creed,  race  or  color.

THE  GOVERNOR'S  NESSAGL 


R.  C.  Dunn  in  Princeton  Union:  Gover- 
nor Johnson  spoke  his  piece  to  the  legis- 
lature. It  was  the  lengUilest  message 
ever  delivered  by  a  governor  of  this  state. 
The  first  part  of  the  message  is  devoted 
to  matters  pertaining  to  taxation.  Fol- 
lowing Auditor  Iverson's  suggestions,  he 
recommends  the  appointment  of  a  tax 
commission,  an  increased  royalty  on  ore 
taken  from  state  land,  and  a  registry  tax 
on  mortgages.  In  addition  to  a  registry 
tax  of  half  of  1  per  cent,  he  favors  a 
tax  of  10  per  cent  on  the  income  of  the 
mortgage.  How  the  income  tax  could  be 
collected  from  a  non-resident  mortgagee 
Is  not  made  clear.  A  registry  tax  is  all 
right,  but  the  income  proposition  is  not 
feasible.  Evidently  the  governor  does 
not  favor  a  tonnage  tax  on  iron  ore,  but 
he  argues  in  favor  of  an  impracticable 
royalty  tax. 

Rochester  Post  and  Record:  If  length 
were  the  criterion  by  which  to  gauge  a 
message,  the  communication  of  Governor 
Johnson  to  the  legislature  could  bo  called 
exceedingly  good  or  bad,  according  to  the 
view  of  him  who  had  the  time  and  pa- 
tience to  read  It.  But  in  Its  length  it  has 
many  excellent  suggestions.

Princeton  Union:  If  Governor  Johnson 
owed  the  members  of  the  legislature  a 
grudge,  he  paid  it  with  compound  inter- 
est by  compelling  them  to  sit  and  listen 
to  him  for  two  mortal  hours. 


Hence  some  of  the  great  outstanding 
creeds  of  the  church  reflect  these 
periods  of  fierce  debate  and  strife. 

Then  again,  creeds  have  come  to  be 
unpopular  because  of  the  wrong  usea 
made  of  them.  They  have  been  set  up 
as  ramparts  to  serve  as  barriers  be- 
tween parties  equally  right-minded  and 
equally  desirous  of  discovering  and  fol- 
lowing the  truth.  They  have  been  Im- 
posed on  otliers  as  fretters  to  cramp 
the  powers  of  free  and  original  think- 
ing and  to  secure  if  possible  a  uniform 
type  of  faith.  They  have  been  used 
as  weapons,  with  which  to  slay  the 
unbeliever  and  the  infidel. 

Yet  despite  all  these  misuses  of 
creeds,  they  serve  a  noble  purpose  and 
the  day  of  the  creeds  has  not  gone  by 
and  will  not  so  long  as  men  are  en- 
„  dowed  with  reasoning  faculties.  It  is 
10  inevitable  that  thought  on  any  sub- 
10  ject  will  find  expression  in  definite 
statements.  Politicians  just  as  much 
as  Christiana  have  their  creeds,  only 
they  call  them  platforms.  Business 
men  have  crystallzed  into  certain 
written  or  unwritten  codes  and 
maxims  their  thought  of  what  Is 
permi.ssible  and  desirable  In  trade  re- 
lationships. Why,  then  balk  at  creeds 
In    religion? 

Many  signs,  today,  point  to  the  be- 
ginning of  a  new  era  in  creed  building. 
It  looks  as  if  the  creeds  of  the  future 
were  to  come  not  so  much  from  great 
eoumeniciil  councils,  but  from  indi- 
viduals or  groups  of  indlvldulas  modest- 
ly letting  others  know  what  they  have 
come  to  hold  as  their  personal  belief. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  scientist  In 
Great  Britlan,  Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  has 
recently  put  forth  a  remarkable  creed 
which  is  being  widely  disctussed  and 
generally  approved,  inasmuch  as  it 
combines  the  frank  conclusions  oC  a 
(man  o(f  science  with  the  reverent, 
trustful  spirit  of  a  true  Christian.  On 
this  side  of  the  water  President  Hyde 
of  Bowdoin  college,  Maine,  one  of  the 
most  fearless  of  modern  thinkers  has 
produced  recently  a  creed  which  is  re- 
ceiving a  great  deal  of  attention  and 
which  begins  thus:        » 

"We  believe  in  one  God,  who  is  seen 
in  the  order  of  nature,  touched  in  the 
laws  of  society,  heard  in  the  voice  of 
conscience  and  felt  in  the  aspirations 
of  the  soul;  In  Jesus  Christ,  who  ahows 
us  what  Qod  is  and  man  is  able  to 
become;  and  in  the  Spirit  of  love,  who 
makes  the  hearts  of  all  In  whom  he 
dwells  a  heaven." 

It  is  good  to  have  the  thought  of  past 
centuries  put  Into  form  to  serve  as  a 
guide  to  us.  It  is  good  to  have  the 
great  and  learned  men  of  this  age  em- 
ploy their  powers  thus  to  interpret 
God  to  man.  But  may  not  every  man 
make  his  own  creed?  Why  may  we 
not  try,  with  due  regard  of  course  to 
what  others  have  done  to  state  aa 
simply,  intelligibly  ana  wlnsomely  as 
we  can  the  verities  of  the  spiritual  life 
which  have  come  to  he  the  real  helpful 
and  vital  to  us.  Suppose  we  try  it  to- 
gether for  the  next  few  weeks?

WOMAN  CHAMPION  BOWLER  ILkHSTRATES  PROPER  POSITIONS 


TIED  PETTICOAT 
TO  YOUNG  TREE 

First  Piling  in  Oklahoma 

Territory  Made  by 

a  Woman. 


Two  National  champions  in  one  fam- 
ily is  so  rare  that  It  is  of  unusual  in- 
terest, and  it  is  absolutely  uniqup  In 
any  city  In  this  country.  St.  Louis  is 
the  one  city  fortunate  enough  to  pos- 
sei5s  this  distinction  In  Martin  Kern  and 
his  daughter.  Bertha,  and  the  sport  in 
which  they  hold  such  honors  Is  ten-pin 
bowling.  While  Kern  did  not  capture 
the  Individual  championship  last  sea- 
son at  Louisville  he  wears  the  na- 
tional championship  medal  which  he 
captured  four  years  ago.  Miss  Bertha 
not  only  wears  the  medal  emblematic 
of  the  women's  championship  for  this 
year,  which  she  won  at  Louisville,  but 
al30  holds  one  for  1905,  which  she  cap- 
tured at  Milwaukee.  P'urthermore,  she, 
as  well  as  her  father,  are  in  line  for 
the  championships  to  be  .awarded  In  St. 
Louis  during  the  national  tournament 
which  will   be  rolled  in  March. 

While  Miss  Kern  has  naturally  learn- 
ed much  of  what  she  knows  In  a  bowl- 
ing way  from  her  father  she  Is  at  pres- 
ent the  more  remarkable  of  the  two — 
and  at  that  Martin  Kern  is  known  as 
one  of  the  best  ten-pin  bowlers  in  the 
country.  For  a  woman  Miss  Kern's 
work  is  little  short  of  marvelous.  Her 
record  shows  that  she  can  bowl  with 
the  average  man  without  any  fear  for 
the    outcome.     In    the    national    tourna- 


der  the  strain  of  a  contest  for  the 
championship  and  before  a  crowd. 
Many  of  the  bowlers  In  the  tournament 
for  the  men  did  not  do  as  well.  In  ad- 
dition she  established  a  high  single 
game  record  of  258  In  a  match  game 
against    Mr.s.    Hunt    at    Louisville. 

All  of  this  has  been  accomplished 
by  a  girl  of  but  19  years,  the  Mil- 
waukee title  being  captured  when  she 
was  but  17.  Furthermore,  at  the  latter 
tournament  she  had  been  rolling  but 
two  years.  At  the  time  she  was  but 
a  girl  attending  school,  and  what  prac- 
tice she  got  was  after  school  between 
the  time  she  was  forced  to  give  to  her 
lessons  and  other  work.  Since  then 
she  h.as  grown  considerably  heavier, 
more  settled  and  experienced.  What 
bowling  she  has  done  has  kept  her 
hardened  up  and  In  good  physical  con- 
dition. She  is  still  not  fully  matured 
and  under  ordinary  circumstances 
should  improve  much  on  her  present 
work.  Under  the  conditions  it  Is  hard 
to  predict  just  how  good  she  will  be- 
come. 

Miss  Kern  Is  an  enthusiast  In  regard 
to  bowling,  and  she  not  only  takes  an 
interest  in  everything  that  pertains  to 
It,  but  likes  to  talk  of  it  as  well.  One 
of  the  things  she  does  not  believe  In 
Is    too   much   work   on    the   alleys,    and

tournament  I  had  not  found  the  time 
from  my  work  to  d«  trny  bowling  for 
two  weeks  before  I  Jieft  for  that  point. 
That  was  probably  *wrhy  my  average 
was  not  quite  as  gpod  as  at  Milwau- 
kee, but  at  that  I  'V^^aa. rolling  us  well 
as  I  could  expect.  as««lh»!  luck  In  breaks 
Is  more  than  enough  to  account  for 
the  difference  In  average.  I  have  never 
bowled  more  than  I  cared  to  for  the 
pleasure  I  get  out  of  It.  At  present  my 
work  does  not  permit  of  my  doing 
much  bowling,  and  about  the  only 
pr.ictice  I  get  is  on  Sunday  nights  with 
bowling  parties.  Y«t  I  am  In  good 
shape,  and  can  come  pretty  near  my 
average  right  now.  Hence  I  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  do  any  particular 
extra  work  before  the  big  tournament 
here. 

"I  suppose  bowling  must  come  natural 
to  some  persons,  just  as  other  things.  I 
have  never  had  any  trouble  since  I  com- 
menced bowling,  and  It  has  come  nat- 
urally to  me.  I  handle  a  full  welglit 
and  sized  ball  (the  rules  limiting  the 
weight  to  16  pounds),  and  I  have  never 
had  any  trouble  In  managing  It.  nor  have 
I  ever  felt  any  strain  from  its  use.  In- 
cidentally, the  new  rules,  limiting  the 
weight  of  a  ball,  Is  a  welcome  one  from 
the  standpoint  of  a  woman,  as  it  places 
her   more   nearly  on  a   footing   with   the 


men.  I  have  never  used  a  loaded  ball  or 
one  above  the  present  weight  and  size,  as 
I  can  accomplish  just  as  good  results 
with  the  one  I  am  using  now,  as  I  can 
with  those  larger  or  heavier.  Some  wom- 
en use  a  lighter  ball  than  I  do,  but  I 
have  never  felt  the  necessity  for  doing 
so  as  long  as  the  heavier  one  does  not 
tire  me. 

"I  would  Imagine  that  a  faulty  style 
has  much  to  do  with  strains  or  undue 
fatigue,  though  I  can  not  say  so  posi- 
tively, as  I  have  never  had  any  trouble 
from  either  cause.  My  sister  Emma,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  much  more  easily 
fatigued  by  bowling  than  I  am,  though 
she  appears  to  have  just  as  good  a  style. 
The  only  rule  in  this  respect  is  to  roll 
only  SIS  many  games  as  you  feel  capable 
of  with  pleasure,  and  the  number,  of 
course,  varies  with  the  person. 

"As  I  said  before,  It  takes  little  if  any 
practice  for  me  to  reach  the  point  where 
1  roll  up  to  my  average,  and  I  presume 
good  sight  and  control  must  come  natur- 
ally.

the  management  of  tho  rink  stated  this 
morning  that  the  Ice  was  rapidly  gt^ttln^ 
Into  condition,  and  that  the  entire  tea 
sheets  would  be  ready  for  play  Monday 
morning. 

While  last  year  the  number  of  rinks  In 
compftitlon  dwindled  suddenly  from  the 
sixty  expected  to  something  under  forty 
which  showed  up  for  play,  the  local  men 
liave  been  considerably  more  moderate 
In  their  estimates  this  year,  and  It  really 
begins  to  look  as  if  at  least  fifty  of  tha 
sixty  odd  rinks  expected  would  bo  in  at- 
tendance.

In  the  first  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
bration In  Guthrie,  Nanette  Daisy 
represented  "Columbia"  In  the  big 
parade,  being  chosen  for  that  honor 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  people. 
She  was  an  unusually  fine-looking 
young  woman.  Intelligent  and  cultur- 
ed, having  been  a  successful  teacher 
in  Kentucky,  quick  at  repartee,  and 
generally  popular.  These  qualities 
brought  her  constantly  before  the 
public  and  on  all  occasions  she  was 
among  the  first  to  be  solicited  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  honors  and  social 
events  of  the  youthful  territorial 
capital.  Frequently  she  was  solicit- 
ed, too.  to  address  conventions,  po- 
litical and  educational,  and  her  talent 
as  an  elocutionist  was  both  marked 
and  Intere.sting.  In  her  addresses 
she  used  this  talent  with  such  suc- 
cess that  she  became  a  very  popular 
speaker. 

When  the  Sac  and  Fox  country. 
In  Eastern  Oklahoma,  was  opened  to 
settlement  In  1892.  Nanette  Dai.sy 
again  came  into  prominence.  Astride 
a  strong  horse,  with  thousands  of 
others,  she  made  the  race  on  to  the 
town    site    of    Chandler    to    secure    a 


town  lot.  The  race  was  across  a 
broken,  hilly  country,  at  times 
through  the  Deep  Fork  valley,  wood- 
ed and  filled  with  underbrush.  Af- 
ter reaching  the  townsite.  In  running 
her  horse  underneath  a  tree,  her 
hair  caught  on  a  limb,  pulling  her 
from  the  horse.  She  received  Injur- 
ies that  at  the  time  were  supposed 
to  be  fatal.  In  fact,  that  she  did 
escape  was  miraculous,  for  where  she 
was  thrown  other  horses  by  the  hun- 
dreds galloped  afterward,  and  In  the 
crush  It  was  believed  that  she  would 
be  killed  underneath  their  hoofs 
even  If  her  first  injuries  were  not 
fatal. 

'VVhen  this  territory  was  opened 
to  settlement,  and  for  some  time 
afterward,  the  war  department  main- 
tained several  companies  of  regulars 
here  to  keep  the  peace.  This  was 
done  at  the  request  of  the  Interior 
department,  of  which  at  that  time 
Gen.  Noble  of  St.  Louis  was  at  the 
head.  Among  the  regulars  was  a 
young  Swede,  by  name  Svegeborg, 
ten  years  younger,  perhaps,  than 
Nanette  Daisj',  but  handsome  in  form 
and  upright  in  his  bearing.  Although 
having  had,  and  having  refused 
numerous     matrimonial     offers,     some 


of  them  from  men  who  have  since 
become  prominent  In  the  mercantile 
and  political  world  of  the  new  state, 
Nanette  Daisy  became  enamored  with 
young  Svegeborg,  resulting  later  in 
their    marriage. 

Svegeborg  remained  in  the  army 
and  she,  for  some  time,  continued 
her  work  In  public  life.  But,  accord- 
ing to  old  residents  here,  the  mar- 
riage did  not  culnrfnate  so  happily 
as  she  had  expected,  nor  so  satisfac- 
tory as  both  had  anticipated.  Sveg- 
beorg  secured  a  trahJlMfer  from  Okla- 
homa to  Fort  Sheridan,  and  left  for 
Chicago.  Nanette  Daisy — for  such 
she  still  remains  in  -memory  to  the 
people  of  Guthrie  aiid='  "old"  Okla- 
homa— later  left  Guthrie  for  Chi- 
cago. •   ' : 

From  the  time  oT  her  departure 
for  Chicago  the  life  of  Nanette 
Daisy  was  unknown^ 'to  Okuahomana, 
until  attorneys  arrived  here  four 
years  ago  to  rnvestifeate  her  prop- 
erty interests.  They'  stated  that  she 
had  died  suddenly  in'  that  city.  Her

Pro- 
fessors of  this  department  and  other 
professors  have  taken  part  in  various 
educational  meetings  of  the  state. 
Members  of  the  department  of  educa- 
tion have  attended  county  meetings 
of  the  school  boards  with  reference  to 
assisting  in  the  upbuilding  and  Im- 
proving of  the  rural  schools.

to  Search  for  Frank

I'hlladelphla^  Jan.  12.— Frank  X,  D« 
Lone,  a  wealthy  clubman  and  former 
financial  manager  for  a  big  clothing 
house  In  this  city,  disappeared  after 
a  ride  through  Falrmount  Park  on 
horseback  on  Wednesday.  De  Lone, 
who  Is  a  son  of  Lora  De  Lone,  a 
director  of  the  Merchants  National 
bank  of  Harrlsburg;  is  a  member  of 
the.  Merlon  Cricket  and  Philadelphia 
Athletic  clubs,  and  a  graduate  of  tho 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  has 
a  summer  home  at  Haverford,  but 
lived  In  the  Maryland  apartments, 
from  where  he  started  on  Wednesday 
for  a  ride  In  the  park.

LAKE  CARRIERS^  TO  APPEAR 

Before  Committee  on  Rivers  and  Har- 
bors Next  Week. 

Detroit.  Mich.  Jan.  12.— Just  before 
the  final  adjournment  of  Its  convention 
here  yesterday,  the  Lake  Carriers'  as- 
sociation decided  to  send  a  delegation 
of  twenty-flve  members  to  appear  be- 
fore the  rivers  and  harbors  committee 
next  week  in  Washington.  The  com- 
mittee has  under  consideration  several 
questions  of  vital  Importance  to  vessel 
interests  on  the  Great  lakes.  Among 
these  Is  that  of  a  new  lock  at  the 
Sault  Ste  Marie  canal,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  second  channel  In  the  lower 
Detroit  river  and  the  problem  of  the 
Chicago  drainage  canal.  Assurances 
had  come  from  Washington  of  the  fav- 
orable attitude  of  the  government  at- 
torneys and  the  national  legislator,  but 
tho  vesselmen  determined  that  the 
presence  of  a  delegation  might  be  ad- 
vantageous.

TWENTY-STORY  HOTEL 

New  York  to  Have  Structure  With  Many 
Innovations. 

New  York.  Jan.  12. — Plans  for  a  new 
twenty-story  hotel  to  occupy  the  en- 
tire block  in  Broadway,  from  Thirty- 
second  to  Thirty-third  streets,  are  be- 
ing oreoared.

HAUGHTY  WIFE 

OF  Mccormick 

Blamed  for  Recall  of  the 

Ambassador  From 

Paris. 

London.  Jan.  12. — The  Paris  corres- 
pondent of  the  Daily  Dispatch  cables 
as   follows: 

"The  American  diplomatic  corps  can- 
not be  said  to  be  in  a  very  happy 
state  at  the  present  moment.  The 
Bellamy  Storer  affair  is  too  well  known 
to  need  recapitulation,  but  hardly  have 
the  echoes  of  this  scandal  died  away 
than  there  is  a  similar  outcry  with  re- 
gard to  the  ambassador  In  Paris.  Rob- 
ert S.  McCormick's  resignation,  which 
In  the  ordinary  way  would  have  been 
submitted  next  March,  was  announced 
Dec.  4,  and  there  Is  a  great  deal  of 
talk-€LS  to  the  reasons  which  have  led 
to    this    course. 

"Despite  his  success  In  Russia  and 
Austria,  his  career  In  Paris  can  only 
be  regarded  as  one  continued  series 
of  dismal  failures.  Personally  popular 
himself,  his  wife  has  been  unfortunate 
enough  to  give  offense  to  the  Ameri- 
can colony,  and,  worse  still,  to  offend 
several  members  of  the  French  aris- 
tocracy who   were  born  Americans. 

"Lately,  however,  a  series  of  small 
unpleasant  Incidents  has  been  brought 
to  a  head  by  communications  being 
sent  direct  to  President  Roosevelt  by 
Dersonal  friends  of  his  In  Paris,  where- 
in the  unfortunate  position  of  the  Mc- 
Cormlcks  was  freely  stated.  The  presi- 
dent was  extremely  upset  at  the  idea 
of  one  of  his  amba.ssadors  becoming 
unpopular,  and  urged  upon  Mr.  Mc- 
Cormlck  the  desirability  of  his  resig- 
nation being  immediately  forwarded. 

As  for  his  successor,  Henry  White, 
matters  have  not  been  all  plain  sailing 
for  him  either.  As  I  hinted  last  week, 
there  has  been  some  attempt  to  render 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  White's  position  at  Rome 
uncomfortable.  If,  however,  they  them- 
selves have  been  responsible  for  this, 
I  think  most  people  will  agree  with 
them  as  to  their  course  of  action  being 
the  right  one.  The  facts,  which  I 
think  I  may  state  without  violating 
any  confidence,  are  these. 

"Mrs.  White,  in  these  lax  days,  has 
been  reg-arded  by  many  people  as  a 
'seventeenth  century  Puritah.'  and 
when  she  went  to  Rome  she  absolutely 
refused  to  receive  several  well  known 
women  who.  although  Influential  poli- 
tically, have  rather  a  notorious  repu- 
tation.

COW  A  DANGEROUS  BEAST. 

Department  of  Agrlcultare  Warns  Against 
Tuberculosis  Peril. 

Washington,  Jan.  12.— In  a  most  re- 
markable report,  published  as  a  bul- 
letin by  the  bureau  of  animal  industry 
of  the  department  of  agriculture  warn- 
ing  is    sounded    as    to    the    danger    of 


tuberculosis    being     communicated      to 
human  beings  through  cows. 

The  bulletin  embodies  a  report  of 
experiments  that  have  been  conducted 
by  Dr.  E.  C.  Schroeder  and  W.  E.  Cot- 
ton of  the  experiment  station  of  the 
bureau  of  animal  industry.  They  have 
undertaken  experiments  with  hogs  and 
cattle  for  the  main  purpose  of  testing 
the  suscepUbllity  of  the  lung  to  Infeo- 
tion  with  tubercle  bacilU  regardless  of 
the  point  at  which  the  infectious  ma- 
terial enters  the  body.  Not  only  was 
it  shown  that  tubercnlosls  may  readily 
be  caused  In  the  lungs,  no  matter 
through  what  channel  the  bacilli  gain 
entrance  to  the  body,  but  various  other 
lacts  were  demonstrated  having  an  im- 
^?  .^."'  bearing  on  the  communication 
of  this  dread  disease.

Metal  Production  For  Last  Year—Tungsten  Figures 
In  Report  for  the  First  Time—Gold  Pro- 
duction Shows  Slight  Decrease. 


Colorado  Springs.  Col..  Jan.  12. — 
The  precious  metal  production  of  Col- 
orado for  1906  was  as  follows:  Gold. 
I24.644.S59;  silver.  t8. 939.141;  lead, 
16.003.972:  copper.  11.790.177;  zinc. 
$5,059,528;  tungsten.  $205,525.  Total, 
$46,643,202. 

Tungsten  figures  for  the  first  time 
In  this  report.  The  veins  are  located 
In  Boulder  county.  Pittsburg  capital- 
ists held  options  on  all  lands  contain- 
ing this  valuable  metai  so  far  as 
known. 

The  gold  production  shows  a  slight 
decrease  from  that  for  1905,  due  to 
causes  which  affected  the  capacity  of 
treatment  plants,  but  all  the  other 
metals  scored  advances.

Butte.     Mont..     Jan.    12.— The    North 
Butte    company   fcroke    all    of    its    pre- 
vious   monthly    production    records    in 
December,     minimg    and     raising    1,400 
tons    of    ore    more    than    it    had    ever 
mined     during     any     month     since     it 
began    operations.      The    total    output 
was     about     87.000     tons     for     thirty 
days,     one     day.

Cananea  district  leads  in  the  amount 
of  money  thus  placed,  tht  sum  total  ex- 
pended nere  during  the  year  for  addi- 
tional equipment,  by  twtnty  or  more 
piirchasers,  probably  exceeding  fi.iijO,- 
OOO,  witn  Greene  Consolidated  the  larg- 
est Individual  buyer. 

Nacozari  district  comes  next  to  Can- 
anea district  in  point  of  expenditures 
for  new  n^achinery.

The  settle- 
ment of  the  long  controversy  over  the 
Montana  mines  betweeiW  the  Amalgamat- 
ed  Copper  company  anjf  the  "Helnze  in- 
terests" resulted  In  A  combination  domi- 
nated by  Amalgamated,  which  controls 
about  seventy  per  cent  Of  the  entire  out- 
put of  the  country.  TM  merging  of  the 
Greene  Consolidated  and  the  Cananea 
Central  in  Mexico  and  the  domination  of 
the  market  by  the  XJiiitefl  Metals  Selling 
company,  which  Is  controlled  by  the 
Amalgamated  interests,  bids  fair  to  ex- 
tend this  centralized  power  over  the 
copper  supply.  Besides,  the  so-called  in- 
dependent companies  eeem  disposed  to 
coalesce  and  to  gather  around  the  main 
nucleus  of  the  copper  "combine."

What  Is  the  meaning  of  an  Increase  in 
the  years  production  of  only  3  to  8 
per  cent  when  the  Increase  in  consump- 
tion in  this  country  vv«s  20  to  25  per 
cent?  Its  effect  upon  the  relation  of  sup- 
ply to  demand  Is  obvious  enough,  and  its 
effect  upon  price  and  profit  is  matter 
of  record.  Why  does  tne  failure  to  in- 
crease production  appear  chiefly  at  the 
places  where  the  Amalgamated  has  ac- 
quired full  control  and  such  increase  aa 
took  place  come  mainly'  from  the  mines 
of  independent  companies?  Though  there 
may  be  local  and  temporary  causes  in- 
terfering with  production  at  times,  there 
must  be  a  relation  of  cause  and  effect 
bet^freen  this  concentrated  control  over 
70  per  cent  of  the  supply  and  the  extra- 
ordinary advance  in  price  during  the  last 
year.  There  is  sufficient  monopoly  power 
here  to  put  effective  restriction  upon  ag- 
gregate production  and  so  control  prices 
as  to  enhance  the  profit  of  the  combina- 
tion beyond  all  reasonable  limits.  Does 
anj'one  believe  that  if  the  ownership  of 
copper  mines  had  been  widely  distrib- 
uted and  free  competition  In  operating 
them  had  prevailed  there  would  have 
been  any  such  failure  of  supply  to  keep 
pace  with  demand  as  appears,  or  an  ad- 
vance In  price  by  more  than  30  per  cent 
between  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  the 
year?  This  monopoly  of  the  mineral  re- 
sources of  the  country,  which  is  progres- 
sing at  such  a  rate  as  to  be  ominous  of 
absolute  control  in  the  near  future  by  a 
few  powerful  combinations,  presents  a 
problem  in  comparison  with  which  that 
of  the  ordinary  Industrial  trust  shrinks 
Into  significance. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Jan.  12.— (SpeciaJ  to 
The  Herald.)-The  era  of  high  ^ces  for 
copper  has  made  bonanza  mines  of  prop- 
erties that  were  not  in  that  class  a  year 
ago,  and  has  made  highly  profitable  prop- 
erties of  minea  that  were  of  a  merely 
speculative  character  early  in  1906.  The 
earnings  of  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  are  at 
the  rate  of  $15,000,000  yearly  at  present, 
which,  on  a  10  per  cent  basis,  would 
make  the  stock  worth  $1,500  per  share, 
instead  of  its  actual  price  of  about  $9tt0. 
The  Osceola,  Quincy  and  Copper  Range 
earnings  are  in  the  millions,  and  even 
the  Tamarack,  which  has  made  a  hard 
pull  for  the  past  year,  because  of  in- 
creased depths  and  lessened  values,  ren- 
dered worse  by  a  serious  fire  that  has 
greatly  restricted  production.  Is  making 
handsome  prdofits.  The  mine  that  is  now 
on  a  producing  basis  and  not  making 
™oney  is  a  decidedly  dubious  proposition. 
The  Winona  is  doing  exceedinglv  well, 
and  is  netting  fl2,000  to  $15,(t00  per  month, 
and  the  Victoria,  with  a  single  head,  la 
doing  nearly  as  well.  Victoria  rock  is 
running  about  sixteen  pounds  refined  cop- 
per to  the  ton,  and  by  reason  of  exceed- 
ingly cheap  power  costs,  limited  practi- 
cally to  the  interest  on  the  investment, 
the  cost  of  production  is  held  at  a  low 
figure.

The  era  of  consolidating 
industrial    enterprises,  of    all    sorts    into 
larger    units    began    some    fifteen     years  , 
ago.  and  reached  the  period  of  most  ac-  I 
Uve  development  five  to  seven  years  ago,  ' 
at    which    time   a    majority   of   the   great 
trusts  and  industrial  mergers  of  the  pres- 
ent day  were   formed.     The  process  was  ' 
overdone,   owing  mainly   to   the  injection  I 
of  vast  quantities  of  water  into  the  v&r-  i 
ious   combinations,    but    the   logic   of  cir- 
cumstances is  inexorable,    and   the   small 
corporation     of     the     present    day    must 
either   expand   within    its    own    corporate 
garments,    be    absorbed,    or    die.     In    the  ' 
strenuous     march    of    twentieth    century 
industrialism    there    is    no    room    for    the 
laggards.      Unless    they    can    keep     step 
they  will  fall   behind   the   line  of  march, 
and  fall  a  prey  to  the  enemy. 

The  Keweenaw  Central  railway,  con- 
trolled by  the  Keweenaw  Copper  com- 
pany, has  effected  a  working  agreement 
with  the  Mineral  Range  railroad,  by  which 
the  former  is  permitted  access  to  Calu- 
met over  the  tracks  of  the  latter.

this  arrangem.ent  was  made  the  Kewe«« 
naw  Central  had  been  operated  at  a  great 
disadvantage,  owing  to  having  its  termin- 
als nowhere  in  parUcular.  By  virtue  of 
the  new  arrangement  the  southern  ter- 
minal is  now  at  Calumet,  and  a  marked 
gain  In  both  freight  and  passenger  trafflo 
Is  noted  already.  A  great  deal  of  mining 
work  Is  under  way  in  Keweenaw  county 
at  present,  and  the  railroad  will  prove 
a  boon  to  the  various  companies  en- 
gaged In  exploiUilg  the  mineral  resource* 
of  the  district,  and  the  road  as  well  aa 
the  mines  will  profit. 

The  Medora  shaft  of  the  Keweenaw  Cop- 
per company  shows  considerable  copper 
to  the  westward,  but  very  little  to  the 
east,  the  mineral  values  to  the  ea»t  ap- 
parently having  been  robbed  by  a  cup- 
riferous fissure  vein  on  that  side  of  the 
shaft.  A  peculiarity  that  pertains  to  the 
Keweenaw  county  mineral  field  a«  a 
whole  is  the  existence  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  copper-bearing  fissures  that  cress 
the  BtraUfled  formation,  uusally  at  ap- 
proximately right  angles.  Practically  all 
the  mining  work  of  the  earlier  days  la 
Keweenaw  county  was  done  on  the  fis- 
sures, and  documents  on  record  attest 
the  Indignation  of  eastern  boards  of  di- 
rectors at  the  reckles.sness  of  sundry 
Cornish  mining  captains  wso  "squander- 
ed" the  funds  of  the  companies  in  follow- 
ing copper-bearing  amygdalolds.  Of  the 
Keweenaw  county  fiissures,  four  were 
considerable  producers,  these  being  the 
Cliff,  Central,  Copper  Falls  and  Phoenix. 
The  Cliff  paid  more  than  two  and  a  half 
millions  In  di\'1dends,  but  became  worked 
out  and  has  been  idle  for  thirty  years, 
being  owned  at  present  by  the  "Tama- 
rack. The  Central  paid  nearly  two  mil- 
lions In  dividends,  and  worked  until  ten 
years  ago,  but  is  now  owned  by  the  Calu- 
met &  Hecla.  The  Copper  Falls  was  a 
considerable  producer  for  many  year*. 
and  paid  several  small  dividends,  but  on 
the  whole  was  unprofitable.  It  is  now  a 
part  of  the  Arnold  mine.  The  Phoenix 
Is  notable  for  having  produced  the  larg- 
est single  mass  of  native  copper  ever 
found,  this  weighing  527  short  tons.  The 
Phoenix  mine  proper,  which  furnished 
this  big  mass  of  metal,  is  owned  by  thfl 
Phoenix  Consolidated,  but  has  been  Idle 
for  many  years,  the  operations  of  the

For  some  time  past  owing  to  the  lack 
of  care  it  has  been  almost  impossible 
to  get  coal  Into  the  mines  or  ore  out, 
though  the  coal  fields  are  only  distant 
about  twenty  miles.  This,  and  the 
usual  dullness  of  the  holiday  season 
has  caused  many  properties  to  shut 
down.  However,  they  are  now  all  in 
operation  and  the  closing  week  of  the 
past  year  showed  the  largest  sales  of 
ore  In  the  history  of  the  camp,  reach- 
ing $23,639.32.  placing  the  Baxter 
Springs  mining  camp  fourth  in  the  list 
of  producing  camps  in  the  Southwest- 
ern field,  and  this  shipment  would 
have  been  augmented  had  it  been 
possible  to  get  cars,  as  over  twenty 
cars  of  ore  remain  in  the  bins  for  want 
of  means  of  transportation. 

Seven  drillers  out  of  ten  In  the  field,

Around  him  the  story 
revolves.  There  Is  an  undercurrent  of 
love  and  one  of  the  prettiest  scenes 
in  the  comedy  is  when  Lucy,  the  lovable 
daughter  of  the  miserly  old  lawyer. 
Judge  Rigby,  in  strict  defiance  of  her 
father's  orders, •teals  out  at  night  to 
plight  her  troth  with  the  Lincoln-like 
young  attorney,  TlUford  Wheeler. 
Hackler.  with  his  full  knowledge  of 
the  "ins  and  outs"  of  the  political 
game,  has  succeeded  In  having  iiis 
young  law  partner,  Tilford  Wheeler, 
nominated  for  the  office  of  the  prose- 
cuting attorney,  the  opposition  candi- 
date being  Judge  Rigby,  with  whose 
daughter  Wheeler  is  in  love.  Hackler 
and  Rigby  are  sworn  enemies  of  many 
years'  standing  and  It  is  Hackler's  life 
aim  to  defeat  the  domineering  judge 
for  the  office.  The  story  is  told  in 
a  most  dramatic  way  and  finally  in  the 
last  act  the  cause  of  right  triumpns 
and  Wheeler  not  only  Is  elected  to 
office,  but  secures  Lucy  as  his  wife.

New  York,  Jan.  10.— There  is  enough 
amusement  in  "Brewster's  Millions,"  now 
offered  at  the  New  Amsterdam  theater 
for  the  first  time  In  New  York,  to  warnuit 
the  piece  staying  for  some  little  Ume.  The 
managers,  Thompson  &  Dundy,  declare 
In  a  note  on  the  program  that  they  leave 
it  to  the  audience  to  decide  whether  the 
play  is  farce,  melodrama  or  tragedj'. 
There  wasn't  much  exciting  betting 
elicited  by  this  proclamation,  for  the 
dramatization  of  MoCutcheon's  iiook  does 
not  touch  very  strongly  on  either  the 
comic  or  the  tragic,  but  while  it  lasts  it 
does  amuse.  The  storm  at  .sea,  showing 
a  yaoht  being  pitched  and  tossed  about, 
was  really  a  most  effective  bit  of  realism, 
failing  of  some  of  its  effect  because  of 
the  mixture  of  melodrama  and  farce  tliat 
accompanied  and  followed  it. 

Interesting  as  the  dramatization  of  the 
book  and  the  "resLl  storm  at  sea"'  was  the 
appearance  as  a  ata|-  of  Edward  Abeles. 
A  very  clever  actor  within  prescribed 
limits  those  limits  were  more  or  leas 
evident  during  the  major  part  of  the 
evening.

friendly  inood.  an*  Save  the  new  star  a 
vociferous  welcome. 

The  plot  of  "Brewster's  Millions"  offers 
opportunity    for    far    more     humor    than 
that    offered    ah    th«   stage   of    the    New 
Amsterdam.     An   uncle    leaves    a    young 
i  nephew    about    to    commit    matrimony    a 
"fortune  of  sevesis-nitHiona,  one  of  the  cou- 
■  dliU)ns  being  that  he  spend  a.  million  dol- 
lars in  a  year  and  incur  no  legal  feminine 


resrvir.iibllities.  He  must  keep  the  pro- 
viso  a  secret,  and  his  efforts  to  spend  his 
moneV,  while  his  iriends  endeavor  to  stop 
him  "from  what  they  believe  is  an  in- 
sane course,  furnishes  some  pleasant  par- 
adox. 

The  play  was  well  staged,  the  mechan- 
ism In  the  third  act  being  all  that  might 
be  claimed  for  it.  The  company  was 
there  and— hardly  the  fault-  of  either  in- 
ability or  unwillingness— that  was  alviut 
all.  A  Miss  Olive  Murray  gave  a  .sus- 
tained and  unrestrained  imitation  of 
Ethel  Barrymore. 

"The  faults  of  the  play,"  says  the  man- 
agerial prospectus,  "may  be  many,  but  it 
has  the  virtue  of  cleanliness." 

This  Is  a  true  diagnosis.  What  a  pity 
that  other  managers  are  not  so  frank. 
Think  of  all  we  miss  in  not  having  their 
opinions  printed  on  the  program  before 
seeing  the  show.

tucked  three  centuries  into  their  slops. 
Let  us  not  cry  thief,  however,  and  cer- 
tainly not  "stop  thief."  When  the  pla- 
giarist is  successful,  as  Brander  Mat- 
thews has  pointed  out,  his  victims,  be- 
come not  victims  but  the  source  of  the 
fable,   or  the  myth  antecedent. 

A  precursor  of  more  doubtful  utility 
is  Jonn  Kendrick  Bangs,  whose 
"Dreamers:  a  Club"  found  Inspiration 
In  lobster  and  Welsh  rabbit.  The  audi- 
ences at  the  Herald  Square  theater 
are  permitted  a  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  whole  affair  was  not  after  all  the 
result  of  luncheon  and  the  Cheshire 
cheese  acting  on  the  midst  of  the  hero- 
ine's American  digestion.  Perhaps  the 
authors  feared  that  the  cynical  public 
knew  their  Kipling,  etc.,  none  too 
wisely  or  too  well.  One  result  of  re- 
ducing soul  transmission  to  cheese  Is 
that  the  whole  thing  lac^s  imagina- 
tive conviction.  It  is  not  easy  to  fuse 
romantic  fervor  Into  the  rlnktums  of  a 
cheese    rabbit. 

On    the    other    hand,      however,      this 
touch  of  acute  physiology  gives  scope, 
amid  so  much  theosophy,  for  a  delicious 
bit  of  literary  satire.     The  heroine  has 
nourished  her  soul  sublime  on   histori- 
cal novels  and  costume  plays,  and  much 
of    the    second    act— by    far    the    most 
amusing    and    profitable    of    the    four- 
Is    given    over    to    a    contrast    between 
romantic    imaginings    and     the     sordid 
facts    of    history.      Those    Elizabethans 
swore    something    dreadful,    off    stage, 
and    ate    pasties    with    their   knives    on 
it.    Also  you  may  see  what  really  hap- 
pens   when    a    persecuted    heroine    dis- 
guises   herself    as    a     boy.      Miss    Dlx 
knows    her   period    well.     It    is   said    of 
her   that   she    once   spent   weeks   In   as- 
certaining the  precise  year  of  disgrace 
in   which   it   became   unfashionable   for 
men    to    signalize    an    introduction    to 
gentlewomen  by  a  kiss.    Her  witch  and 
her  gypsy,  her  pike  trailer  home  from 
tne    wars    of    the    low    countries,    her 
tapster   and    her   alewlfe    are   all    thor- 
oughly  documented. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether  the  same 
can  be  said  of  her  polite  villian,  Lord 
Strangevon,  who.ee  persecutions  of  the 
s'.veet  heroine  make  up  the  third  act.  He 
\i  a  monster  of  such  hideous  mien  as  to 
recall  the  very  kind  of  romance  which  the 
second  act  satirizes.  He  fairly  peroxides 
Bluebeard.  His  deed  of  most  direful  note 
is  to  have  his  virtuous  rival  flogged  to 
the  point  of  death  and  then  dragged  in  to 
witness  the  means  by  which  he  forces  the 
purr  heroine  to  marry  himself.  It  is  not 
unlikely  that  such  things  have  been. 
But,  then  as  now,  they  were  deeds  of  a 
degenerate,  and  sadly  out  of  place  In 
what  is  on  the  whole  a  light  and  charm- 
ing fantasy. 

Xo  doubt  there  will  be  many  whom 
"The  Road  to  Yesterday"  fails  to  amuse. 
The  appeal  to  delicate  imagination  and 
subtle  humor  is  far  from  universal,  even 
among  the  most  intelligent.  And  if  the 
truth  must  be  told  there  are  considerable 
stretches  in  which,  on  any  score,  the 
play  Is  not  exhilarating.  Its  love  story  Is 
01'  the  slenderest,  and  does  not  develop 
atiy  considerable  power  until  the  even- 
ing is  more  than  half  over.  Yet  it  has  a 
considerable    portion    of    the    virtue   most 

of    theatrical 
novelties— novelty.

But— and  this  is  something  which 
must  not  be  lost  sight  of— the  cry 
for  "help  wanted"  in  this  country  Is 
one  not  to  be  satisfied  by  any  except 
the  thoroughly  competent.  The  em- 
ployers of  the  United  States  have  a 
job  for  every  one,  but  to  get  one  of 
these  jobs  you  must  give  signs  of 
competence,  and  to  hold  it  you  must 
make  good.  The  work  to  be  done  is 
Important,  and  would  better  not  be 
done   tha.a   done  poorly. 

That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why, 
despite  the  real  shortage  of  workers, 
there    often    seems    to    be    a    surplus,

Their 
lodging.  In  bunk  cars  or  in  shacks  built 
by  the  railroad,  is  thrown  In.  They  have 
to  buy  their  own  food,  which  is  cooked 
by  their  own  cooks.  There  are  Brah- 
mins, Sikhs  and  Mohammedans  among 
them.  Compared  with  what  they  can 
earn  In  Indian  their  pay  Is  enormous. 
The  deaths  from  the  Canadian  cold,  he 
said,  had  been  caused  mainly  by  the 
lack  of  warm  clothing.  This,  he  added, 
not  the  fault  of  the  railroad  company, 
however.  It  has  been  its  policy  to 
furnish  t.hem  with  heavy,  warm  cloth- 
ing Immediately  on  their  landing  at 
Vancouver,  and  not  being  accustomed 
to  the  cumbrous  garb  necessary  in  this 
climate,  many  i-efuse  to  wear  It,  to 
their    own    undoing.

Another  reason,  imdoubtedly,  is  that 
in  these  days  of  work  at  good  wages 
for  every  man  who  is  able  and  willing 
to  do  it,  many  men  are  unwilling  to 
allow  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  to 
work  for  themselves.  This  if  often 
as  true  of  the  man  who  works  for  day's 
wages  as  It  is  of  any  other  man.  and 
today,  in  every  great  city  of  the  coun- 
try, as  everybody  knows,  there  are 
thousands  of  housewives  doing  their 
own  housework,  their  own  scrubbing 
and  their  own  washing,  because  the 
women  they  used  to  employ  will  not 
work.  The  "men  folk"  are  doing  so 
well   that  they   will  not  have  it. 

There  are  probably  fifty  barber 
shops  in  New  York  whose  outflt  in- 
cludes a  bootblack  chair,  where  the 
patrons  can  no  longer  get  their  shoes 
shined.     Ask  the  boss  of  such   a  shop

Great  Call  for  Graduates.

gree to  which  "help"  is  "wanted"  in 
this  country  Just  now.  But  did  you 
read  the  annual  report  of  the  past- 
mater  general  to  congress  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  session?  If  you 
did,  you  remember  that  he  urged  the 
raising  of  postal  salaries,  not  only  "to 
meet  the  increased  cost  of  living."  but 
also  because  good  men  In  the  service 
are  constantly  leaving  it  since  they 
can  earn  more  elsewhere.  Between 
July  1  and  Nov.  1  last  year,  for  in- 
stance. 2,64  2  rural  delivery  carriers 
resigned  their  jobs,  an  average  of  528 
a  month.

Consequently  more  pro- 
fessional men  here  than  anywhere  else 
are  springing  from  shoemakers  and 
stonemasons  and  the  like— if  the  sons 
are  ashamed  of  this  so  much  the  worse 
for  them— and.  of  course,  it's  the  high 
wages,  largely,  that  make  the  high 
prices.  Not  altogether,  though;  the 
high  prices  are  partly  due  to  the  Am- 
erican workman's  desire  to  eat  as 
good  food  as  that  which  goes  upon  the 
rich    man's    table. 

If  the  worklngman  dldn  t  continue  to 
buy  steak  in  spite  of  the  rise,  do  you 
suppose  it  would  sell  In  New  York  at 
from  20  cents  to  28  cents  a  pound  as 
now,  no  matter  what  the  Beef  trust 
did?  Would  eggs  be  52  cents  a  dozen, 
as  they  were  In  New  York  In  mid-De- 
cember, and  higher,  as  they  have  been 

You  may  not  fully  comprehend  the 
Increase  that  has  taken  place  In  wages 
In  this  country  since  the  low  water 
mark  of  a  few  years  ago.  Nobody  does. 
In  fact.  You  could  get  some  idea  by 
studying  "Bulletin  65,"  Issued  by  the 
department  of  labor,  but  H.  C.  Watson 
of  New  York,  a  member  of  the  Civic 
federation,  who  has  given  the  subject 
much  attention,  puts  the  case  vividly 
when  he  says: 

"When  the  army  of  the  unemployed 
was  greatest  a  prominent  labor  leader 
estimated  it  at  3,000,000.  Practically 
all  the  men  making  up  this  vast 
number  are  now  at  work.  To  get  at 
the  true  advance  in  wages  you  must 
figure  In  their  wages,  which  have 
grown  from  nothing  to  from  $2  to  $3 
a  day.  Prices  have  gone  up,  but  they 
are  still  lower  than  they  were  In  1880, 
and  really  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  -workers  has  grown  much  faster 
than  prices  have  advanced." 

There  are  plenty  to  say,  when  they 
talk  about  the  American  working- 
man's  high  living,  when  they  compare 
his  custom  of  eating  meat  every  day  In 
the  year  his  good  clothes  and  his  ex- 
gars  with  the  cheaper  food,  the  poorer 
clothes  and  the  pipe  that  must  content 
his  European  brother,  that  the  Ani-T- 
Ican  worker  Is  wasteful  and  extrava- 
gant. Well,  perhaps-  but  have  you 
looked  Into  the  savings  banks    figures

Not  to  dive  deeply  'nlo  Btatlstics 
here,  doesn't  It  strike  you  that  the 
\merlcan  worklngman  Is  doing  pretty

especially  among  those  who  believe  [  Europeans 
themselves  to  be  well  trained.  You 
could  find  a  good  many  last  year's 
"scientific"  graduates  who  have  not 
yet  found  themselves,  while  any  man 
well  versed  as  to  the  need  for  ex- 
perts in  electricity,  chemistry  and 
sanitary,  mechanical  and  civil  en- 
gineering can  tell  you  of  employers 
who  are  at  their  wits'  end  to  find 
competent  youngsters  to  enter  these 
callings. 

The  writer  was  present  at  a  re- 
cent meeting  of  skilled  and  employ- 
ing chemists,  when  the  chief  question 
discussed  was,  "Where  are  we  to 
find  enough  experts  to  man  our  la- 
boratories?" At  the  same  time  it 
was  freely  stated  that  applicants  for 
laboratory  situations  who  had  gone 
through  the  prescribed  course  of 
preparation  at  famous  scientific 
school^  were  constantly  being  turned 
away  because  brief  practical  exami- 
nations showed  them  unfit  for  the 
work  they  aspired  to  do.  This  con- 
dition is  not  peculiar  to  the  chemi-

Some  of 
these  young  men  have  all  the  ar- 
tistic taste  and  perception  required, 
but  few  are  willing  to  work  as  every 
one    must    work   In    this    country. 

"I  have  In  mind  at  this  moment."  ha 
continued,  "a  young  man,  the  son  of 
a  prominent  Parlsl".n  The  father  wrote 
to  mo,  asking  that  I  allow  his  son  to 
come  to  me  and  work  wltJi  ma  In 
America,  where  he  was  sure  the  boy 
could  rise  rapidly  to  distinction  and 
accumulate  more  wealth  in  a  few 
years  than  he  could  in  a  life  time  bpent 
In  France.

Fifty  Steamers  and  Four 

Barges  H^re  This 

Winter. 

Many  of  the  Vessels  Are 
at  the  Shipyards. 

Just  flfty-four  boats  are  wintering  In 
the  Duluth-Superior  harbor  this  year. 
The  number  is  somewhat  less  tluin  In 
years  gone  by.  there  having  been  qver 
a  dozen  more  during  the  winter  of  1»03 
and  1906.  In  Duluth  especially  the  scarc- 
ity of  boats  Is  noticeable  and  on  account  I 
of  the  shipyard  being  located  at  Superior  j 
the  latter  city  has  the  greater  number 
of   vessels. 

Fifty  of  the  flfty-four  boats  are  steam- 
ers while  the  other  four  are  barges.  The 
steamers  are  nearly  all  of  them  big 
freighters  which  carried  ore  and  coal 
between  the  lower  lake  ports  and  Duluth 
during  the  season  of  navigation.  There 
are  several  merchandise  steamers  In  the 
list  and  the  four  barges  include  one 
Standard  Oil   boat. 

The  shipyard  at  Superior,  on  account  of 
Its  many  advantages  In  the  way  of  ma- 
chinery facilities,  secured  the  biggest 
share  of  the  boats  and  the  docks  and 
slip3  adjacent  to  the  yard  are  also 
crowded.  Many  of  the  boats  are  tied  up 
at  the  different  coal  docks  and  the  ele- 
vators. The  merchandis6  boats  which 
are  wintering  here  are  most  of  thwn 
tied  up  at  the  docks  at  which  they  dis- 
charged their  la^t  cargoes. 

The  grain  tMjats  are  mostly  loaded  and 
are  ready  to  start  out  at  the  opening 
of  navigation,  except  for  a  few  minor 
repairs  and  fitting  out.  Of  the  four 
barges  one  is  tied  up  at  at  a  coal  dock, 
one  at  the  Itasca  elevator,  one  at  the 
shipyard  and  the  Standard  Oil  barge  is 
at  that   company's  dock. 

Practically  all  of  the  boats  undergo  re- 
pairs during  the  winter  but  some  of  this 
work  takes  longer  on  some  of  the  ves- 
sels than  on  others  according  to  wheth- 
er or  not  they  were  badly  damaged  prior 
to  the  closing  of  navigation.  A  thorough 
overhauling  is  made  on  all  the  steamers 
whether  they  have  been  damaged  or  not 
and  every  piece  of  machinery  Is  exam- 
ined and  if  it  appears  at  all  weak  or 
damaged  it  Is  replaced.  This  is  done 
' so  that  the  boat  can  run  through  the 
I  season  without  the  expense  of  repair 
work. 

For  several  years  the  owners  of  boats 
on  the  Great  Lakes  have  ordered  their 
vessels    to    be    thoroughly    fitted    out    at

"Wednesday,  Is 
slaied  as  Indefinitely  late  and  is  not 
expected  to  reach  St.  Paul  for  another 
day.  There  are  two  trains  which  were 
due  yesterday  that  are  reported  In- 
definitely late.  No.  108  on  the  Soo 
Line,  which  was  due  here  at  6:40  last 
evening,  will  not  arrive  before  mid- 
night this  evening,  and  No.  106.  duo 
at  10:25  this  morning,  is  reported 
twelve  hours  late. 

On  the  Northern  Pacific  there  are 
several  trains  which  have  been  delayed 
twenty-four  hours  or  more. 

There  are  many  trains  on  all  of 
these  roads  which  are  delayed  from 
four  to  eight  hours 


notice  in  the  spring.  A  few  seasons  ago 
the  majority  of  the  boats  were  not  fitted

There  are  a  number  of 
the  boats  of  this  fleet  here  this  winter 
but  practically  all  of  the  600-footerS  are 
spending  the  closed  season  at  the  docks 
at  South  Chicago,  where  about  a  miie 
of  dock  space  is  needed  for  the  big  ves- 
sels. 

The  steamer  Ireland  is  one  of  the 
boats  which  has  to  be  repaired  during 
the  winter.  The  disasters  which  this 
boat  experienced  among  the  Apostle  Isl- 
ands in  the  early  part  of  December  dam- 
aged its  bottom  to  a  considerable  extent 
and  the  vessel  will  be  dry-docked  this 
month.  Tlie  Northern  Wave  which  went 
aground  in  November  is  at  present  in  the 
drydock  but  the  Ireland's  turn  will  come 
about   January  20.

The  two  do  not  talk 
official  business  with  the  mayor  un- 
less someone  stands  by  to  testify  as  to 
what  was  said.

The  statistics  of  crime  within  the 
boundaries  of  St.  Louis  county  shows 
an  alarming  increase  in  the  number  of 
forgeries  that  have  been  and  are  now 
being  committed.  This  increase  has 
been  a  matter  of  considerable  com- 
ment among  the  county  authorities 
who  have  to  deal  with  and  suppress 
crime,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
increasing,  in  spite  of  the  convictions 
in  the  past  fe%v  years,  has  been  a  puz- 
zling Question  for  the  authorities  to 
solve. 

Former  County  Attorney  John  M. 
McClintock,  whose  term  of  office  ex- 
pired Jan.  7,  um,  states  that  during  his 
service  in  the  capacity  of  the  county's 
prosecuting  officer,  there  has  been  only 
two  terms  in  the  last  eight  years  when 
there  has  not  been  from  one  to  ten 
cases  of  forgery  for  prosecution. 

One  of  the  special  features  about  the 
matter  Is  that  not  many  of  the  for- 
geries have  been  committed  by  people 
who  might  be  termed  professional  for- 
gers. 

The  greatest  proportion  of  the  bogus 
bank  checks  and  time  checks  have  been 
passed  on  saloonkeepers  of  this  city 
by  persons,  who,  so  far  as  the  author- 
ities can  discover,  were  never  Involved 
in  a  similar  fraudulent  transaction  be- 
fore. It  was  only  a  few  months  ago 
that  the  statistics  of  the  Juvenile  court 
.showed  that  there  had  been  a  regular 
epidemic  of  forgeries  among  some  of 
the  Juvenile  offenders  of  the  county  and 
the  court  Issued  a  warning  to  business 
men  generally  to  exercise"  great  cau- 
tion in  the  matter  of  accepting  checks 
from  Juvenile  persons,  with  a  view  of 
making  more  difUcult  attempts  along 
that  line. 

When  Mr.  McClintock  stepped  out  of 
ofBce,  to  ^ive  place  to  John  H.  Nor- 
ton, the  new  county  attorney  of  St 
Louis  county,  he  turned  over  to  the 
local  police  department  a  large  stack 
of  bogus  checks  that  had  been  collected 
for  use  as  evidence  in  forgery  case.s 
prosecuted  during  the  last  eight  vears 
It  U  -lid  that  the  police  depart- 
men  has,  In  all,  about  half  a  bushel  of 
the  bogus  paper  that  has  been  collect- 
ed In  past  years. 

Mr      McCllntock's     annual     report 
which   was  filed  a  few  days  ago  with 
the   attorney   general      of      Minnesota 
contains    several    Interesting    statistics 
relative    to    criminal    statistics    in    St 
Louis  county  for   1906. 

During  that  year  there  were  over 
seventy  persons  Indicted  for  various  of- 
fenses. Of  these  sixty  either  pleaded 
RTiilty  or  were  convicted  of  the  crime 
charged,  and  nine  were  acquitted. 

Forty-nine  of  the  persons  convicted 
or  who  pleaded  guilty,  were  sentenced 
to  the  reformatory  at  St.  Cloud  or  the 
state  penitentiary  at  StiUwater.  and 
twenty-one  of  them  were  sentenced 
to  a  term  in  the  county  Jal!  or  fined. 
During  the  year  1906  there  were 
four  convictions  for  manslaughter  in 
the  first  degree  and  the  persons  con- 
victed were  sentenced  to  terms  In  the 
state  penitentiary  vari'ing  from  ten  to 
twenty  j-ears  each 


and  four  were  discharged  from  cus- 
tody on  account   of  lack  of  evidence. 

Beside  the  list  of  crimes  mentioned, 
there  was  a  scattering  of  other  of- 
fenses punishable  In  this  state.  These 
Included  adultery,  asking  a  bribe,  un- 
lawfully entering  a  building,  running 
a  blind  pig.  Indecent  assault,  etc.

Of  Diseased  Cattle  Sec- 
retary Ward  Asks  Pas- 
sage of  Law. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  12.— In  his  report  to 
the  board,  at  its  regular  quarterly 
session  yesterday.  Dr.  S.  H.  Ward, 
secretary  of  the  state  live  stock  san- 
itary board,  proposes  the  enactment 
of  a  law  to  prevent  the  importation 
into  this  state  from  other  states  of 
domestic  animals  affected  with  con- 
tagious or  infectious  diseases.  He 
also  recommends  a  bill  authorizing 
the  quarantining  of  such  animals  in- 
fected with  contagious  or  Infectious 
diseases,  or  suspected  of  being  so 
affected,  and  providing  that  the  In- 
terference with  the  carrying  out  of 
this  law  shall  subject  the  owner  of 
the  animals  to  a  forfeiture  of  his 
light  to  indemnity  for  any 
killed. 

"The  past  quarter."  the 
states,  "has  illustrated  very 
the  necessity  of increa.slngthe 
tions  requiring  the  examination  of  all 
live  stock  prior  to  Its  arrival  in  Min- 
nesota. So  essential  is  It  to  prevent 
the  Importation  of  animals,  unless 
certified  to  be  free  from  disease,  that 
we  deem  It  advisable  that  legisla- 
tion along  this  line  be  enacted,  for 
the  reason  that  a  statute  will  tend 
to  make  the  transportation  companies 
more  guarded  in  accepting  .stock  un- 
less thej'  are  rea.sonably  sure  that 
they  have  been  examined.  Such  mea- 
sures will,  at  the  same  time,  protect 
Minnesota  buyers,  and  materially 
decrease  the  work  of  the  board.  An- 
other feature  of  the  bill  is  that  it 
provides  for  civil  actions  to  injured 
persons  for  damages  that  may  be 
caused  through  the  introduction  of 
di-'^eased    cattle   and    other    animals." 

As  a  protection  measure. 

Dr.  Ward  proposes  a  bill, 
prohibiting  the  importation  of 
horses,  cattle  or  swine  for 
work,  breeding,  or  dairy  purposes, 
unless  previously  examined  and 
found  to  be  free  from  glanders,  farcy, 
tuberculosis,  scabbles.  hog  cholera,  or 
any  other  Infectious  or  contagious 
disease  by  a  competent  autliority. 
The  original  certificate  is  to  be  sent 
to  the  board,  and  the  other  given  to 
tlie  transportation  company,  to  be 
attached  to  the  bill  of  lading,  the 
companies  being  prohibited  from 
cepting  the  cattle  for  shipment 
less  this  certificate  is  presented 
Dr.  Ward  also  recommends  an 
propriation  of  $60^000.  to  be  expended 
by  the  board  for  the  payment  of 
claims  now  on  file,  or  which  may  be 
filed,  for  animals  killed  on  account 
of  tuberculosis  or  glanders,  and  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $50,000.  to  be 
expended  by  the  board,  under  the 
authority  and  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  authorizing  it  to 
kill  animals  infected  with  glanders 
or   tuberculosis.

The  most  imiKirtant  business  trans- 
acted was  the  selection  of  the  class 
oln.  Miss  Wells,  the  chairman  of  the 
committee,  reported  that  several  New 
York  firms  had  been  communicated 
with,  but  were  .so  busy  that  no  pins 
could  be  made  by  them  for  some  time.

Principal  Smith  .spoke  to  the  stu- 
dents in  chapel  Thursday  morning 
about  the  two  kinds  of  high  .schools 
In  this  country,  the  industrial  and 
the  cla.s.slcal,  and  explained  lucidly 
the  essential  features  of  both.  He 
said  that  in  the  classical  .school.s  such 
studies  as  Latin  and  Greek  pre- 
dominate, while  In  the  Indu.strlal 
school  more  attention  is  paid  to  the 
practical  .studies  or  those  which  more 
directly  fit  a  boy  for  work.  The 
Mechanics  Arts  schools  are  a  good 
example  of  the  latter  kind.  The 
W'estern  schools  have  recently  shown 
[a  tendency  to  drop  the  study-  of 
[Greek,  although  It  Is  still  recog- 
nized as  a  good  cultural  .study  In  the 
East. 

Mr.  Smith  said  that  the  Duluth 
high  school  could  hardly  be  put  in 
either  class,  since  Its  counses  em- 
braced cla.sslcal,  scientific.  Industrial, 
and  commercial  courses.  The  only 
thing  which  It  lacks  Is  a  course  In 
domestic  science,  and  Mr.  Smith  said 
that  although  the  .school  board  has 
not  yet  got  around  to  that,  he  hoped 
It  would  before  long,  a.s  he  believes 
that  this  is  something  which  should 
be   taught   to    every   young   woman. 

He  also  said  that  the  work,  which 
Is  done  here.  Is  merely  preparator>' 
and  Is  In  the  nature  of  a  founda- 
tion on  which  to  build  In  after 
life.  The  .school  Is  not  suppo.sed  to 
turn  out  experts,  but  simply  to  give 
a  young  man  or  woman  an  Idea  of 
the  work  for  which  he  Is  best  qual- 
ified and  to  start  him  In  this  line. 
Mr.  Smith  .said  that  even  If  a 
boy  intends  to  become  an  Indus- 
trial man  or  an  engineer  of  any 
kind,  he  ought  not  to  entirely  negL'ct 
the  culture  studies,  but  should  know

Paul,  who  came  forward  with  a  prop- 
osition to  give  protection  to  farmers 
by  establishing  a  sort  of  backwater 
at  Gull  lake  and  to  utilize  Willow  and 
Rice  rivers  for  that  purpose,  has  re- 
ceived several  protests  from  some  of 
his  constituents. 

Several  parties  living  in  .St  Paul  own 
property  fronting  on  Gull  lake  and 
they  are  loud  In  their  opposition  to  the 
.Stevens  solution  of  the  difficulty.  One 
prominent  physician  of  St.  Paul  says 
that  he  has  as-iulred  a  water  front  at 
Gull  lake  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing a  sanitarium.  This  gentleman  de- 
nies statements  to  the  effect  that  ths 
government  owns  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  lands  adjoining  and  abutting 
on  Gull  lake,  and  makes  the  further 
claim  that  it  Is  the  Intention  of  resi- 
dents of  that  place  to  beautify  the 
grounds  and  create  a  permanent  park.

WOULD  BE  A

To  Pass  a  Japanese  Ex- 
clusion Act,  Says 
Jordan. 

San  Francisco,  Jan.  14.— "No  congress 
could  pass  a  Japanese  exclusion  act 
and  no  president  would  slsrn  one,  be- 
cause it  would  be  a  hoodlum  act, '  said 
David  Starr  Jordan,  president  of  the 
Stanford  university,  in  addressing  a 
meeting  at  Equity  hall  last  night,  of 
Socialists,  by  whom  he  had  been  in- 
vited to  speak  on  the  Asiatic  problem. 

Dr.  Jordan  ouortd  President  Roose- 
velt in  saying  that  as  a  general  rule 
"it  paid  for  a  nation  to  be  a  gentle- 
man," and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  remedy  of  the  Immigration 
troubles  did  not  lie  in  lawlessness  nor 
yet  in  mass  meetings  denouncing  the 
Japanese  as  a  nation,  because  they 
'did  not  eo  to  the  same  Sunday  school 
we  attended. 

"It  Is  all  nonsense,"  he  said,  "that 
we  have  to  light  with  Japan  to  see 
who  shall  have  the  mastery  of  the 
Pacific." 

He  said  he  believed  Japan  was  sin- 
cere in  its  desire  to  stem  the  unskilled 
labor  Immigration  to  this  country.

feathers,  as  swift  punishment  for  al- 
leged atempted  assault  by  Wilcox  Sat- 
urday night,  on  the  person  of  the  13- 
year-old  daughter  of  J.  P.  Rock. 

As  near  as  can  be  learned,  the  al- 
legations made  against  Wilcox  are  that 
I  he  was  detected  by  a  brother  of  the 
Rock  girl,  attempting  to  a.«*8ault  her, 
that  he  got  away,  and  that  the  brother 
of  the  girl  told  her  parents. 

As  the  sttiry  gained  circulation  among 
the  inhabitants  of  Solway,  much  feel- 
ing was  wrought  up  against  Wilcox, 
and  it  was  decided  to  organize  a  crowd 
and  apply  a  coat  of  tar  and  feathers 
to  his  person. 

The  crowd  was  gotten  together  and 
went  to  Wilcox's  home.  One  of  the 
crowd  rapped  on  the  door.  Wilcox  waa 
in  bed,  but  got  up  and  opened  the  door. 
He  was  seized  by  the  crowd  and  taken 
behind  his  stable,  in  the  rear  t)f  the 
premises,  where  a  heavy  coat  of  tar 
was  applied  to  his  body  and  feathers 
were  llberallv  mixed  with  the  tar. 

It  is  not  known  how  badly  Wilcox 
was  injured  by  the  tar  and  feather 
proceedlners.  There  l.s  said  to  be  greaX 
excitement  at  Solway  over  the  affair, 
and  it  is  fearetl  that  further  violence 
will  hfc  done  Wilcox.

It  is  a  story  of  almost  incredible  forti- 
tude in  the  fact  of  constant,  agonizmg 
pain,  of  dauntlessness,  of  the  survival  ot 
the  work  instinct  in  a  body  that  for  nine- 
ty-nine times  out  of  a  hundred  men  would 
have  t>een  fit  only  for  the  scrap  heap  ot 
idleness.

Heretofore  there  was  no  minimum 
placed  on  the  number  of  people  that 
might  take  advantage  of  the  low  rates 
out  in  effect,  but  under  existing  con- 
ditions there  must  be  such  a  limita- 
tion. A  fare  and  one- third  for  the 
round  trip  may  be  in  force  as  formerly, 
but  tickets  will  he  sold  on  the  cer- 
tificate plan,  and  no  benefits  will  re- 
sult from  the  special  rate  unless  at 
least  IDO  pers<jns  take  advantage  of 
each   excursion. 

The  Commercial  club  now  has  the 
matter  in  hand,  but  much  doubt  is 
expressed  as  to  tlie  ability  of  persons 
interested  to  bring  100  persons  or  more 
on  each  occasion.  Unless  the  merchants  [^ "' 
from  out  side  towns  are  assured  that  *{^'' 
they  will  not  have  to  pay  more  than 
one  and  one-third  fare  for  the  trip,  it 
naturally  follows  that  there  will  not 
be  as  many  visit  the  city  as  would 
otherwi.se  be  the  case.  Local  whole- 
salers and  jobbers  may  decide  to  guar- 
antee that  the  expense  to  the  visitors 
■will  not  be  more  than  this,  and  then 
take  chances  on  having  to  make  up  a 
deficiency  themselves. 

The  plan  was  to  follow  out  the  usual 
custom  of  having  four  or  five  of  these 
excursions  during  the  winter  and 
spring.  Ordinarily  the  first  one  of  the 
season  is  held  along  about  this  time 
of  the  year,  and  then  others  follow 
every  two  or  three  weeks.  No  action 
relative  to  fixing  the  dates  for  tht- 
first  one  has  yet  been  taken,  and 
merchants  who  usually  buy  such 
tickets  are  wondering  what  is  going 
to  be  done.  The  mater  will  be  decided 
one  way  or  the  other  very  .soon,  and 
arrangements  may  be  made  whereby  at 
least  lie  or  two  such  excursions  will 
be  run,  if  not  all  at  first  figured  on. 
Possibly  by  reducing  the  number,  the 
full  minimum  would  arrive  on  each  oc- 
casion. 

The.se  excursions  are  of  considerable 
bene-fit  to  outside  merchants  in  the 
country  tributary  to  Duluth,  by  al- 
lowing them  an  opportunity  to  visit  the 
local  wholesale  and  Jobbing  houses, 
placing  them  in  closer  touch  with  the 
Zenith  City  houses  in  a  business  way. 


Duluth  shippers  are  reciving  from 
Chicago  copies  of  Congressman  M.  B.

The  annual  report  of  the  Duluth  pub 
lie  library  shows  a  degree  of  progress 
of  that  institution  since  this  time  a 
year  ago  of  which  Miss  Polrier,  head 
librarian,  and  her  staff  of  assistants 
are  justly   pround. 

In  every  department  there  has  been 

an    advance,    both    In    attendance    and 

circulation,  and  in  the  class  of  books 

used  most  popular  among  the  Duluth 

people.  One  feature  of  especial  inter- 
est in  this  conection  is  that  the  Du- 
luth library's  circulation  only  72  per 
cent  was  fiction  and  fully  28  per  cent 
was  from  the  other  departments.

nile  section.  During  this  time  500  books 
were  withdrawn,  either  on  account  of 
being  worn  out,  on  account  of  in- 
fectious disease,  or  because'  of  beinc 
lost    while   in   circulation. 

The  avera|te  daily  circulation  was 
440.  a  consijbrible  increase  over  last 
year,  and  the  largest  daily  circuiation 
was  901.  a  record  which  has  never  beea 
approached  heretofore. 

The  total  circulaUon  for  the  year 
in  Uie  main  library  was  117,528,  and 
in  West  Duluth  17,810,  making  a 
grand  total  of  135,388.  This  Is  an 
increase  of  7,390  over  last  year,  which 
is  by  far  the  biggest  annual  increase 
ever  recorded   in   the   local  Ubrai-y. 

During  the  year  1,981  new  names 
were  added  to  the  roll  of  the  pairons 
of  the  library,  and  as  only  474  of 
these  were  children,  this  is  a  re- 
markable increase. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  library 
have  been  full  nearly  every  hoar 
that  the  doors  were  open,  and  while 
the  Sunday  afternoon  opening  has 
not  had  a  tendency  to  materially  in- 
crease the  circulation,  the  library 
reading  rooms  have  been  very  popu- 
lar. 

Since  October  last  the  Ubrary  has 
kept  open  one  hour  later  every  day, 
from  8  to  9  in  the  evening,  and 
the  attendance  and  popularity  of  this 
evening  hour  haS  well  repaid  the 
attendants  for"  the  change.  The  li- 
brary has  no^  a  total  of  156  peri- 
odicals and  newspapers,  and  with 
the  bound  vohames  of  back  numbers 
easily  accessible,  the  store  of  read- 
ing matter  in  the'  two  well  lighted 
ix)oms    is    almost    Inexhaustible.

RAISE  IN  WAGES. 

Western  Roads  Agree  to  Increase  Pay  of 
Their  Engineers. 

Chicago,  Jan.  14.— After  a  series  of 
negotiations,  which  have  lasted  daily 
through  a  period  of  several  weeks. 
Western  railroads  have  decided,  by 
agreement  with  their  men,  to  grant 
Increased  wages  to  locomotive  engi- 
neers aggregating  between  $•)  ,000,000 
ana  $6,000,000  annually.  The  increase 
will  affect  between  15.000  and  20,000 
engineers  on  all  the  railroads  west 
of  Chicago  to  the  Pacific  coast,  north 
V)  the  Canadian  border  and  south  to 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  The  negotiations 
were  carried  on  between  a  commit- 
tee headed  by  Chief  W.  S.  Stone  of 
the  Brotherhood  ot  Locomotive  Engi- 
neers and  another  of  general  man- 
agers   representing   all    the    railroads. 

The  advauice  in  wages  applies  to 
all  classes  of  engineers.  On  passen- 
ger locomotives  the  engineers  will 
receive  a  5-cent  increase  on  a  100- 
mile  run.  On  freight  engines  the 
increase  will  range  between  8  and 
12  cents  per  HW  miles.  In  all  the 
larger  freight  yards  the  switch  en- 
gineers, who  receive  the  greatest 
benefit  from  the  increases,  will  re- 
ceive an  addition  of  between  50  and 
75  cents  a  day,  with  the  assurance 
that  they  .shall  not  be  kept  out  more 
than    twelve   hour.3. 

Steamship  Business. 

The  Central  Pa.ssenger  association

These  were 
crab's  claws,  foxes'  lungs,  stags'  hearts, 
boars'  tusks,  seahorses'  teeth,  elks' 
hoofs,  precious  stones  In  powder,  flying 
fish,  tortoises,  alligators,  dried  toads, 
v.-orms.  scorpions  and  even  human  mum- 
mies Thi^se  latter  were  quite  ponular  as 
a  remedy  for  epilepsy,  vertigo  and  palsy, 
besides  being  supposed  to  heal  wounds 
and  morUfications.  Mummy  cost  5s.  4d. 
a  pound,  or  $1.28  in  our  money,  and  was 
a  recognized  staple  of  commerce.  But, 
being  so  expensive,  an  artificial  substi- 
tute was  invented  which  is  described  by 
CroUlus  in  his  'Royal  Chemist'  as  call- 
in?  for  -the  carcas  of  a  young  man. 
.some  say  red-headed,  not  dymg  of  dis- 
ease, but  killed.  It  is  probable  /hat  this 
Khastly  recipe  was  responsible  for  many 
of  the  mysterious  "iisappearences  com- 
mon in  those  thrilling  days.  Human 
Sis  sold  far  as  much  as  11  shillings  , 
See.  and  were  given  «".  the  lorm  of 
a  nowder  mixed  with  a  httU  oil, 
^T^he  most  highly  esteemed  Prescriptions 
of  the  old-time  apothecary  jvere  those 
which  cost  the  most,  and  which  rnust 
needs^  therefore,  include  powdered  pre- 
cious stones.  "Gascon's  powder  was 
one"  of  the  most  c^stb'  of  these  medica- 
ments  being  prescribed  by  the  great 
nhvsiclans  for  their  more  important  pa- 
tients It  cost  40  shillings  ($9.60)  an 
ounce  and  was  made  in  equal  parts  of 
crabs'  eyes  pearls,  white  amber  On^m- 
mf  bezoar  "and   the   black   tips  of   crabs' 

claws.  „  V,  J 

Extraordinary  cures  were  accomplished 
by  some  familiar  flowers  In  the  olden 
times  The  anemone  was  thought  by  the 
aSnts  to  be  an  emblem  of  disease;  and 
Pliny  says  that  physicians  recommended 
that  the  first  anemone  seen  in  the  spring 
should  be  picked  and  concealed  in  a  scar- 
let cloth  until  sickness  came  requiring 
that  It  should  be  hung  around  the  neck. 
The  Juice  of  the  forget-me-not  was  cred- 
ited with  the  power  of  hardening  steel 
until  no  metal  could  resist  it.  The  peony 
was  used  by  Paeon,  the  famous  physician 
of  ancient  Greece,  from  whom  it  takes  its 
name  to  cure  wounds.  Demons  were  sup- 
posed always  to  flee  from  the  spot  where 

The  elder  tree  also  had  some  remark- 
able properties.  An  old  writer  declares 
that  ''if  one  travel  with  two  little  sticks 
of  elder  In  his  pocket  he  shall  not  fret 
nor  panU  let  the  horse  go  never  so  hard. 
A  piece  of  an  elder  branch  cut  out  be- 
tween two  knots  used  to  be  worn  around 
the  neck  to  cure  erysipelas;  and  In  the 
Tyrol  today  elder  bushes  are  planted  on 
new  graves  In  the  form  of  a  cross.  It 
being  believed  that  they  will  blossom  in 
due  time  If  the  soul  formerly  Inhabitiug 
the  body  lying  underneath  has  been  re- 
ceived Into  Paradise. 

Precious  stones,  too,  were  thought  to 
have  much  efficacy  when  worn  as  amu- 
lets The  ruby  protected  its  wearer  from 
pl^ue  and  pestilence;  the  amethyst  kept 


a  man  steady  and  sober;  bloodstones 
stopped  bleeding;  the  oynx  prevented 
epilepsy;  the  topaz  cured  Inflammatioiin; 
the  opal  strengthened  weak  eyes,  and 
the  emerald  prevented  foolishness  and 
aided  the  memory.  Concerning  the  em- 
erald, an  old  writer  further  testifies:  "It 
takes  away  vain  and  foolish  fears,  as  of 
devils  and  hobgoblins,  folly  and  anger, 
and  causeth  good  conditions;  if  it  do  so 
worn  about  one,  reason  will  tell  him 
that  being  beaten  Into  powder  and  taken 
Inwardly,  it  will  do  much  more." 

The  use  of  the  herbs  and  plants  as 
medicines,  of  cour.se,  agrees  with  modern 
practice;  but  the  old  physicians  made  the 
mistake  of  considering  them  as  possess- 
ing semi-magical  properties.  It  was  be- 
lieved that  they  were  the  dwelling  places 
of  good  and  evil  spirits  which  worked 
their  good  and  evil  wills  upon  those  who 
touched  them.    The  old  rhyme  says: 

Trefoil,   vervain,   John's  wort,  dill 
Hinders  witches  of  their  will. 

And  these  four  plants  had  extraordin- 
ary reputations  In  the  Middle  Ages  for 
both  natural  and  supernatural  jKjwers. 
The  trefoil  Is  common  in  the  United 
States  today,  especially  in  the  South,  and 
has  certain  legitimate  medical  properties. 
The  vervain  Is  allied  to  our  native  ver- 
bena, and  was  anciently  believed  to  be 
eftective  against  all  poisons  and  the 
venom  of  serpents,  as  well  as  agaln.st  be- 
witched drinks  and  the  like.  It  was  also 
efPcacious  for  witchcraft.  Anne  Boden- 
ham,  the  celebrated  witch  of  Salisbury, 
used  to  send  her  pupils  into  the  fields  to 
gailier  vervain  and  dill.  The  sun  wor- 
shipers of  PUersia  always  carried  ver- 
vum  when  they  approached  their  altars. 
They  gathered  it  when  there  was  neither 
sun  nor  moon,  and  poured  a  libation  of 
honey  upon  the  earth  In  reparation  for 
their  robbery.  St.  John's  wort  was  called 
"fuga  demopiura"  in  the  old  days,  because 
l"^  routed  evil  spirits.  It  was  a  common 
ingredient  of  magical  concoctions,  and  is 
still  gathered  with  much  ceremony  by 
the  peasantry  of  France  and  (Jermany 
when    St.    John's    Day    (June    24)    comes 

around.  ,  .,.        -  ^i, 

Solomon's  seal  was  another  of  the  won- 
der-working plants,  said  to  be  the  herb 
which  Solomon  used  to  cure  epilepsy  by 
placing  it  in  a  ring  applied  to  the  nostrils 
of  the  patient,  from  which  circumstance 
arose  the  popularity  of  the  magical  ring 
or  seal  that  figures  in  so  many  Eastern 
tales. 

Curios  stories  are  told  of  the  handrake, 
a  scion  <f  the  potato  family,  the  fruit  of 
^vhIch  yfyed  to  be  called  the  "love  ap- 
ple" (a  name  later  applied  to  the  tomato), 
no  doubt  because  to  eat  of  it  generou.sly 
produced  temporary  insanity.  It  was  much 
used  in  love  philters  to  awaken  the  ten- 
der passion,  and  the  most  efficacious 
specimens  were  obtained  from  the  vicinity 
of  gibbets,  where  evil  doers  swung  by  the 
neck  There  was  but  one  way  to  gather 
the  mandrake,  under  pain  of  death  for 
mistake,  since  the  belief  was  that  it 
groaned  aloud  when  pulled  from  the 
ground,  and  that  whoever  heard  the 
sound  fell  dead  on  the  spot.  The  cus- 
tom was  to  fasten  a  dog  by  the  tall  to 
the  plant  and  beat  him  until  in  his  strug- 


gles he  tore  up  the  mandrake  by  the 
roots.  The  person  superintending  the 
operation  had  his  ears  .^topped  with  pitch, 
and  so  e.scaped,  but  the  dog,  for  which 
the  same  pr"cautlon  was  not  taken,  heard 
the  groan  and  died. 


FISH  A  LUCKY  OMEN. 
Fl.sh  is  a  sign  of  good  omen.  In  Ben- 
gal, when  the  bride  comes  with  the 
bridegroom  for  the  first  time  in  the  house 
of  the  latter,  the  former  has  to  catch 
hold  of  a  fish  In  a  certain  welcome  cere- 
mony, in  prospect,  perhaps,  of  a  gener- 
ation as  fruitful  as  that  of  a   fish,   says 

the  Lahore,  India  Tribune.  While  enter- 
ing a  new  house  for  the  first  time,  thd 
lady  is  to  take  hold  of  a  fish,  probably 
for  the  same  reason.  Whatever  may  bo 
the  reason  for  regarding  the  handling  of 
fish  as  auspicious.  It  is  indisputable  tiiat 
over  a  large  part  of  Northern  India  tho 
"water  vegetable"  (as  it  is  called  by 
high-caste  Punjabis,  who  eat  It  in  spite 
of  its  being  considered  forbidden  food  for 
Brahman,  Khatri.s  and  Baniyaa  is  taken 
to  assure  good  luck.  The  writer  of  this 
was  hurn-lng  to  Nepal  in  the  fall  of  1S36 
to  see  a  sl.sier  who  was  dangerously  ill. 
He  came  across  a  Nepalese  gentleman 
near  Patna,  who  offered  to  accompany 
him  to  his  destination,  being  moved  to 
pity  on  hearing  of  his  errand.  When, 
crossing  the  Ganges  from  Digha  Ghat  to 
Paleza  Ghat  a  big  hilsa  fish  fell  at  his 
feet  on  the  deck  of  the  steamer,  as  if 
hurled  by  an  unseen  hand.  Perhaps  it 
had  been  struck  by  the  stern  wheel  and 
tlirown  up  over  the  bulwark.  The  Nepa- 
lese friend  Jumped  up  in  great  excite- 
ment, exclaiming,  "Here  is  a  sign  from 
heaven;  the  happif^t  omen  for  you,  my 
lad;  you  wall  find  your  sister  out  of 
danger."  All  classes  in  Nepal  share  the 
superstition  of  the  Bengalis  in  regard  to 
fish.

Washington.  Jan.  14.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— T^e  house  of  representatives 
has  gone  on  record  in  opposition  to  the 
grade  of  lieutenant  general.  While  the 
army  appropriation  bill  was  under  con- 
sideration last  week  in  the  lower  branch 
of  congress,  Representative  Dalzell  of 
Pennsylvauniai.  in  reporting  a  rule  permit- 
ting the  house  to  vote  on  the  question 
whether  tlie  grade  should  close  with  the 
present  holder  of  the  distinguished  rank. 
Gen.   Arthur  MacArthur,  said: 

"I  believe  that  there  is  an  opinion  pre- 
vailing that  it  was  a  mistake  to  create 
the  office  of  lieutenant  general  for  any 
officer  after  the  death  of  Gen.  Sheri- 
dan; that  the  distinction  should  have 
been  confined  to  Generals  Grant,  Sher- 
man and  Sheridan.  But  aa  often  as  one 
officer  after  another  of  the  Civil  war 
attained  to  the  position  where  he  would 
be  entitled  to  thi»  place,  if  it  was  to  be 
created,  congress  felt  it  would  be  unfair 
to  deprive  him  of  what  his  predecessors 
had  had.  Tiie  reason  that 
giving  this  distinction  to 
has  now  ceased  to  exist.

The  testimony  of  the  witness  on  the 
position  of  the  bullet  holes  show  that  fif- 
teen or  twenty  of  the  negro  troops  gath- 
ered inside  the  fort,  and  that  the  first 
shots  fired  into  the  town  were  flred  from 
within  the  fort;  some  of  them  at  lest

The  testimony  further  shows  that  the 
troops  then  came  out  over  the  walls, 
some  of  them  perhaps  going  through  the 
gate,  and  advanced  a  distance  of  300 
yards  or  thereabouts  into  the  town.  Dur- 
ing their  advance  they  shot  Into  two 
hotels  and  some  nine  or  ten  other  liousos.

New  York's  Senate  Can  Now  Bar  Re- 
porters From  the  Floor. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  11.— The  senate  is 
preparing  to  make  war  on  the  news- 
papers. It  has  been  preparing  to  do  this 
for  many  years,  but  not  until  this  week 
was  any  decisive  step  calculated  to 
coerce  the  newspaper  correspondents  sta- 
tioned at  Albany  ever  taken.

Better  results  will  be  gained  by 
waiting  until  then  than  can  be  expected  from  an  attempt 
to  force  a  tax  code  through  at  the  present  session. 

General  Wilson  introduced  another  bill  providing  for 
a  permanent  tax  commission,  and  this  should  also  be 
considered.  Perhaps  the  temporary  commission  that 
frames  the  proposed  tax  code  would  do  for  the  perma- 
nent commission  also,  and  perhaps  it  will  be  as  well  to 
wait  until  the  code  is  presented  before  a  permanent  tax 
commission  is  appointed. 

But  at  any  rate,  Minnesota  needs,  and  should  have, 
a  permanent  tax  commission,  and  the  duty  of  framing  a 
tax  code  should  devolve  upon  this  commission  or  upon 
a  temporary  commission.  The  legislature  will  have 
ample  opportunity  to  pass  upon  the  proposed  laws  when 
the  code  is  reported  to  it.

R£LI£V£  NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Conditions  in  North  Dakota,  as  described  by  United 
States  Senator  Hansbrough  in  a  letter  to  the  interstate 
commerce  commission,  are  such  as  to  call  for  the  most 
radical  measures  of  relief  without  a  day's  delay.  And 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  railroads  will  rise  adequately  to 
the  occa.sion  and  rush  ample  supplies  of  both  fuel  and 
food  ahead  of  all  passenger,  express  or  fast  freight 
trains. 


These  railroads  made  promises  of  prompt  relief  some 
weeks  ago  when  the  first  reports  of  bad  fuel  conditions 
in  parts  of  North  Dakota  were  given  to  the  public.  But 
it  would  seem  from  Senator  Hansbrough's  advices  and 
from  reliable  information  from  other  sources,  that  they 
have  performed  only  part  of  those  promises. 

If,  to  the  present  shortage  of  fuel,  there  should  be 
added  scarcity  of  food  for  the  people  of  even  one  vil- 
lage of  North  Dakota,  it  might  easily  be  conceivable 
that  President  Roosevelt,  who  has  frequently  shown  abil- 
ity to  override  precedents  and  trample  down  "vested 
rights."  might  give  such  orders  as  would  hurt  the  self- 
love  of  the  railroad  magnates  but  would  bring  relief, 
prompt  and  sure,  to  the  people. 

It  makes  no  diflference,  in  the  present  emergency, 
whether  the  small  local  coal  and  provision  dealers  were 
remiss  in  not  ordering  adequate  supplies  last  summer  or 
fall,  actual  conditions  are  such  that  it  behooves  the  rail- 
road magnates  to  "get  moves  on  themselves."  No  mat- 
ter what  the  difficulties,  the  people  of  North  Dakota 
must  be  relieved  fully  and  decisively  and  that  without  a 
day's  delay. 

ATHLETICS  NOT  HARMFUL. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  men  and  women  of 
today  who  have  passed  the  age  of  outdoor  activity  are 
firmly  convinced  that  college  athletics  are,  to  put  it 
mildly,  baneful  in  their  effects  on  the  health  of  the 
young.  Some  even  would  class  the  more  strenuous 
sports  with  smoking,  drinking,  "making  a  night  of  it" 
and  the  latest  forms  of  secret  society  initiations  as  bad 
habits  that  inevitably  tend  to  shorten  the  "expectation" 

of  life. 

And  yet  the  young  people  of  the  Duluth  high  school 
as  well  as  countless  other  high  schools,  not  to  men- 
tion the  hundreds  of  universities  and  colleges  of  the 
country,  go  on  playing  football  and  baseball  and  basket- 
ball and  hockey  and  indulging  in  skiing  and  other  so- 
called  violent  sports.  Nor  will  they  be  turned  by  "warn- 
ings" from  their  elders  from  the  most  thorough  enjoy- 
ment of,  and  most  arduous  participation  in,  all  of  thsse 
and  other  hardy  forms  of  relaxation  and  skill  and  endur- 
ance. 

That  the  youngsters  are  wiser  in  their  own  ignorance 
of  the  "laws  of  health,"  than  their  elders  is  now  proved 
with  apparently  unanswerable  conclusiveness  by  Director 
Anderson  of  the  Yale  gymnasium,  a  doctor  and  a  scien- 
tist, who,  after  a  most  thorough  investigation  of  the  sub- 
ject of  sports  statistically,  has  just  published  the  re- 
sults of  his  researches. 

These  statistics  show  that,  while  12.9  per  cent  of 
10,922  students,  who  attended  Vale  in  a  period  of  years, 
are  now  dead,  only  7.2  per  cent  of  the  807  who  "made" 
the  university  crew  or  the  football  or  baseball  or  track 
team  have  passed  away.  The  doctor  draws  the  obvious 
conclusion  that  the  college  athlete  is  notably  longer 
lived  than  his  non-athletic  brethren.  He  also  holds  that 
the  fact  that  the  crew  or  team  men  are  picked  for  their 
physical  perfections  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case, 
especially  in  view  of  the  contentions,,  not  qualified  in 
the  least,  of  the  opponents  of  athletes  that  violent  exer- 
cise shortens  life. 

The  young  people  of  the  Duluth  and  other  high 
schools  may.  therefore,  go  on  with  their  sports  in  serene 
confidence,  for  scientific  investigation  has  shown  that 
they  are  no  more  deleterious  than  the  mildest  of  amuse- 
ments. 


UNITING  LABOR  AND  CAPITAL. 

Two  great  steps  forward  in  the  direction  of  bring- 
ing about,  preserving  and  strengthening  the  relations 
between  capital  and  organized  labor  are  chronicled  from 
Chicago  the  same  day.  Either  one  of  them  alone  would 
have  furnished  good  grounds  for  optimism,  but  both, 
combined  and  practically  simultaneous,  cannot  but  make 
both  labor  and  capital  feel  that  the  halcyon  days  of 
complete  concord  are  drawing  visibly  nearer. 

The  first  of  these  steps— the  agreement  of  the  man- 
agements of  all  the  railroads  west  of  the  line  drawn 
through  Chicago  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
unitedly  to  grant  to  the  15,000  or  20,000  locomotive  engi- 
neers employed  by  these  systems  increases  in  salaries 
aggregating  between  $5,000,000  and  $6,000,000  a  year — 
is  an  especially  brilliant  feather  in  the  cap  of  organized 
labor  for  this  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  railroad- 
ing that  the  demands  of  a  labor  organization  have  been 
made  to  and  conceded  by  all  of  the  railroads  of  a  large 
territory  acting  as  an  unit.  Such  agreements  have  been 
made  in  the  past  by  the  United  Mine  Workers  and  by 
the  organized  steel  workers,  and  possibly  by  other  na- 
tional unions,  but  never  before  have  the  brotherhoods 
received  such  a  great  concession. 

The  second  of  these  steps— the  gathering  in  Mrs. 
Potter  Palmer's  palatial  castellated  mansion  in  Chicago 
of  leaders  of  both  capital  and  labor  and  the  amicable 
discussion  of  mtters  of  mutual  benefit — cannot  but  pro- 
duce marked  good  and,  if  it  be  wisely  followed  up,  must 
result  in  incalculable  improvement  in  conditions. 

Coming,  as  both  of  these  steps  forward  have  done,  in 
the  very  midst  of  unexampled  prosperity,  they  must  be 
held  to  presage  the  establishment  of  such  relations  as 
will  result  in  putting  organized  labor  and  capital  in 
frames  of  mind  to  settle  future  differences  without  re- 
sorts to  strikes  or  lockouts.  The  millenium  for  capital 
and  tabor  may  not  be  at  hand,  and  there  will  surely  be 
many  strikes  yet  to  be  met,  but  the  two  steps  noted 
above  are  long  strides  in  the  right  direction. 


A  TAX  COMMISSION. 

The  thing  in  connection  with  government  that 
touches  the  people  most  deeply  and  most  directly  is 
taxation. 

Therefore,  in  spite  of  all  the  vastly  important  meas- 
ures along  other  lines  that  will  be  considered  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Minnesota  legislature,  there  are 
none  that  are  of  greater  interest  or  greater  moment  than 
that  of  framing  a  new  code  of  tax  laws,  which  will  be 
expected  if  the  tax  amendment  to  the  constitution  is  de- 
clared adopted  by  the  courts. 

Without  intending  to  reflect,  in  the  slightest  degree, 
upon  the  capacity  or  intelligence  of  the  legislature.  The 
Herald  would  again  suggest,  as  it  has  before,  that  the 
proper  way  to  go  about  the  creation  of  a  tax  code  is  by 
referring  the  matter  to  a  special  tax  commission,  which 
will  have  a  chance  to  thoroughly  investigate  the  mat- 
ter and  to  base  the  legislation  it  proposes  upon  the  re- 
sults of  its  investigations. 

No  legislature,  brought  together  without  special  ref- 
erence to  the  important  subject,  can  possibly  frame  a 
perfect  tax  code  in  the  midst  of  the  many  other  press- 
ing matters  that  will  divide  its  attention. 

To  push  a  tax  code  through  at  the  present  session 
would  be  dangerous,  for  it  would  necessarily  be  ill-con- 
sidered and  half-digested.  Parts  of  it  might  be  all  right, 
but  there  would  certainly  be  other  parts  of  it  that  would 
be  all  wrong. 

Minnesota  has  waited  a  long  time  for  a  fair  tax  sys- 
tem, and  it  can  siirely  wait  another  two  years.  Ill  the 
meantime  the  matter  should  be  referred  to  a  tax  com- 
mission formed  along  the  lines  of  the  bill  introduced  in 
the  senate  by  Senator  George  P.  Wilson  of  Minneapolis, 
which  provides  that  the  code  framed  by  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  reported  to  the  governor  by  Sept.  I,  1908, 
and  by  him  referred  to  the  legislature  at  its  1909  session.

paper  and  magazine  articles  relating 
to  them,  was  a  tremendous  blow  to 
the  meat-  business."  said  Mr.  Walker 
yesterday.  "The  sales  of  all  the  con- 
cerns, big  and  little,  fell  off  at  an 
alarming  rate,  especially  the  foreign 
trade.  Practically  no  orders  for  canned 
meats  were  received  from  England  and 
other  European  countries  from  July 
until  the  end  of  the  year,  wher©  be- 
fore that  vast  quantities  of  canned 
goods  were  shipped  across  the  Atlantic 
for   European  consumption. 

"While  there  may  have  been  some 
foundation  for  the  reports  concerning 
the  methods  of  the  packers,  there  Is 
no  doubt  that  the  raagaiine  and  news- 
paper articles  were  greatly  exaggerat- 
ed In  this  regard.  The  American  peo- 
ple are  aware  of  the  tendency  of  the 
I  press  to  exaggerate,  and  always  stand 
ready  to  make  allowances  In  Instances 
of  this  kind,  but  it  Is  different  across 
the  pond.  They  evidently  Implicitly  be- 
lieve everything  they  read  over  there, 
and  th©  stories  about  the  meat  bus- 
iness in  this  country  were  too  much 
for  them. 

"And  then  the  Americans  more  read- 
ily forget  such  things  than  do  their 
European  neighbors.  Even  where  all 
the  stories  are  believed  In  the  United 
States,  the  public  in  general  forgets 
all  about  them  In  a  few  weeks,  or  a 
month  or  two  at  the  latest,  where  In 
England  and  Europe  In  general  It  takes 
months  for  the  people  to  forget  so  far 
as  to  consume  canned  meata  In  as  large 
quantities  as  they  did  before  the  re- 
ports of  the  investigation  were  read. 
The  effects  of  the  stories  are  now 
wearing  off  somewhat,  and  In  the 
oourse  of  time,  with  the  present  meth- 
od of  meat  inspection,  these  effects 
will  wear  away  entirely,  and  the  Amer- 
ican meat  men  will  be  on  their  old 
footing  with   the   foreign  nations. 

"The  most  perfect  meat  packing 
rfiethods  in  the  world  are  employed  in 
America  to-day,  with  sanitary  condi- 
tions equal  to  any  In  the  world.  The 
plants  that  came  under  the  ban  were 
those  which  were  first  built,  and  which 
had  not  been  equipped  with  the  more 
modern  improvements.  All  the  plants 
that  are  being  built  pow  are  about  as 
perfect  as  man  can  make  them,  and 
there  ts  little  danger  of  there  ever 
again  being  cause  to  carry  on  Investi- 
gation such  as  were  conducted  in  1906. 

"The  packing  Industry  Is  rapidly  mov- 
ing westward,  and  In  time  I  believe  the 
Missouri  river  towns  will  be  ahead  of 
Ctucago  in  the  packing  business.  It  is  a 
waste  of  time  and  money  to  ship  the 
cattle,  sheep,  hogs,  etc..  from  the  West 
clear  to  Chicago,  when  the  meat  can  be 
put  up  just  ffs  easily  nearer  the  center  of 
raw   production. 

"Most  stock  for  slaughter  is  now  pur- 
chased from  feeders  lasteaAl  of  direct 
from  the  ranch  owners.  Feeders  are  men 
who  buy  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  a  few 
months  before  they  are  ready  for  mar- 
ket. They  get  them  from  the  raisers, 
and  then  feed  them  until  they  are  fat 
enough  for  market.  The  stock  is  turned 
into  inclosures  and  fed  on  corn  and  al- 
falfa for  perhaps  six  months,  or  until 
the  animals  got  as  fait  and  heavy  as 
they  are  llke-ly  to  ge>t  In  a  natural  life- 
time, and  then  are  sold  out  at  a  proftt. 
Of  course,  they  weigh  a  good  deal  more, 
and  are  in  better  condition,  than  when 
first  brought  in  from  the  raiLges.  and 
that   is   where   the  profit  comes   In. 

"I  know  of  one  man  who  owus  twen- 
ty-five elevators,  which  purchase  feed 
from  the  farmers.  He  goes  et  feeding  on 
a  large  scale,  and  now  has  prot>ably  4,000 
cattle  on  his  grounds.  At  one  time  he 
had  I2.O0O  sheep.  Bccaea  of  men  are 
in  the  business  on  a  sma-ller  scaie.  and 
nearly  every  farm«r  isi -engaged  In  it  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent.  As  a  result, 
the  farmers  in  Nebraska,  and  all  through 
that  country,  have  very  little  corn  for 
saJe.  Alfalfa  is  used  extensively  in  fat- 
tening stock."  ^      ^

'•"There  are  also  millions  of  men  in  the 
coimtry  who  threw  away  tlielr  early  op- 
portunities. We  must  give  them  another 
chance  and  not  allow  them  to  throw 
themselves  away." 

Dr.  Cleland  spoke  highly  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  told  some- 
thing of  the  work  of  the  Amrelcan  Tract 
society,  in  which   he   Is  now  engaged.

MITCHELL 
IS  ONTRIAL 

Woodsman    Accused  of 

Shooting  John  Smith 

and  Peter  Niemen. 

One  of  the  Principal  Wit- 
nesses for  State  Has 
Disappeared. 


Indicted   by   the  grand   jury   for  as-  | 
aault    in     the    second    degree,    Henry  J 
Mitchell  is   facing  a  i>etit  jury  In   the 
district   court   on  a  charge   which  will 
mean   a   long   term   In    the   state   peni- 
tentiary for  him  if  he  is  convicted. 

Idltchell  is  a  woodsman  who,  Dec. 
6.  last,  shot  two  other  wood."5men,  John 
Smith  and  Peter  Niemen,  on  Michi- 
gan stre>et,  near  Fourth  avenue  west, 
following-  a  quarrel  said  to  have  been 
started  on  the  Iron  Range  passenger 
train. 

County  Attorney  John  H.  Norton  is 
proeecutiiiK  the  case  for  the  state  and 
Cyrus  Crandall  is  defending  Mitchell. 

The  twelve  men  who  will  decide 
Mitchell's  fate  are;  George  Cobb, 
Thon>a8  Thompson.  John  Sexton,  J.  S. 
Ray.  C.  H.  Deppe.  Charles  E.  Mal- 
llnson.  W.  S.  Kempton.  Claus  J.  John- 
son, Anthony  W.  Puck,  Anton  G.  Beck- 
er and  G.  A.  Terry. 

Mitchell  was  indicted  on  two  counts, 
one  for  shooting  Smith  and  the  other 
for  shtH.>ting  Niemen.  The  Smith  in- 
dictment is  the  first  tc  be  tried. 

"Whether  or  not  Mitchell  will  be  tried 
on  the  other  indictment  will  probably 
deoend  on  the  outcome  of  the 
attempt  of  the  authorities  to 
find  Niemen.  Since  he  recover- 
ed from  his  wound  in  the  neck,  Nie- 
men although  sub^Kjenaed  to  appear  at 
the  trial,  has  disappeared  completely 
and  the  state  is  at  loss  to  locate  him. 
A  bench  warrant  has  been  issued  for 
the  missing  witness  and  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  get  him  before  the 
court  before  the  present  trial  is  finish- 
ed. It  is  believed  that  Niemen,  getting 
tired  of  waiting  about  the  city,  got  a 
Job  in  some  logging  camp  and  left  for 
a   camp   under   some   assumed   name. 

The  prlsoiier.  Henry  Mitchell,  is  a 
man  apparently  well  advanced  in 
years.  He  is  not  in  good  health  and 
the    confinement    of    the    county    Jail 


In  the  controversy  between  Mitchell  and 
Niemen  and  did  all  he  could  to  get 
his  partner  to  drop  the  quarrel. 

Smith  denied  that  he  kicked  Mlt 
chell's  grip  and  then  put  his  feet  on 
it.  He  denied  that  there  was  any  un- 
derstanding between  himself  and  Nie- 
men to  make  trouble  for  Mitchell  after 
leaving  the  train. 

Patrolman  Henry  C.  Mason  testified 
that  he  was  at  the  comer  of  Fifth  ave- 
nue west  and  Michigan  street  when  he 
heard  the  first  shot.  He  turned  just  In 
time  to  see  Mitcell  fire  the  shot  that 
struck  Smith  In  the  neck.  The  witness 
said  that  both  Smith  and  Nieman 
were  running  away  from  Mitchell 
when  the  second  shot  was  fired.  Officer 
Mason  further  told  of  disarming  and 
arresting  Mitchell  and  taking  him  to 
the  police  station.  The  only  remark 
that  Mitchell  made  to  him  was  "They 
won't  knock  off  my  block." 

If  the  line  of  questioning  by  Mr. 
Crandall  Is  a  criterion,  the  defense  will 
seek  to  establish  self  defense.  Smith 
was  pressed  with  a  view  of  gaining  an 
admission  that  he  and  Niemen  at- 
tempted to  draw  knives  and  rush  Mit- 
chell when  he  fired,  but  the  witness 
denied  any  such  condition  most  em- 
phatically.

"Let  me  tell  you  one  thing,  young 
man.  When  a  man  gets  into  jail,  or 
any  kind  of  trouble  for  that  matter, 
that's  the  time  he  needs  friends. 
Very  often  it's  then  that  the  chap 
who  has  been  very  popular  when  he 
was  around  spending  money  and 
1  making  things  merry,  discovers  that 
his  fair  weather  friends  have  forgot- 
ten  him. 

"If  he  has  a  wife,  though.  It's 
ninety-nine  chances  out  of  a  hun- 
dred that  she  will  be  with  him.  no 
matter  how  grave  the  charge,  right 
from  the  beginning.  I've  seen  lots  of 
it   in   my  days  around   here. 

'That's  why  I've  always  got  a 
kind  word  for  a  woman,  and  when 
they're  in  trouble  I'm  always  ready 
to  do  what  little  I  can  to  make  It 
easier  for  them.  They  often  need  a 
little  help,  too,  for  the  men  don't 
stand    by    them.

"Falling  to  get  him  ball,  she  tries 
to  make  it  easier  for  her  husband 
while  he  is  in  the  Tombs.  You  know 
it  doe«n't  take  much  to  make  it 
easier  for  a  man  who  can  t  see  the 
outside  worid.  Visits  every  day. 
some  delicacy  to  vary  the  monotony 
of  the  prison  food,  and  cheering 
news   from   the  outside,   all   count. 

"Then    comes    the    trial,    the   hardest 
part    of    the    whole    thing,    except    for 
the      professional,     if      he     has     been 
through     the     mill     many     times.       It 
must    make   a   man   perk   up   when    he 
walks     Into     a     courtroom     before      a 
crowd   of  strange  and  very  often  hos- 
tile   faces    to    have   at    least    one    smil- 
ing   face,    that    of    a   little    mite    of    a 
woman,    perhaps,    greet   him. 
1     "She   win   be   there   every   minute   of 
the   trial,   anxious  and  worried  all  the 
I  time,    but    not    showing    It    when    her 
I  husband's  eyes  are  on  her.

I  In   him  and   the   belief  that  he  will  be

t  "At  the  close  of  the  trial  each  day 
she  will  be  there  for  one  smile,  a 
grasp  of  the  hand  if  she  can  get  to  the 
prisoner  and  a  word  of  cheer  before  he 
goes  back  to  his  cell.  Then  comes  the 
verdict  of  the  Jury,  after  the  prose- 
cuting attorney  has  said  everything 
mean  he  could  about   the  defendant. 

"Very  often  the  jury  says,  'Guilty.' 
It's  a  blow  for  the  prisoner  and  the 
faithful  wife,  but  she  doesn't  stop  there. 
If  she  Is  resourceful  and  has  money, 
every  technicality  of  the  law  Is  in- 
voked to  keep  him  from  going  to  jail. 
It  everything  fails,  she  tries  to  make 
his    entry    Into    Sing   Sing   easy. 

"I  don't  have  to  Jog  my  memory 
very  hard  to  cite  instance*.  Take  the 
case  of  young  C.  Augustus  Seton,  who 
was  caught  In  that  Norfolk  and  West- 
ern railroad  bond  swindle.  They  say 
our   old   friend   Alfred   Goslin    was   the 


brains  behind  that,  but  from  all  that 
ever  came  out  in  court  sauve  C.  Au- 
gustus Seton  was  the  guiding  hand. 

"You  may  have  noticed  a  young 
blonde  woman  in  court  every  day.  That 
was  his  wife. 

"Before  the  trial  she  haunted  the 
Tombs.  She  was  forever  bothering  As- 
islstant  District  Attorney  Garvan  and 
'  trying  to  get  him  to  be  easy  with  her 
ihusband.  You  know  Garvan  had  charge 
!of  the  investigation  that  rounded  up 
i  pretty  near  all  those  crooks.  They 
I  say  It  was  Mrs.  Seton  who  got  C.  Au- 
Igustus  to  give  up  the  details  of  an-

Seton's    wife   stood    by   him    through 
it    all       Every    day    she    was    at    the 
I  Tombs  or  in  court.    She  did  everything 
'  she  could  for  him.    You'd  see  her  every 
iday   with  her  little  boy. 
'     "When  the  women  have  youngsters, 
I  It's  a  pretty  hard  Job  for  them  to  ex- 
i  plain  matters.     You  know  a  kid  Is  al- 
ways  Inquisitive,   and   wants   to   know 
'what    it   pop    doing   in    that   big   place 
!  with  the  solemn  faced,  black  robed  man 
Ion    the    bench,    the    talkative    lawyers, 
!  the  twelve  silent  men  in  the  Jury  box 
i  and  the  curious  crowd  In  long,  straight 
backed   benches.       Great     explanations 
'  are  fixed  up  by  the  mothers. 
I      "I  remember  one   woman  who   had 
'two    fine    kids,    a    handsome    boy    and 
a     nrettv    girl.         They     were     bright 
youngsters     and     figured     that     some- 
thing    was     wrong.

"After  his  conviction  he  got  a  cer- 
tificate of  reasonable  doubt  and  he  Is 
still  in  the  Tombs.  She's  there  all 
the  time,  and  I  suppose  she'll  be  at 
his  side,  figuring  for  him,  until  the 
whole  thing  is  over.  It's  the  way 
with    the   women. 

"Only     go     back     several     months, 
when    we      had      Thomas      Parmalee 
Wickes,     the     author     of     the     'Lewis 
Jarvis'   letters,   here.   A   slender,   sweet 
faced    woman    In    black    was    at    his 
side   every   day   from   the   time   of   his 
i  arrest  to  his  conviction. 
!      "She    was    the    first    to    greet    him 
'In   the    morning   and    the    last    to    say 
good-by    at    night.      I'll    never    forget 
the  last  day  of  the  trial,  when  Rand, 
calling   upon    the    Jury    for    a    convic- 
tion,    which     he     got,     pictured     how 
hard    It    was   for   him    to   prosecute   a 
member    of    his    own    profession    and 
then    demanded   that   Wickes,    because 
I  of    birth,    breeding    and    environment, 
I  should    get    no    mercy.        That    black 
[gowned    little    woman    sat    through    it 
iall,     but     how     It     must     have     hurt, 
and     she       showed     it.         That       was 
Wickes'   wife. 

"She   kissed   him,   pressed   his   hand 
and    whispered    words    of    encourage- 
ment   as    he    went    off    to    serve    his 
[sentence.     Now     he     has     been     par- 
'doned  and  he  has  promised   to  go  to 
I  Alaska,    never    to    come    back.         I'm 
told    she    has    gone    with    him,    and    I 
don't    doubt    it. 

"If    I    had    the    time,    I    could    tell 

'you   hundreds  of  similar   cases.      How 

j  about  the   men   when   their   wives  are 

I  in    trouble?     That's   not   so    easy. 

1      "I    didn't   see   that    the    husband    of 

the    Terranova    girl    was    so    Worried 

about    her.         Nan    Patterson    had     a 

husband,      didn't    she?         He      wasn't 

around    much. 

"It's  true  that  they  had  separated, 
and  he  remarried  her  after  she  was 
released.  Of  course  women  are  not 
so  often  in  trouble  as  men.  That 
may  be  the  reason  it  Isn't  so  notice- 
able."

[street  broker,  Stray  was  sold  with  the 
[other  horses  of  the  stable  by  the  as- 
I  Bignee. 

Trainer  Byrnes  managed  to  keep  to- 
jgether  the  best  horses  of  the  estab- 
'  llshment  by  buying  them  In  his  own 
name.  Tiie  friendly  relations  between 
former  employer  and  trainer  continued, 
and  the  trainer  came  yesterday  to  the 
rescue  of  his  former  employer  in  the 
dramatic  episode  of  Stray's  victory  in 
the  Oakdale  handicap.

A  dispatch  from  Kansas  City,  dated 
Jan.  13,  announces  that  the  Missouri 
Athletic  club  has  received  a  letter  from 
Ltrch  announcing  that  If  the  Mis- 
souri people  can  get  "Hack"  there, 
there  will  be  no  trouble  in  having  the 
American  champion  on  hand  for  the 
contest. 

Lerch  evidently  looks  at  I.K)ngstreet's 
$15,<X)0  offer  with  a  sort  of  "bird  in  the 
hand  is  worth  two  in  the  bush,"  Idea, 
with  the  chances  of  the  Missouri  $10,-

CHARGED  WITH 
TIMBER  THEFT 

Three  Men  Under  Arrest 

for  Stealing  Ruggles' 

Pine. 

Bemldjl.  Minn.,  Jan.  14.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— C.  F.  Ruggles,  the  mil- 
lionaire lumberman  of  Chicago,  has 
vast  holdings  of  pine  timber  In  Bel- 
trami and  adjoining  counties,  and  he 
employs  a  corps  of  shrewd  cruisers  to 
take  unto  themselve  sportions  of  these 
takeupto  themselves  portions  of  those 
tine  stands  of  pine,  etc.  Among  other 
places  where  he  has  excellent  timber  is 
north  of  Wilton.  According  to  Jospeh 
Schlsel  of  this  city,  one  of  Ruggles' 
cruisers,  William  Foster  and  Frank 
Bogenreif  of  Wilton  and  Guy  Well- 
come, but  recently  from  East  Grand 
Forks,  have  been  "digging  in"  to  some 
of  Ruggles'  timber,  without  any  auth- 
ority   from    the   gentleman   in   Chicago. 

On  complaint  of  Schlsel,  Deputy 
Sheriff  John  Bailey  went  to  Wilton  and 
placed  Foster,  Bogenreif  and  Well- 
come under  arrest  and  brought  them  to 
Bemldjl.  Thej'  were  arraigned  beforo 
O.  M.  .Sklnvik,  justice  of  the  peace,  on 
Saturday,  on  the  charge  of  having  cut 
down  standing  and  growing  timber  on 
sections  5  and  6,  146  X.,  range  34  W., 
belonging  to  C.  F.  Ruggles.  without 
any  authority,  and  which  was  not  their 
property.  County  Attorney  Henry 
Funkley  appeared  for  the  state,  and 
the  cases  were  continued  until  Wednes^ 
day  at  10  a.  m. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  First  Na- 
tional bank  of  this  city  was  hold  a 
few  days  ago,  at  which  the  affairs  of 
the  bank  were  gone  over  and  found  to 
be  In  first  class  condition.  The  election 
of  directors  resulted  in  the  selection  of 
the  old  board.  F.  P.  Sheldon  of  Grand 
Rapids  v.aa  elected  president;  W.  H. 
Roberts  of  Bemldjl  .  vice  pr'^.iident.  and 
R.  H.  Schumaker  of  this  city,  cashier. 
Mr.  Sheldon  has  acted  as  president  of 
the  bank  since  the  death  of  C.  W. 
Hastings  last  fall.  The  First  National 
bank  Is  among  the  "roll  of  honor"  na- 
tional banks  of  the  United  States,  In- 
cluding only  national  banks  whose  sur- 
plus equals  or  exceeds  its  capital. 

SCHEME  TO  DEFRAUD 

Reported  to  the  Police  by  a  Washington 
Physician. 

Washington,  Jan.  14.— What  is  charged 
by  the  police  to  be  a  scheme  to  defraud 
a  Washington  physician  out  of  $5,000  led 
to  the  arrest  of  Frank  F.  Homans  of 
r.nris,  France  and  David  T.  Tanner,  alias 
lov/nsend  of  White  Plains,  N.  Y..  on  the 
cliarge  of  conspiracy.  The  two  men  were 
taken  Into  custody  In  an  uptown  hotel 
after  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Kemp  of  this  city, 
had  reported  to  the  police  that  Tanner 
nafl  made  a  proposition  of  him  to  enter 
into  a  deal  "to  put  a  New  York  gambling 
house  out  of  business."  Dr.  Kemp  de- 
clares that  the  man  assured  him  that  bv 
investing  $5,000  he  could  easilv  win  from 
$2<?0,000  to  $300,000  within  one  "week.  The 
physician,  how.'ver,  says  he  did  not  put 
UD  any  money,  but  encouraged  the  men  to 
.secure  evidence.  The  "get-rlch-quick" 
scheme,  according  to  Dr.  Kemp's  report 
to  the  police  was  that  Dr.  Kemp  was  to 
pay  f5,W)  and  Tanner,  who  claimed  to  be 
manager  of  the  gambling  house,  was  "to 
tip  Homans  and  the  physician  oft  on 
the  run  of  the  cards  in  a  faro  game." 
Tanner  and  Homans  were  locked  up  at 
the  first  precinct  station.  Both  men  deny 
the  charges. 


ALTERNATELY 
BOY  OR  GIRL 

St    Louis    Youth    Has 

Played  Both  Parts  With 

Equal  Success. 

St.  Louis,  Jan.  14.— For  five  years 
Joseph  Teddar,  a  youth  20  years  old, 
has  appeared  in  various  parts  of  this 
city  and  vicinity  alternately  as  a 
girl  and  a  boy.  He  has  been  a 
cook,  a  chore  boy,  a  housemaid,  a 
grocery  boy.  a  cash  girl,  a  stable 
boy  and  even  masqueraded  as  a 
dancing  girl  on  the  Pike  at  the 
World's    fair. 

His  singular  existence  became 
known  yesterday  when  he  "was  ar- 
raigned In  court  on  complaint  of  a 
young  woman,  who  asserted  that 
he  had  been  annoying  her.  Her 
charge  was  not  sustained,  and  the 
girl  became  so  angry  when  he  was 
released    that    she    struck    him. 

Teddar  came  to  St.  Louis  five 
years  ago  from  Little  Rock,  Ark. 
He  found  It  difficult  to  obtain  em- 
ployment. Friends  had  often  abided 
him  on  his  effeminate  manners  and 
girlish  appearance.  This  inspired  him 
with  thef  Idea  to  don  skirts  and  seek 
a   position. 

He  easily  found  a  place  with  a 
Broadway  department  store.  He  was 
a  cash  girl,  "Nancy  Tetter." -he  told 
him  employers  his  name  was.  The 
other  girls  were  unusually  devoted 
to  Nancy,  and  Nancy  showed  his 
appreciation  by  hugging  and  kissing 
them. 

After  a  few  weeks  he  became  tired 
of  the  confinement  of  skirts  and  quit 
the  position.  In  male  attire  he  be- 
came errand  boy  for  a  grocer  at 
Eighteenth  and  Wash  street.  At  the 
Olid  of  two  months  he  went  to  Hazel 
Hill  and  accepted  a  place  as  chore 
boy   for  a   farmer. 

But  the  farm  work  was  too  heavy 
for  his  gentle  nature,  and  he  again 
donned  skirts.  He  applied  for  a  posi- 
tion as  maid  at  a  Market  street 
house  and  was  installed  in  charge 
of  the  culinary  department.  He 
cooked,  washed  dishes,  darned  socks 
and  was  considered  the  ideal  house- 
maid. 

At  the  end  of  a  year  Teddar  re- 
turned to  the  department  store  as  a 
salesgirl.  Later  he  resumed  his  boy's 
attire  and  worked  as  a  stable  boy 
for  E.  B.  Smith  of  De  Hadlemont. 
Grooming  horses  and  cleaning  the 
stable  was  too  heavy  for  him,  so  he 
put  on  his  skirts  and  took  up  a  po- 
sition as  domestic  with  a  family  at 
Wellston. 

Finding  himself  admired  by  men 
while  he  masqueradetl  as  a  girl, 
Teddar  thought  he  could  make  his 
living  more  easily  by  becoming  a 
dancing  girl  at  the  World's  fair.  He 
had  no  trouble  getting  an  engage- 
ment on  the  Pike.  At  night  he  liked 
to  put  on  his  boy's  clothes,  and  he 
was  several  times  arrested,  the  po- 
lice mistaking  him  for  a  girl,  be- 
cause of  his  long  hair. 

The  records  show  that  Teddar  has 
been  pla::ed  in  institutions  for  way- 
ward girls  several  times.  He  was 
once  in  the  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  and  again  In  the  House 
of  Refuge.  His  real  sex  was  never 
discovered  in  these  places.  Dr. 
Jacob  J.  Singer  of  the  city  dispen- 
sary says  that  Teddar  was  under 
observation  several  times.  He  came 
to  the  dispensary  sometimes  as  a 
girl  and  sometimes  as  a  boy.  The 
doctor  says  he  understands  Teddar's 
real    name    is    Pleasant    Harper. 

MAY  RETURN  TO  STAGE. 

Mrs.  Frederic  Gebhard  May  SeeK  to  Re- 
plenish Family  Exchaquer. 

New  York,  Jan.  14.— Friends  of 
Marie  Wilson,  one  of  the  queenly 
beauties  of  t-he  original  Florodora 
sextet,  win  not  be  surprised  If  she 
returns  to  the  stage;  following  the 
discovery  of  the  financial  embarrass- 
mert  of  her  husband,  Frederick  Geb- 
hard,  who  has  just  been  sued  by  his 
sister.  Mrs.  Gabrlelle  Nellson,  for 
165,276.62. 

Broadway  managers  would  welcome 
Mrs.  Gebhard,  and  it  Is  known  that 
at  least  two  big  producers  have 
tempted  her  with  rich  offers  since 
the  announcement  In  September  of 
her  marriage  to  the  turfman  and 
broker,  who  startled  the  countrj'  by 
his  attentions  to  Mrs.  .Langtry,  the 
actress,  quite  as  much  as  did  his 
present  wife  when,  as  a  chorus  girl, 
she   won   $750,000  in   Wall   street.

American  Manufacturers 
Made  Their  Best  Rec- 
ord in  1906. 


Washington,  Jan.  11— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)  —  American  manufacturers 
made  their  best  record  In  1906,  so  far,  at 
least,  as  their  record  can  be  mea'sured 
through  imports  of  manufacturers'  ma- 
terials or  exports  of  manufactures. 
In  practically  all  of  the  great  articles 
Imported  for  manufacturing  purposes 
the  records  of  1906  show  a  larger  total 
Imported  than  in  any  preceding  year, 
while  the  aggregate  value  of  manufac- 
turers' materials  lmport«d,  whether  in 
the  crude  state  or  In  a  partially  manu- 
factured form  for  further  use  In  manu- 
facturing, was  also  greater  than  in  any 
preceding   year,   fiscal   or  calendar. 

So  apparent  Is  this  greater  importa- 
tion of  manufacturers'  materials  and 
greater  exportation  of  manufactures 
that  it  is  unnecessary  to  await  the 
December  figures  to  justify  the  asser- 
tion that  the  record  of  1906  will  be  high- 
er than  that  of  any  other  year.  In 
practically  all  of  the  great  articles  the 
figures  of  the  eleven  months  ending 
with  November,  1906,  exceed  those  of 
the  corresponding  months  of  any 
earlier  year.  Running  through  the  list 
of  great  articles  imported  for  manu- 
facturing and  taking  them  in  alphabet- 
ical order,  the  records  of  the  bureau 
of  statistics  of  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor  show  the  imports  of 
cement,  chemicals,  copper,  fibers,  hides 
and  skins,  lumber,  rubber,  silk,  tin.  to- 
bacco and  wool;  and  in  all  of  these, 
with  the  exception  of  ^fibers  and  wool, 
the  importations  of  the  eleven  months 
ending  with  November,  190C,  are  greater 
In  quantity  than  those  -of  the  corre- 
sponding months  of  ferty  earlier  year. 
Of  cement,  the  imports  in  eleven 
months  ending,  with  November,  1906, 
are  greater  In  quantity  than  those  of 
the  corresponding  months  of  any  ear- 
lier year.  Of  cement,  the  imports  in 
eleven  months  of  1906  were  773,000,000 
pounds,  against  307,000,000  In  the  same 
months  of  19u5.  Of  cheiiilcals,  the  total 
value  of  the  importations  was  $70,000,000, 
against  $63,500,000  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  the  preceding  year.  Of-cop- 
per,  in  pigs,  bars,  etc.,  the  imports 
were  161,000,000  pounds,  against  147,000,000 
In  eleven  montlis  of  1905.  Of  hides  and 
skins,  the  eleven  months.  Importations 
were  373,000,000  pounds,  against  $350,000,000 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Of  lumber,  the  value  Im- 
ported in  eleven  months  of  1906  was  $29,- 
000,000.  against  ^',500,000  in  the  corre- 
spending  months  of  1905.  Of  India  rub- 
ber, the  number  of  pounds  imported  in 
the  eleven  months  of  1906  was  60,000,000, 
and  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1905 
but  58,000,000.  Of  raw  silk,  the  imports 
of  tho  eleven  mohths  were  nearly  15,- 
000,000  pounds,  against  a  little  over  14,- 
0(X>,000   In    the   corresponding   months    of 

1905.  Of  tin,  the  imports  of  the  eleven 
months  of  1906  were  90,000,000  pounds,  and 
in  the  correspondlftcL  mqaithis  of  iyo6 
were  83,000,000.  Of  IdaT^^ac*,  the  im- 
ports of  the  eleven  moliths  of  igiiff  Vere 
practically  39,000,000  pounds,  against  a 
trifle  more  than  31,lJ(jO,(WQ  In  the  same 
period  of  1905.  The  two  iTnportant  arti- 
cles of  man-tffacturers'  ?iiaterials  in 
which  a  reduction  Is  shown  are  fibers 
of  which  eleven  months'  Importations 
fell   from  2S0.<D00  tons  in  1905  to  26:^,000  in 

1906,  and  wool,  of  which  the  Imports 
fell  from  234,000,000  pounds  in  the  eleven 
months  of  1905  to  183.onao<io  in  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  l356.  This  falling  ofC 
in  the  imports  of  fibers  and  wool  is  the 
more  striking  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  importations  of  manufactures  of 
fibers  and  wool  show  In  each  case  an 
Increase    in    1906   compared    with    1905. 

Not  only  do  the  quantities  of  manufact- 
urers' materials  show  an  Increase,  but 
the  total  value  of  the  great  groups  also 
shows  an  Increase.  The  value  of  man- 
ufacturers' raw  materials  Imported  in  the 
oleve<n  months  of  1906  was  $402,000,000, 
against  $370,000,000  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  1905;  and  the  value  of  manu- 
factures for  further  use  In  manufactur- 
ing $223,000,000.  against  $lSO,000,OtX)  In  the 
same  months  of  the  pr^edlng  year. 

The  export  figures  of  the  year  also 
Indicate  great  activity  on  the  part  of 
the  manufacturers,  since  In  the  large 
proportion  of  cases  they  show  an  in- 
crease in  quantity  as  well  as  value  of 
manufacturers  exported.  The  total  value 
of  manufacturers  exported  In  the  eleven 
months  of  1906  was,  of  manufacturers  for 
further  use  in  manufacturing,  $220,000,000 
against  $194,000,000  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  the  preceding  year,  and  of 
manufactures  ready  for  consumption 
$438,000,000  against  $391,p00,O00  In  tho  cor- 
responding period  of  l^t^.  thus  Indicating 
that  the  total  value  of  manufactures  of 
all  kinds  exported  during  the  vear  will 
exceed  $700,000,000  against  less  than  $650,- 
000,000  In  the  preceding  >'ear.  Iron  and 
steel  manufacturers  exported  in  the  elev- 
en months  of  1906,  for  which  statistics 
are  now  availal>le.  show  an  Increase  of 
$28,000,000  over  those  for  the  correspond- 
ing months  of  the  preceding  year;  lum- 
ber, an  Increase  of  $9.0OO.O0'3;  refined  min- 
eral oil,  an  Increase  of  $5,000,000;  cars  and 
carriages,  an  Increase  of  nearly  $5,000,000; 
pig  copper,  an  Increase  of  $4,000,000;  in- 
struments and  apparatus  for  scientific 
purposes,  an  Increase  of  nearly  $4,00"},000; 
agricultural  Implements,  an  increase  of 
about  $2,000,000.  and  naval  stores  also  an 
Increase  of   about  $2,000,000.

Of  Labor  and  Capital 

Held  at  Mansion  of 

Mrs.  Palmer. 

Chicago,  Jan.  14.— Mrs.  Potter  Palm- 
er's mansion  at  100  Lake  Shore  drive 
was  the  scene  Saturday  night  of  a 
most    unique    conference.    Some    time 

ago  the  National  Civic  Federation 
conceived  the  idea  of  holding  a  meet- 
ing in  Chicago,  with  the  object  of  ex- 
plaining to  employers  and  employes 
the  aims  of  the  organization  and  its 
efforts  to  place  the  two  classes  of  In- 
dustrialism on  a  common  plane  of 
thought  and  action.  While  the  prep- 
arations for  this  gathering  were  be- 
ing made,  Mrs.  Palmer  became  Inter- 
ested in  the  project,  and  offered  her 
residencs  as  a  conference  hall.

WAS  THE  HERO  OF 
TRAIN  COLLISION 

Dying  Man  Crawls  Mile 
and  Saves  Passenger 

Train. 

Wlnated,  Conn..  Jan.  14.— Michael 
O'Nell  of  RhlnecUff,  N.  T..  a  Central 
New  England  conductor,  who  died  In 
the  hospital  here  yesterday,  was  the 
hero  of  a  train  collision  which  occurred 
about  midway  between  Cherry  Brook 
and    Satan's   Kingdom. 

O'Neil.  Brakeman  William  Kerrigan, 
Engineer  Fred  Frank  and  Fireman  A. 
E.  Myers  of  Mill  Brook,  were  aboard 
a  disabled  engine  going  in  the  direction 
of  Hartford.  A  driving  snowstorm  was 
on  and  .  the  engine  had  only  one 
cylinder  working.  At  a  sharp  curve  It 
was  overtaken  by  an  extra  freight 
train  drawn  by  two  heavy  mogul  en- 
gines, going  at  full  speed.  The  tender 
of  the  lone  engine  was  driven  In  upon 
the  former. 

Conductor  O'Nell  and  Engineer 
Frank,  whose  right  leg  had  been  fear- 
.'iiiy  crushed,  were  thrown  to  the  side 
of  the  track.  Myers  and  Kerrigan  were 
pinned  in  the  cab.  Unharmed,  the  en- 
gine ran  wild  to  CoUinsville  junction, 
a  distance  of  about  three  miles,  where 
It  stopped  of  itself,  the  supply  of  steam 
having  become  exhausted.  The  men 
then  managed  to  extricate  themselves. 
Both  had  been  Imprisoned  in  such  a 
position  that  neither  was  able  to  reach 
the  throttle  and   shut  off  steam. 

After  having  been  hurled  to  the 
ground,  with  his  leg  horribly  mangled. 
Conductor  O'Nell  managed  to  crawl 
nearly  a  mile  in  the  direction  of  Sa- 
tan's Kingdom.  He  met  John  Ryan,  a 
farmer,  whom  he  besought  to  get  into 
communication  with  a  railroad  station 
so  that  a  passenger  train  due  from 
Hartford  might  be  warned  by  tele- 
graph of  the  broken  down  engine  stand- 
ing on  the  tracks.  Ryan  telephoned  to 
the  station  agent  at  Collinsville.  who 
warned  the  passenger  train  by  tele- 
eranh. 

In  snlte  of  all  that  could  be  done  for 
O'Neil,  he  died  at  the  hospital  a  few 
hours  after  he  was  brought  here.  The 
others  of  the  engine  crew  will  live.

0.  Wolf  Attempts  to  End 

Life  at   Branch 

Bethel. 

Yelling  that  life  was  a  farce,  and  he 
wanted  to  quit  it  by  the  shortest  route 
possible.  Oscar  Wolf,  a  cook  at  Mil- 
ler's cafe  Saturday  night  drew  a  big 
clasp  knife  from  his  pocket  and  at- 
tempted to  cut  his  throat,  in  the  midst 
of  a  prayer  meeting  at  the  Branch 
Bethel  on  the  Bowery  Saturday  night. 

Three  men  near  him  grappled  with 
the  would-be  suicide,  and  succeeded  In 
pinioning  his  hands  to  his  side  in  spite 
of  his  wild  struggles  to  release  him- 
self and  his  cries  that  he  be  allowed 
to  end  his  existence. 

Officer  Bradley  then  appeared  upon 
the  scene  and  while  attempting  to  get 
the  handcuffs  over  the  man's  wrists  he 
received  some  ugly  slashes  from  the 
knife  which  his  captors  had  not  been 
able  to  get  away  from  him.

HIJSE  FUNERAL 
WAS  LARGE  ONE 

Thousands  Pay  Last  Re- 
spects to  the  Departed 
Musician. 

One  of  the  largest  funerals  ever  held 
In  Duluth  was  witnessed  yesterday 
when  over  3,000  people  gathered  at  the 
Armory  to  pay  their  last  respects  to 
the  late  George  A.  Huse,  a  member  of 
Flaaten's  Third  Regiment  band. 

The  ceremony  began  at  3:30  o'clock, 
but  long  before  that  time  the  Armory 
was  filled  to  overflowing  and  a  guard 
was  placed  at  the  street  door.  Several 
hundred  people  were  unable  to  gain 
admittance  and  were  forced  to  remain 
on  the  outside. 

The  remains  were  escorted  to  the  Ar- 
mory from  the  Huse  home  at  213  East 
Third  street,  by  the  Third  Regiment 
band,  and  Company  A  and  Company 
C.  The  casket  was  placed  in  the  north 
end  of  the  hall  in  charge  of  a  guard 
of  honor  from  the  militia. 

The  funeral  tributes  were  numerous 
and  magrnlficent,  one  of  the  prettiest 
being  a  floral  harp  presented  ^by  the 
musicians'  union,  of  which  the  deceased 
was  a  member. 

A  sacred  concert  opened  the  service, 
seventy  musicians  participating  and 
playing  through  a  program  of  six  num-  , 
bers.

Rice  of  the  First  Metho-  j 
dlst  church  preached  the  sermon.  | 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies  i 
In  the  Armory,  Arthur  "Dryer.  Charles  1 
Running,  William  Fitzenmeyer,  Frank  ' 
Piering,  Edward  Simpson  and  A.  Sy-  i 
berson,  together  with  the  guard  of  I 
honor,  removed  the  casket  to  the  hearso  I 
and  the  procession  started  toward  For- 
est Hill  cemetery. 

In  the  line  of  march  were  Flaaten's 
Third  Regiment  band,  followed  by  the 
two  local  companies  of  militia,  a  com- 
pany of  Spanish-American  war  veter- 
ans and  a  firing  squad.  The  band  played 
Chopin's  funeral  march  to  Twelfth 
avenue  east,  where  the  procession 
broke  up.  the  hearse,  pall  bearers,  and 
firing  squad  continuing  to  the  ceme- 
tery. 

After  prayers  at  the  grave,  the  firing 
squad,  In  charge  of  Corporal  Goodrich 
Llndvall,  fired  three  volleys  and  Bugler 
Thomas  Burnhardt  sounded  taps  as  the 
remains  were  lowered  to  their  resting 
place.

Rivers  and  Harbors 

Committee. 

Breakwater   to    Insure 

Safety  for  the  Inner 

Harbor. 


Washington,  Jan.  14,— Chairman  Bur- 
ton of  the  rivers  and  harbors  committee 
gave  a  hearing  on  Saturday  afternoon 
to  the  joint  delegation  from  Duluth  and 
Superior,  who  came  to  Washintgon  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  substantial  ap- 
propriations for  the  proper  protection 
and  mutual  maintenance  of  the  third 
largest  harbor  In  the  world. 

Those  who  appeared  before  Mr.  Bur- 
ton and  his  sub-committee  were 
Charles  S.  Mitchell,  H.  V.  Eva  and  F. 
A.  Clarkson  of  Duluth;  James  Bardon, 
S.  L.  Perrin  and  J.  A.  Murphy  of  Su- 
perior. Judge  R.  S.  Powell  of  Duluth 
was  also  present.  Senator  Knute  Nel- 
son and  Congressman  J.  Adam  Bede  as 
representatives  of  the  Minnesota  side 
of  the  harbor  were  on  hand  and  Con- 
gressman John  J.  Jenkins  of  Wiscon- 
sin was  present  to  look  after  Superior's 
Interests. 

No  friction  developed  during  the  hear- 
ing. It  was  clearly  manifested  from 
the  start  that  both  Duluth  and  Super- 
ior, as  represented  at  the  hearing,  op- 
posed   the    central    canal    proposition. 

And  It  Is  a  safe  prediction  to  venture 
that  the  proposition  Is  dead,  even 
though  shipping  Interests  and  vessel 
owners  have  deluged  Chairman  Burton 
with  letters  in  favor  of  cutting  through 
the  center  of  Minnesota  point. 

Early  during  the  hearing  Chairman 
Burton  stated  emphatically  that,  In- 
asmuch as  there  was  no  estimates  di- 
rect  from   the    chief   engineer's   ofllce, 


the  committee  could  not  Incorporate 
any  opproprlatlons  for  improvement 
of  the  harbor  in  the  river  and  harbor 
bill.  He  said  that  the  report  of  tho 
board  of  survey  was  merely  preliminary 
and  while  he  admitted  that  Duluth 
harbor  is  a  matter  of  great  Importance, 
he  has  not  yet  reached  a  point  where 
he  could  specifically  determine  what 
was  best  to  do. 

"Speaking  for  myself,"  said  th« 
chairman.  "I  would  prefer  that 
this  question  go  over  for  the  pres- 
ent, for  I  would  like  to  spend  some 
time    on    the    ground    there    myself." 

But  after  it  was  brought  out  that 
Maj.  Fitch,  the  local  engineer  In 
charge,  had  submitted  estimates  for 
deepening  the  Inner  harbor  and  after 
the  delegation  had  shown  that  con- 
ditions were  such,  in  view  of  In- 
creased commerce,  that  the  future 
of  the  Zenith  City  depended  on  im- 
mediate action,  Chairman  Burton 
agreed  to  waive  any  technlcalltlee 
and  gave  the  delegation  astsurance 
which  win  send  them  home  reason- 
ably well  satisfied. 

All  of  the  gentlemen  from  each 
city  had  something  to  say,  and  so 
did  Senator  Nelson  and  Congress- 
men   Bede    and   Jenkens. 

Prom  statements  of  facts  presented 
and  from  the  attitude  of  Chairman 
Burton.  It  Is  quite  probable  that, 
first:  There  will  be  provision  for 
protection  of  shipping  and  commerce 
in  Duluth-Superior  harbor,  both  for 
enlarging  the  capacity  of  the  har- 
bor and  for  protecting  shipping  from 
heavy  gales. 

Second:  That  while  the  report  of 
the  board  of  survey  will  not  be 
followed,  there  will  nevertheless  be 
several  features  which  said  board 
recommended  followed.  Both  en- 
trances to  Duluth  and  Superior  will 
be  maintained.  There  will  be  a 
breakwater  sufficient  to  protect  the 
Inner   harbor. 

Third:  Dredging  to  the  extent  of 
$450,000   Is  likely  to  be  authorized. 

Fourth:  Some  provision  that 
whatever  Is  appropriated  at  present 
Is  only  a  commencement  of  perma- 
nent Improvements  which  will  cost 
several  million. 

Fifth:  The  proposed  central  canal 
and  the  former  plans  of  long  plera 
at   Superior   will    be   abandoned. 


STRAYED  FROM 
RIGHT  COURSE 

Clyde  Line  Steamer  On- 

ondaya  Goes  Ashore  on 

Orleans  Beach. 

Chatham,  Mass.,  Jan.  14.— Straying  from 
the  beaten  track  the  Clyde  line  freight 
steamer  Onondaga,  Capt.  Bunnell,  bound 
from  Boston  for  Charleston  and  Jackson- 
ville, struck  on  Orleans  beach  early  yes- 
terday and  is  In  a  dangerous  position.  At 
low  water  the  Onondaga  was  high  and 
dry  and  tho  chances  of  saving  the  steam- 
er were   considered  about  even. 

The  steamer  struck  the  beach  nearly 
head-on  an  dthe  heavy  sea  soon  drove  her 
stern  at:ound  until  at  daylight  her  nose 
was  pointing  back  toward  Boston.  The 
vessel  had  wandered  two  miles  off  the 
course  in  the  fifteen-mile  run  from  Nau- 
sett  lights  to  Pollock  Rip  shoal  lightship 
during  a  night  which  though  cloudy  was 
comparatively  clear.  Capt.  Bunnell 
shouted  to  one  of  the  life  savers  that  he 
thought  he  was  considerably  farther  to 
the  south  and  hauled  his  vessel  in  shore 
to  pick  up  either  land  of  light.  Within 
a  minute  after  getting  a  sounding  of 
seven  fathoms  his  vessel  grounded  on 
the  bar. 

The  Onondaga  left  Boston  Saturday  aft- 
ernoon with  a  miscellaneous  cargo  for 
the  Southern  states. 

Two  tugs  arrived  at  the  scene  yesterday 
afternoon,  but  no  attempt  was  made  to 
float  the  vessel.  It  is  expected  that  the 
greater  portion  of  her  cargo  will  have 
to  be  lightered  before  the  ves.sel  can  bo 
floated. 

At  dark  the  captain  shouted  ashore  that 
his  vessel  was  still  tight  and  showed  no 
signs  of  breaking  up  although  she  had 
been  hammered  steadily  all  day  and 
spray  was  continually  flying  over  her. 

The  Onondaga  was  built  at  Philadelphia 
In  ia05.  She  is  2,155  tons  net  burthen,  27« 
feet  over  all.  She  carries  a  crew  of  twen- 
ty-eight men,  who  are  all  still  abroad 
the  vessel.  She  had  been  on  the  Boston 
and  Jackson%'ille  line  almost  continuously 
as  a  freighter.

GREATEST  QUAKE

GRASSHOPPER  GLACIER. 
One  of  the  small  glaciers  in  Montana 
Is  of  especial  interest  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  in  the  mass  of  ice  there 
are  imbedded  two  strata  of  grasshop- 
pers each  about  a  foot  thick,  says 
Country  Life  in  America.  There  are 
literally  tons  of  grasshoppers  in  the 
Ice  and  the  question  naturally  arises 
as  to  where  they  came  from.

Washington,  Jan.  14.— When  the  legis- 
lative bill  was  taken  up  in  the  senate

Even  now,  when  he  has  become  expert, 
h"  lir«l  runs  at  the  narrow  op<'ning,  hold- 
ing the  stick  by  the  middle,  and  then 
V  hen  h»  has  failed  he  skillfully  and 
without  further  waiting  shifts  his  teeth 
to  the  right  place.  He  l<'arned  thus  how 
to  do  the  action  by  trying  repeatedly  at 
random,  and,  failing  until  success 
crowned  his  desire,  he  remembered  the 
method  of  success.  Compare  his  action 
with  the  same  action  as  done  rational.y 
bv  H  man.  In  a  strict  sense  the  dog  does 
not  know  how  to  do  the  action,  because 
he  has  not  analyzed  It  Into  its  means. 
His  means  are  not  deliberate  mean.s  tak- 
en to  secure  an  end,  but  they  are  a  lucKy 
dt  vice  struck  out  by  the  urgency  of  de- 
sire. He  has  learned  how  It  goes,  but  not 
the  go  of  It. 

AGE    LIMIT    OSLERIEZD. 

ome  railroads  out-Oslerized  Osier 
not  long  ago  by  adopting  a  rule  forbid- 
ding the  employment  of  men  past  35 
years   of    ago. 

It  is  gratifying,  says  the  Railway 
Carmen's  Journal,  to  learn  that  the  ab- 
surdity of  limiting  the  age  at  which  a 
railway  man  Is  eligible  for  employment 
Is  passing  away  more  rapidly  than  the 
promoters  of  such  a  measure  expected. 

Already  the  principal  roads  in  Amer- 
ica, where  the  experiment  has  been 
tried,  have  abandoned  the  regulation. 
The  Boston  &  Main,  the  Alton,  the  St. 
Paul  and  the  Burlington  are  virtually 
Ignoring  the  age  limit  regulation,  and, 
guided  by  common  sense,  are  hiring 
men  more  with  a  view  to  their  qualifi- 
cations than  to  the  exact  number  of 
years   which    they   may   have  lived. 

Experience  and  capability  are  the 
real  tests  of  a  man's  fitness  for  any 
position,  and  if  a  railway  official  makes 
the  mistake  of  hiring  an  Incompetent 
man,  there  is  no  law  compelling  the 
company  to  continue  to  employ  him. 
Years  In  themselves  are  no  criterion.  . 

Some  men  are  old  at  40.  Others  are 
young  at  60.  At  any  event  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  a  lack  of  the  suppleness  of 
youth  Is  ofte-n  more  than  made  up  for 
by  the  wider  experience  of  added  years.
